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GOVERNORS  MESSAGE, 

DELIVERED   BEFORE  THE   SENATE  AND    ASSEMBLY   JANUARY  10,  1867. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  : 

Lot  us  first  return  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  tho  peace  and  prosperity 
He  has  vouchsafed  to  us  as  a  people  during  the  year  just  closed.  •   * 

I  congratulate  you  on  being  the  first  legislative  body  ever  convened  in 
this  State  as  the  representatives  of  a  people,  all  of  whom,  without  regard 
to  color,  stand  absolutely  equal  in  political  privileges  ;  and  through  you,  I 
congratulate  your  constituents  that  the  only  stain  which  rested  upon  their 
suffrage  laws  has  been  forever  erased. 

It  is  your  duty,  as  the  immediate  representatives  of  the  people,  to  guard 
well  their  interests  ;  to  know  in  what  manner  those  who  have  been  chosen 
to  administer  the  affairs  of  state  have  fulfilled  their  trusts ;  to  know 
whether  the  public  moneys  have  been  expended  in  accordance  with  law, 
and  with  due  economy,  and  to  see  that  no  abuses  creep  into  the  manage- 
ment of  state  affairs,  innocently  or  otherwise.  I  therefore  oarnestly  ad- 
vise a  critical  examination  by  each  member  of  your  body  of  all  the  reports 
herewith  submitted,  which  give  a  full,  detailed  statement  of  the  business 
of  the  state  in  all  its  departments.

All  state  bonds  purchased  with  trust  funds  have  been  canceled  and  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  there  have  been  issued  in  lieu 
thereof,  non-negotiable  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  each  fund  for  the 
amount  due  to  each,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  2,  gene- 
ral laws  of  1866. 

TRUST     FUNDS. 

It  is  important  to  every  citizen  of  the  State  that  provision  should  be 
made  for  the  safe  and  uniform  investment  of  the  several  trust  funds. 

The  necessities  of  the  State  during  the  continuance  of  the  war  com- 
pelled the  adoption  of  the  present  system  of  investing  them  in  our  own 
State  securities,  which,  so  far  as  it  goes,  proves  beneficial  to  all  interests. 
But  the  State  bonds  now  in  the  hands  of  individuals,  amount  to  only 
$440,100.00,  and  these  will  probably  be  purchased  by  the  Commissioners 
of  School  and  University  lands  before  the  close  of  the  year  1868.  Pru- 
dent business  foresight  requires  that  you  should,  during  your  session,  de- 
cide upon  the  system  of  investments  to  be  pursued  in  the  future,  so  that 
these  funds  may  be  saved  from  the  peril  of  reverting,  even  for  a  short 
time,  to  the  old  system  of  loans  to  individuals  upon  mortgago  security. 

Experience  has  shown  that  this  plan,  be  its  management  ever  so  careful, 
is  attended  with  constant  lossess  to  the  funds. 

My  owu  views  as  to  the  safest  and  best  plan  to  be  adopted  were  set 
forth  in  my  last  annual  message,  and  to  that  you  are  -referred. 

TAXBS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  127,  General  Laws  1866,  I  appointed 
Hon.  Stoddard  Judd,  Hon.  George  Gary,  and  D.  K.  Tenney,  Esq.,  com- 
missioners to  revise  the  laws  of  tbis  state  for  tbe  assessment  and  collec- 
tion of  taxes.  As  these  gentlemen .  will  lay  before  you  at  an  early  day  a 
full  report  of  their  proceedings,  I  will  make  no  suggestions  on  the  subject. 
I  trust,  however,  that  when  a  reasonably  perfect  code  has  been  determined 
upon,  future  legislatures  will  abstain  from  enacting  unnecessary  amend- 
ments thereto.

The  disbursements  amounted  to  $172,166  17,  of  which  $153,125  59 
were  paid  io  soldiers'  families/  There  has  been  expended  from  the  soldiers' 
relief  lund  the  sum  of  $390.82  during  the  past  year.  As  no  further  ne- 
cessity exists  for  this  fund,  authority  should  be  given  for  its  transfer  to 
the  general  fund. 

Over  $4,000,000.00  have  been  expended  from  the  state  treasury  for  war 
purposes,  since  April,  1861.  At  least  $8,000,000.00  have  been  expended 
by  cities,  counties  abd  towns  throughout  the  state,  for  the  same  purpose, 
making  a  total  expenditure  on  account  of  the  war  of  about  $12,000,000.00, 
which  does  not  include  the  millions  contributed  by  our  citizens  for  chari- 
table purposes  connected  with  the  war. 

Large  sums  have,  in  like  manner,  .been  expended  by  each  of  the  other 
loyal  states.  In  my  judgment  justice  demands  the  reimbursement,  by  the 
general  government,  of  the  bo  states  for  such  expenditures,  to  the  end  that 
the  people  of  the  whole  country  may  bear  their  equitable  share  of  the 
burden. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that,  by  memorial  to  Congress,  you  ask  this 
reimbursement. 

No  payments  have  been  made  by  the  United  States  to  this  state,  during 
the  past  year,  in  liquidation  of  war  claims  heretofore  presented. 

Vouchers  for  the  expenditure  of  an  additional  sum  of  $33,078.45  have 
been  filed  with  the  auditing  officers  at  Washington.  It  is  not  probable, 
however,  that  any  further  sums  will  be  realized  on  these  claims  until  Con- 
gress directs  their  payment. 

BANKS. 

The  report  of  the  Bank  Comptroller  shows  that  the  whole  number  of 
state  banks  doing  business  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1865,  was  twenty- 
one,

Chapter  143,  General  Laws  of  1866,  an  act  to  amend  the  banking  laws 
of  this  state,  did  not  contain  any  clause  authorizing  its  submission,  and, 
therefore,  has  not  been  submitted  to  the  people. .  The  amendment  is  need- 
ed, and  provision  should*  be  made  for  its  submission  at  the  next  general 
election.  Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  282,  General  Laws  of  1865, 
twenty-one  banks  have  assigned  to  the  State  Treasurer  their  securities, 
held  by  the  Bank  Comptroller,  together  with  their  interest  in  such  of  their 
circulating  notes  as  may  not  be  presented  for  redemption,  the  state  in  re- 
turn assuming  the  ultimate  redemption  of  the  outstanding  circulation  of 
said  banks.  At  the  date  of  the  passage  of  that  law,  the  circulation  of 
these  banks  was  $600,000  00.  Of  this  amount  $30,000  is  still  outstand- 
ing, ^25,000  of  which  is  believed  to  be  lost  circulation,  and  by  the  terms 
of  the  assignment  enures  to  .the  benefit  of  the  state.  I  invite  your  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Bank  Comptroller  with 
regard  to  winding  up  these  twenty-one  banks,  and  the  disposition  of  their 
funds  and  securities. 

The  banking  law  having  been  amended  by  chapter  102,  General  Laws 
1866,  no  tax  will  hereafter  be  assessed  upon  the  capital  of  any  bank  or 
banking  association  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  but  stockhold- 
ers will  be  assessed  and  taxed  on  the  value  of  their  shares  of  stock  in 
Buch  banks,  at  the  place  where  the  banks  are  located.  National  banks  are 
to  be  taxed  in  the  same  manner. 

The  report  of  the  State  Treasurer  shows  that  thirty-six  national  banks 
have  been  organized  in  this  state  under  the  laws  of  Congress,  having  an 
aggregate  capital  of  $2,780,000.  Of  these  banks  sixteen  have  paid  the 
state  tax  for  the  year  1865.  Twenty  banks  declined  to  pay  this  tax,  as- 
serting that  it  was  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  Congress,  and  illegal.  The 
amount  of  tax  paid  by  the  sixteen  banks  was  $13,203  69. 

If  the  tax  was  not  legal,  this  amount  should  be  immediately  refunded. 
If  it  was  legal,  it  should  be  enforced  against  all  national  banks  alike. 

INSURANCE     COMPANIES. 

Foreign  insurance  companies  doing  business  in  this  state,  are  required 
to  report  annually  to  the  secretary  of  state,  and  home  companies  to  report 
to  the  governor.  The  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  require  all  to  report 
to  the  secretary,  thus  giving  sole  control  of  insurance  business  to  one  de- 
partment. 

There  were  twenty  foreign  fire,  life  and  accident  insurance  companies 
doing  business  within  this  state  during  the  past  year,

Tbe  law  requiring  insurance  companies  to  deposit  state  or  other  bonds 
with  the  state  treasurer,  as  security  to  policy-holders,  having  been  repealed 
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last  winter  there  have  been  withdrawn  from  hie  custody  bondn  amounting 
to  $212,000.  Of  such  securities  there  still  remains  with  the  treasurer 
J 187, 000,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  owners. 

NOTARIES   PUBLIC    AND    COMMISSIONERS   OF    DEEDS. 

I  again  recommend  that  the  notaries  public  to  be  appointed  be 
limited  by  law  to  a  certain  number  in  each  town  and  city,  and  that  their 
official  bonds  be  approved  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county  m  which  the 
appointee  resides,  and  that  a  reasonable  fee  be  oharged  by  the  state  for 
each  commission. 

The  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  deeds  to  reside 
in  other  states,  does  not  provide  for  the*  payment  of  a  fee  to  the  state  for 
commissions.  It  should  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  a  charge  of  at  least 
five  dollars  for  each.  I  have  assumed  authority  to  make  such  a  charge  on 
commissions  issued  during  a  portion  of  the  past  year,  and  have  received 
on  that  account  $80,  which  have  been  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 

INDUSTRIAL. 

Agriculture  is  the  chief  industrial  pursuit  of  our  state,  and  con- 
sequently forms  the  main  foundation  of  our  wealth,  and  as  such  is  enti- 
tled to  the  attention  of  those  to  whom  the  law-making  power  is  intrusted. 
No  satisfactory  plan  has  yet  been  adopted  for  the  collection  of  reliable 
agricultural  statistics  for  the  information  of  those  interested.  The  secre- 
tary of  state  in  his  report  offers  valuable  suggestions  upon  this  subject. 

The  mining,  lumbering  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  state  are  sec- 
ond in  importance  to  agriculture  alone.  Millions  of  dollars  are  invested 
in  these  pursuits,  controlled  by  a  class  of  our  citizens  among  the  most  en- 
terprising and  industrious.  To  them  all  the  state  should  extend  every 
possible  encouragement. 

The  state  and  county  agricultural  societies  are  rendering  themselves  of 
great  usefulness  to  every  branch  of  our  industry,  and  should  be  aided  by 
liberal  legislation. 

By  far  the  greater  portion  of  our  fellow*citizenB  are  compelled  to  rely 
for  the  support  of  themselves  and  their  families  upon  the  labor  of  their  hands 
eaeh  day,  and  they  are  anxiously  seeking  relief  from  the  burdens  which 
press  upon  them,  Thoy  contend  that  the  labor  which  capital  requires  of 
them  is  too  much,  and  complain  that  after  spending  their  lives  in  ac- 
cumulating wealth  for  others,  they  must,  prematurely  exhausted  by  ex- 
cessive labor,  leave  their  families  helpless  and  unaided,  to  meet  penury 
and  suffer  its  hardships.  To  ameliorate  thi6  condition  somewhat,  they 
askfthat  eight  hours  be  declared  a  legal  day's  work. 

Capital  without  labor  is  powerless,  a  means  without  the  power  to  em- 
ploy it,  and  here,  if  anywhere  on  the  earth,  where  the  dignity  of  labor  is 
conceded  by  all,  and  where  the  law  makes  no  invidious  distinction  between 
the  rich  and  the  poor,  such  complaints  should  not  be  warranted.  To  the 
men  of  the  west,  most  of  whom  have  at  some  time  been  laboring  men, 
surely  no  argument  is  needed  to  show  that  those  who  create  the  wealth  of 
the  country  should  be  afforded  every  possiblo  facility  for  participating  in 
its  enjoyment,  and  that  the  non-producers  should  not  enjoy  all  the  luxu- 
ries of  life,  while  ^to  the  producers  are  awarded  only  its  burdens.     I  men 
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tion  this  subject  with  all  confidence  that  you  will  listen  to  the  voice  of  the 
working-man,  and  will  search  diligently  for  the  means  to  accomplish  the 
end  sought. 

LANDS. 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  April  10th,  1866,  the  General  Gov- 
ernment donated  to  this  state  200,000  acres  of  land  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  break-water,  harbor,  and  ship  canal  at  the  head  of  Sturgeon  Bay, 
in  the  county  of  Boor,  to  connect  the  waters  of  Green  Bay  with  Lake 
Michigan. 

Section  two  of  that  act  provides  "  that  the  said  lands  hereby  granted, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  legislature  of  said  state,  or  if  th  e 
legislature  thereof  shall  not  be  in  session,  or  shall  adjourn  within  ten  days 
after  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  act,  then  said  lands  shall  be  subject 
to  the  disposal  of  the  Governor  and  board  cf  commissioners  of  school,  uni- 
versity and  swamp  lands  of  said  state." 

The  legislature  adjourning  within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  this 
act,  the  lands  were,  by  the  terms  of  the  grant,  left  within  the  control  of 
the  officers  above  mentioned,  but  they  have  made  no  disposition  of  them. 
The  whole  matter  is  referred  to  your  honorable  body  for  suoh  action  as 
you  may  deem  advisable.  The  lands  granted  have  been  selected  and  with- 
drawn from  market.  The  land  office  fees,  amounting  to  $2,500  00,  have 
been  paid  by  the  state,  and  lists  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Land  Office, 
at  Washington,  for  approval.     Patents  will  issue  in  duo  time. 

The  first  thirty  sections  of  the  land  granted  by  act  of  Congress,  approv- 
ed March  2,  1863,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  military  road  from  Fort 
Howard  to  the  Michigan  state  line,  have  been  patented  to  the  state,  and 
the  school  land  commissioners  are  authorized  to  put  them  into  market  as 
the  law  prescribes. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  road  will  be  completed  as  rapidly  as  possible,  as  it 
is  very  important  to  the  section  through  which  it  will  pass. . 

INTERNAL    IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  energy  displayed  by  the  people  of  this  state  during  the  past  few 
years  in  projecting  and  carrying  out  successful  enterprises  of  internal  im- 
provement, notwithstanding  the  heavy  burdens  and  distractions  of  the 
war,  is  truly  wonderful,  and  will  soon  envelop  the  whole  state  in  a  net- 
work of  much  needed  railways. 

Among  the  most  important  now  projected  and  to  be  completed  at  an  early 
day,  I  may  mention  theTomah  and  Saint  Croix  ;  Portage  and  Superior,  via 
Ripon,  Berlin,  Stevens  Point  and  Bayfield;  Milwaukee  and  Fond  duLac, 
thence  to  connect  with  the  Portage  and  Superior ;  the  Manitowoc  and 
Mississippi ;  the  Oshkosh  and  Mississippi ;  the  Sugar  River  Valley,  from 
the  state  line,  via  Madison1  to  Portage  ;  the  Saint  Croix  and  Superior,  ex 
tension  of  the  line  from  Sheboygan  to  Fond  du  Lac  ;  the  lines  from  Green 
Bay  to  the  Mississippi ;  Mineral  Point  to  Dubuque ;  Monroe,  southwest 
to  the  Mississippi ;  between  Omro  and  Oshkosh  ;  from  Madison,  north- 
west, via  Baraboo,  and  Milwaukee  to  West  Bend. 

The  completion  of  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  will  develop  the  rich 
country  north  and  west  of  Lake  Superior,  and  consequently  is  of  great 


importance,  political  and  material,  to  the  nation.  Aside  from  the  benefit 
which  will  enure  to  .this  state  from  such  general  development,  the  eastern 
terminus  of  the  road  being  within  our  borders,  will  offer  to  our  railroads 
peculiar  advantages  for  connection  with  it,  thus  making  the  route  of  great 
local  interest  to  us.  I  recommend  that  you  give  to  this  undertaking 
your  earnest,  efficient  support. 

All  of  these  lines  will  traverse  rich  portions  of  this  state,  throwing 
open  its  remotest  parts,  and  should  receive  such  encouragement  as  is  due 
to  their  great  importance.  The  citizens  along  the  routes  of  many  of  them, 
alive  to  their  utility,  are  freely  contributing  large  sums  of  money,  and 
urging  them  on  by  every  possible  means  to  a  speedy  completion,  with  a  zeal 
which  will  surely  secure  their  success. 

The  number  of  railroad  companies  making  reports  to  the  state  is  nine, 
having  a  total  length  of  1731  miles.

During  the  past  year  officers  detailed  by  the  war  department  have  made 
surveys  of  a  portion  of  the  Mississippi  river,  with  a  viow  to  the  removal 
of  obstructions  to  its  navigation,  by  the  improvement  of  the  Rock  Island 
and  Dcs  Moines  Rapids. 

The  Illinois,  Root,  Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers  have  also  been  surveyed 
with  reference  to  a  water  communication  between  the  Mississippi  and  the 
Great  Lakes.     Both  projects  are  considered  entirely  feasible. 

It  is  reported  practicable  to  construct  a  line  of  navigation,  by  Rook 
river  to  Lakes  Horicon  and  Winnebago,  with  at  least  the  capacity  of  the 
Erie  canal,  thereby  furnishing  to  the  people  along  its  route,  facilities  for  the 
transportation  of  heavy  freight,  which  would  be  of  incalculable  advantage 
to  them.  It  is  deemed  by  the  engineers  in  charge,  that  the  Wisconsin  can 
be  rendered  perfectly  navigable,  by  such  methods  of  engineering  as  have 
been  tried  on  similar  streams  elsewhere  and  found  successful,  or,  should 
this  in  the  end  prove  impracticable,  that  a  canal  of  large  capacity  can  be 
built  along  its  valley  at  a  cost  so  small  as  to  warrant  the  undertaking. 

The  company  having  charge  of  the  Fox  improvement,  proposes  at  an 
early  day  to  render  that  stream  navigable  for  larger  boats  than  at  present. 

The  Fox  and  Wisconsin  route  will  give  water  transportation  for  a  largo 

Portion  o/  the  heavy  freight  of  our  own  and  the  states  west  of  us. 
t  is  proper  to  mention  in  this  connection  that  the  trustees  of  the  Fox 
river  improvement  have  deposited  with  the  state  treasurer,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  535,  laws  of  1865,  the  sum  of  $47,104.86 
for  the  payment  of  two  improvement  fund  certificates,  amounting  to  $3,- 
133.66,  the  balanee  to  be  paid  on  the  completion  of  the  work  on  that  riv- 
er, as  required  by  law. 

The  successful  completion  of  either  or  all  of  these  great  enterprises  will 
greatly  add  to  the  wealth  of  the  entire  northwest,  by  decreasing  the  cost 
of  transportation  on  our  products  to  eastern  and  southern  markets,  and 
on  such  articles  as  we  may  purohase  from  them  in  return.  Already  the 
means  of  transportation  are  scarcely  adequate  to  the  cheap  transfer  of  the 
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immense  amounts  of  grain  and  lumber  which  yearly  pass  over  the  face  of 
this  state  seeking  markets,  and  this  inadequacy  is  constantly  increasing. 
The  utility  of  any  improvements  which  will  lessen  it  must  bo  obvious 
to  all. 

Important  as  these  works  are  to  the  states  directly  interested,  they  are 
of  paramount  importance  to  the  nation*  at  large.  It  is  absolutely  essential 
to  the  safety  of  the  country  that  there  should  be  one  or  more  naval  high- 
ways, suitable  for  gunboat  navigation,  between  the  Mississippi  and  the 
Lakes,  and  their  importance  should  not  be  underestimated  upon  the  ground 
that  there  is  no  prospect  of  such  defense  being  required.  It  may  yet  be,  and 
it  is  the  part  of  wisdom,  not  only  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  present, 
but  also  to  provide  for  the  emergencies  of  the  future.  The  past  should 
have  taught  us  the  force  of  the  maxim,    "  In  peace  prepare  for  war." 

I  recommend  that  you,  by  memorial,  ask  CongresB  to  aid  these  under- 
takings. 

I  also  commend  to  your  favorable  notice  the  project  of  constructing  a 
ship  canal  around  the  Falls  of  Niagara.  Any  scheme  which  will  material- 
ly aid  in  securing  cheap  transportation  to  the  people  of  the  northwest, 
should  greatly  interest  us  and  be  encouraged. 

CORPORATIONS. 

The  strife  which  for  years  past  has  existed  between  a  portion  of  our 
people  and  various  corporations  of  tho  state  has,  I  regret  to  say,  in  nowise 
abated.  Complaints  of  injustice  and  oppression  on  the  part  of  railroad 
companies  are  still  heard.  A  port; on  of  our  people  are  still  complaining 
that  unjust  discriminations  are  made  by  these  corporations,  and  demand- 
ing the  aid  of  legislative  enactment  to  reduce  the  tariffs  of  freight  to  a 
more  equitable  standard.  The  companies,  on  the  other  hand,  still  earnest- 
ly assert  that  their  charges  are  just  and  equitable. 

That  there  is  wrong  somewhere  seems  probable.  That  either  party  is 
abiolutely  right  or  wrong,  is  by  no  means  certain.  To  arrive  at  the  exact 
merits  of  the  controversy,  an  extended  and  critical  examination  of  facts  and 
figures  is  required,  which  no  legislature  in  this  state  has  yet  provided  for* 
This  strife  is  in  every  way  hostile  to  the  interests  of  all  concerned.  It 
increases  the  distrust  with  which  the  people  always  look  upon  corporations, 
and  thereby  diminishes  their  success  and  impairs  their  usefulness.  It 
consumes  the  time  of  each  legislature  in  useless  and  never-ending  disputes. 
It  repels  the  investment  of  railroad  capital  within  our  borders.  It  is  pro- 
ductive only  of  bad  results,  and  should  be  stopped  immediately. 
If  the  railroad  companies  are  in  the  wrong,  cither  in  whole  or  in  part, 
the  fact  should  be  ascertained,  and  the  wrong  corrected  by  proper  legisla- 
tion. The  people  have  for  years  past  demanded  investigation,  and  the  cor- 
poration s* invite  the  same,  asserting  that  honest,  impartial  investigation  is 
what  they  want,  and  that  they  will  abide  by  its  award. 

Past  legislatures  have,  either  from  want  of  time  or  facilities  for  obtain- 
ing the  requisite  information,  sfai^d  to  arrive  at  any  satisfactory  conclusion 
on  the  subject.  Each  succeeding  legislature,  therefore,  finds  itself  just 
where  its  predecessor  commenoed,  and  before  definite  action  can  be  had,  the 
day  of  adjournment  arrives,  and  the  strife'  is  continued  another  year.  I 
know  of  no  better  plan  for  procuring  the  data  necessary  to  intelligent  ao- 
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tion,  than  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  from  your  body,  or  by  the  ' 
appointment  of  a  commission,  to  investigate  thoroughly  and  carefully  the 
whole  question,  and  to  submit  the  result  of  such  investigation  to  this  or 
a  succeeding  legislature.  This  investigation  is  due  to  the  corporations, 
for  while  it  is  your  duty  to  compel  on  their  part  a  strict  observance  of 
the  restrictions  which  the  state  has  placed  upon  them,  it  is  none  the  less 
your  duty  to  protect  them  in  the  exercise  of  all  their  legitimate  franchises. 
It  is  especially  due  to  the  people,  and  it  is  your  peculiar  province,  as  their 
chosen  guardians,  to  stand  between  them  and  injustice  and  oppression, 
from  whatever  source  they  may  come,  and  I  am  confident  you  will  dis- 
charge this  duty  without  fear  or  favor. 

The  subject  is  important  and  replete  with  difficulties,  and  should  com- 
mand your  early,  earnest  attention,  that  exact  justice  may  be  done. 

IMMIGRATION. 

Now  that  the  war  has  been  brought  to  a  successful  issue,  and  among  all 
classes  throughout  Europe  confidence  in  the  permanence  of  our  free  insti- 
tutions has  been  fully  restored,  the  tide  of  emigration  from  the  old  world 
reaches  our  shores  in  constantly  increasing  volume.  Almost  without  ex- 
ception these  people  bring  with  them  habits  of  honest  industry  ;  most  of 
them  bring  moderate  amounts  of  capital,  many  are  skilled  in  the  mechanic 
arts,  and  all  are  moved  by  a  strong  desire  to  better  their  condition,  and  to 
secure  for  themselves  homes  and  comfortable  surroundings.  Immediate 
steps  should  be  taken  to  induce  as  many  as  possible  of  their  number  to  set- 
tle within  the  borders  of  this  state.  Our  countless  acres  of  uncultivated 
land,  our  numerous  water-privileges  unimproved,  our  almost  inexhaustible 
store  of  mineral  wealth  yet  hidden  in  the  earth,  together  with  our  easy  ac- 
cess to  the  markets  of  the  world,  offer  to  the  immigrant  advantages  scarce- 
ly to  be  found  elsewhere.  If  proper  means  are  adopted  to  convey  to  them 
correct  information  as  to  our  resources  and  geographical  position,  little 
else,  I  think,  need  be  done.  To  this  end  I  suggest  the  organization  of  a 
Board  of  Immigration,  to  be  composed  of  such  of  the  state  officers  as  may 
be  able  to  discharge  the  duty  efficiently,  in  addition  to  their  present  trusts. 
I  am  confident  that  such  a  board  can  render  very  great  service  to  the  state, 
with  the  annual  expenditure  of  a  small  sum  of  money. 

The  speedy  settlement  of  a  portion  of  our  state  has  been  greatly  retard- 
ed by  reason  of  the  withdrawal  from  market  of  the  lauds  granted  by  the 
general  government  in  aid  of  internal  improvements. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  a  complete  and  creditable  representa- 
tion of  the  varied  resources,  mineral,  agricultural  and  mechanical,  of  our 
state,  at  the  Paris  Exposition,  to  be  held  this  year,  that  all  nations  may 
more  thoroughly  understand  our  great  wealth  and  industry. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS,   *0. 

Under  the  provisions  of  joint  resolution  number  6,  1866,  the  questiou 
whether  or  not  a  convention  to  revise  the  constitution  should  assemble,  i 

was  submitted  to  the  people  at  the  last  general  election,  and  by  them  de-  \ 

oided  in  the  negative. 

The  legislature  of  1865,  by  a  joint  resolution,  proposed  an  amendment 
to  the  constitution,  providing  for  the  payment  of  a  salary  of  three  hundred 
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tnd  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  with  mileage,  to  each  member  of  the  legisla- 
ture. The  resolution  was  ratified  by  the  legislature  of  1866,  but  no  au- 
thority was  given  for  its  submission  to  xhe  people  for  their  approval.  This 
authority  should  be  supplied  during  the  present  session.  The  wishes  of 
the  people  should  not  be  thus  thwarted  by  an  oversight,  and  to  prevent  a 
recurrence,  I  submit  the  propriety  of  the  passage  of  a  general  law,  author- 
izing the  secretary  of  state  to  give  notice  in  such  cases,  as  suggested  by  him. 

BEVISBD    STATUES. 

No  provision  was  made  by  the  last  legislature  for  the  codification  or  re- 
vision of  the  Statutes.  It  was  thought  this  should  not  bo  done  until  the 
question  whether  or  not  a  constitutional  convention  should  be  held,  was 
determined,  because,  if  decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  statutes  could 
not  be  properly  codified  or  revised  until  it  had  completed  its  labors. 
I  respectfully  oa.ll  your  attention  to  this  subject,  being  fully  impressed 
with  its  urgent  necessity.  If  responsible  parties  will  undertake  the  work 
as  a  private  enterprise,  with  the  understanding  that  the  state  shall  pur- 
chase a  certain  number  of  copies,  I  advise  the  adoption  of  this  plan. 

SPECIAL  LEGISLATION. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  constantly  growing  evil  of  special  legislation. 

During  the  session  of  the  last  legislature  there  were  five  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  private  and  local  laws  enacted.  Most  of  these  laws  were  un- 
necessary, as  the  object  sought  by  them  could  have  been  better  attained 
under  the  provisions  of  then  existing  general  laws.  Over  two  hundred 
acts  of  incorporation  were  passed,  creating  corporations  without  bank- 
ing powers,  in  plain  violation  of  the  clause  in  the  state  constitution, 
which  provides  "  that  corporations  without  banking  powers  may  be 
formed  under  general  laws,  but  shall  not  be  created  by  special  act, 
except  for  municipal  purposes,  and  in  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
legislature,  the  objects  of  the  corporation  cannot  be  attained  under* general 
laws,"  and  in  face  of  the  fact  that  such  a  general  law  as  the  constitution  con- 
templates, did  then  exist  upon  the  statute  books.  If  that  general  law  is  de- 
fective, it  should  be  amended  at  once,  and  all  future  corporate  companies,  ex- 
cept perhaps  railroad  and  insurance,  compelled  to  organize  under  its  provis- 
ions. It  has  not  been  unusual  for  legislatures  to  gravely  include  in  acts  of 
incorporation  a  section  stating  that  "in  the  judgment  of  the  legislature  the 
objects  of  the  incorporation  cannot  be  attained  under  general  laws."  An 
examination  of  the  great  majority  of  these  acts  would  conwnce  any  man 
that  their  objects  could  very  easily  have  been  attained  under  existing  gen- 
eral laws.  Such  legislation  is  an  evasion  of  the  constitution,  and  should 
eeaBe.  If  you  will  comply  strictly  with  the  clause  of  the  constitution  above 
quoted,  ud  will  leave  to  the  several  boards  of  supervisors,  and  to  the  state 
eourts,  all  business  entrusted  to  them  under  the  provisions  of  general  laws, 
you  will  very  materially  shorten  your  session,  lessen  the  expenses  of  the 
state,  give  better  satisfaction  to  your  constituents,  and,  I  am  convinced, 
will  inmost  cases  advance  the  ends  of  justice. 

CHARITABLE   INSTITUTIONS. 

The  trustees  of  the  Insane  Hospital  report  that  the  number  of  patients 
in  the  institution,  October  1st,  1865,  was  177. 
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Number  admitted  during  the  year 95 

do      discharged    do        do 92 

do      September  80th,  1866 180 

Of  which  number  96  were  males  and  84  females. 

The  current  expenses  for  the  year  amounted  to  $41,205.03.  "The  ex- 
penses for  this  year  are  estimated  at  $50,000.  The  farm,  worked  princi- 
Sally  by  the  patients,  has  netted  a  profit  during  the  past  two  years  of  over 
16,000.00.  The  work  of  erecting  the  additional  wings,  provided  for  by  your 
predecessors,  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  When  these  additions  are  com- 
pleted, the  Institution  will  probably  accommodate  all  cases  of  curable  insani- 
ty within  the  State.  Further  provision  ought  to  be  made  for  the  care  of  the 
incurable  insane.  For  the  completion  of  the  new  wing,  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  $22,850.00  is  asked. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance,  during  the  year,  upon  the 
Wisconsin  Institute  for  the  education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  has  been 
104.  Number  in  attendance  October  1st,  1866,  84.  The  trustees  receiv- 
ed from  the  State  and  other  sources  during  the  fiscal  year  $20,678.80,  and 
have  expended  $24,070.28,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $3,391.48,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  which,  and  for  the  current  expenses  of  this  year,  they  ask  an  ap- 
propriation of  $27,684.48.  They  also  ask  an  appropriation  of  $13,901.35 
for  the  completion  of  the  west  wing  and  work  shop,  now  being  erected, 
and  for  heating  and  lighting  apparatus 

The  wants  of  the  soldiers'  orphans  throughout  the  state,  made  it  neces- 
sary to  open  the  "Home"  before  provision  could  be  made  for  its  organi- 
sation under  state  control.  It  was  accordingly  opened  January  1st,  1866, 
the  necessary  means  being  furnished,  in  great  part,  by  private  subscription. 
The  amount  received  from  such  subscriptions  was  $12,834.69.  The 
amount  expended  for  repairs,  furniture,  and  current  expenses  was  $21,- 
106.67.  The  $8,271.98  expended  in  excess  of  the  amount  received  from 
contributions,  was  generously  advanced  by  Samuel  Marshall,  Esq.,  treas- 
urer under  the  temporary  organization.  The  state  has  had  the  bene- 
fit of  this  sum,  and  should  refund  it  to  Mr.  Marshall.  The  prop- 
erty was  purchased  by  the  state  for  $10,000.00,  and  the  Home  be- 
came a  state  institution  March  31st,  1866,  since  which  time  the 
trustees  have  received  for  its  support  $25,000.00  from  the  state,  and 
$404.75  from  other  sources.  Amount  expended  during  the  fiscal  year 
$17,460.20.  Balance  on  hand  September  30th,  1866,  $7,944.07.  On 
the  1st 'day  of.January,  1867,  298  children  had  been  received  into  the 
Home,  of  whom  57  have  been  removed  by  parents  and  guardians,  and 
5  have  died,  leaving  the  number  of  inmates  on  that  day  236.  An  addi- 
tional building  is  needed  for  school  purposes,  for  the  erection  of  which  an 
appropriation  of  $10,000.00  is  asked  by  the  trustees.  It  bei&g  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  every  facility  should  be  given  for  the  educa- 
tion of  these  children,  I  recommend  that  this  appropriation  be  made.  The 
erection  of  such  a  building,  in  addition  to  its  importance  to  the  edu- 
cational interests  of  the  home,  will  materially  increase  its  capacity  for 
usefulness.  It  can  now  accommodate  800,  and  the  trustees  confidently 
expect  that  by  April  next  it  will  be  full.  8hould  this  recommendation  re- 
ceive your  concurrence,  an  additional  ward  will  be  jmade  of  the  room  oc- 
cupied by  the  school,  thereby  providing  for  at  least  fifty  more.    Ii  ts 
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thought  that  the  Home  will  then  accommodate  all  of  the  really  destitute 
soldiers*  orphans  in  the  state  who  will  ever  apply  for  admission.  The  trus- 
tees also  ask  an  appropriation  of  $40,000.00  for  current  expenses  this 
year. 

No  state  in  the  union  has  made  better  provision  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  orphans  of  its  soldiers,  than  has  Wisconsin.  What  has  been 
thus  nobly  begun  must  be  generously  continued.  These  children,  to  whom 
we  owe  so  much,  cannot  be  the  objects  of  oharity  from  the  state.  They 
are  the  beloved  wards  of  the  state,  and  when  it  provides  for  them  a  home 
and  an  education,  it  pays  but  little  of  the  debt  it  owes  them.  Nothing 
should  be  left  undone  which  will  contribute  to  their  present  happiness  and 
future  success,  They  have  thus  far  progressed  in  their  studies  with  com- 
mendable rapidity,  and  evince  a  zeal  which  proves  theirappreciation  of  the 
advantages  which  you  are  extending  to  them.  I  am  confident  that  the  in- 
stitution has  been  ably  managed  in  all  its  departments,  and  that  the  chil- 
dren have  received  that  parental  care  which  belongs  to  them.  I  need  not 
commend  them  to  your  care,  for  each  one  of  them,  I  know,  has  a  place  in 
your  hearts. 

The  trustees  of  the  institution  for  the  education  of  the  blind,  report  the 
condition  of  the  same  as  very  unsatisfactory,  owing  to  the  adverse  working 
of  the  law  passed  by  the  legislature  at  its  last  session,  requiring  from  the 
pupils  payment  for  board,  or  the   presentation    of  a  certificate   from   the 
county  judge  of  inability  of  parents  to  make  such  payment.     They  show 
that  the  number  of  pupils  who  receive  the  benefits  of  the  institution  has 
been   reduced   from  54  to  18,  and  seemingly  justify  the  assertion  that 
"  from  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  efficient  schools  of  its  kind  in  the 
country,  the  institution  has,  by  the  action  of  this  law,  suddenly  been  re- 
duced to  one  of  the  most  insignificant.''     The  language  of  the  law  com- 
plained of  is  general,  and  applieB  alike  to  all  the  state  benevolent  institu- 
tions, except   the   Orphans    Home.     On  general   principles  I  very  much 
question  its  propriety.     Wisconsin  cannot  afford  to  be  niggardly  in  her 
charities.     The  people  not  only  do  not  ask  it,  but  are  perfectly  willing  to 
bear  whatever  small  addition  to  their  burden  of  taxes  may  be  necessary 
to  the  proper  care  of  suoh  of  their  fellow-citizens  as  are  blind,  deaf  and 
dumb,  or  insane.     I  concur  in  the  earnest  recommendation  of  the  trustees 
that  this  law  be  repealed,    Jfhe  expenditures  for  the  last  fiscal  year  were, 
for  building   shop,  and  other  improvements,  $ 7, 790. 05,  and  for  current 
expenses,  $16,471.74.     An  appropriation  of  $16,000.00  is  asked  for  pay- 
ment of  current  expenses  this  year,  also  a  small  sum  for  the  purchase  of 
a  few  acres  of  much  needed  land. 

The  state  has  every  reason  to  congratulate  itself  on  having  secured  for 
the  management  of  its  benevolent  institutions  men  remarkable  for  their 
leal  and  ability.  Our  institutions  will  oompare  favorably  with  those  of 
any  other  state  in  the  Union,  either  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the 
work  which  they  were  established  to  perform,  or  for  the  care  and  economy 
with  which  their  business  affairs  are  administered.  I  recommend  that  lib- 
eral appropriations  be  made  for  their  support.  For  the  convenience  of 
managers,  it  would  be  well  to  pay  quarterly  in  advance  the  amounts  appro- 
priated for  current  expenses  of  institutions  under  their  charge. 
Before  dismissing  this  subject,  I  will  call  your  attention  to  another  olaas 
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of  unfortunates  for  whom  substantial  provision  should  be  made  by  the 
state.  I  allude  to  imbecile  and  idiotio  children.  Census  statistics,  neces- 
sarily imperfect  in  this  particular,  show  that  we  have  in  this  state  many  of 
these  poor  creatures,  for  whom,  under  our  present  system,  there  seems  re- 
ally to  be  no  place.  If  sent  to  public  schools  and  brought  into  competi- 
tion with  children  of  full  mental  vigor,  they  fail  rapidly.  If  kept  at 
homo  and  left  to  themselves,  their  feeble  lights  gradually  go  out,  and  with 
advancing  years  they  sink  into  hopeless  idiooy.  Schools  already  establish- 
ed in  other  states,  demonstrate  that  by  proper  care  and  attention  they  are 
greatly  benefited.  It  is  our  duty  as  a  people  to  provide  for  their  educa- 
tion. 

In  company  with  a  portion  of  the  state  officers,  I  extended  the  annual 
inspection  of  tho  state  institutions  to  the  Protestant  Orphan  Asylum, 
Saint  Rose  Orphan  Asylum.  Saint  Mary's  Hospital  and  Passavant  Hospi- 
tal, located  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee.  A  careful  examination  proved  them 
all  to  be  ia  an  admirable  condition.  They  are  not  state  institutions,  but 
are  working  great  good,  are  of  great  aid  to  the  state,  and  should  receive 
from  it  a  yearly  allowance.  They  confine  their  benefits  to  no  locality,  but 
admit  inmates  from  all  portions  of  the  state,  the  care  and  support  of  whom 
would  otherwise  devolve  upon  the  people. 

TIIE    STATE    REFORM   SCHOOL. 

The  board  of  managers  of  the   State   Reform   School  report  that  the  . 
whole  number  of  children  received  since  the  opening  of  the  school,  July 
28,  1660,  is  400.     Of  these,  340  were  boys  and  60  were  girls. 

The  whole  number  of  inmates  during  past  year  was  . .' 209 

Number  of  inmates,  October  1st,  1 805 155

Largest  number  of  inmates  at  any  one  time, 160 

No  death  has  ever  occurred  among  the  inmates  since  the  school  was 
first  established. 

On  the  10th  day  of  January,  1866,  the  main  building  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  The  legislature,  then  in  session,  appropriated  $30,000.00  for  the 
erection  of  new  buildings.  In  addition  to  thiasum,  $9,970  have  been  re- 
alised from  insurance,  giving  the  managers  a  bunding  fund  of  $39,970.00. 
By  the  failure  of  the  Morris  Insurance  Company,  the  state  lost  the  sum  of 
$7,500.00  additional  insurance.  Instead  of  the  one  burned,  the  mana- 
gers have  erected  three  smaller  buildings,  at  a  cost  of  about  $41,000.00. 
They  have  purchased  120  acres  of  land  for  farming  purposes  at  a  cost  of 
$7,500.00.  The  current  expenses  for  the  past  year  amounted  to  $24,- 
026.14.  For  the  current  expenses  of  this  year,  and  for  the  completion  of 
the  buildings  and  purchase  of  furniture,'  they  ask  an  appropriation  of 
$28,000.00.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  urge  upon  you  the  wisdom  of  en* 
touraging  this  school  by  proper  legislation.  Affording  as  it  does  the  most 
efficient  means  for  rescuing  vagabond  children  from  lives  of  crime  and  lead-  * 
ing  them  to  lives  of  industry  and  usefulness,  humanity  and  a  wise  publio 
eoonomy  alike  dictate  that  we  should  extend  to  its  able  managers  every 
fkoility  for  carrying  on  the  good  work. 
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STATE   PRISON. 


The  State  Prison  Commissioner  gives  a  very  full  and  satisfactory  report 
of  its  condition,  showing  that  the  convicts  under  his  charge  have  earned 
by  their  labor,  ,

Total  cost  to  the  state  during  fiscal  year $1,256  88 

By  comparison  with  the  reports  of  other  prisons,  he  shows  that  none  in 
the  country  are  so  near  self-supporting.  Valuable  suggestions  are*  made 
by  him  as.  to  the  future  management  of  the  convicts,  when  all  permanent 
improvements  are  finished,  in  order  that  the  prison  may  not  be  a  heavy 
burden  to  the  state.  The  walls  of  the  north  wing  are  nearly  completed,  the 
work  having  been  done  by  the  convicts.  If  this  wing  i*  to  be  completed 
this  year,  the  commissioner  asks  an  appropriation  of  $30,000  00  for  the 
payment  of  current  expenses.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  new  wing 
should  certainly  be  roofed.  Whether  it  will  be  good  policy  to  finish  the 
building  this  year  or  not,  can  be  better  decided  by  your  committee  when  it 
makes  the  annual  inspection  of  the  prison.

I  quote  a  statement  from  the  report  which  should  interest  all  who  have 
the  care  of  children  : 

"  It  is  a  remarkable  fact*  which  deserves  th*  consideration  of  parents 
and  guardians,  that  of  the  229  convicts  committed  during  the  past  three 
years,  only  four  per  cent,  could  be  called  skillful  mechanics,  while  not  more 
than  ten  per  cent,  knew  the  first  rudiments  of  a  trade." 

The  want  of  steady  employment,  which  every  one  familiar  with  a  trade 
can  always  command,  and  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  are  undoubtedly 
the  two  most  prolific  sources  of  crime  in  this  country. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  most  important  and  interesting  reports  which  is  yearly  sub- 
mitted to  the  legislature,  is  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. In  this  age  of  intellectual  improvement,  it  is  admitted  by  all  that 
10  one  thine  conduces  more  to  national  security  and  prosperity  than  the 
•duration  of  the  masses.  While  this  is  undeniably  true  in  its  application 
to  governments  in  general,  it  is  recognized  as  a  fundamental  axiom  in  the 

£necTtliar  one  under  which  we  live,  and  as  such,  it  is  the  first  duty  of  our 
legislators  to  foster  and  encourage  popular  education.    During  the  strug- 
through  which  we  have  just  passed,  the  colleges  and  common  schools  of 
country  have  woven  sources  of  great  national  strength,  and  it  may  b  e 
truthfully  asserted,  that  opposition  to  the  government,  not  clearly  trace** 
2  doc.    , 
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ble  to  intelligent  malignity,  has  for  the  most  part  been  based  npon  the  ig- 
norance of  the  masses. 

I  concur  fully  in  the  valuable  suggestions  made  by  the  superintendent, 
especially  those  relating  to  irregular  attendance  upon  schools,  and  the  im- 
portance of  state  aid  in  the  establishment  of  school  libraries.  I  noto  with 
pleasure  that  the  services  of  our  teachers  are  becoming  more  highly  appre- 
ciated, and  that  during  the  past  year  this  has  resulted  in  slightly  increas- 
ing their  remuneration.     This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.

NORMAL    SCHOOLS.

After  fully  considering  all  propositions  received  from  different  localities, 
the  normal  school  regents  resolved  to  establish  schools  at  the  following 
{daces: 


At  Whitewater,  which  donates  a  site  and  $25,00Q.  The  sahool  building 
is  now  being  erected,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  next  fall. 

At  Platteville,  which  donates  the  Platteville  Academy  buildings,  with 
$1,100.00  to  put  the  same  in  complete  repair,  and  #$5,000.00.  This 
school  has  been  opened,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  is  a  complete  success. 

At  Oshkosb,  which  donates  a  site  and  $30,000,  the  necessary  buildings 
to  be  erected  as  soon  as  practicable. 

At  S  tough  ton,  which  donates  a  site,  $35,000.00  and  forty  acres  of  valu- 
able timber  land. 

At  Sheboygan,  which  donates  a  site  and  $35,000.00,  the  probable  cost 
of  the  requisite  buildings. 

All  of  these  schools  will  be  opened  at  as  early  a  day  as  the  condition  of 
the  funds  will  warrant,  and  from  them  there  is  every  reason  to  anticipate  a 
very  great  benefit  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  state.  The  fund  is 
a  magnificent  one,  and  to  those  who  originated  and  advocated  the  leg- 
islation which  created  it,  the  people  of  the  state  are  under  lasting  obli- 
gations. 

The  total  productive  normal  school  fund  now  is  $598,999.92,  and  the 
number  of  acres  of  land  belonging  to  the  fund  is  493,910.  The  re- 
ceipts for  the  past  year  amounted  to  $83,032.06,  and  the  disbursements 
were  as  follows :

The  receipts  of  the  normal  school  fund  income  amounted  to  $69,430. 
94.  The  disbursements  for  regents,  clerks,  building's,  attorney's  fees, 
transferred  to  other  funds,  and  protecting  lands,  amounted  to  $22,766.03, 
leaving  a  balance  in  this  fund  of  $56,940.20,  to  which  may  be  added 
$110,000.00  to  be  paid  by  the  localities  above  named,  and  $32,197.50  in- 
terest which  will  accrue  to  the  fund  early  this  year,  making  a  grand  total 
of  $199,137.70,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  regents. 

THE    STATE  UNIVERSITY. 

The  state  university  having  been  reorganized,  and  the  lands  granted  by 
the  general  government  to  the  state  in  aid  of  an  agricultural  college,  added 
to  its  resources,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  the  institution  has  enter- 
ed upon  a  more  permanent  and  extended  career  of  usefulness.  The  re 
gents  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  114,  laws  of  1866, 
entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  on  the  27th  day  of  June  last. 
Their  report  shows  that  the  county  of  Pane  has  delivered  to  them  county 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $40,000,00,  and  they  ask  of  you  the  authority, 
which  I  think  should  be  unhesitatingly  granted,  to  invest  in  these  bonds 
a  correspending  amount  of  the  university  fund.  They  also  report  the  pur- 
chase of  195  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  original  plat,  including  various 
buildings,  for  an  experimental  farm,  at  a  cost  of  $27,054.00. 

The  total  productive  fund  of  the  institution  is  now  $168,298.55,  the  in- 
terest of  which,  together  with  such  sums  as  may  be  received  for  tuition, 
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room  rent,  &c,  will  insure  an  annual  income  of  about  $15,000.00,  while 
the  estimated  expenditure  for  each  year  is  about  $21,000.00,  leaving  the 
annual  income  or  the  institution  inadequate  to  its  proper  support  by  about 
$6,000.  There  are  17,982  acres  of  university  land  and  233,556  acres 
of  agricultural  college  land  belonging  to  the  fund,  and  as  they  are  disposed 
of  this  deficit  will  of  course  diminish. 

The  regents  ask,  and  with  good  reason,  that  the  state  make  up  this  de- 
ficit by  refunding  the  sums  which  for  years  past  it  has  ungenerously  and 
in  direct  violation  of  law  taken  from  the  fund  to  pay  the  expenses  of  its 
management,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $10,500.00.  They  also  assert, 
and  with  apparent  justice,  that  the  state  should  pay  interest  upon  $100,- 
000.00,  the  use  of  which  it  unwarrantably  permitted  in  the  erection  of  the 
present  buildings. 

The  admission,  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  1866,  of  one  student 
from  each  assembly  district,  free  of  tuition  charge,  though  in  every  re- 
spect just  and  wise,  will  necessarily  operate  to  reduce  somewhat  the  income 
which  it  would  otherwise  have  received. '  I  commend  the  suggestions  and 
recommendations  of  the  regents,  in  all  of  which  I  concur,  to  your  careful 
consideration. 

I  have  observed  with  much  satisfaction  that  the  University  has  outlived 
the  fierce  opposition  which  it  has  encountered  on  nearly  every  side  since 
its  organization,  and  bids  fair  to  become  what  it  should  be  in  this  state. 
A  little  timely  assistance  from  the  state  each  year  will  soon  place  it  beyond 
the  need  of  pecuniary  help.  That  it  has  not  received  such  aid  in  the  past 
none  can  deny.  Indeed,  had  the  object  of  the  state  been  to  cripple  and 
harrass  it,  means  better  adapted  to  the  end  could  hardly  have  been  chosen. 
Not  a  single  dollar  has  ever  yet  been  expended  by  the  state  for  its  benefit, 
and  in  this  regard  the  legislation  of  this  state  suffers  much  by  a  compari- 
son with  that  of  our  neighbor  Michigan.  I  trust  that  simple  justice  will 
be  awarded  to  the  University,  and  that  in  future  it  will  receive  from  the 
state  that  liberal  support  and  encouragement  which  is  duetfrom  an  enlight- 
ened public  opinion,  recognizing  the  fact  that  in  education  is  to  be  found 
one  of  the  strongest  bulwarks  of  our  government,  state  and  national. 

STATl  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 

In  no  former  year  has  the  State  Historical  Society  added  so  many  works 
to  its  library.  The  addition  during  the  year  amounted  to  over  3,500 
books,  pamphlets  and  documents,  making  the  present  number  in  its  pos- 
session 25,000.  The  society  since  the  removal  of  its  library  to  the 
beautiiul  suit  of  rooms  set  apart  for  it  in  the  oapitol,  has  grown  rapidly 
in  popular  favor,  and  a  new  interest  has  been  awakened  in  its  large  and 
valuable  collections. 

In  securing  a  large  donation  of  books  of  a  scientific  and  historical  char- 
acter, now  in  Europe,  and  another  large  collection  from  the  British  govern- 
ment, the  society  will  need,  and  should  receive,  the  aid  of  the  state  in 
Meeting  freight  charges.  It  reflects  great  eredit  on  our  people,  is  a  source 
of  just  pride  to  all,  and  is  well  entitled  to  assistance. 

THl  STATE  OAPITOL. 

Am  required  by  law,  the  building  commissioners  received  proposals  for 


the  erection  and  completion  of  the  rotunda  and  dome  of  the  state  capital, 
but  the  $85,000  appropriated  for  that  purpose  proving  insufficient,  the 
amount  of  the  lowest  hid  being  $151, 500. Od,  and  the  law  only  authorizing 
the  letting  of  the  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  whole,  the  commis- 
sioners decided  not  to  take  any  further  steps  in  the  matter,  but  to  refer 
the  subject  to  you  for  further  action.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
building  ought  to  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

The  steam  heating  apparatus  provided  for  by  law,  has  been  put  into  the 
building  at  a  cost  of  about  $25,000. 

Under  authority  of  joint  resolution  number  7,  1866,  the  superintendent 
of  public  property  has  contracted  for  the  sinking  of  an  artesian  well  in  the 
park,  the  work  on  which  is  still  progressing,  though  under  extraor- 
dinary difficulties. 


MILITARY. 


During  the  past  year  all  Wisconsin  volunteer  soldiers  have  been  mustered 
out  and  discharged  from  the  United  States  service,  and  have  returned  to 
peaceful  avocations,  enjoying  with  their  comrades  the  proud  consciousness 
that  their  duty  to  their  country  has  been  performed  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  nation,  the  state,  and  themselves.  The 
glorious  record  of  her  soldiers  has  made  Wisconsin  honored  among  the 
sisterhood  of  states.  We  can  never  forget  the  services  of  these  gallant 
men,  and  should  never  hesitate  to  do  them  honor.  To  testify  in  part  the 
esteem  in  which  the  people  hold  the  rank  and  file  of  their  army,  I  am  pro- 
moting by  brevet  for  conspicuous  gallantry  on  specified  occasions,  those  * 
enlisted  men  who  are  properly  recommended  by  comrades  personally  cog- 
nizant of  the  facts.  By  a  general  system  of  brevets,  the  national  gov- 
ernment has  precluded  the  state  from  thus  rewarding  its  officers,  and  to 
extend  such  commissions  to  the  tens  of  thousands  who  served  long  and 
faithfully  in  the  ranks  would,  bv  the  number  required,  destroy  their  val- 
ue. 1  have  therefore  thought  it  necessary  to  confine  these  compliments 
to  those  to  whom  fortunate  circumstances  gave  opportunity  for  the  di&> 
play  of  distinguished  gallantry. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  state  militia. 
The  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  the  state  with  at  least  ten 
companies  of  thoroughly  organized  troops.  The  state  should  not  be  al- 
lowed to  remain  longer  entirely  defenceless.  You  are  referred  Jo  the 
report  of  the  Adjutant  General  for  valuable  suggestions  upon  this  subject. 

SUPBEMS    COURT. 

In  view  of  the  increase  in  the  prices  of  all  articles  necessary  to  domestic 
comfort,  I  feel  warranted  in  saying  that  the  salary  now  given  to  the  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court  is  not  what  it  should  be.  The  amount  of  labor 
required  of  these  officers,  and  the  ability  demanded  in  the  proper  discharge 
of  the  high  and  important  duties  devolving  upon  them,  certainly  should 
secure  them  a  liberal  compensation.  At  present  no  established  lawyer  in 
the  state  receives  so  small  an  income  for  the  performance  of  a  similar 
amount  of  labor.  Men  in  every  department  of  private  industry  are  receiv- 
ing increMd  salaries,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  supreme  judge. 
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should  be  exceptions  in  this  respect.  The  people  are  always  willing  to 
pay  their  servants  all  they  earn,  and  certainly  do  not  wish  men  to  spend 
the  best  years  of  their  lives  in  the  service  of  the  state  upon  the  supreme 
bench,  on  salaries  not  sufficient  for  their  proper  support.  I  think  a  reason- 
able increase  will  be  heartily  approved  by  all,  and  should  be  made. 

ATLANTIC  CABLE. 

The  most  remarkable  event  of  the  past  year,  the  one  which  will  distin- 
guish it  in  hibtory,  is  the  completion  of  the  Atlantic  Telegraph.  The  im- 
portance of  this  work  to  science  and  civilization  cannot  now  be  estimated. 
It  is  a  source  of  pride  to  all  Americans  that  the  success  of  the  enterprise 
is  the  result,  in  a  great  degree,  of  the  ability,  energy  and  perseverance  of 
one  of  our  fellow-citizens.  To  the  steadfast  faith  and  unwearied  exer- 
tions of  Cyrus  W.  Field,  more  than  to  the  efforts  of  any  other  person,  is  it 
due,  that  to-day  we  are  linked  by  an  electric  bond  to  the  trans- Atlantic 
world.  I  recommend  that  you,  as  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  this 
State,  make  to  Mr.  Field,  either  by  a  resolution  of  thank?  or  by  a  medal 
properly  inscribed,  or  both,  a  suitable  acknowledgment  of  our  appreciation 
of  the  priceless  jralue  of  the  success  he  has  achieved.  It  will  be  honora- 
ble to  ourselves  to  express  our  gratitude  for  services  so  splendid.  To  him 
our  tribute  will  be  but  justice. 

NATIONAL    CEMETERIES. 

On  the  battle  fields  of  Gettysburg  and  Antietam,  beautiful  cemeteries 
have  been  prepared  into  which  the  remains  of  the  Union  dead  have  been 
gathered.  The  expense  of  thus  removing  from  the  neighboring  fields  where 
they  fell,  to  their  Wt  resting  place,  the  remains  of  our  heroes,  of  erecting 
suitable  monuments  to  their  memory,  and  of  inclosing  and  ornamenting 
the  grounds,  is  to  be  borne  by  each  loyal  state  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  its  sons  there  buried. 

There  is  still  unpaid  of  the  sum  equitably  due  from  Wisconsin  to  the 
Gettysburg  association  $2,526.36,  and  to  the  Antietam  association  $3,- 
344.88.  These  sums  will,  it  is  estimated,  cover  our  proportion  of  the  en- 
tire expense  of  fully  completing  the  oemeteries. 

We  honor  ourselves  by  honoring  those  who  fell  in  our  defense,  and  should 
deem  it  a  privilege  to  do  our  full  dhare  in  such  a  work. 

AMENDMENT   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION    OF    THE    UNITED    STATES. 

I  herewith  transmit  for  your  consideration  an  attested  copy  of  a  resolu- 
tion of  Congress,  proposing  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states,  a  four- 
teenth article  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  This  resolution 
has  for  many  months  been  before  the  people,  and  during  that  time  its  sev- 
eral sections  have  been  made  the  subject  of  earnest  discussion.  The  peo- 
ple of  this  state  are  thoroughly  familiar  with  its  provisions,  and  with  a 
full  understanding  of  them  in  all  their  bearings,  have  by  an  overwhelming 
majority  declared  m  favor  of  its  immediate  ratification.  It  has  formed  the 
basis  of  the  campaigns,' and  been  made  the  issue  of  the  late  elections, in  ev- 
ery northern  state,  and  most  of  you  are  here  to-day,  because  ycjur  constit- 
uents knew  that  you  deemed  this  amendment  just  and  necesa^y.  The 
people  of  the  other  loyal  states  have  declared  with  like  emphasis  in  its  fa- 
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vor.  I  need  therefore  urge  upon  you  no  extended  argument  in  support  of 
it.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  this  amendment  will  unquestionably  be 
ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  states  whose 
practical  relations  to  ^the  Union  have  never  been  suspended,  it  is  the  de- 
liberate voice  of  the  loyal  masses,  that  before  those  who  were  so  lately 
seeking  the  nation's  life  shall  be  reolothed  with  the  political  rights  which 
they  forfeited  by  their  treason,  they  mutst  assent  to  the  proposed  amend- 
ment with  all  its  guarantees,  securing  to  all  men  equality  before  the  law;  a 
representation  based  upon  population,  but  excluding  from  computation  all 
classes  who  are  deprived  of  political  privileges,  except  for  participation  in 
rebellion  or  other  crimes ;  the  disqualification  for  office  of  all  who  added  to 
the  crime  of  treason  that  of  perjury,  until  such  disqualification  is  removed 
by  Congress:  the  eternal  repudiation,  state  and  national,  of  the  rebel  debt, 
with  all  claims  for  loss  and  emancipation  of  slaves  ;  and  the  sanctity  of 
the  Federal  debt,  placing  forever  beyond  the  reach  of  traitor  and  dema- 
gogue, that  due  to  our  disabled  soldiers,  and  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
our  fallen.  This  declaration  of  the  people  has  been  made  temperately 
through  the  ballot-box,  at  a  peaceful  election,  but  it  has  been  made 
with  a  firm  voice,  not  to  be  misunderstood,  and  from  it  there  lies  no  appeal. 
This  demand  is  not  made  with  a  desire  to  appropriate  to  ourselves  undue 
political  power,  or  to  oppress  or  humiliate  the  southern  people.  It  is  made 
because  in  view  of  the  terrible  events  of  the  past  five  years,  we  deem  these 
guarantees  necessary  to  the  life  of  the  nation,  and  we  insist  that  those  who 
saved  that  life  have  an  undeniable  right  to  demand  all  guarantees  essen- 
tial to.  its  future  preservation. 

Thi  course  pursued  by  the  north  ought  long  sinae  to  have  convinced  all 
men  who  are  willing  to  be  convinced,  that  we  heartily  desire  to  live  with 
the  southern  people. upon  terms  of  brotherly  love,  all  laboring  together 
for  the  good  of  our  common  country,  and  that  we  desire  to  enforce  no 
terms  which  can  be  considered  harsh  or  unkind.  We  have  shown  no  vin- 
dictiveness  in  the  past.  We  will  cherish  no  hatred  in  the  future.  While, 
the  war  was  still  raging,  they  were  again  and  again  implored  to 
desist,  with  the  assurance  of  pardon  and  restoration  of  the  rights  which 
they  had  forfeited.  With  the  damnable  and  revolting  scenes  of  Ander- 
son ville,  Belle  Isle,  Salisbury  and  Fort  Pillow,  they  answered  our  en- 
treaties. And  later,  when  we  had  wrested  from  them  their  arms  and  pa- 
roled their  armies,  we,  who  had  suffered  outrage  and  insult  at  their  hands, 
who  had  seen  our  flag  fired  upon  and  dragged  in  the  dust,  our  brothers 
killed  by  hundreds  of  thousands,  and  our  land  filled  with  widows,  orphans 
and  disabled  men,  we  jnpon  whom  they  had  heaped  a  monster  debt,  still 
offered  them  terms.  With  the  massacres  of  Memphis  and  New  Orleans 
before  our  eyes,  and  with  the  blood  of  thousands  of  union  men — murder- 
ed because  they  were  union  men — crying  aloud  to  us  for  vengeance,  ite 
continued  to  offer  them  full  restoration  of  political  rights  upon  the  terms 
embodied  in  this  resolution.  It  was  hoped  that  the  sober,  second  thought 
of  the  now  ruling  class  at  the  south  would  lead  to  the  acceptance  in  good 
faith  of  these  terms.  Events  have  proved  that  the  hope  was  without 
foundation.  They  havo  been  rejected  so  far  as  they  have  been  acted  up- 
on, except  by  the  people  of  Tennessee  ;  rejected,  too,  with  scorn  and  abuse 
of  the  government,  and  with  bitterest  denunciation  against  our  people. 
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As  the  people  of  the  south  were  impelled  by  a  mysterious  but  All-wise 
Providence  to  rebel  against  the  government,  that  they  might  perpetuate  in 
their  midst  the  hideous  crime  of  human  slavery,  and  thus  struck  the  blow 
which  finally  set  free  all  who  were  in  bondage  there,  so  now  that  same 
Providence  impels  them  to  force  the  people  of  the  north  to  do  that  which, 
but  for  their  desire  to  conciliate,  they  would  long  since  have  done, — their 
whole  duty. 

There  is  a  time  when  "  mercy  to  the  criminal  is  cruelty  to  the  state." 
G-entlemen,  that  time  hasccme.  The  day  of  compromise  has  passed,,  and 
passed  forever.  The  day  for  doing  that  which  is  right  in  itself  has  come, 
and  until  we  have  done  the  right,  and  done  it  for  all  time,  we  have  shame- 
fully failed  in  our  duty,  not  only  to  the  world  and  to  ourselves,  but  to  the 
fjye  hundred  thousand  brave  men  who  gave  their  lives  so  freely  that  liberty 
might  live.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  the  duty  of  congress,  the  only  remaining 
hope  of  loyalty  and  justice  at  the  south,  to  provide  for  tho  future 
establishment  of  local  governments  over  those  portions  of  the  south 
lately  in  rebellion,  which  have  refused  their  assent  to  this  amend- 
ment, such  governments  to  '  be  based  upon  impartial,  loyal  suf 
frage.  In  this  I  advocate  no  disregard  of  the  constitution.  I  yield  to 
no  man  in  my  reverence  for  that  instrument.     The  fact  that  illegal  local 

?;overnments  have  been  in  operation  there  since  the  cessation  of  hostilities, 
onus  no  bar  to  the  right  of  Congress  to  establish  legal  ones.  Let  Con- 
gress act,  and  the  loyal  people  will  sustain  it,  be  the  consequences  what 
they  may.  No  other  course  will  settle  our  troubles  beyond  the  possibili- 
ty of  a  recurrence,  and  insure  justice  to  the  Unionists  of  that  section. 
The  safety  of  our  country  and  the  fulfillment  of  our  pledges  alike  demand 
it.  We  have  pledged  our  honor  that  we  would  stand  by  and  protect  those 
who  were  loyal  at  the  south  during  the  struggle  just  ended.  It  were  bet- 
ter to  have  failed  in  .the  contest,  than  now  to  coldly  turn  our  backs  upon 
those  who  were  "  faithful  found  among  the  faithless."  We  should  deserve 
to  be  wiped  out  from  among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  did  we  do  this. 

I  am  firm  in  the  faith  that  with  proper  action  on  the  part  of  congress, 
the  day  of  settlement  is  at  hand.  Let  the  people  stand  fast  in  the  posi- 
tion they  have  taken,  and  it  must  soon  oome.  Would  that  my  voice  could 
reach  all  loyal  men  in  the  land,  to  tell  them  to  be  of  good  cheer,  for  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  our  beloved  country  will  be,  in  all  its  sections, 
a  land  of  freedom  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name ;  free  in  speech,  free  in  press, 
and  free  in  ballot.     May  God  speed  the  coming  of  that  happy  day  !

Of  the  amonnt  of  bonds  outstanding,  ($440,100,)  $34,000  fall  due  on 
and  before  April  ist,  1867,  which  must  be  met  from  the  General  Fond, 
leaving  only  $406,100  in  circulation,  the  annual  interest  on  which  is  to 
be  provided  for,  as  well  as  principal  at  maturity.  If  these  bonds  be  taken 
up  by  the  Trust  Funds  as  an  investment,  which  undoubtedly  can  be  done, 
the  state  will  owe  its  whole  debt  to  these  funds,  at)  an  annual  interest  of 
$157,353.  This  would  seem  to  be  the  proper  policy  to  be  adopted,  in 
view  of  the  great  expenses  incurred  and  still  to  be  incurred  in  providing 
additional  public  buildings  for  the  Insane,  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  State 
Reform  School,  State  Prison,  and  the  completion  of  the  Capitol.

INVESTMENT  OF  TRUST  FUNDS. 

The  state,  by  virtue  of  several  laws,  the  last  of  which  is  found  in  chap- 
ter 26,  General  Laws  of  1866,  very  wisely  provided  for  the  investment  of 
-the  Trust  Funds  in  the  bonds  issued  by  the  State  for  war  purposes. 
This  not  only  withdraws  the  bonds  from  market,  enhances  the  value  of 
those  still  outstanding,  and  relieves  the  people  from  the  burden  of  tax- 
ation which  would  be  felt,  were  the  prinoipal  to  be  paid  at  maturity,  but 
it  is  the  most  safe  and  most  economical  method  of  providing  for  the  safe- 
keeping of  these  sacred  funds,  and  the  prompt  payment  of  the  interest 
when  required  for  distribution  among  the  people  in  support  of  Common 
Schools,  Normal  Schools  and  the  State  University.  So  long  as  the  bonds 
of  the  State  can  be  purchased  with  the  surplus  of  these  several  funds,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  no  other  source  of  investment  will  be  sought.  It  it 
fortunate  that  the  necessities  of  the  state  have  forced  the  abandoment  of 
the  former  pernicious  system  of  numberless  loins,  in  small  amounts  and 
on  moat  uncertain  security. 

In  compliance  with  section  1  of  said  chapter  25,  General  Laws  of  1866, 
the  Commissioners  of  School  and  University  Lands  reported  to  this  office 
"  the  amounts  belonging  to  the  several  Trust  Funds  which  had  been  in- 
vested in  the  bonds  and  certificates  of  the  state  up  to  and  including  the 
31st  day  of  May." 

In  accordance  with  sec.  2  of  said  act,  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State  and 
Treasurer  have  issued  to  the  several  funds  certificates  of  indebtedness  in 
lieu  of  those  then  in  force,  and  including  subsequent  purchases  of  bonds. 
These  bonds  were  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  the  Trust  Funds,  at  prices 
ranging  from  93  cents  to  $1,00  flat,  according  as  it  was  for  the  interest  of 
the  holder  to  sell ;  thus  saving  the  state,  without  repudiating  or  compro* 
mising  any  of  her  obligations,  a  large  amount  of  money.  The  following  is

EXPERIMENTAL  FARM  FUND. 

This  Fund  is  composed  of  the  prooeeds  of  the  sale  and  hypothecation 
of  Dane  Countj  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  which, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  114,  Laws  of  1866,  were  to  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Regents  of  the  University,  for  the  purpose  of  purchas- 
ing a  Farm  in  connection  with  tho  College  of  Agriculture.  Only  a  por- 
tion of  the  bonds  has  been  disposed  of. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  of  this  fund  for  the  last  fiscal  year  were 
as  follows : 
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• 

Probablj  no  appropriations  commend  themselves  more  favorably  to  the 
people,  than  those  made  for  the  unfortunate  insane,  deaf  and  dumb,  blind, 
siok,  the  orphans  of  our  heroes,  and  the  oare  and  reformation  of  young 
vagrants.  Bat  at  the  same  time,  it  is  due  to  the  people  and  the  unfortu- 
nate themselves,  that  theso  large  sums  should  be  properly  expended,  and 
to  this  end  the  State  should. exercise  a  eonsiant  and  rigid  scrutiny . 

In  view  of  this,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  a  uniform  rule  be  es- 
tablished and  adhered  to  by  the  Legislature,  in  relation  to  the  time  and 
manner  of  drawing  the  appropriations  by  the  officers  of  the  above  named 
institutions.  For  meeting  the  current  expenses  of  these  institutions,  it 
would  seem  reasonable  to  provide  that  in  case  of  all,  the  several  appropri- 
ations be  drawn  quarterly  in  advance.  This  would  obviate  the  necessity 
of  running  in  debt,  or  buying  on  credit,  objections  which  are  justly  urged 
by  the  various  Superintendents  against  the  system  of  drawing  at  the  close 
of  each  quarter. 

But  in  order  that  the  interests  of  the  state  may  be  securely  guarded,  and 
the  accounts  of  each  be  within  reach  of  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
State  at  all  times.  I  respectfully  suggest  that,  the  Secretary  of  State  be 
prohibited  from  issuing  any  warrant  for  the  current  quarter  in  favor  of 
any  one  of  these  institutions,  until  a  statement  in  detail,  with  accompany- 
ing vouchers,  be  furnished  and  filed  with  him,  showing  and  accounting 
for  the  expenditures  of  the  previous  quarter. 

This  last  recommendation  is  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  expressed 
by  my  predecessor  in  his  last  report,  and  I  believe  it  eminently  correct, 
and  absolutely  necessary,  in  order  to  secure  a  fair  and  full  investigation  in- 
to the  management  of  the  several  State  institutions.  I  do  not  argue  the 
question  for  the  reason  that  it  seems  to  me  that  this  plan  must  commend 
itself  to  the  mind  of  every  faithful  public  servant,  and  it  is  a  system 
whieh  works  satisfactorily  in  other  states. 


AGRICULTURAL  AND  MANUFACTURING  STATISTICS. 

The  returns  of  statistics  required  by  Chapter  69,  Laws  of  1866,  are,  as 
usual  with  suoh  returns,  very  defective.  No  assessment  of  real  property 
having  been  made  this  year,  the  regular  duties  of  the  Assessors  were  per- 
formed and  closed  up  in  a  very  few  days,  and  in  many  cases  previous- 
ly to  receiving  the  proper  blanks  for  statistics.  With  the  excep- 
tion, therefore,  of  a  few  leading  articles,  comprised  in  a  separate  state- 
ment, the  returns  are  not  even  an  approximation  to  the  correct,  summary 
of  the  value  of  products  of  the  State.  In  rogard  to  many  articles,  quan- 
tities are  returned,  but  not  prices.  In  many  cases,  quantities  and  prices 
bear  no  proper  proportion  to  each  other.  It  is  my  opinion,  that  in  order 
to  obtain  a  correct  statement  of  the  facts  required,  these  facts  should 
be  ascertained  during  the  winter  months,  and  entirely  independent  of  the 
assessment  of  property ;  since  it  is  an  inducement  to  all  men  to  report 
less  than  they  produce,  for  fear  of  high  assessment ;  and  after  harvest 
the  facts  are  fresher  in  the  minds  of  men  than  at  any  other  time.  At 
the  same  time,  the  means  of  paving  the  collectors  of  these  statistics 
3doo.  r- 
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must  be  provided,  as  many  Of  the  town  authorities,  it  is  reported,  refuse 
to  pay  for  the  time  employed  in  this  work,  and  men  will  not  work  faith- 
fully without  pay. 

8ection  5  of  said  Chapter  69,  provides  that  the  Secretary  of  State 
shall  estimate  the  value  of  several  leading  articles  at  home,  on  the  Lake 
shore,  and  [in  New  York  City.  This  has  been  done  so  far  as  returns  of 
amount  of  products  have  been  returned  to  this  office.  Average  prices 
for  this  fall  have  been  taken  as  the  basis  of  estimates,  on  the  average  of 
the  different  grades  of  various  articles.  Eleven  Counties  made  no  report, 
while  several  others  have  made  only  partial  reports. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  the  correet|valEation  in  the  Counties  where  raised 
or  produced,  circular*  were  issued  to  the  several  Clerks  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  requesting  them  to  state  the  market  price  of  each  article 
specified.

The  business  of  insurance  is  becoming  one  of  groat  magnitude,  and  one 
in  which  all  olasses  of  the  citizens  of  the  state  are  interested.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  Legislature  to  proteot  as  far  as  possible  the  interests  of  the 
citizens  ef  the  state,  who  hold  policies  of  insurance ;  and  to  do  this  effec- 
tually, I  suggest  that  the  state  should  assume  a  more  perfect  control  over 
the  companies  now  engaged  in  the  business  of  insuranoe.  The  law  now 
in  force  relating  to  foreign  companies,  needs  revision ;  and  I  suggest  that 
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all  companies  doing  business  in[thia{state  under  special  charters,  or  organ- 
ized under  the  general  law,  should  bejcompclled  to  report  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  ;  that  the  statement  should  be  substantially  like  that  required  of 
foreign  companies,  and  should  show  that  they  have  on  hand,  securely  in- 
Tested  in  bonds  or  stocks,  or  in  mortgages  on  real  estate,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
be  a  reasonable  security  to  their  policy-holders ;  and  that  all  new  companies 
organized  under  any  law  of  this  state  should  be  required  to  satisfy  the 
Secretary  of  State  that  such  company  is  possessed  of  such  sum  as  may  be 
regarded  by  the  Legislature  as  reasonable,  before  the  company  shall  be 
authorized  to  transact  business. 

The  Secretary  of  State  should  be  empowered  to  close  the  business  of 
any  company,  foreign  or  home,  when  in  his  judgmentf  their  securities  are 
not  such  as  the  law  prescribes.  In  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  inter- 
eels  involved,  I  trust  that  this  subject  will  receive  the  early  attention  of 
the  Legislature,  and  that  the  formation  of  insurance  companies  by  citi- 
zens of  this  state,  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  State  Legislature,  will  br 
enoouraged  by  liberal  legislation.  Large  sums  of  money  are  annually 
taken  out  of  the  state  for  premiums  on  policies  of  insurance,  which  can 
be  and  should  be  retained  in  the  state. 

COUNTY  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  statement  which  will  be  found  in  this  report,  show*  the  amounts 
due  to  and  from  the  several  Counties  in  the  State,  respectively,  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year.  The  aggregate  due  from  Counties  to  the  State  is 
is  $74,958  60,  and  arises  from  the  failure  of  the  County  Treasurers  to 
pay  over  the  full  amount  of  State  Tax  according  to  law.  The  County 
of  Marathon  is  indebted  in  the  cum  of  $20,271  34 ;  and  from  the  expla- 
nations furnished  by  the  county  officers  to  this  office,  would  appear  to  be 
entitled  to  some  relief  from  the  Legislature. 

These  several  items  of  indebtedness,  where  they  originate  in  a  de- 
ficiency ofJState  Tax,  have  been  added  to  the  apportionment  of  Taxes  for 
the  present  year,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  98,  General  Laws  of  1866. 

The  balances  due  to  Counties  are  made  up  of  Drainage  Funds  not  yet 
drawn,-  or  of  Taxes  collected  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  returned  State 
Lands. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OP  PUBLIC  PROPERTY. 

By  tke  provisions  of  Chapter  48,  General  Laws  of  1866,  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  "  to  embody  in  his  annual  report  a 
detailed  account  of  all  sales  made  in  pursuance  of  said  act,  and  also  of 
all  accounts  audited  and  paid  under  its  provisions." 

The  first  section  of  said  act  provides  that  the  Governor,  Secretary  ef 
State  and  State  Treasurer  may,  after  examination,  order  the  sale  of  any 
chattel  property  of  the  State  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Property,  in  suoh  manner  as  they  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  State. 

Sales  were  ordered  and  made  in  pursuance  of  the  above  provision,  of 
which  a  statement  will  be  found  in  this  report. 
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INCIDENTAL  PURCHASES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Seo.  4  of  Chapter  48,  General  Laws  of  1866, 
goods  and  materials  have  been  purchased  and  labor  employed  by  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Property,  with  the  advioe  of  the  Governor.  The 
detailed  statement  required  by  See.  7  of  said  act,  of  the  c<  aooountB  audited 
and  paid  under  its  provisions,11  will  be  found  on  other  pages  of  this 
Seport. 

AMENDMENTS  SUBMITTED  TO  THE  PEOPLE. 

In  compliance  with  Joint  Resolution  No.  6 ,  approved  April  6,  1866, 
nnotioe  has  been  given  that  the  question  of  "  Convention  "  or  "  No  Con* 
mention  "  is  to  be  voted  on  at  the  next  general  eleotion.  Notice  has  also 
"been  given  in  accordance  with  Chapter  102,  General  Laws  of  1866,  that 
the  amendment  to  the  Banking  Law  contained  in  said  chapter,  will  be 
-voted  on  at  the  next  general  eleotion. 

No  provision  having  been  made  in  Chapter  1 13,  General  Laws  of  1866, 
for  submitting  said  amendment  to  the  General  Banking  Law  to  the  peo- 
ple, upon  consultation  with  the  Attorney  General,  it  was  deoided  that  it 
«ould  not  properly  be  submitted  to  a  vote.  The  same  difficulty  appears 
in  case  of  Joiut  Resolution  No..  3,  approved  March  28,  1866,  which  had 
4uly  passed  two  successive  Legislatures. 

I  would  respoetfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  general  law  authorising 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  give  notice  in  such  cases,  in  order  that  the 
wishes  of  the  people,  as  expressed  through  the  Legislature,  may  not  be 
•defeated  by  so  simple  an  oversight. 

HAWKERS  AND  PEDDLERS. 

Chapter  50  of  the  Revised  Statutes  requires  every  hawker  and  peddler 
"who  travels  on  foot,  to  pay  a  license  of  ten  dollars.  If  he  carries  his 
rgoods  with  a  single  horse  or  other  beast  carrying  a  burden,  he  must  pay 
a  license  of  thirty  dollars.  If  he  travels  with  a  vehicle  drawn  by  two 
'horses  or  other  animals,  he  must  pay  a  lioense  of  forty  dollars  ;  and  if  he 
travels  with  more  than  two  horses  or  other  animals  drawing  any  sort  of 
'oarriage,  he  must  pay  a  lioense  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  amount  received  into  the  State  Treasury  from  hawkers  and  ped- 
«dlers  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September,  1865,  was  $180,  and  the 
-amount  received  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  39, 1866,  was  $130. 
"Th*  State  is  overrun  with  this  class  of  dealors,  and  it  is  manifest  from  the 
asiount  received  for  lioenses,  that  but  a  very  small  proportion  of  them  pay 
* lioense.  As  a  general  rule  the  lioense  these  men  pay  is  the  only  tax  that 
Aktj  pay  upon  their  business.  A  large  proportion  of  them  are  non  res- 
idents of  the  state,  and  the  only  means  of  reaohing  them  is  to  compel 
ikem  to  pay  the  license  prescribed  by  the  statute.  To  permit  these  men 
*•  travel  »e  the  state  without  paying  their  lioenses,  is  unjust  to  the  resi- 
4ent  dealer  as  well  as  to  the  hawker  and  peddler  who  pavs  his  license, 
ami  is  a  fraud  upon  the  revenue  of  the  state  whioh  should  not  be  per- 
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mitted.  I  suggest  that  some  legislation  is  necessary  to  prevent  this  fraud 
in  future,  and  that  probably  as  good  a  rule  as  can  be  adopted  to  oompol 
this  olass  of  persons  to  pay  their  license  or  stop  trading,  will  be  to  make 
it  the  duty  of  eaoh  Sheriff,  Constable  and  City  Marshal  to  demand  of  eaoh 
hawker  and  peddler  that  he  may  meet,  to  exhibit  his  license ;  and  if  he  is 
unable  to  do  so,  that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  the  officer  to  immediately  ax» 
rest  the  person  thus  violating  the  law,  and  take  him  before  some  justice 
of  the  county,  to  be  proceeded  with  as  the  law  prescribes. 

ACCOUNT  WITH  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  accounts  of  this  State  with  the  United  States,  arising  from  War 
Expenses,  still  remain  unadjusted,  although  the  most  strenuous  efforts 
have  been  made  by  the  State  authorities  to  secure  a  settlement.  That,  as 
a  matter  of  equity,  the  General  Government  should  reimburse  the  State 
for  money  expended  in  fitting  out  troops,  there  is  no  shadow  of  doubt. 
But  it  is  probable  that  some  action  of  Congress  is  necessary,  before  the 
State  will  obtain  its  just  rights.  The  balance  elaimed  by  the  State  is 
about  $190,000. 

ASSESSMENT  AND  TAXATION. 

Owing  to  the  multitudinous  army  of  officers  having  the  assessment  of 
property  in  charge,  many  of  the  returns  are  defective  in  form,  as  well  as 
incorrect  in  their  figures  and  footings.  The  number  of  acres  of  land  re- 
turned for  1865  as  subject  to  assessment,  was  found  to  be  incorrect  upon 
subsequent  examination.  An  equalization,  therefore,  based  upon  the 
returned  average  value  per  acre,  must  of  necessity  be  unequal  and  unjust 
in  its  operation.  But  since  the  whole  question  of  Assessment  and  Taxa-  ^ 
tiom  has  been  referred  to  a  Commission,  which  will  report  on  the  subject > 
to  the  next  Legislature,  but  few  suggestions  will  at  present  be  considered 
necessary. 

No  assessment  of  property  having  been  made  for  1866,'the  equalisa- 
tion of  1866  forms  the  basis  for  taxation.  To  this  are  added,  however, 
the  value  of  new  entries  of  land,  the  value  of  new  structures,  and  the 
increased  value  of  personal  property.  This  is  also  reduced  by  the  amount 
•f  loss  occasioned  by  fire  and  flood,  and  the  forfeiture  of  lands  to  the 
State. 

The  following  condensed  statement  shows  the  number  of  acres  and 
valuation  of  1866,  as  compared  with  the  same  in  1865  :

This  per  centum  of  State  Tax,  including  County  Indebtedness  and  State 
Reform  School,  is  1.925-1000  mills  upon  the  dollar  valuation. 

A  good  system  of  finance  is  the  strength  of  all  governments.  It  i» 
therefore  necessary  that  all  the  wisdom  of  the  law-making  power  be 
directed  to  the  business  of  framing  suoh  a  system  as  will  raise  the  requi- 
site amount  of  revenue  for  the  necessary  expenditures  of  the  government, 
with  the  least  possible  inconvenience  to  the  oitizen.  To  accomplish  this, 
perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  questions  to  be  considered,  is,  how 
the  required  revenue  can  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  most  economical 
way  ;  and  secondly,  upon  what  the  tax  should  be  levied  which  is  to  raise 
the  required  revenue.  My  predecessor,  in  a  report  carefully  prepared, 
demonstrated  that  the  cost  of  levying  and  collecting  the  revenues  of  thi* 
State  in  the  year  1863,  was  nine  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  collected. 
This  sum  is  enormously  large, and  it  seems  to  me  that  good  policy  would  sug- 
gest a  change  in  the  manner  of  levying  and  collecting  taxes,  and  that 
some  other  method  should  be  tried.  The  first  point  in  a  reform  should 
be  to  reduce  the  number  of  officers  charged  with  the  levy  and  collection 
of  the  revenue.  The  amount  paid  town  treasurers  annually  in  the  State, 
is  not  far  from  $200,000.  I  think  that  nearly  all  of  this  sum  is  a  useless 
expenditure.  If  the  tax  rolls  were  prepared  and  delivered  to.  the  County 
Treasurer  as  early  as  the  first  day  of  August,  in  eaoh  year,  and  he  re- 
quired to  colled  all  of  the  taxes,  without  any  per  centage  for  the  collec- 
tion, this  expenditure  could  be  saved.  To  this  it  may  be  objeoted  that  itt 
would  be  inconvenient  for  the  citizens  of  the  different  Counties  to  go  to 
the  seat  of  justice  of  the  County  to  pay  their  taxes.  If  the  County 
Treasurer  is  required  to  spend  one  or  two  days  in  each  town  for  the  pur- 
pose of  eolleoting  taxes,  this  objection  is  removed ;  beeause  all  who  wish- 
ed to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  pay  their  taxes  to  the 
treasurer  without  going  or  sending  to  his  office,  could  do  so  while  he  is 
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in  their  respeotive  towns.  If  this  should  not  be  convenient,  there  would 
be  no  difficulty  in  sending  the  amount  to  the  office  of  the  treasurer. 
Every  citizen  of  eyery  County  in  the  State  either  goes  to  the  seat  of  jus- 
tice of  his  County  between  the  first  day  of  August  and  the  first  day  of 
January,  or  has  an  opportunity  of  sending  his  taxes  by  some  of  his 
neighbors,  without  any  expense. 

The  law  in  relation  to  the  assessment  of  property  is  in  some  respects 
Tery  defective.  The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  valuation 
of  property  in  the  state,  as  returned  by  the  several  counties  and  equalized 
by  the  State  Board,  for  the  respective  years  specified  :

It  appears  from  this  statement  that  while  every  person  of  common  in- 
telligence knows  that  the  property'  of  the  State  has  been  steadily  in- 
creasing in  value,  the  value  for  taxation  in  the  year  1866  is  about 
$22,000,000  less  than  it  was  in  1860.  This  result  has  been  produced  by 
the  assessors  electA  in  the  State,  who,  as  a  general  rule,  instead  of  labor- 
ing to  get  the  property  of  their  several  towns  on  the  tax  liftt  at  a  fair  vak 
nation,  are  constantly  laboring  to  get  the  property  of  their  town  or  dis- 
trict, as  the  case  may  be,  on  the  tax  lists  at  a  little  lower  valuation  than 
the  property  of  any  of  the  neighboring  towns  or  districts,  and  in  some 
instances  assessors  are  annually  elected  because  they  accomplish  this  re- 
sult. In  view  of  this  fact,  would  it  not  be  proper  to  provide  some  means 
of  appointing  assessors,  instead  of  cleoting  them  ?  Or  if  this  is  not  deemed 
practicable,  let  the  assessors  be  elected  in  assembly  districts,  or  larger  dis- 
tricts, if  deemed  advisable.  Some  means  should  be  devised  that  will  get 
the  property  on  the  tax  rolls  at  its  fair  value.  For  the  credit  of  the  State 
this  should  be  done.  The  value  of  the  property  of  the  State  of  Wiscon- 
sin subject  totaxation,  is  now  nearer  €500,000,000  than  $162,330,153, 
the  amount  at  which  it  is  valued  this  year.  The  law  as  it  now  stands,  re- 
quires each  tax-payer  to  swear  that  the  list  he  presents  to  the  assessor 
contains  all  the  property  that  he  is  by  law  required  to  list.  Under  this 
provision,  the  party  making  the  oath  does  not  swear  to  the  fact,  but 
iwears  to  a  construction  of  law,  by  whioh,  and  by  return  of  sundry  ex- 
oeptions  contained  in  the  law,  large  amounts  of  property  escape  taxation 
entirely.  To  remedy  this,  let  every  person  be  required  to  swear  as  a  fact 
that  he  has  returned  all  the  property  owned  by  him  or  in  his  possession 
belonging  to  others,  and  let  the  board  of  equalization   determine   what

portion  of  the  property  thus  returned  is  exempt  from  taxation.     All  ex-  ij 

ewptions  of  private  property  used  for  the  purposes  of  gain  or  convenience  * 

should  be  abolished,  exoept  where  the  amount  is  so  small  that  the  levy  and  i 

collection  or  the  tax  would  cost  more  than  the  tax  when  collected  would  j 


pay. 
It  id 


wholly  immaterial  at  what  value  the  property  of  the  State  is  put 
upon  the  tax  lists.  If  the  value  is  uniform  throughout  the  State,  the 
amount  paid  by  each  citizen  would  be  no  greater  on  a  large  than  upon  a 
small  valuation.  All  property  should  be  listed  by  the  owner  or  his  agent, 
who  best  knows  its  value.  Railroad  and  telegraph  property  ought  not  to 
form  any  exception  to  this  rule.  The  valuation  of  railroads  and  tele- 
graphs should  be  made  by  the  President  or  some  other  responsible  officer 
of  the  company,  and  what  the  value  of  tho  property,  as  a  whole,  is  at  the 
time  it  is  valued,  should  be  the  standard  of  value,  as  it  is  of  other  prop- 
erty. This  return  should  be  made  under  oath,  and  a  statement  of  the 
gross  and  net  income  of  the  company  for  the  year  preceding  the  valuation, 
should  be  also  made  under  03th,  and  returned  to  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization,  as  all  other  property  is  returned,  and  to  be  equalized  and 
taxed  as  all  other  property  is  to  be  equalized  and  taxed. 

Non-resident  land-owners  are  as  a  general  rule  not  presumed  to  have 
rights  which  any  man  is  bound  to  respect.  They  purchase  their  land,  and 
have  it  valued  and  taxed  higher  than  improved  land  lying  in  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity.  The  system  of  collections  of  taxes  by  the  Coun.ty 'Treasurer 
would  be  a  convenience  and  a  saving  of  expense  to  tho  non-resident  land- 
owner, as  well  as  to  the  resident  owner. 

The  present  system  of  tax  titles  aud  of  bidding  in  the  lands  bv  tho 
several  counties,  is  open  to  many  objections.  It  is  a  question  worthy  of 
consideration,  whether  all  lands  on  which  taxes  arc  not  paid  within  a 
reasonable  specifiod  time,  should  not  be  returned  to  the  Office  of  the  Auditor 
of  the  State.  After  giving  a  further  reasonable  time  for  the  payment  of  the 
taxes  and  penalty,  the  lands  then  might  be  offered  for  sale,  and  such  as 
are  not  sold  to  individuals  should  be  bid  in  for  the  State  and  turned  over 
to  the  Commissioners  of  School  and  University  Lands,  for  sale  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  might  be  provided  by  the  Legislature.  This  system 
would  relieve  the  counties  of  the  burdens  now  resting  upon  them  in  the 
shape  of  lands  purchased  by  them  for  taxes,  which  they  have  been  obliged 
to  advance  to  the  State,  or  for  which  some  of  them  still  stand  indebted 
for  a  large  amount,  and  would  give  confidence  to  the  purchasers  of  tax 
titles.  The  present  laws  confirming  the  titles  of  lands  sold  for  taxes  to 
tho  several  counties  in  whioh  they  are  situated,  will  not  relievo  them  front 
their  difficulties,  because,  in  a  vast  majority  of  cases,  the  titles  to  the 
lands  confirmed  would  not  be  worth  as  much  as  the  parchment  upon  which 
they  are  written.  This  would'soon  be  understood,  and  the  lands  will  re- 
main unsold  and  unproductive  in  the  hands  of  the  counties.  This  ap- 
plies with  special  force  to  the  new  and  sparsely  settled  counties. 

The  revenues  necessary  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  government  should, 
as  far  as  possible,  be  raised  from  the  productive  property  of  the  State, 
and  a  discrimination  made,  if  practicable,  in  favor  of  men  in  moderate 
circumstances  whose  property  is  barely  sufficient  for  their  support.    With 
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a  proper  economy  in  expenditures  of  public  money,  and  a  strict  and  rigid 
system  of  accountability  on  the  part  of  Stato,  county,  and  town  officers, 
at  least  half  a  million  of  dollars  might  be  annually  saved  to  the  people  of 
the  State.  But  this  oan  only  be  done  by  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
public  officers,  particularly  of  Assessors,  Collectors,  Road- overseers,  &c, 
whose  duties  might  easily  be  performed,  and  much  more  correctly  and 
properly  by  one-tenth  the  number  now  authorized. 

In  this  connection  I  would  recommend  that  a  uniform  system  in  keep- 
ing the  books  and  accounts  of  the  several  towns  and  counties  be  adopted, 
providing  for  the  proper  checks  and  a  systematic  method. 

I  also  recommend  that  each  county  be  required  to  report  annually  to 
this  office,  an  abstract  of  all  taxes  levied,  specifying  the  amount  and  pur- 
pose for  which  they  are  to  be  raised.  This  will  enable  the  Legislature 
and  the  publio  to  see  at  a  glanoe  the  aggregate  taxation  of  the  State,  and 
the  amount  applied  to  particular  objects. 

There  are  sources  from  which  revenue  to  a  large  amount  might  be  real- 
ized, from  which  at  present  no  revenue  at  all  is  derived.  At  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  private  and  local 
laws  were  passed  ;  at  least  four  hundred  more  than  there  was  any  neces- 
sity for.  I  suggest  the  prepriety  of  requiring  of  the  appliants  for  char- 
ters and  strictly  private  laws,  the  payment  of  a  sum  which  will  reimburse 
the  State  a  part  of  the  amount  expended  in  passing  the  laws.  The  State 
oi  Pennsylvania  derives  a  large  revenue  from  this  class  of  bills.  There 
is  no  injustice  Or  impropriety  in  requiring  such  a  payment.  The  people 
of  the  State  at  large  are  not  benefited  at  all  by  a  very  large  proportion  of 
the  charters  that  are  passed  by  the  Legislature,  and  there  is  certainly  no 
impropriety  in  requiring  of  every  person  who  applies  for  a  charter  that  would 
not  operate  beneficially  upon  the  interest  of  at  least  a  large  proportion 
of  the  people  of  the  State,  or  for  a  strictly  private  law,  that  he  pay  the 
expenses  necessarily  incident  to  its  passage. 

The  State  issues  commissions  annually  to  about  twelve  hundred  Nota- 
ries Public  and  Commissioners  for  this  State  residing  in  other  States. 
These  commissions,  the  postage  and  clerk  hire  necessarily  incident  to 
their  distribution,  cost  the  State  at  least  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  for 
which  no  fees  are  received.  Is  this  just  to  the  people  of  the  State,  who 
derive  no  advantage  whatever  from  the  appointment  of  these  officers  ?  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  State  should  derive  a  net  revenue  from  these  com- 
missions of  five  thousand,  instead  of  being  out  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

No  revenue  is  now  derived  from  Express  Companies,  who  are  doing  a 
large  and  lucrative  business  in  the  State.  It  is  respectfully  suggested 
that  to  require  the  same  rate  of  license  from  them  that  is  now  required  of 
Railroad  and  Telegraph  Companies,  would  be  no  injustice  to  them,  and  is 
due  to  the  State  in  consideration  of  the  protection  of  the  State  laws. 

Other  souroes  of  revenue  will  suggest  themselves  to  the  Legislature, 
from  the  proper  use  of  whioh  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  necessity  of  a  di- 
rect State  tax  will  soon  cease  to  exist ;  and  thus  the  gTeat  difficulty  of  ad- 
justing and  equalizing  assessments  be  removed.

This  subject  ia  respectfully  commended  to  the  consideration  of  the  Leg- 
islature.

SPECIAL  DEPOSITS. 

Under  authority  of  law,  the  following  special  deposits  have  been  made 
in  the  Treasury  during  the  year : 

WHITEWATER. 

The  town  of  Whitewater  pledged  to  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Normal 
Schools  the  sum  of  825,000  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  Normal  Sehool 
building  in  the  village  of  Whitewater.  Of  this  amount  there  has  been 
paid  into  the  Treasury  in  cash  the  sum  of  $20,000 ;  and  as  security 
for  the  balance  $ 5,000  in  United  States  7  3-10  bonds. 

PLATTEVILLE. 

The  village  of  Platteville  pledged  to  the  same  board  the  sum  of  $10,000 
in  addition  to  the  Platteville  Academy  properly,  for  the  location  of  a 
Normal  School  at  that  place,  and  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Treasury  the 
sum  of  $10,000  in  United  States  bonds,  as  security  for  the  payment 
thereof. 

FOX  AND  WISCONSIN  RIVER  IMPROVEMENT  COMPANY. 

Under  Chapter  535  of  the  Laws  of  1865,  the  trustees  of  the  Fox  and 
Wisconsin  River  Improvement  Company  have  deposited  with  tie  State 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  $47,104  81  for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit :  For 
the  payment  of  Improvement  Fund  Certificates  Nos.  18  and  20,  when  the 
same  shall  be  presented,  the  sum  of  $3,133  66 ;  and  for  the  completion 
of  the  improvement  of  tho  Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers,  as  required  by 
law,  the  balance  of  said  deposit,  viz :  $43,971  15. 

The  law  authorizing  and  requiring  this  deposit  to  be  made,  provides 
that  the  money  so  deposited  for  the  payment  of  the  evidences  of  State 
indebtedness,  "  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  State  Treasurer  for  that  purpose 
to  the  proper  parties,  upon  the  presentation,  surrender  and  cancellation 
of  such  evidenoe  of '  indebtedness,  and  that  the -money  so  deposited  for 
the  completion  of  the  work  of  improvement,  shall  be  paid  out  by  the 
State  Treasurer  for  that  purpose,  as  the  work  shall  progress ;  that  is  to 
say  :  As  often  as  work  or  expenditures  to  the  value  or  amount  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  certified  to  him,  and  upon  presentation  of  prop* 
er  vouchers  covering  the  same,  he  shall  pay  such  amount,  and  so  on  until 
the  whole  sum  shall  be  expended." 

During  the  past  year  the  trustees  aforesaid  have  also  deposited  with 
the  State  Treasurer,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  section  1, 
chapter  535  laws  of  1865,  Scrip  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  is- 
sued on  aooount  of  said  improvement,  as  follows,  to -wit: 

Thirty-seven  Improvement  Fund  Certificates  of  one  thousand  dollars 
each.  One  hundred  and  fifty-one  certificates  of  Fox  and  Wisconsin  Scrip, 
$500  each  and  two  warrants,  one  of  twenty -.five  dollars  and  the  other  of 
twentyjdollars.

Of  the  amount  paid  by  the  National  Bank  of  Beaver  Dam,  there  has 
been  refunded,  as  authorized  by  act  of  the  Legislature,  $i!7  18,  and  of 
the  amount  paid  by  the  National  Bank  of  Delavan,  $947  27,  both  on 
account  of  excess  of  tax  paid. 

Of  the  other  National  Banks  doing  business  in  the  State,  twenty  in 
number,  with  a  capital  of  $1,710,000,  none  made  payment  of  taxes  for 
1865,  and  as  no  return  of  the  assessment  of  the  shares  of  stock  in 
these*banks  had  been  made  to  this  office  as  the  law  required,  the  treasurer 
could  not  proceed  to  enforco  the  payment  of  taxes  in  the  manner  provid- 
ed in  said  law. 

Grave  doubts  of  the  constitutionality  of  this  act  have  always  been 
entertained,  whioh  is  undoubtedly  the  reason  why  those  entrusted  with 
the  execution  neglected  to  comply  with  its  requirements. 

So  generally  was  this  opinion  entertained,  that  the  banks  which  made 
'payment  did  so  under  protest,  and  several  of  them  have  requested  the 
return  of  the  amount  paid.  To  such  I  have  replied  that  I  did  not  post* 
sees  the  authority  to  return  any  tax  paid  into  the  Treasury  under  a  law 
of  the  State,  but  that  it  was  competent  for*  the  Legislature  to  do  so,  and 
*  that  if  it  was  made  to  appear  that  the  tax  was  illegal,  the  next  Legisla- 
ture would  doubtless  afford  the  relief  sought. 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  either  their  request  should  be  com- 
plied with,  or  measures  adopted  to  require  the  payment  of  the  same  tax 
by  all  the  banks. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  lait  session,  amended  the  Banking  Law  of  the 
State,  and  provided  for  its  submission  to  the  people  at  the  next  general 
election.  This  amendment,  if  adopted,  will  require  the  shares  of  stock 
in  both  state  and  national  banks  to  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  as  oth- 
er personal  property,  and  the  taxes  thereon,  instead  of  being  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury  as  heretofore,  will  be  paid  into  the  local  treasuries  where 
the  banks  are  located.

By  chapter  25  of  the  laws  of  1866  the  Commissioners  of  School  and 
University  Lands  were  directed  "  to  divide  the  amount  belonging  to  the 
several  "trust  funds  which  had  been  invested  in  the  bonds  and  certificates 
of  Indebtedness  of  the  State,  and  to  set  apart  the  amount  belonging  to 
each  fund  separately/'  and  to  'cancel  said  Bonds  and  Certificates.  And 
the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State  and  State  Treasurer  were  di- 
rected to  execute  in  duplicate  Certificates  of  indebtedness  for  the  amount 
found  due  to  the  several  funds.

The  originals  of  which  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  the  duplicates  of  the  same  have  been  deposited  in  the  office  of 
the  State  Treasurer.  ' 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  statement,  that  the  entire  in- 
debtedness of  the  State  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $2,282,191 . 

According  to  the  census  of  Wicconsin,  taken  in  June,  1865,  the  State 
contained  808,325  inhabitants.  Since  that  time  our  population  has  been 
largely  increased  by  emigration,  so  that  in  the  opinion  of  many,  the  State 
would  now  number  nearly  1,000,000  inhabitants. 
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If  the  above  estimate  is  correct,  a  little  computation  will  demonstrate 
that  the  entire  debt  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  amounts  to  the  compara- 
tively trifling  sum  of  a  small  fraction  over  two  dollars  per  capita. 

This  is  a  gratifying  fact,  taking  into  consideration  the  herculean  labors 
of  the  State  to  assist  the  General  Government  in  maintaining  its  nation- 
ality, its  political  integrity,  and  defeating  the  almost  superhuman  efforts 
made  to  destroy  the  Union  which  had  been  established  by  the  fathers  of 
the  republic,  N 

Notwithstanding  the  strain  to  which  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  State  have 
been  subjected  during  the  war,  they  are  in  the  highest  degree  satisfacto- 
ry ;  and  the  financial  credit  of  the  State  is  good  at  home  and  abroad. 

All  the  institutions  of  the  State— eleemosynary,  educational,  correc- 
tional, and  all  others — have  been  kept  in  full  and  suecessful  operation ; 
and  while  our  full  share  of  tho  burdens  of  the  war  have  been  sustained, 
none  of  the  duties  of  the  State  to  any  class  of  its  people  have  been  neg- 
lected! 

During  the  year,* all  legitimate  demands  have  been  promptly  paid  upon 
presentation,  and  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  will  be  sufficient  to  meet 
all  accruing  liabilities. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  amount  paid  by  the  State  to  aid  the 
families  of  volunteers  up  to  the  present  time,  exceeds  the  entire  State  in- 
debtedness—$416,807  87. 

Of  the  State  indebtedness,  the  sum  of  $1,84 1,900  is  in  certificates  of 
indebtedness  to  the  trust  funds  of  the  State,  which  certificates  are  not 
negotiable  or  transferable.  This  leaves  only  9440,100  in  the  hands  of 
individuals  or  corporations. 

The  receipts  into  the  trust  funds  during  the  next  two  or  three  years, 
will,  in  all  probability,  be  sufficient  to  retire  this  amount,  so  that  the 
whole  amount  of  the  State  debt  will  then  be  due  to  the  trust  funds,  on 
which  oniy  the  annual  interest  will  have,  to  be  paid,  which,  instead  of 
being  paid  to  parties  outside  of  our  State,  will  be  distributed  throughout 
our  own  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  educational  interests  thereof. 

The  annexed  tables  exhibit  the  details  of  the  receipts,  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  several  funds  of  the  State  Treasury,  during  the  past  fiscal 
year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  School  Fund  and  Normal  School  Fund 
statements  exhibit  those  funds  as  overdrawn.  This  occurred  last  winter, 
in  retiring  Wisconsin  State  Bonds,  and  at  that  time,  these  overdrafts  were 
greater  than  at  this  date.  The  money  was  temporarily  used  for  the  Gen- 
eral Fund,  and  is  being  refunded  from  receipts  into  these  funds  on  ac- 
count of  loans  and  sales  of  land.  By  this  transaction  the  State  has 
saved  the  interest  on  an  amount  of  outstanding  indebtedness  equal  to  this 
advance  from  the  General  fund.

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in  accordance  with  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  disributed  the  surplus 
in  his  possession,  held  on  account  of  said  banks,  among  the  holders  of 
certificates  for  partial  redemption,  who  had  presented  the  same.  These 
banks  are,  therefore,  finally  closed  up  and  their  bills — if  any  in  circula- 
tion— are  now  (Worthless.  There  is  a  small  balance  due  to  outholders 
of  certificates  on  these  banks  (except  Wood  County  Bank,)  from  personal 
bondsmens',  which  has  not  been  collected.  Should  anything  be  collected 
it  will  be  applied  to  these  claims.  The  owner  of  Wood  County  Bank  has 
paid  all  claims  against  its  circulation  and  the  judgment  against  him  in 
the  case  has  been  fully  satisfied. 

Proceedings  have  been  commenced  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
state  for  the  purpose  of  closing  up  and  finally  vacating  the  charters  of 
the  following  banks,  to  wit :

Proceedings  are  also  in  progress  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Dane  County, 
asking  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  above 
named  banks,  for  the  purpose  of  notifying  holders  of  bills  on  said  banks 
to  present  the  same  for  redemption  before  a  oertain  time  to  be  specified ; 
and  distributing  the  surplus  then  held  to  the  account  of  said  banks 
among  the  holders  of  certificates  for  partial  redemption,  which  suits  will 
probably  be  determined  at  an  early  day. 

A  law  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  authorizing  the 
owners  of  banks  who  desired  to  oontinue  business  under  the  State  law,  to 
give  notice  for  the  redemption  of  their  circulation,  without  by  so  doing 
winding  up  their  associations,  but  is  not  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  on 
aeeount  of  the  amission  in  the  law  of  a  clause  submitting  the  same.    As 
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the  owners  of  current  banks  {do  not  now  issue  oiroulation,  and  are  de- 
sirous of  elosing  out  this  item  without  the  injury  to  their  establishad 
character  of  winding  up  and  re-organUing,  I  would  recommend  an 
amendment  to  the  banking  law  to  meet  their  case. 

By  authority  given  in  section  3,  chapter  282,  of  the  laws  of  1865,  the 
late  State  Treasurer  prooured  the  assignment  of  the  securities  held  by 
this  department  for  twenty-one  banks  together  with  the  surplus  arising 
from  lost  circulation ;  and  assumed  on  behalf  of  the  State  the  redemption 
of  the  circulation  of  said  banks. 

The  Treasurer  is  now  redeeming  the  bills  of  said  banks  at  par  in  treas- 
ury notes,  as  stated  in  schedule  hereto  annexed  marked  "A." 

The  outstanding  circulation  of  these  banks  is  now  reduced  to  $30,000, 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  $25,000  of  this  is  lost  or  will  never  be  re- 
turned. 

The  beneficial  results  of  the  law  above  named,  which  at  first  was  severe- 
ly criticised,  now  become  apparent. 

The  circulation  of  these  banks  at  the  time  the  said  law  was  enaoted 
was  about  $600,000,  and  such  was  the  finanoial  state  of  affairs  at  that 
time,  that  had  this  law  not  been  enaoted  these  banks  have  been  wound  up, 
paying  considerably  less  than  par  on  their  oiroulation,  causing  a  great 
loss  to  the  people  of  the  State ;  as  it  was,  they  lost  nothing,  except  at 
their  own  option. 

And  again,  the  people  of  the  State  will  be1  benefitted  thereby  some 
$25,000  as  above  stated  by  the  payment  of  said  sum  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury, or  by  taking  up  an  equal  amount  of  the  State  bonds. 

Although  the  results  of  said  law  have  thus  far  been  successful,  yet  it 
may  be  shorn  of  a  large  part  of  its  anticipated  benefits  without  some 
additional  legislation. 

By  the  assignment  of  their  securities  to  the  State  these  banks  did  not 
vacate  their  charters  and  they  are  yet  legitimate  banking  associations, 
and  no  action  can  be  taken  under  the  existing  law  by  which  the  State 
oan  come  into  the  abiolute  possession  of  the  surplus  arising  from  lost  cir- 
culation. 

The  State  Treasurer  should  be  authorized  and  required  to  proeure  from 
said  banks  the  usual  three  years'  notice  for  presentation  of  circulation  to 
this  Department. 

This  would  wind  up  these  associations  and  pass  the  abiolute  title  to  the 
surplus  in  the  State  Treasury,  He  should  alro  be  authorized  to  with* 
draw  the  State  bonds  now  on  deposit  in  this  Department,  to  secure  circu- 
lation and  deposit  in  lien  thereof,  funds  for  the  redemption  of  the  same  ; 
but  in  so  doing,  in  order  that  the  State  may  have  the  use  of  the  funds, 
the  Treasurer  could  be  authorized  to  deposit  a  certificate,  except  for  the 
small  amount  necessary  for  immediate  use. 

There  lire  many  reasons  why  this  should  be  done  at  once,  the  principle 
of  which  is  as  follows  :  A  bill  passed  the  ^Legislature  at  its  last  session, 
but  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  granting  to  four  banks  the  benefit  of 
their  lost  circulation.  The  owners  of  these  banks  at  the  time  of  making 
*  the  assignment  were  relieved  from  failure,  and  the  law  in  assisting  the 
people  also  assisted  the  banker,  and  now  that  the  State  has  carried  the 
circulation  it  is  but  just  the  banker  should  bide  by  his  contract. 
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vIf  this  matter  is  left  open  indefinitely  there  is  danger  that  by  tome 
hasty  legislation  in  the  future  the  State  may  lose  this  fond  that  properly 
belongs  to  it.

The  legislature  appropriated  for  buildings  the  sum  of  $30,006  and 
sueh  further  sum  as -might  be  obtained  from  the  Insurance  on  the  main 
building,  burned,  which  was  supposed  to  be  not  less  than  $16,000,  but 
owing  to  the  failure  of  the  Morris  Insurance  Co.,  in  which  company  we 
had  a  risk  of  $7,500,  we  have  realized  only  $9,970,  to  wit :

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The  Attorney  General,  in  whose  hands  was.  placed  the  claim  against 
the  Morris  Fire  Ids.  Co.,  proceeded  to  obtain  judgment  against  that  com* 
pany  at  the  earliest  time  the  contract  with  the  company  and  the  law  would 
permit,  but  before  execution  could  bo  issued,  the  funds  in  tKe  hands  of 
the  State  .Treasurer  had  been  levied  upon  according  to  the  law,  by  other 
parties  who  had  sustained  losses  prior  to  ours,  and  it  is  now  very  doubt- 
ful if  anything  will  be  realized  from  that  source,  consequently,  the> 
whole  amount  found  available  ior  the  erection  of  buildings,  purchase  of 
fnrniture,  &c,  is  $39,970. 

Our  contract  for  the  erection  of  buildings  now  in  progress,  was  for 
838,000,  but  since  the  letting  a  slate  has  beon  substituted  for  a  shingle 
-  roof,  and  other  alterations  made  which  will  increase  the  expense  some 
$3,000.

We  have  our  cloth  to  pay  for,  our  winter  clothing,  fuel,  both  wood  and 
ooal,  to  buy  for  the  coming  winter,  and  we  estimate  our  current  expenses 
to  31st  December  next  to  be  at  least  $8,000  00,  which  will  leave  a  deficit 
io  that  time  of  about  $2,000  00. 

For  further  information  in  detail  of  the  history  and  present  condition 
of  the  School,  we  refer  to  the  Superintendent's  and  other  reports  hereto 
appended. 

To  enable  your  Excellency  to  arrive  at  satisfactory  conclusions  in  ref- 
erence to  the  State  Reform  School,  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  few  of 
the  various  considerations  which  have  already  exerted  and  will  continue 
to  exert  a  material  influence  upon  the  School.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  an  entire  change  in  the  management  took  place  by  the  resignation 
of  the  old  Superintendent,  who  had  been  in  charge  since  the  organiza- 
tion, and  the  election  of  the  present  one,  who  entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  without  any  previous  experience  in  Reform  School  manage- 
ment. On  the  night  of  the  tenth  day  of  January  last,  the  main  Reform 
8ohool  building,  ocoupied  by  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  persons, 
embracing  the  family  of  the  Superintendent,  inmates  and  employees,  was 
set  on  fire  by  one  of  the  inmates  and  entirely  consumed,  except  the  stone 
walls.  The  Legislature  then  in  session,  at  once  authorized  the  ereotion 
of  temporary  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  former  oocupanta 
of  the  Reform  School  buildings,  which  buildings  were  at  onee  erected,  so 
that  during  the  warm  season  muoh  of.  actual  suffering  has  been  avoided. 
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Subsequently  the  legislature  at  its  last  session  also  passed  an  act  au- 
thorizing the  managers  of  the  State  Reform  School  to  purchase  of  John 
Hodgson  two  hundred  and  one  acres  of  land  in  the  town  of  Pewaukee, 
in  Waukesha  county,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  forty-five  dollars  per  acre,, 
if  in  their  judgment  the  interest  of  the  State  and  the  Reform  School 
would  be  promoted  thereby.  In  case  said  purchase  could  not  or  should 
not  be  made  the  law  authorized  the  purchase  ftf  other  lands  in  Wauke- 
sha county,  for  the  use  of  the  Reform  School,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed 
seventy-five  dollars  per  aero,  and  further  authorized  the  sale  of  the  land 
belonging  to  the  State  on  which  the  school  buildings  were  erected.  Un- 
der and  by  virtue  of  this  act  the  managers  visited  the  lands  of  Mr.  Hodg- 
son»  in  Pewaukee,  referred  to  in  the  act,  but  ascertained  that  he  was  un- 
willing to  sell  at  forty-five  dollars  per  aero,  the  highest  price  fixed  by 
the  act,  and  the  purchase  could  not  therefore  be  made.  The  managers 
then  entered  into  negotiations  with  various  parties  and  published  notices, 
as.  the  act  directed,  seeking  by  every  means  in  their  power  to  accomplish 
what  the  legislature  intended,  the  best  good  of  thejinstitution  under  their 
charge.  After  considerable  time  and  effort  had  been  spent,  we  succeeded 
in  purchasing  120  acres  of  land  within  160  rods  of  the  land  already 
owned  by  the  State  for  the  sum  of  $7,500,  appropriated  for  that  purpose, 
and  considerably  less  per  acre  than  the  highest  price  authorized  by  the 
legislature.  We  regard  the  purchase  as  very  satisfactory  with  reference 
to  locality  quality  and  price.  The  board  of  managers  did  not  receive  any 
propositions  from  any  quarter  to  give  the  State  any  land  for  any  purpose 
connected  with  the  Reform  School,  nor  did  they  deem  it  for  the  interest 
of  the  State  or  the  institution  to  sell  any  of  the  lands  already  owned  by 
the  State.  In  locating  the  new  buildings,  they  have  sought  to  remedy 
as  far  as  it  was  in  their  power  the  objections  to  the  former  location.  It 
was  found  that  the  material  in  the  old  building  was  of  considerable  value 
if  it  could  be  used  within  a  reasonable  distance,  arnd  that  a  better  eleva- 
tion, with  greatly  improved  drainage,  could  be  secured  by  erecting  the 
new  buildings  southwesterly  of  the  old  on  the  land  then  owned  by  the 
State  and  within  reach  of  the  material  of  the  main  building.  A  detailed 
statement  of  the  history,  condition  and  progress  of  the  buildings  will  be 
furnished  the  legislature  at  the  opening  of  the  session. 
t  The  destruction  of  the  main  building  of  our  institution  by  fire  in  Jan- 
uary last,  while  it  was  a  great  incoavenience  to  the  inmates  and  an  addi- 
tional tax  on  the  people  to  erect  new  buildings,  will  we  believe  prove  in 
the  end  no  loss  to  the  State.  The  burnt  building  was  not  well  adapted 
to  the  wants  of  suoh  an  institution,  and  was  in  our  opinion  very  defective 
for  the  purposes  intended.  During  the  summer  of  18f*5,  a  meeting  of 
superintendents  of  the  various  reformatory  institutions  of  the  United 
States  was  called  to  be  holdon  in  Boston,  Mass.,  which  was  very  largely 
attended  by  not  only  superintendents  of  reformatories  but  by  many  be- 
nevolent individuals,  who  were  interested  in  the  work.  All  good  men 
should  have  at  heart  to  reform  the  wicked  and  turn  back  the  erring.' 

At  that  meeting  the  whole  subject  of  reformatories,  buildings,  disci- 
pline, location,  the  family  and  congregate  systems  were  fully  discussed, 
and  a  very  large  preponderance  of  the  testimony  was  in  favor  of  the  lam- 
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Uy  system  as  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  those  sought  to  be  bene- 
fitted by  institutions  of  this  kind,  and  we'deemed  it  our  duty,  in  view  of 
these  facts  and  the  great  progress  that  had  been  made  in  reformatories 
during  the  past  six  years,  to  seek  such  information  as  was  within  our 
reach  in  relation  to  the  new  buildings  to  be  erected,  Qeorge  W.  Perkins, 
Superintendent  of  the  Chicago  Reform  School,  was  present  and  took 
part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Boston  meeting.  Mr.  Perkins  is  justly 
looked  upon  as  one  of  the  most  efficient  and  successful  managers  of  re- 
formatories, of  which  our  country,  second  to  none  in  the  world,  oan 
boast;  and  it  was  unanimously  agreed  at  our  first  meeting  after  the  fire 
«to  visit  the  Ceieago  Reform  School,  in  a  body,  and  avail  ourselves  of  the 
-advice  of  Mr.  Perkins,  and  at  the  same  time  witness  the  workings  of  the 
institution  under  his  charge.  Some  of  our  number  wero  not  favorably 
inclined  to  the  family  system  on  going  there,  but  all  left  with  the  belief 
that  it  was  the  best,  and  we  resolved  to  adopt  it.  A  detailed  statement 
of  the  reasons  that  determined  our  course  was  prepared  and  presented 
during  the  session  of  the  legislature,  and  before  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee that  visited  the  institution  bad  been  submitted,  with  the  view  of 
having  the  same  presented  with  their  report  for  the  action  of  the  legisla- 
ture, if  they  saw  fit,  but  for  some  cause  to  us  unknown,  said  report  was 
not  brought  before  the  legislature. 

When  a  proper  allowance  is  made  for  the  change  in  the  Superintende- 
nt, the  burning  of  the  maia  building  at  that  inclement  season  by  one  of 
the  inmates,  inducing  insubordination  while  taking  away  every  means  of 
control,  compelling  the  Superintendent  to  find  homes  for  those  who  by 
reason  of  their  sex  or  physical  condition  could  noc  be  kept  here,  and 
•crowding  almost  beyond  endurance  those  who  could  not  be  otherwise  dis- 
posed of ;  when  all  these  things  are  considered  and  many  others  which 
'Could  be  mentioned,  we  think  wo  are  justified  in  saying  that  the  present 
•condition  of  the  institution  in  point  ot  numbers,  health,  progress  in  re* 
formation,  discipline,  the  number  of  escapes,  indeed  in  every  point  of 
view  prehented  to  us,  is  abundantly  satisfactory  and  encouraging ;  re* 
fleeting  credit  upon  the  Superintendent  and  his  subordinates.

It  is  a  source  of  deep  regret  to  thode  who  have  the  charge  of  this  Insti- 
tution, that  many  children  who  should  be  committed  for  vagrancy  or  in- 
corrigibility, are  allowed  to  run  at  large  until  by  idleness  and  bad  associ- 
ations they  are  led  into  crime.  They  are  then  arrested,  thrown  into  pris- 
on, in  company  often  with  old  and  hardened  criminals,  from  whom  they 
learn  more  evil  in  a  few  weeks  than  they  have  ever  known  before:  In 
this  we  have  only  been  relieving  the  county  jails,  wljile  scores  of  children 
are  hurrying  on  in  their  ruinous  courses,  without  check  or  restraint.  The 
State  can  better  afford  to  educate  boys  in  the  Reform  School  than  support 
men  in  the  State  Prison. 

Far  better  would  it  be  for  those  who  have  started  in  the  downward 
road  to  be  arrested  and  placed  under  reformatory  influences  before  they 
mature  in  crime,  and  before  the  disgrace  attendant  upon  crime  is  attach- 
ed to  their  charaoter.

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Thus  it  appears  that  our  school  is  made  up  principally  of  boys  who 
on  account  of  their  turbulent  spirit  and  gross  indifference  to  study,  have 
ran  in  the  streets,  been  homeless  wanderers,  a  burden  to  themselves  and 
to  society;  and  Still,  with  all  these  obstacles  to  meet,  the  majority  are 
readily  taught  habits  of  neatness,  politeness  and  industry,  and  with  some 
effort  bid  fair  to  become  tolerable  scholars.  A  few  are  dull,  some  are 
sharp  and  "  tricky,"  occasionally  one  is  obstinate,  but,  with  few  excep- 
tions, they  yield  readily  to  the  regulations  of  the  Institution. 

It  is  truly  remarkable  what  an  influence  kindness  has  on  many  who 
seem  never  to  have  known  sympathy  before.

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Nearly  all  of  the  shop  boys  have  been  oat  on  the  farm  more  or  less 
during  the  summer  months,  to  release  them  from  confinement  and  benefit 
their  health.  The  smaller  boys  who  were  not  neoded  to  do  work  about 
the  house  have  been  employed  in  the  garden^  and  at  light  work  on  the 
farm. 

When  out  of-door  work  •  cannot  be  done  to  advantage,  they  are  occu- 
pied in  knitting  stockings  and  mittens,  putting  straw  for  hat*,  stripping 
corn  husks  for  mattresses. 

The  larger  boys,  with  the  aid  of  their  respective  foremen,  have  manu- 
factured their  own  clothes,  caps  and  shoes,  and  done  all  the  farm  work. 

The  girls  with  the  Seamstress  and  Matron,  have  made"  their  own  clothes, 
the  shirts  for  the  boys  and  the  bedding  for  the  Institution. 

The  work  in  these  departments  has  been*  nearly  double  thU  year,  on 
account  of  the  loss  by  the  fire  of  much  of  our  clothing  and  almost  the 
entire  bedding. 

The  girls  also  assist  in  the  washroom,  kitchen  and  knitting  class. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  in  the  different  departments  of  the  In- 
stitution, a  large  amount  of  labor  has  been  performed  by  our  boys  iu 
moving  fences  and  buildings,  erecting  temporary  buildings,  excavating  for 
cellars,  cisterns  and  sewers,  making  walks,  grading  around  buildings,  &o., 
but  as  much  of  this  is  still  unfinished,  the  account  cannot  be  rendered 
until  our  next  Annual  Report. 

We  have  in  addition  to  our  own  farm  work,  done  a  considerable  amount 
on  neighboring  farms.    , 

FARM. 

This  is  the  only  department  of  the  Institution  with  which  the  fire  did 
not  interfere,  a  >  i  this  I  think  has  been  reasonably  prosperous. 

We  planted  about  twenty  acres  to  corn,  nine  and  one-fourth  to  pota- 
toes, one  and  a  half  to  beans,  and  sowed  two  and  a  half  to  oats. 

The  corn  is  now  being  husked,  a  fair  crop.  We  have  a  large  quantity 
of  corn  fodder  in  excellent  condition. 

The  potatoes  are  about  an  average  crop  for  the  season — probably  eight 
hundred  bushels. 

The  beans  and  oats  are  poor. 

We  have  about  two  acres  of  garden  that  has  done  unusually  well,  ex- 
cepting the  vines. 

One  and  a  half  acres  of  turnips  will  be  a  medium  crop, 

Wb  have  mowed  about  seven  acres,  mostly  river  bottom.  About  fif- 
teen acres,  including  the  woods,  is  pasture. . 

We  have  cut  some  fifteen  tons  of  hay  on  shares. 

We  have  now  two  work -teams  and  one  single  horse,  and  they  are  all 
taxed  to  their  utmost  to  do  the  work  needed. 

One  cow  has  been  fattened  and  killed  and  one  purchased,  leaving  the 
number  of  cows  the  same  as  last  year,  namely,  five. 

Twelve  hogs  are  being  fattened. 

As  we  now  have  more  farming  land,  I  think  we  should  increase  our 
stock  and  be  able  to  furnish  our  boys  more  milk,  make  some  butter,  and 
raise  more  of  our  pork  and  beef.  *

GIRLS  DEPARTMENT. 

Several  of  the  girls  have  been  out  to  work  d urine  the  season  as  room 
was  wanting  in  the  Institution  to  provide  for  their  necessities.  Most  of 
them  are  returning  as  the  fall  oomes  on. 

We  hope  to  be  better  able  to  do  justice' to  this  portion  of  our  school 
as  soon  as  our  new  buidings  are  completed. 

Nothing  short  of  a  separate  building  for  the  girls  with  suitable  work 
and  competent  tutors  will  ever  prove  successful  in  their  reformation. 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

The  school  is  classified  by  Grades  based  entirely  on  conduot.  All  en- 
ter the  school  in  the  5th  Grade ;  they  are  entitled  to  promotion  on  the  first 
and  middle  of  each  month.  When  an  inmate  reaches  the  first  grade  and 
holds  his  position  with  no  discredit  for  three  "  Grade  times,"  he  is  promot- 
ed to  the  Grade  of  Honor.  Those  in  the  Grade  of  Honor  are  entitled  to 
a  separate  table,  certain  additional  privileges,  and  positions  of  trust  when 
occasion  offers. 

In  the  government  of  the  school,  we  appeal  first  to  the  understanding 
and  the  conscience — "  is  it  right,1' — secondly  to  self-interest,  "  is  it  not 
best," — when  these  fail,  privation  of  privileges,  loss  of  play-time,  a  sol- 
itary sitting  or  standing  position  is  our  next  resort.  In  more  obstinate 
oases  the  pupil  is  placed  in  6th  Grade,  which  is  bread  and  water  and  loss 
of  play  for  one  day.  When  the  case  is  still  more  .  aggravating,  he  is 
placed  in  the  7th  Grade,  which  is,  bread  and  water  for  food,  and  a  stand- 
ing position  during  school,  work  and  play  hours  until  he  comes  to  terms. 
A  record  is  kept  of  all  promotions  and  punishment.

HEALTH. 

It  is  with  most  profound  thanksgiving  to  the  donor  of  all  good,  that  we 
record  in  this,  our  Seventh  Annual  Report,  that  no  death  of  an  inmate 
has  ever  occurred  in  this  school.  It  is  our  painful  duty,  however,  to  re- 
cord the  death  of  one  of  our  Employees,  Miss  Eliza  Guthrie.  Miss  Guthrie 
had  been  in  our  employ  but  a  short  time,  when  she  was  attacked  with 
typhoid  fever,  and  died  after  a  sickness  of  only  three  weeks. 

It  is  a  matter  no  less  of  surprise  than  of  gratitude,  that  notwithstanding 
our  crowded  and  badly  ventilated  rooms,  and  especially  the  sleeping 
apartments,  so  little  sickness  has  occurred.  During  the  winter  we  had 
several  oases  of  sore  eyes  and  some  five  or  six  of  inflamation  of  the  lungs. 
These  constituted  the  only  exceptions  to  the  general  good  health  of  all. 
Uninterrupted  good  health  prevailed  during  the  summer.  There  has 
been  a  few  cases  of  summer  complaint  in  a  mild  form,  and  fifteen  oases  of 
typhoid  fever  during  the  fall.  Three  of  the  latter  were  placed  under  the 
doctor's  oare,  the  balanoe  received  home  treatment.  All  are  well  at  this 
date  save  one  and  he  is  improving.

The  remaining  5J  hours  in  summer  and  5  hours  in  winter,  are  devoted 
to  washing,  (inmates  wash  four  times  each  day,)  meals,  recreation  and 
devotional  exercises. 


THE  FIRE. 

The  most  noticeable  event  of  the  year  was  that  when  "  our  beautiful 
house  was  burned  up  with  fire,  and  all  our  pleasant  things  were  laid 
waste."  We  were  by  this  sad  event  driven  in  the  cold  of  January  into 
the  small  buildings  and  shops. 

I  find  in  last  year's  report  these  statements :  "  Our  shops  are  insuffi- 
cient for  the  wants  of  the  School.1'  "The  necessity  is  very  apparent  for  a 
new  building  with  shop  room,1'  Ac.  If  it  was  then  "  insufficient  for  the 
wants  of  the  School"  for  shop  purposes,  how  manifestly  so  was  it  when 
occupied  for  kitchen,  dining  room,  lodging  room,  store  room,  school  room, 
and  at  the  same  time  occupied  for  shop  room  as  formerly.  Still  this  is 
the  condition  in  which  about  one  hundred  of  us  found  ourselves  from  the 
10th  of  January  until  past  the  middle  of  March,  when  our  barrack  build* 
ings  were  completed. 

Amid  all  our  discouragements,  we  have  had  some  things  to  oheer  us. 
Among  these  I  may  name  first  the  promptness  with  which  the  State, 
through  the  Legislature,  provided  for  our  wants  in  the  day  of  our  calam- 
ity ;  the  untiring  efforts  of  your  honorable  body,  the  Board  of  Managers, 
to  render  our  condition  tolerable ;  the  efficient  aid  rendered  us  by  the  be- 
nevolent people  of  Waukesha,  especially  the  ladies,  in  manufacturing 
bedding  and  clothing  when  we  were  destitute ;  the  good  conduct  and  im- 
provement of  inmates— their  willingness  to  labor,  and  the  fortitude  with 
which  they  endure  privations  and  inconveniences ;  the  gratitude  and  sat- 
isfaction manifested  by  parents  who  witness  the  improvement  of  their 
children ;  and  last,  though  not  least,  the  kind  Providence  that  has  saved 
us  from  severe  sickness  and  brought  us  through  the  year  without  the  loss 
of  an  inmate. 
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We  endeavor  to  make  our  institution  a  home  for  the  friendless  and 
wayward  as  nearly  as  possible ;  yet  we  are  conscious  that  it  is  not,-  and 
cannot  be  made  "  the  home  where  mother  is.*1 

It  will  not  escape  your  notice  that  the  idea  of  labor,  as  a  reformatory- 
power  is  incorporated  in  all  the  instructions  and  in  the  daily  life  of  the* 
children. 

In  our  general  exercises  which  occur  daily,  instruction  is  imparted'  im 
matters  pertaining  to  health,  manners  and  habits,  duties  and  obligations 
to  society,  and  many  of  the  general  principles  of  natural  science.  In  this 
connection  I  desire  to  acknowledge  much  valuable  aid  rendered  by  public 
men,  not  from  our  immediate  vicinity  only,  but  from  different  parts  of 
'the  state. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  tor  state  in  this  public  manner  my  appreciation 
of  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  most  of  the  officers  of  this  Institu- 
tion. Their  heroism  the  night  of  the  fire,  their  patient  endurance  of 
privations  since,  have  placed  me  under  lasting  obligations  to  them. 

I  trust  that  we  have  proved  true  the  statement  that "  Good  officers  in  an^ 
Institution  with  poor  accommodations  will  accomplish  more  than  poor 
officers  in  the  best  institutions." 

With  a  deep  sense  of  your  continued  kindness  to  my  family,  my  as-

Spelling  is  taught  by  oral  and  written  exercises. 

It  would  appear  that  as  we  can  command  prompt  attendance,  our  schol- 
ars should  make  more  advancement  than  those  of  other  schools.  Yet, 
on  the  other  hand,  our  friends  will  readily  perceive  a  disadvantage,  an 
almost  insurmountable  difficulty,  arising  from  the  domestic  relations  and 
previous  habits  of  our  pu,pils,  viz :  many  of  them  are  without  parents  j 
others  have  parents  who  are  but  guides  to  indolence  and  vice. 

Children  who  have  spent  their  earlier  days  in  idleness  and  crime,  and 
such  as  are  pronounced  incorrigible  by  the  courts,  are  not  easily  brought 
to  studious,  moral  and  industrious  habits,  let,  considering  the  class  of 
pupils  we  have,  and  our  great  lack  of  conveniences  since  the  entire  de- 
struction by  fire  of  our  sehool  building  and  its  furniture,  we  think  we 
should  be,  and  we  do  feel  very  thankful  for  the  amount  of  real  practical 
knowledge  that  our  pupils  have  gained,  and  for  the  lively  interest  now 
manifested  by  so  many  ot  them. 

With  our  new  school  room  and  conveniences  for  preserving  suoh  teach- 
er's aids,  a  globe,  a  few  charts,  outline  maps  and  books  of  reference,  seem 
.  almost  indispensable  which  apparatus,  I  doubt  not,  our  board  will  readily 
furnish  us. 

Ardently  hoping  that  our  efforts  and  sympathies  will  prove  a  lasting 
benefit  to  our  pupils,  we  respectfully  submit  this  report.

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RULES  AND  BY-LAWS. 


The  managers  of  the  State  Beform  School  do  ordain  and  establish  the 
following  ordinance  and  by-laws  for  their  own  government,  the  govern* 
ment  of  the  institution  and  its  officers,  and  the  discipline  of  the  inmale* 
thereof: 

MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Siotion  1.  The  botrd  of  managers,  three  of  whom  shall  bo  necessary 
to  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  shall  meet  at  the  office 
of  the  Superintendent  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  April,  July 
and  October  annually — the  second  of  which  meeting  shall  be  styled  the 
annual  meeting.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  either  by  adjournment  or 
by  request  of  a  majority  of  the  managers  in  writing ;  and  in  all  cases  of 
extra  meetings,  the  managers  shall  be  notified  by  the  secretary  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  by  personal  information,  or  by  deposit- 
ing in  the  mail,  to  the  address  of  each  manager,  at  least  one  week  before 
said  meeting,  a  notice  of  the  time  thereof,  and  for  what  purpose  called. 

Beo.  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  board,  the  following  shall  be  observed 
as  the  regular  order  of  business  :  1st,  Reading  and  approving  minutes 
of  previous  meeting.  2d.  Petitions  and  communications  presented  and 
considered.  8d.  Reports  \>f  officers  of  the  institution.  4th.  Reports  of 
officers  and  committees  of  this  board.  5th.  Unfinished  business,  or  busi- 
ness lying  on  the  table.  6th.  Miscellaneous  business  connected  with  the 
institution  and  all  matters  pertaining  thereto,  not  included  in  the  above 
specifications.  7th.  Before  the  adjournment  of  each  meeting  sine  die  is> 
declared,  the  meeting  shall  cause  the  minutes  thereof  to  bo  read  and 
approved. . 

Sio.  3.  The  common  parliamentary  rules  that  govern  all  deliberative 
bodies  shall  be  used  to  govern  the  meetings  ;  and  on  all  questions  before 
the  board,  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  recorded  at  tho  request  of  any 
member. 

OFFICERS  OF  THE  BOARD  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Seo.  4.  The  officers  of  the  board  of  managers  shall  be  a  president, 
vice-president,  treasurer  and  secretary,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting— each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  offico  for  one  year,  or 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  chosen  and  prepared  to  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  the  same.  Vacancies  in  any  of  the  offioes  may  be  filled  at  any 
meeting  of  the  board. 
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Sxo.  3.    The  presidenMhall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board,  and* 
ihall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  the  disbursement  of  money,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  direct.  «The  vice-president 
shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  president,  when  the  latter  is  absent. 

Sec.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  execute  to  the  state  a  bond,  with  at  least 
two  freehold  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  president,  in  the  penal  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  and  disbursements  of  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hands 
by  virtue  of  said  office,  according  to  law  and  the  by-laws  of  the  institu- 
tion ;  and  whenever  the  said  bond  shall  have  been  executed  and  appprov- 
ed,  as  herein  set  forth,  the  president  shall  notify  the  secretary  of  such 
•approval,  who  shall  record  the  same  on  the  minutes  of  the  board ;  and 
the  said  bond  shall  then  bs  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
*tate.     The  treasurer  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  his  services. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  there  Bhall  be  money  appropriated  for  the  state 
reform  school,  the  treasurer  may  draw  the  same  in  sums  not  to  exceed 
the  penalty  in  his  bond,  and  at  least  one  half  the  amount  thus  drawn  shall 
have  been  disbursed  before  any  further  sum  shall  be  drawn  from  the  state 
treasury,  and  at  no  time  shall  the  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer 
exceed  the  amount  of  the  penalty  in  said  bond. 

Sec.  8.  A  certificate  from  the  secretary  showing  the  amount  of  m^ney 
in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  at  date  of  last  report,  and  the  amount  paid 
since  last  report,  as  per  voucher  returned  to  the  secretary,  shall  be  evi- 
dence to  the  state  treasurer  of  the  disbursements  thereof. 

Sxo.  9.  The  tereasurer,  upon  the  reception  of  any  money  belonging  to 
the  reform  school,  shall  immediately  notify  the  secretary,  giving  the  date 
of  reception,  amount  from  whom  received,  and  the  secretary  shall  charge 
the  same  to  the  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Seo.  10.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  disbursements  of 
money  made  by  him.  which  he  shall  pay  only  on  suoh  bills  as  shall  have 
been  endorsed  by  the  superintendent,  or  verified  by  affidavit,  and  attested 
by  the  secretary,  as  allowed  by  the  board  of  managers ;  and  all  such  bills 
properly  receipted,  shall  be  his  proper  vouchers  for  the  payment  of  the 
satfe.  He  shall  make  out,  at  the  October  meeting,  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  his  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  previous  year,  which 
statement  shall  be  published  with  the  annual  report. 

'  Seo.  11.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  and  shall  perform  such  other  services  for  the  institution  as  the 
board  of  managers  shall  direct.  He  shall  file  and  preserve  all  papers 
presented  to  and  relating  to  any  business  of  the  board,  &nd  no  papers 
shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  files  except  by  a  vote  of  the1 
board,  te  be  entered  upon  the  minutes. 

Sxo.  12.  The  members  shall  at  all  times  have  access  to  the  minutes  of 
the  board,  and  the  papers  on  file  with  the  secretary  ;  and  if,  from  any 
cause,  the  secretary  shall  be  absent  from  the  meeting,  the  president  may 
appoint  a  secretary  pro  tern. 

Sxo,  13.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  in  gross,  of  the  accounts 
allowed  at  each  meeting  of  the  board,  and  shall  oause  a  list  of  accounts, 
with  their  several  amounts,  and  to  whom  allowed,  to  be  appended  to  the 
annual  report. 
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OFFICER^  OF  THE  INSTITUTION  AND  THEIR  DUTIES.

Seo,  14.  The  officers  of  the  Reform  Sohool,  shall  be  a  superintendent, 
an  assistant  superintendent  and  matron,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  daring 
the  pleasure  of  the  board. 

Sxo.  15.  All  officers  of  the  institution  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  of 
the  managers,  as  follows :  The  managers  shall  openly  nominate  each  per- 
son or  persons  as  they  may  think  fit  for  .  the  office  which  is  about  to  be 
filled.  Opportunity  shall  then  be  given  to  the  members  in  a  free  conver- 
sation, to  express  their  opinions  as  to  the  qualifications  of  such  persons. 
An  informal  ballot  shall  then  be  taken,  and  the  result  declared,  and  the 
board  may  then  proceed  to  make  an  election  ;  provided  that  three  votes 
will  be  required  to  elect  or  remove  the  superintendent 

Seo.  16.  The  superintendent  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  persons 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  wants  of  the  institution,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  board,  and  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer,  and  respon- 
sible head  of  the  institution,  subject  to  thejdirection  of  the  managers  and 
executive  committee*  He  shall  prepare  a  code  of  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  persons  employed  in  the  institution,  and  the  in- 
mates thereof,  and  shall  see  that  all  officers  and  employees  are  energetic 
and  faithful  in  all  respects  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

SlC;  17.  The  superintendent  shall  present  to  the  board  at  the  quar- 
terly meeting  in  October  a  detailed  report  of  the  situation  of  the  insti- 
tution, with  a  list  of  the  persons  received  therein  during  the  preceding 
year,  and  their  disposition,  and  make  such  suggestions  as  he  may  deem 
beneficial  thereto  ;  he  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept  in  books  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose  a  correct  account  of  all  the  expenditures  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  for  what  purpose,  and  also  any  amounts  received  from  the  shoe 
and  tailor  shops,  farm  products,  or  any  other*  source,  under  appropriate 
heads,  and  present  a  balance  sheet  of  the  same  with  his  annual  report 

8e6.  18.  All  accounts  for  the  supplies  of  the  institution,  for  contracts 
of  the  superintendent,  and  for  salaries  of  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Reform  School,  must  bo  endorsed  as  correct  by  the  superintendent,  before 
the  same  will  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board  of  managers. 

Seo.  19.  The  salary  of  the  superintendent  shall  be  at  the  rate,  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  year  ;  of  the  assistant  superintendent  not  to  exceed 
seven  hundred  dollars  per  year ;  and  of  the  matron,  two  hundred  dollars 
per  year,  to  be  paid  quarterly  ;  and  they  shall  reside  in  the  institution 
and  devote  all  their  time  and  labor  to  the  service  thereof. 

Seo.  20,  The  furniture  necessary  for  the  superintendent  and  family 
shall  be  furnished  by  himself,  and  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  in- 
stitution sb  ill  board  therein  at  the  expense  of  the  state  ;  but  no  officer  or 
employee,  except  the  superintendent,  shall  have  a  family  in  the  institu- 
tion. 

Seo.  21.  The  superintendent  shall  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose,  tho  name,  age* sex,  birth  place,  from  whence  and  by  whoa 
committed,  the  timo  of  reception,  an4  obtain,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a  brief 
•orrect  history  and  description  of  the  person  of  each  individual  com- 
mitted to  the  institution,  the  delinquency  for  which  committed,  and  when 
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discharged ;  and  if  apprenticed,  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  the 
person  to  whom  apprenticed ;  and  in  case  of  death,  the  time  and  oause 
thereof ;  and  sash  record  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of 
each  member  of  the  board. 

8eo.  22.  The  average  length  of  time  inmates  shall  remain  in  the 
eohool,  subject  to  its  discipline  and  instruction,  shall  be  two  years.  No 
inmate  shall  be  discharged  by  the  superintendent  before  that  period, 
without  the  advice  and  consent  of  at  least  two  members  of  the  board  of 
managers. 

Seo,  23.  The  superintendent  shall  not  sign  any  petition  or  certificate 
of  good  behavior,  for  the  pardon  of  any  inmate  without  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  board. 

Seo.  24.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  the  by-laws  at  any  quarterly 
meeting :  provided,  however,  tj^at  no  such  amendment  shall  be  made  un- 
less there  shall  bo  three  votes  in  the  affirmative. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


Prepared  by  the  Superintendent  and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Manager* 
for  the  Government  of  the  Officer*  and  Inmates  of  the  State  Reform 
School.  < 

1st  Every  inmate  of  the  school,  when  received  shall  be  plaoed  in  a 
proper  class,  and  some  suitable  employment  assigned  to  him  by  the  Su«* 
perintendent ;  and  no  change  of  classification  or  of  labor  shalUbe  made 
except  by  his  order. 

2d.  Every  inmate  shall  engage  in  some  manual  labor  during  suoh 
hours  as  shall  be  designated  in  the  daily  programme,  and  shall  attend  to 
the  instruction  given  during  the  hours  of  school,  as  well  as  upon  suoh  re- 
ligious exercises  as  shall  be  established.  Nothing  of  a  sectarian  charac- 
ter shall  be  allowed  in  such '  exercises,  nor  shall  the  religious  opinions  of 
the  inmates  be  interfered  with. 

3d.  All  profane  and  indeoent  language  is  strictly  forbidden,  and  no  in- 
mate shall  be  permitted  to  assault  or  quarrel  with  a  fellow  inmate,  or  to 
apply  offensive  epithets,  or  to  have  angry  disputes  with  another,  nor  shall, 
any  one  be  allowed  to  make  any  noise  or  disturbance  in  the  dormitories 
after  retiring. 
'  4th.  All  persons  employed  in  the  institution  shall  attend  the  religious 
exercises  on  the  Sabbath,  and  the  daily  devotional  exercises,  unless  ex- 
cused by  the  Superintendent. 

5th.  Every  employee  shall  endeavor  to  enforce  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  institution,  but  no  subordinate  officer  or  employee  shall  be 
allowed  to  inflict  any  corporeal  punishment  upon  any  inmate,  or  to  use  any 
force,  except  suoh  as  may  be  necessary  for  proper  restraint.  Everv  oase 
of  violation  of  rules  or  delinquency  shall  be  reported  to  the  Superintend- 
ent. 

6th.  No  person,  whether  inmate  or  employee,  shall  be  allowed  to 
leave  the  grounds  or  absent  himself  from  duty  without  the  permission  of 
tho  Superintendent. 

7th.  No  iotoxioating  drinks  shall  be  allowed  about  the  institution, 
and  no  employee  or  inmate  shall  be  allowed  to  use  any  tobacco,  or  to  have 
any  about  his  person. 

8th.  No  gambling  or  games  of  chance  shall  be  permitted,  and  all  plays 
or  games  of  amusement  shall  be  prohibited  on  the  Sabbath.  < 

9th.  Every  person  shall  arise  at  the  call  of  the  bell,  and  enter  prompt- 
ly  upon  the  duties  assigned  to  him. 

10th.  Visits  from  citizens  will  be  received  at  any  hour  daring  the  day, 
but  the  afternoon  of  each  week  day  will  be  more  agreeable  to  the  officers. 
Parents  and  friends  of  the  inmates  are  desired  to  make  their  visits  on 
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Saturdays.    No  private  conversation  will  be  allowed  between/  visitors  and 
inmates. 

11th.  No  visits  will  be  received  on  the  Sabbath  except  from  those 
who  assist  in  the  religious  exercises.  Any  person  who  may  desire  to  give 
moral  and  religious  instruction  to  the  inmates  will  be  permitted  to  do  so 
at  the  stated  exercises ;  provided,  the  rules  for  religious  instruction  be 
strictly  adhered  to. 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

The  school  is  divided  into  five  grades  or  classes,  founded  entirely  upon 
behavior.  A  distinction  is  made  in  each  grade  at  the  table,  and  in  the 
privileges  of  the  sohool.  Every  month  the  grades  are  revised  and  pro- 
motions are  made  according  to  tho  record  of  deportment.  Boys,  after 
remaining  in  the  first  grade  for  several  months,  with  correct  deportment, 
are  promoted  to  the  grade  of  honor ;  which  entitles  them  to  a  diploma, 
signed  by  the  Secretary  and  Superintendent.  They  are  allowed  to  go  . 
anywhere  upon  the  grounds,  have  a  separate  table,  and  are  often  placed  in 
situations  of  trust  and  responsibility. 

For  the  better  observance  of  the  Sabbath,  a  special  monitor  is  appoint- 
ed by  the  school,  (usualy  one  of  the  ofheersus  chosen,)  who  hi  instructed 
to  mark  every  boy  for  any  play,  noise  or  disturbance  during  the  day.  On> 
Monday  morning  his  report  is  read,  and  all  whose  names  are  reported  are 
required  to  go  without  play  one  day  for  each  offense. 

Each  officer  and  employee  is  required  to  exercise  a  vigilant  supervision 
over  those  placed  under  his  charge,  and  all  minor  offenses  which  cannot 
be  controlled  by  judicious  management  and  kind  reproof,  must  be  reported 
to  the  Superintendent. 

Boys  are  required  to  make  their  own  reports  for  the  following  offenses : 
1,  WiUful  Disobedience — 2,  Quarrelling —3 ,  Lying— 4,  Attempts  to  es- 
cape— 5,  Profanity — and  6,  Obscenity.  Reports  from  officers  or  from 
boys,  are  heard  before  the  school,  on  the  evenings  of  Monday,  Tuesday 
and  Friday,  immediately  after  the  devotional  exercises. 

Reports  improper  to  be  heard  before  the  school,  are  attended  to  by  the 
Superintendent,  in  his  office,  on  the  same  evenings  after  the  exercises  in 
the  school  room  are  closed. 

PUNISHMENTS. 

For  minor  offenses. — Deprivation  of  play  and  other  privileges ;  sitting 
in  the  hall ;  removal  from  the  table  at  meals ;  loss  of  grade,  So. 

For  severe  offenses. — Removal  to  the  fifth  grade — with  bread  and  water 
for  mqals,  and  sometimes  the  standing  position  ;  confinement  in  the  room  'r 
and  corporeal  punishment.  This  last  is  resorted  to  only  when  all  other 
means  have  failed  to  correct  the  offender.  A  careful  examination  of  eve- 
ry oase  is  had  before  the  sohool,  and  not  only  the  nature  of  the  offense,, 
bat  the  shades  of  guilt  arc  carefully  determined.  The  effect  of  these  ex- 
aminations is  most  salutary  on  the  whole  school.

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ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

Letters  are  frequently  addressed  to  us  asking  for  information  of  the 
method  of  securing  the  admission  of  children  to  the  school.     We  have 
therefore  arranged  the  different  acts  of  the  legislature  relating  to  it,  in' 
one  chapter,  with  reference  to  the  volume  of  session  laws  in  which  each 
amendment  is  published. 


CHAPTER  467— SESSION  LAWS,  U65, 

An  Act  to  amend  chapter  286  of  general  laws  of  1861,  entitled."  an  act  for  the  gov- 
ernment and  management  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and  to  repeal  chapter 
189  of  the  revised  Statates,  entitled  '  of  the  House  of  Refuge.1 " 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  \%  senate  and  assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  236  of  the  general  laws  of  1861, 
is  hereby  amended, by  striking  out  the  word  "fourteen,"  where  it  occurs 
in  said  section,  and  inserting  the  word  "  ten"  in  lieu  thereof,  so  that  said 
section  will  read  as  amended :  "  The  state  reform  school  at  Waukesha  in 
the  county  of  Waukesha,  shall  bo  the  place  of  confinement  and  instruc- 
tion of  all  male  children  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  and,  all  feinale 
children  under  the  age  of  ten  years,  who  shall  be  legally  committed  to 
the  state  reform  school  as  vagrants,  or  on  conviction  of  any  criminal 
offense,  by  any  court  having  competent  authority  to  make  such  comit- 
ment" 

Section  2.  The  board  of  managers  are  hereby  directed,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  having  a  proper  regard  for  their  safety,  to  discharge  from  the 
state  reform  school  all  females  who  were  received  after  they  had  attained 
the  age  of  ten  years,  and  hereafter  no  female  shall  be  received  into  said 
school  above  the  ago  of  ten  years ;  provided,  that  this  aot  does  not  re- 
quire said  board  to  discharge  any  female  above  the  age  of  ten  years,  who 
was  received  before  she  had  attained  the  age  of  ten  years. 

Sec.  3.  This  aot  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  Its 
passage  and  publication. 

Approved  April  10,  1865. 
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CHAPTER  236,  SESSION  LAWS,  1861. 

An  Aoi  for  the  gorernment  and  management  of  the  State  Reform' School,  and  to  re- 
peal chapter  189  of  the  revised  statutes,  entitled  '**of  the  House  of  Refuge." 

Sec.  1.     (Repealed.) 

Sec  2.  (As  amended,  session  laws  1863,  chapter  187.) — From  and 
after  the  first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1863,  the  superintendent  of  the  state 
reform  school,  shall  charge  to  each  of  the  several  counties  in  this  state, 
in  a  book  provided  by  him  for  that  purpose,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per 
week,  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  each  person  remaining  in  said  state 
reform  school,  who  was  committed  thereto  as  a  vagrant,  or  by  reason  of 
incorrigible  or  vicious  conduct,  or  who  say  thereafter  be  received  into 
said  state  reform  school,  oommitted  for  vagrancy  tor  incorrigible  or  vicious 
eonduot,  from  each  of  such  counties  respectively  ;  provided,  that  the  costs 
of  the  original  oommitment  of  all  persons  to  said  state  reform  school, 
shall  be  chargeable  to  the  oounty  from  whfch  the  person  committed  to 
said  school  is  sent ;  and,  provided  further,  that  it  Bhall  be  the  duty  of 
the  superintendent  of  said  state  reform  sohool  to  procure  the  arrest  and 
return  of  any  person  escaping  therefrom  ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  marshal  or  constable,  upon  information  of  such 
escape,  to  arrest  and  return  any  such  fugitive,  as  above  mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  (As  amended,  session  laws  1862,  chapter  345,  section  2. — The 
superintendent  of  the  state  reform  school  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  the  amount  due  from  each  county  for  the  support  of  persons  therefrom, 
and  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  October  in  each  year, 
report  to  the  secretary  of  state,  the  amount  which  may  then  be  due  from 
each  county  for  the  year  ending  on  the  first  day  of  October  preceding, 
whioh  report  shall  state  the  name  of  each  perspn  for  whom  such  account 
is  rendered,  the  number  ef  weeks  which  suoh  person  has  been  in  said 
school  during  said  year,  and  the  amount  charged  for  oach  of  said  persons 
respectively ;  and  suoh  oath  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  said^superin- 
tendent  as  to  its  correctness. 

See  4.     (Repealed.) 

Sec.  5.  (As  amended,  session  laws  1862,  chapter  345,  section  3) — The 
secretary  of  state  shall  add  the  amount  due  from  any  county  in  this  state 
for  the  support  of  such  persons  to  the  state  tax  apportioned  to  said  coun- 
ty,'and  such  amount  shall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury  for 
the  use  of  the  state  reform  school. 

See.  6.  (As  amended,  session  laws  1862,  chapter  345,  section  4.) — The 
board  of  managers  shall  consist  of  five  members,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  hold  their  offices  for  three  years  ;  said  board  to  be 
divided  into  three  classes,  and  so  divided  that  the  term  of-  one  class  shall 
expire  each  year,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  and  shall  receive  for 
their  compensation  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  every  day  actu- 
ally employed,  and  ten  cents  per  mile  for  every  mile  actually  traveled, 
and  shall  verify  their  account  by  their  oath  or  animation. 

Sec.  7.  Such  managersvshall  have  the  power  to  make  rules,  regulations, 
ordinances  and  by-laws  tor  the  government,  discipline  and  management  of 
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the  state  reform  school,  and  the  inmates  thereof,  as  to  them  may  seem 
just  and  proper ;  provided,  that  such  rules  and  by-laws  shall  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  constitution  of  this  state  and  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  f>lace  the  children  commuted 
to  their  care,  during  the  minority  of  said  children,  at  such  employments, 
and  cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  such  branches  of  useful  knowledge,  as 
tohall  be  suited  to  their  years  and  capacities  ;  and  they  shall  have  power 
in  their  discretion  to  bind  out  the  said  children,  with  their  consent  or  the 
'  consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians,  if  they  have  any.  as  apprentices  or 
servants  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons  and  at  such  places,  to  learn 
such  proper  trades  and  employments,  as  in  their  judgments  will  be  most 
for  their  reformation  and  amendment,  and  the  future  benefit  of  such  chil- 
dren ;  provided,  that  the  charges  and  power  of  said  managers  upon  and 
over  the  said  children  shall  not  extend,  in  case  of  females,  beyond  the  age 
of  eighteen  years  ;  and,  provided  also,  that  the  religious  opini/Jns  of  the 
inmates  Bhall  not  be  interfered  with. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  managev  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  of  said  state 
reform  school  and  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  inter- 
est of  the  institution,  with  a  view  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  of 
its  establishment  and  economy  of  its  management ;  and  the  said  managers 
shall  make  out  a  detailed  report  to  the  governor  of  the  performance  of 
their  duty,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  October  in  each  year,  which  re- 
port shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  persons  in  the  school  at 
the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  number  received  during  the  year,  and 
in  the  institution  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  together  with  all  such 
facts  and  statements  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  communicate  ;  which 
report  shall  be  laid  before  the  legislature  by  the  governor. 

Sec  9.  AM  nnd  singular  the  provisions  contained  in  the  chapter  of 
the  revised  suiuics,  en  titled"  of  masters  and  apprentices,1'  shall  apply  to 
the  apprentices  and  servants,  and  the  persons  to  whom  they  shall  be 
bound  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act ,  and  every  minor  so  bound  and 
the  officers  binding  him  and  his  master,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provis- 
ions of  said  chapter. 

Sec.  10.  The  courts  and  several  magistrates  in  any  county  in  the  state 
may,  in  their  discretion,  sentence  to  the  state  reform  school  any  such 
male  or  female  who  may  bo  convicted  before  them  as  a  vagrant,  or  of  any 
petit  larceny  or  misdemeanor  ;  and  the  several  courts  may,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, send  to  said  state  reform  school  any  such  male  or  female  whbmaj 
be  convicted  before  them  of  any  offense  which,  under  the  existing  laws, 
would  be  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  ;  provided,  in 
all  cases,  the  term  of  commitment  shall  not  be  less,  in  case  of  males,  that 
to  the  age  of  twenty- one  years,  and  in  case  of  females,  than  to  the  age  of 
eighteen  years. 

Seo.%11,  The  managers  of  the  Btate  reform  school  shall  have  power,  in 
their  discretion,  to  restore  any  person  dulv  committed  to  said  school,  to 
the  care  of  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian  before  the  expiration  of  their 
minority,  if  in  their  judgment  it  would  be  most  for  the  future  benefit  and 
advantage  of  sucji  person. 

Sec.  12.     The  courts  and  several  magistrates,  in  any  county  in   the 
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state  shall  also  hare  power  to  commit  to  the  state  reform  school  any  male 
or  female  child,  under  the  ages  specified  in  section  one  of  this  act,  upon 
complaint  and  due  proof  made  to  said  court  or  magistrate  by  the  parent 
or  gmardian  of  such  ohild,  that  by  reason  of  incorrigible  or  vicious  con- 
duct, such  child  is  beyond  the  control  and  power  of  such  parent  or  guar- 
d  ian,  and  that' a  due  regard  for  the  morals  and  future  welfare  of  such 
child  manifestly  require  that  he  or  she  should  be  committed  to  the  guar- 
dianship of  the  managers  of  said  State  Reform  School. 

Sec.  13.  The  Governor  shall  visit  the  State  Reform  School  once  at 
least  in  each  year,  and  make  such  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  manage- 
ment, government  and  discipline  of  the  Institution  as  he  may  deem  for 
the  interest  of  the  same. 

Sec.  14.  Chapter  189  of  the  revised  'statutes,  entitled  "  of  the  House 
of  Refuge,"  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  pro* 
visious  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

Approved  April  13,  1866. 


CHAPTER  106— SESSION  LAWS  OF  1866. 

AN  ACT  t6  amend  chapter  236  of  the  session  laws  1861,  entitled  "  an  act  for  the 
government  and  management  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and  to  repeal  chapter 
189  of  the  revised  statutes,  entitled  '  of  the  Rouse  of  Refuge/  *'  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof. 

« 

TJie  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsiny  represented  in  senate  and  assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  State  Reform  School,  at  Waukesha,  shall  be  the  place 
of  confinement  and  instruction  of  all  male  children  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  sixteen  years,  and  of  all  female  children  between  the  ages  of 
seven  and  ten  years,  who  shall  be  legally  committed  to  the  said  State  Re- 
form School  as  vagrants,  or  on  conv  ction  for  any  criminal  offense,  or  for 
incorrigible  or  vioious  conduct,  by  a  couit  having  competent  authority 
to  make  said  commitment. 

Sec.  2.  The  managers  of  the  State  Reforrn  School  are  hereby  clothed 
with  the  sole  authority  to  discharge  any  child  or  children  from  said  Reform 
School,  who  have  heretofore  been  or  may  hereafter  be  legally  committed 
thereto ;  and  such  power  shall  rest  solely  with  said  board  of  managers, 
and  with  no  other  person  or  persons ;  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  of  managers,  and  they  shall  have  power,  to  return  any  child  to  the 
court,  justice  or  other  authorities  ordering  or  directing  said  child  to  be 
committed,when  in  the  judgment  of  said  managers  they  may  deem  said  child 
an  improper  subject  for  their  care  and  management,  or  who  shall  be  found 
incorrigible,  or  whose  continuance  in  the  school  they  may  deem  prejudi- 
t  cial  to  the  management  and  discipline  thereof,  or  who  in  their  judgment 
ought  to  be  removed  from  the  school  for  any  .cause  ;  and  in  such  case 
said  court,  police  justice  or  other  authority  shall  have  power  and  are 
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hereby  required  to  proceed  as  they  might  have  done  had  they  not  ordered 
the  commitment  to  such  school. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  or  parti  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  aot,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passago. 

Approved  April  12,  1866. 


It  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  a^t,  that  every  inmate  must 
be  committed  by  a  court  or  magistrate.  Frequent  application  is  made  for 
the  admissin  of  children,  by  their  friends,  on  the  ground  of  incorrigibili- 
ty, with  the  hope  that  the  restraining  influences  of  the  school  may  save 
them  irom  actual  crime.  The  Twelfth  section  of  this  act  was  framed  with 
express  reference  to  such  oases,  and  it  is  believed  to  be  the  most  import- 
ant one  in  the  whole  chapter.  Such  cases,  when  committed,  should  at 
once  be  taken  to  the  school  without  being  imprisoned,  as  is  sometimes  done, 
in  the  county  jail  for  several  days,  with  matured  and  hardened  criminals. 
In  some  cases  more  vicious  examples  are  there  seen,  and  more  corrupt  in- 
fluences experienced  than  during  the  whole  previous  life. 

Objection  has  been  made  to  the  term  of  commitment,  which  in  evqry 
instance  must  be  during  the  minority  of  the  inmate.  This  is  regarded  by 
many  as  the  period  of  actual  confinement  in  the  school,  while  it  is  de- 
signed only  to  give  the  board  of  managers  such  control  over  the  inmate  as 
to  secure  his  complete  and  thorough  reformation.  Provision  is  made  for 
the  discharge  of  every  one  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  it  would  be 
safe  and  proper  to  do  so. 

There  is  another  reason  why  the  term  of  commitment  should  be  as  it  in. 
There  are  many  children  who  have  no  parents  or  guardians',  and  who,  if 
discharged  on  the  expiration  of  a  sentence  of  one  or  two  years,,  would  have 
no  one  to  provide  for  them,  and  if  good  homes  should  not  be  secured  at 
the  time  of  their  discharge,  which  cannot  always  be  done,  they  would  be 
thrown  upon  society,  homeless  and  friendless,  and  be  compelled  frequent- 
ly to  resume  those  vicious  habits  from  which  they  may  have  been  only 
partially  reformed.  It  is  impossible  to  detormine  the  length  of  time  nec- 
essary to  reform  any  one  case  at  the  time  of  commitment.  It  must  be  left 
discretionary  with  those  in  the  immediate  charge  of  the  school.  Experi- 
ence has  shown  that  in  a  majority  of  cases,  the  average  time  is  about  two 
years,  while  some  require  a  much  longer  period  before  they  are  fitted  for 
places  of  trust  and  responsibility.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 

T*  his  Excellency,  Lucius  Faircbild, 

Governor   of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  : 

We  have  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  our  annual  report  of  the 
-transactions  of  this  board  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  ld66. 

In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  workings  of  the  institution  placed  under 
our  oharge  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  we  are  sensible  of  the  great  respons- 
ibility that  has1  rested  upon  us  in  providing  ways  and  means  by  which  we 
could  «arry  on  our  benevolent  work  in  ameliorating  the  condition  and  mit- 
igating the  sufferings  of  that  unfortunate  class  of  persons  who  are  80 
truly  dependant  upon  the  sympathies  and  charities  of  the  people  of  thii 
State.  In  bringing  this  work  to  its  present  high  standard  of  suooess, 
while  it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  us  as  trustees,  that  the  usual  de- 
gree of  success  and  prosperity  has  attended  our  efforts  in  managing  the 
affairs  of  the  Hospital  duri  gthe  past  year,  credit  should  be  given  to  that 
tpirit  of  benevolence  manifested  by  our  legislators  in  piacing  at  our  dis- 
posal sufficient  means  to  ireet  our  virions  wants,  seconded  by  the  indefat- 
igable efforts  and  zeal  of  the  resident  officers  of  the  Institution  and  their 
employees  in  performing  their,  varied  nd  arduous  duties  devolving  upon 
them  in  their  several  capacities. 

The  financial  affairs  are  as  follows :  There  was  remaining  on  hand  in 
the  hands  of  the  Hospital  Treasurer,  October  1st,  1865,  the  sum  of 
416,835  07,  as  current  expense  fund.  We  have  since  received,  on  account 
*f  appropriation  from  the  State  Treasury,  the  sum  of  $30,000,  and  from 
the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Van  Norstrand,  the  further  sum  of  $1,340,  which 
tame  into  his  hands  in  payment  for  support  of  patients  whose  estate  was 
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sufficient  to  do  so,  making  in  all  the  sum  reooived  for  current  expense  ao- 
oount  $38,195  07,  Upon  which  fund  orders  were  drawn  by  the  Superin- 
tendent and  Secretary  to  the  amount  of  $41,205  03,  leaving  a  deficit  due 
the  Treasurer  of  $3,029  96,  to  meet  which  there  was  due  from  State 
Treasury  the  sum  of -$10,000,  leaving  really  on  hand  abalanee  of  $6,97004 
unezpened. 

There  was  also  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  the  sum  of  $1,500, 
for  the  purpose  of  fencing  the  new  farm  and  building  a  root  or  vegetable 
cellar.  In  accordance  with  that  appropriation  the  Superintendent  has 
built  the  fence  and  erected  the  root  cellar  at  an  outlay  of  $1,381.77— 
leaving  a  balance  of  that  particular  fund  on  hand  of  $118.23, 

The  Legislature  also  appropriated  at  its  last  session  $98,500  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  one  transverse  and  one  longitudinal  wing  on  each  side 
of  the  main  building.  At  the  semiannual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April 
last,  authority  was  delegated  by  the  Board  to  the  Executive  Committee 
to  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  erection  of  said  wings.  A  waiting  the 
action  of  the  Committee,  the  Board  adjourned  to  meet  on  call.  They  met 
May  22d,  1866,  and  proceeded  to  open  the  several  proposals  received  and 
in  the  hands  of  the  Committee.  The  proposals  were  unsatisfactory  rang* 
ing  to  amounts  far  exceeding  the  appropriation  made.  After  analyzing 
them  and  the  matter  ooming  back  to  the  board  for  action,  the  following 
resolution  was  offered  and  adopted  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  accept  the 
bid  of  Mr.  Moxley,  deducting  therefrom  the  lowest  bid  for  heating,  ven- 
tilating, plumbing  and  lighting  apparatus  :  provided,  sir.  Moxley  shall 
consent  to  aaft  accept  the  same  ;  but  if  he  will  not,  then  the  said  commit* 
tee  are  authtfized  to  accept  the  next  lowest  bid,  or  to  contract  with  any 
other  party  on  the  same  terms;  or  re- advertise  the  same  for  further  propo- 
sals at  their  discretion.  The  said  Committee  are  hereby  authorized  to 
receive  the  necessary  bonds  from  the  contractor,  and  cause  the  work  to 
commence  as  soon  as  practicable." 

In  compliance  with  said  resolution,  the  Executive  Committee  waited 
upon  Mr.  Moxley,  and  informed  him  of  the  determination  of  the  Board 
relative  to  the  matter. 

Mr;  Moxley  declined  to  accede  to  the  award,  and  the  next  lowest  bidder 
did  the  same.  In  consequence  thereof  the  committee  were  obliged  to  re- 
advertise  for  proposals,  and  fixed  upon  the  19th  day  of  June  for  opening 
and  determining  the  bids. 

After  due  consideration  the  contract  was  awarded  as  follows :  for  doing 
the  mason  work,  to  Andrew  Proudfit,  for  sixty- four  thousand  and  five 
hundred  dollars,  ($64,500) ;  for  doing  the  carpenter  and  joiner  work, 
inluding  painting  and  glazing,  to  Anderson,  Davidson  k  Co.,  for  the  sum 
of  thirty-three  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars,  ($33,500)  ;  making  the 
total  ninty- eight  thousand  ($98,000.)  Contracts  were  duly  made  with 
these  parties  and  they  immediately  commenced  the  work,  and  up  to  this 
date  have  progressed  very  satisfactorily.  For  a  more  full  and  particular 
statement  of  this  transaction,  reference  is  made  to  the  Report  of  the  Ex- 
etutive  Committee,  which  is  hereto  appended. 
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Our  Treasurer  hai  drawn"  from  the  State  Treasurer  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  ($10,000,)  from  the  appropriation  made  for  the  forego- 
ing purpose. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditures  from  the  several  funds, 
you  are  reipectfully  referred  to  the  Reports  of  the  Superintendent  and 
Treasurer,  which  are  hereby  appended. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  passed  an  act  materialy  affecting  the 
internal  management  of  the  Hospital,  providing  that  those  patients  who 
had  an  estate  sufficient,  should  pay  in  part  toward  their  support  and 
maintenance.  x  * 

In  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  law,  the  bylaws  were  amended  as 
follows,  by  the  addition  of  the  following  sections,  viz : 

"  Sxo.  24.  In  all  cases  of  application  for  admission  into  the  Hospital, 
unless  accompanied  with  a  certificate  of  the  Judge  of  the  county  in  which 
the  patient  may  reside,  setting  forth,  that  the  ability  of  the  patient'* 
estate,  or  those  legally  liable  for  his  or  her  support,  is  insufficient  to  pro* 
vide  for  such  support,  in  accordance  with  chapter  105  of  General  Laws  of 
1866,  the  Superintendent  shall  require,  in  addition  to  the  usual  medical 
certificate,  an  obligation,  signed  by  not  less  than  two  responsible  persons, 
for  the  payment  of  all  charges'  for  the  maintenance  of  the  patient  in  said 
Hospital,  which  obligation  shall  be  certified  to  be  good  and  sufficient 
security,  by  the  County  Judge  or  Treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  the 
sureties  resides,  and  shall  be  substantially  as  follows  : 

In  consideration  of  the  admission  of  — —  with  the  Wisconsin  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  we  jointly  and  severally  promise  to  pay  to  the 
Superintendent  of  said  Hospital,  or  his  order,  quarterly  in  advance,  the 
sum  of  three  dollars  per  weeks  for  h —  board  and  ordinary  accommoda- 
tions therein,  and  also  to  pay  such  sums  as  shall  be  demanded  by  the  Su- 
perintendent at  the  en^d  of  each  quarter  for  extra  accommodations  and  for 
the  requisite  clothing  and  other  articles  deemed  necessary  br  proper  for 
the  health  or  comfort  of  such  patient ;  also  to  pay  for  burial  in  ease  of 
death,  and  all  charges  for  conveyance  to  and  from  the  Hospital.

k  Sxo.  25.  The  price  of  board  of  each  [patient  liable  to  pay  shall  be 
ihree  dollars  per  week  for  ordinary  accommodations.  The  price  for  extra 
accommodations  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Superintendent,  subject  to  the  ap- 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  in  all  oases  to  keep 
an  accurate  account  with  each  such  patient,  and' to  make  out  and  present 
at  the  end  of  each  quarter  or  on  the  discharge  of  any  patient  to  the 
proper  person  or  persons,  a  bill  of  items  of  all  expenses  incurred  by  said 
patient,  for  charges  for  extra  accommodations,  for  the  requisite  clothing 
and  other  articles  deemed  necessary  or  proper  for  the  health  or  comfort 
of  sueh  patient,  and  for  burial  in  case  of  death,  and  all  charges  for  con- 
veyance to  and  from  the  Hospital.  All  payments  provided  for  in  this- 
seetton  shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital." 

8xo.  26.    In  case  of  negleet  or  refusal  to  pay  any  of  the  sums  provid- 
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ed  for  in  the  foregoing  section,  the  Superintendent  shall*  report  the  same 
to  the  Exeeutive  Oommitte  for  their  .aofcion,  with  such  recommendation 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  proper. 

8sc.  27.  The  foregoing  regulation  for  mayment  of  board  shall  net 
apply  in  eases  of  soldiers  whose. insanity  has  resulted  from  disease  con- 
tracted in  the  service. 

The  foregoing  bylaws  were  submitted  to  an  approval  by  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  May  24th,  1866,  as  required  by  the  organio  act — and  by 
resolution  of  the  Board,  went  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  last. 

Terhaps  it  would  be  no  more  than  justice  to  say  that  the  board  were 
not  entirely  harmonious  on  this  question,  quite  a  respectable  minority  be* 
ing  in  favor  of  fixing  the  rates  so  low  that  it  would  practioally  result  in 
making  the  law  in operative.  But  the  majority  of  the  board  taking  the 
view  that  the  law  was  compulsory  upon  the  Trustees,  they  could  not  shirk 
the  responsibility  of  giving  it  at  least  a  fair  and  impartial  trial,  and  fixed 
the  prioe  of  board  so  low  that  it  would  not  in  any  way  operate  as  a  hard- 
ship, or  of  preventing  any  person  from  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  Hos- 
pital for  want  of  means.  Whether  the  law  is  expedient  or  not  or  wheth- 
er it  will  prove  a  detriment  to  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  of  which  we 
are  the  custodians,  remains  to  be  proven  by  experience;  as  it  is  we  would 
at  least  recommend  that  it  be  given  a  fair  trial. 

Under  the  workings  of  this  law  thero  has  been  received  into  the  Hos- 
pital treasury  the  sum  of  thirteen  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($1,340)  from 
the  first  of  July  last  to  the  first  day  of  October  inst;  a  very  small  sum, 
certainly,  compared  with  the  actual  expense  of  keeping  one  hundred  and 
eighty  patients, 

The  Exeoutive  Committee  in  their  report  recommend  that  we  ask  of  the 
Legislature  appropriations  for  the  following  purposes,  viz: 

For  sewerage,  air  ducts,  and  grading  grounds  around  enlargement...-  $4,  750  00 

For  h dating,  plumbing,  ventilating  and  lighting  apparatus 10,000  00 

For  additional  boiler  and  setting ~  1,  700  00 

For  window  guards 2,000  00 

For  servioes  of  architect «  1, 400  00 

For  furniture  and  bedding  of  enlargement .' 3, 000  00 

Making  a  total  of $32,850  00 

Which  they  consider  absolutely  necessary  to  complete  the  enlargement 
and  prepare  it  for  the  reception  of  patients. 

We  would  further  ask  of  the  Legislature  that  they  make  an  appropria- 
tion of  fifty  thousand  dollars  (9500,00)  for  the  {current  expenses  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

We  would  particularly  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  able 
report  of  the  Superintendent,  Doctor  Van  Norstrand,  which  is  herewith 
appended,  and  more  particularly  to  the  recommendations  contained  there- 
in, which  are  cordially  approved  by  this  board,  knowing  them  to  be  the 
result  of  experience  combined  with  personal  observations,  and  which,  if 
carried  into  effect,  we  believe  will  redound  to  the  future  welfare  and  pros- 
perity of  the  Hospital,  and  cause  it  to  take  high  rank  along  side  of  simi- 
lar institutions  of  this  country. 
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The  organic  act  fixes  the  time  of  our  annual  meeting  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  October,  of  each  year.  In  view  that  this  day  often  occurs  or 
comes  so  near  to  the  first  day  of  the  month,  which  is  really  the  beginning 
of  our  fiscal  year,  that  the  time  allotted  to  our  officers  is  so  short  in  which 
to  close  up  and  balance  their  books,  necessarily  causing  them  to  be  in  so 
much  of  a  hurry  that  they  cannot  give  that  attention  to  the  matter  of 
their  reports  which  they  are  by  law  obliged  to  submit* to  the  board  at  their 
meeting,  which  it  deserves.  We  would  therefore  ask  of  the  Legislature 
that  the  law  be  so  changed  that  the  annual  meeting  may  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  October,  in  each  year,  instead  of  the  first,  as  now 
provided. 

The  relations  that  have  heretofore  existed  between  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  the  Resident  Officers  of  the  Hospital,  and  which  has  done  so  much 
towards  the  prosperity  and  success  of  the  Hospital,  continues  to  exist 
with  the  utmost  cordiality  and  kindness. 

We  also  hereby  express  our  thanks  to  members  of  former  Logislatares 
for  the  promptness  with  which  they  have  acceded  to  our  numerous  and 
importunate  demands  upon  the  people  of  the  State  f of  means  to  enable  us 
to  continue  the  good  work  entrusted  to  our  charge,  in  providing  good  quar- 
ters and  home  comforts  to  so  many  of  our  unfortunate  fellow  citizens  who 
are  afflicted  with  that  most  dreaded  of  all  maladies — dethroned  reason. 

We  also  commend  our  Institution  to  the  watchful  care  and  attention  of 
the  coming  Legislature,  hoping  that  they  in  their  wisdom  will  take  into 
oareful  consideration  our  recommendations,  and  grant  us  our  numerous  re- 
quests. We  also  invite  from  them  the  closest  scrutiny  into  our  official 
acts  as  they  may,  by  committee  or  otherwise,  think  proper.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Truitecs  oj  the  Wueonsin  Slate  Hospital  for  ike  Ituane : 

Gintlembn: — Another  official  year  has  passed  in  the  history  of  this 
Institution,  and  by  Statute  it  is  my  duty  to  lay  its  record  before  yon — 
my  third — the  Seventh  Annual  Report  since  its  organization. 

We  feel  to  thank  a  kind  Providence  for  the  watchful  care  extended  to 
our  helpless  and  afflicted  household ;  for  the  uuusul  good  physical  health 
enjoyed  by  those  committed  to  our  care ;  that  the  epidemic  which  has 
been  walking  from  the  East  to  the  West  has  passed  us  by  unvisited ; 
that  we  have  not  been  called  to  lament  any  of  those  terrible  accidents  or 
casualties  that  do  occasionally  occur  in  all  the  Institutions  in  this  or  any 
other  country  even  when  in  charge  of  Superintendents  than  whom  there 
are  none  superior. 

We  have  suffered  from  no  endemio  or  epidemic  disease  fince  my  last 
Annual  Report. 

At  the  termination  of  the  last  official  year,  we  had  patients  in  hospital, 177 

males, 89 

females, 88 

There  have  been  admitted  daring  the  year, 96 

males, 67 

females, 88

Those  reported  "much  improved"  were  such  as  still  retain  some  de- 
lusions or  other  morbid  mental  peculiarities,  but  were  able  to  attend  to 
ordinary  business  and  make  themselves  useful  members  of  society.  Those 
reported  •'  improved91  were  such  as  had  recovered  from  the  disposition 
to  injure  themselves  or  others,  and  had  abandoned  many  imporprieties  of 
conduct  and  could  be  safely  and  pleasantly  oared  for  at  home,  though 
without  hope  of  entire  recovery.  Of  those  "  unimproved"  all  were  removed 
by  the'proper  persons  at  the  request  of  the  Sperintendent,  to  make  room 
for  more  hopeful  cases. 
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Of  deaths,  the  causes  were  as  fellows : 

Exhaustion, 4 

Diabetes  inoipidus,.... 1 

General  paralysis, 2 

Total, : 7 

You  will  see  that  the  mortality  is  less  than  in  any  one  year  since  the 
Institution  has  had  an  existence.  We  have  had  to  discharge  some  incur- 
able cases  to  enable  us  to  provide  room  for  more  recent  and  therefore 
probably  more  curable  cases.  We  hope  soon  to  be  under  this  necessity 
no  longer.  The  enlargement  for  which  an  appropriation  was  placed  in 
your  hands  by  the  la9t  legislature  seems  to  be  in  proper  progress,  and 
when  completed  will  put  an  end  to  our  difficulties  in  providing  room  for 
worthy  applicants. 

In  making  application  to  the  next  legislature  for  an  appropriation  for 
the  purpose  of  putting  in  the  window  guards,  heating  apparatus  and  gas 
pipes  and  fixtures,  you  will  please  ask  sufficient  means  to  make  the  exca- 
vations at  the  rear  of  female  wing,  the  filling  and  grading  in  front  of  both 
wings,  to  excavate  and  arch  the  air  passages  for  the  new  wings  and  also 
the  sewers  for  the  same.  These  and  many  other  small  improvements  will 
be  necessary  before  the  new  wings  can  be  used,  and  should  not  be  drawn 
from  the  current  expense  fund,  our  estimates  for  this  fund  always  being 
■  ade  very  close  and  never  in  excess  of  the  aotual  wants  of  the  institu- 
tion. Col.  S.  V.  Shipman,  architect,  estimates  the  above  work  at  94,677  66, 
as  follows  :

The  laBt  legislature  appropriated  $1,500  to  fence  the  new  farm  and 
build  a  root  cellar.  Your  board  directed  me  to  superintend  the  work. 
I  am  happy  to  say  that  both  are  completed,  except-some  excavation  and 
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grading  about  the  cellar,  which  we  shall  do  at  our  leisure,  with  the  help 
at  out  hands.  We  hare  a  good  substantial  board  and  post  fenoe  all  around 
the  farm,  except  four  and  one  half  acres,  detached  by  the  highway,  placed 
on  ground  previously  grubbed,  broken  and  graded.  The  cellar  is  20x40 
feet  inside  and  12  feet  from  the  floor  to  the  highest  point  of  the  arch,  all 
made  of  stone  and  mortar.  It  will  house  a  little  over  5,000  bushels  of 
potatoes  or  other  vegetables,  all  of  which  can  be  put  in  by  drawing  the 
cart  or  wagon  on  the  top  and  spouting  them  from  the  aperture  in  the  arch 
to  the  different  bins.  It  is  much  the  best  cellar  that  I  have  ever 
seen.  I  am  unable  to  see  why  it  will  not  last  as  long  as  the  stone 
wall  of  the  house.  The  means  furnish  d  were  entirely  inadequate  ex- 
cept by;  doing  the  excavation  and  transporting  the  stone  ourselves. 

Notwithstanding  the  opinio*  of*  some  gentlemen,  who  undoubtedly 
have  given  the  subject  some  thought,  that  a  man  who  engages  in  the  Sci- 
ence of  medioine  needs  no  acquaintance  with  any  of  the  collatteral  sci- 
ences ;  that  the  time  spent  in  their  investigation  is  not  only  lost  but  worse 
than  loBt,  inasmuch  as  the  thoughts  on  these  collatteral  subjects  would 
crowd  out  medical  thoughts.  I  have  been  compelled  to  come  to  a  differ- 
ent conclusion,  after  many  years  of  careful  thought  on  the  subject.  I 
cannot  believe  that  a  man  engaged  in  the  science  of  the  Law,  who  has 
never  read  anything  but  the  statutes  of  Wisconsin  is  so  well  prepared  to 
discharge  his  duty,  or  his  mind  is  able  to  grasp  the  full  meaning  of  its 
chapters  and  sections  as  the  man  who  has  read  all  the  leading  text  books 
on  that  science,  together  with  a  good  understanding  of  Mathematics, 
Geology,  Astronomy,  Languages,  Commerce  and  Agriculture.  So  with 
the  man  engaged  in  teaching  the  science  of  Theology — if  he  has  never 
read  anything  but  the  Lible,  which  is  the  great  corner  stone  of  that  sci- 
ence, he  will  be  a  good  eitizen,  of  high  moral  character,  loyal  to  his 
country  and  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  but  his  lectures  will  not  be  of  that 
comprehensive,  facinating  and  soul  elevatiog  tendency,  so  characteristic 
of v  the  great  teachers  in  that  science,  who  have  had  the  opportunities 
through  a  thorough  acquaintance  of  the  other  sciences  to  bring  them  to 
bear  in  illustrating  the  one  specially  under  consideration. 
.  So  with  the  science  of  medioine  ;  the  man  who  takes  his  text  books  on 
Anatomy,  Therapcntics  and  Practice  and  shuts  himself  up  in  his  study, 
only  leaving  it  to  visit  his  patients,  will  become  very  deep  and  mysterious 
on  page,  chapter,  verse,  pennyweights  and  grains,  but  what  he  acquires 
in  depth  will  be  at  the  expense  of  breadth  and  comprehensiveness  of 
mental  view,  so  necessary  in  the  successful  praotice  of  our  profession. 
Entertaining  theso  views  I  was  induced  to  make  an  effort,  early  in  life, 
to  utilize  my  spare  time  in  acquiring  the  rudiments  of  several  of  the  sci- 
ences, among  whioh  was  Agriculture  and  Horticulture  ;  these  I  have  tried 
to  make  useful  to  this  Institution  since  I  have  had  charge  of  it,  by  giving 
from  one  to  two  hours  daily  to  the  farm  and  farm  matters,  with  what  suo- 
eeas  I  must  leave  you  to  judge;  I  cannot  but  believe  that  time  thus  de- 
voted, was  more  profitable  profegsionally  and  pecuniarily  to  the  state  and 
to  the  Hospital  than  if  devoted  to  reading  Shakspear  or  obtaining  a  pro- 
per oolor  to  my  meerschaum. 

The  organisation  of  American  Institutions  for  the  Insane  is  very  dif- 
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ferent  from  the  English  tyatem.  In  England  the  superintendent  is  a  non- 
medical man.  The  medical  department  is  conducted  by  a  House  Physi- 
cian. Results  have  proved  that  this  system  is  not  what  we  want,  and  is 
universally  condemed  in  this  country.  Our  superintendents  are  not  only 
expected  and  required  to  have  the^ability  to  superintend  the  Medical  De- 
partment of  the  Hospital  but  to  be  competent  to  superintend  construction 
and  repairs  about  his  Hospital ;  direct  in  conducting  the  farm  ;  manage- 
ment of  domestic  animals ;  the  intelligent  and  economical  expenditure  of 
appropriations  for  the  support  of  his  house  ;  to  conduct  or  direct  a  large 
correspondence  with  the  friends  of  patients  ;  to  make  the  proper  discrimi- 
nation as  to  who  shall  be  admitted  and  who  discharged.  These  diverse 
duties  forming  his  mental  and  physical  recreation — a  necessity  to  preserve 
the  healthy  organization  of  the  human  mind  and  body. 

I  had  the  gratification  at  our  last  State  Fair  of  obtaining  the  1st  pre- 
mium on  working  oxen  and  one  of  the  garden  vegetables  and  the  2d  pre- 
mium on  swine,  which  were  all  the  articles  of  ours  on  exhibition. 

Our  garden  and  farm  have  yielded  abundantly  the  past  year  ;  most  of 
the  crops  being  for  late  fall  and  winter  use,  are  not  gathered  or  measured, 
and  we  can  only  approximate  quantities.  Wheat  and  oats  are  threshed, 
of  the  former  we  had  427  bushels,  of  the  latter  191  bushels.  We  ex- 
pect to  have  of  potatoes  3,000  bushels,  corn  1 ,000  bushels,  Beets  600 
bushels,  carrots  350  bushels,  parsnips  150  bushels,  turnips  a  failure, 
onions  150  bushels,  chickory  100  bushels,  vegetable  oysters  25  bushels, 
tomatoes  300  bushels,  cabbages  twenty-five  wagon  loads/^beans  50  bush- 
els, besides  many  wagon  loads  of  pumpkins,  egg  plant,  peppers,  pickels, 
Jfco.,  &c.  The  profits  from  the  farm  from  April  1st,  1865,  to  April  1st, 
1866,  (charging  for  all  the  hired  labor  and  crediting  produce  at  prices  cur- 
rent in  this  vicinity)  were  $3,238,82. 

This  amount  was  in  articles  necessary  for  the  household  and  would  have 
been  purchased  of  others  or  not  used  had  they  not  been  produced  on  the 
farm.  If  to  the  amount  above  we  add  the  profits  of  the  previous  year — 
$2,189.80,  we  shall  have  over  $6,000.00  as  the  farm  profits  in  two  years. 
A  fine  item  in  current  expenses.  I  do  not  wish  it  understood  that  this  is 
all  the  benefit  derived  by  the  Institution  from  our  efforts  at  farming  with 
patient's  labor.  I  feel  that  the  docility  and  less  disposition  to  destroy 
clothing  and  other  property  manifested  by  the  patients,  together  with  the 
ease  and  pleasantness  in  managing  them,  is  a  far  greater  item  ;  besides 
some  of  them  count  the  commencement  of  their  recovery  from  the  day 
that  they  entered  the  garden,  field,  shop  or  kitchen.  We  have  taken  from 
the  farm  since  October  1st,  1865,  the  following  articles  for  use  of  family:

These  articles  were  all  produced  on  our  small  .farm,  except  the  beef, 
much  of  which  was  bought  on  foot  and  fattened  in  our  stables,  giving  us 
much  better  beef  at  a  smaller  price  than  that  purchased  of  dealers. 

Improvements  have  progressed  as  fast  as  the  means  and  help  at  my 
hands  would  allow.  We  have  now  over  sixty  acres  grubbed  and  broken 
on  the  new  farm,  thirty- five  of  which  have  borne  a  crop  this  year.  The 
balance  of  the  land  we  hope  to  have  also  in  crop  the  next  year. 

In  regard  to  the  subject  of  manual  labor  for  patients,  I  feel  that  I  can- 
not better  express  my  views  than  by  quoting  a  passage  from  my  report 
for  1865. 

11 1  think  eight-tenths  of  the  labor  in  all  the  improvements,  and  in 
raising  all  the  crops,  and  taking  caro  of  stock,  flower  garden,  etc.,  has 
been  done  by  patients  willingly,  and  much  to  the  mental  improvement  of 
many  of  them.  While  on  this  subject  of  physical  employment,  or  labor 
of  patients,  it  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  there  are  some  who  are  very 
well  qualified  to  judge,  who  do  not  value  it  very  highly  as  a  curative 
agent ;  but  the  vast  majority  of  American  superintendents  think  it  one  of 
the  best  remedies  within  our  reach,  when  properly  used ;  the  whole 
question  turning  upon  the  problem,  how  properly  to  apply  it.  One  of  the 
best  superintendents  in  the  United  States  said  to  me,  at  a  recent  visit  to 
his  institution,  '  a  patient  cannot  work  without  being  benefitted  by  it ;  if 
he  is  so  excited  fhat  he  can  only  be  trusted  to  oarry  a  stone  ten  feet  and 
lay  it  down,  and  again  earry  it  back  and  Jay  it  down,  ho  will,  be  benefit- 
ed by  it/  In  short,  meaning  that  a  patient  cannot  labor  except  to  be 
benefitted.  Of  course  my  experience  is  not  to  be  placed  side  by  side  with 
his;  still  my  observations  have  been  made  with  groat  interest  and  a  sin* 
eere  desire  to  arrive  at  a  proper  conclusion.  A  longer  course  of  observa- 
tions and  experience  may  change  my  present  oonviotions,  whioh  are : 

"  1st.  A  patient  under  recent  excitement  should  not  labor,  but  when 
convalescence  has  commenoed,  if  in  tolerable  physical  condition,  he  should 
commence  light  labor  and  gradually  increase  it  to  a  moderate  amount, 
always  considering  his  physical  condition. 

11 2d.    AUJchronic  oases,  if  not  physically  disabled;  are  improved  by  out- 


door  exercise  or  labor — appetite  .and  sleep  are  better ;  they  are  more  man- 
agable  ffnd  docile,  less  filthy  in  their  habits,  much  more  agreeable  gen- 
erally, always  improving  physically,  and  many  times  mentally,  to  a  cer- 
tain extent.  The  labor  should  be  agricultural,  the  simpler  the  better, 
and  not  exhaustive.  Meohanioal  shop  labor  I  should  rather  avoid  ;  the 
patient  is  more  excluded  from  fresh  air — the  life-giving  influence  of  sun- 
light— is  more  exhaustive  to  the  mental  energies,  has  more  opportunity 
to  injure  himself  or  others  with  tools,  and  may  secretelthem  in  his  clothes 
and  allow  other  patients  who  are  suicidal  or  homocidaf  to  use  them.  For 
these  reasons,  together  with  the  fact  than  an  insane  man  learns  a  new 
pursuit  with  much  difficulty,  I  have  been  inclined  to  provide  all  the  pa- 
tients, who  felt  disposed  to  labor,  with  agricultural  or  horticultural  em* 
ployment,  unless  thev  manifested  much  aptitude  for  some  other  pursuit. 
Females,  of  course,  have  not  worked  out  of  doors,  except  in  the  flower 
garden,  their  labor  being  done  mostly  in  the. sewing-room,  wards,  dining- 
rooms,  kitchen,  laundry,  ironing-rooms,  etc/' 

From  another  year's  close  observation,  I  have  had  no  cause  to  change 
my  mind  on  this  subject. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  an  amendment  to  our  organic  act 
was  made,  requiring  persons  who  had  the  ability,  to  pay  for  their  main- 
tenance while  inmates  of  this  Institution.  By  direction  of  your  board, 
the  aet  took  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  July  last,  since  which  time  we  have 
received  pay  of  thirty. three  (33)  different  patients.  The  number  now 
paying  is  twenty-three  (23),  which  is  less  than  13  per  cent,  of  the  .whole 
number.  I  have  received  $1,107  55  im  all  for  maintenance  of  patients, 
$1,000  00  of  which  I  have  paid  to  your  treasurer,  together  with  the  sum 
of  $400  00  received  for  sale  of  articles  from  the  farm  and  garden. 

The  amendment  above  referred  to  was  a  production  of  the  "last days  " 
of  the  session,  and  I  feel  compelled  to  say,  notwithstanding  my  great  re- 
spect for  the  learning  and  talents  of  the  gentlemen  composing  both  houses 
of  the  Legislature,  that  it  is  a  very  imperfect  law ;  and  would  most  re- 
spectfully recommend  you  to  ask  its  amendment  or  repeal.  It  operates 
very  unequally  on  the  several  counties,  and  also  on  individuals.  While 
one  County  Judge  inquires  closely  after  the  ability  of  his  constituents  to 
pay  their  maintenance  while  receiving  treatment  here,  another,  thinking 
it  will  make  little  difference  a  century  hence,  certifies  at  sight  for  all  who 
assert  their  poverty.  Thus  66  2-3  per  cent,  of  one  county  pays  for  main- 
tenance |nere,  while  only  12  1-2  per  cent  of  another  county  pays.  Of 
course  the  non-paying  are  supported  from  the  State  Treasury.  The  same 
inequality  fa  observable  in  the  operation  of  the  law  in  individual  oases. 
One  party,  who  is  public-spirited  and  generous,  pays  three-fourths  of  his 
income  to  support  a  friend  here,  while  another,  possessed  of  more  income, 
but  of  a  less  generous  and  noble  spirit,  declines  to  pay  anything. 

Inasmuch  as  we  are  now  preparing  room  for  twice  our  present  number 
of  patients,  would  it  net  be  well  to  ask  the  next  Legislature  to  settle  our 
policy  of  support — pay  or  no  pay?  If  the  latter,  then  of  course  repeal 
the  amendment;  if  the  former,  then  let  us  ask  of  some  of  our  sister 
States  what  they  have  arrived  at,  after  a  fifty  years1  effort.  Perhaps  it 
would  be  well  to  make  a  divided  support — empower  the  proper  officers  to 
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charge,  say  $1.50  per  week  for  each  patient  supported,  to  the  State 
Treasury,  thereby  reducing  the  amount  to  be  received  from  friends  to 
.  such  sum  as  most  industrious  and  economical  families  could  pay,  say  $2.00 
per  week.  If  any  eould  not  pay  this  last  amount,  the  Secretary  of  State 
be  authorized  to  add  it  to  the  next  State  Tax  against  the  proper  county, 
as  per  the  certified  bills  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  draw 
his  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  Hospital  for  the  amount, 
to  enable  it  to  nieet  current  expenses.  Some  such  plan  perhaps  oould  be 
'  devised  that  the  burden  of  support  would  be  less  onerous  upon  all  parties 

concerned.  By  paying  a  part  from  the  State  Treasury,  would  reduce  the 
per  weekly  stipend  from  counties,  which  might  be  necessary  in  some  cases 
to  induce  them  to  submit  the  indigent  to  early  treatment. 

When  the  enlargement  is  completed  and  filled  with  patients — from  850 
to  400 — the  annual  appropriation  will  need  to  be  $70,000  00,  if  all  are 
to  be  supported  from  it. 

By  some  unfortunate  error  the  appropriation  for  the  current  year 
could  only  be  drawn  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  instead  of  its  commence- 
ment, leaving  us  to  buy  on  credit  at  much  higher  prices  and  with  very 
little  choice  of  market,  or  borrow  and  pay  interest,  or  use  the  private 
means  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution.  I  cannot  believe  it  is  more 
profitable  to  the  State  to  buy  on  credit  than  it  is  to  individuals.  It 
is  certaintly  very  disagreeable  to  say  to  farmers,  or  others,  when  buying 
cattle,  butter,  cheese,  or  poultry,  "we  cannot  pay  for  two  or  three  months." 
As  long  as  the  Institution  has  a  responsible  treasurer,  I  think  it  would 
be  a  matter  of  economy  to  place  money  in  his  hands  to  meet  current  ex- 
penses, thereby  saving  interest,  or  in  many  cases  20  per  cent,  of  cost  of 
articles  purchased. 

I  have  drawn  orders  on  your  treasurer  for  $42,085  55  since  my  last 
annual  report,  to  meet  current  expenses,  which  is  $6,462  46  less  than 
for  the  same  purpose  last  year,  which  is  nearly  accounted  for  by  the 'dif- 
ference in  expenditure  for  fuel  in  the  two  years,  vis  :  $6,366  82.  Many 
things  have  cost  less  than  last  year.  M  eat  and  bread  have  been  much 
higher.  Should  our  law  not  be  changed  we  will  need  $40,000  00  for 
current  expenses  the  ensuing  year. 

The  subject  of  fuel  has  received  much  attention  from  the  officers  of  the 
Institution,  and  was  most  thoroughly  discussed  by  our  last  legislature, 
Many  errors  crept  into  this  discussion,  namely,  that  it  cost  between 
$12,000  00  and  $18,000  00  for  the  year  ending  October  1st,  1865,  when 
it  was  fully  explained  on  page  12,  of  my  report  for  last  year.  That  the 
amount  reported  had  purchased  the  fuel  for  two  years,  still  this  item  of 
expenditure  was  seized  upon  by  some,  and  paraded  as  the  vast  annual  fuel 
expenditure,  unaccompanied  by  the  explination.  I  have  gathered  all  the 
fuel  bills  for  the  last  four  years  and  find  the  aggregate  amount  is  $24,- 
796  59,  which  gives  an  average  annual  expenditure  of  $6,199  15 — equal 
to  $27  16  as  the  cost  of  washing,  ironing  and  cooking  for,  and  warming 
each  member  of  the  household.  How  much  less  does  it  cost  to  provide 
the  same  for  each  member  of  your  own  families,  saying  nothing  about  the 
necessity  in  our  ease,  of  keeping  many  of  our  rooms  warm  night  and  day, 
from  early  fall  to  late  spring.     In  the  above  amount  is  added  $3,944  60 
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for  474  tons  of  coal  now  on  hand,  intended  as  a  very  ample  supply  up  to 
April  1st,  1867,  up  to  which  time  the  four  years  extended. 

Our  donations  have  not  been  as  extensive  as  those  received  by  some  In- 
stitutions, especially  in  some  ef  the  eastern  States.  The  Green  Bay 
Advocate,  Green  Lake  Spectator,  now  the  Prison  City  header,  the  Wau- 
kesha Plaindealer  and  Grant  County  Herald  have  made  their  welcome 
weekly  appearance  during  the  last  year.    Other  excellent  weekly  papers 

Published  in  our  State  have  been  received*  Of  the  publishers'  intentions 
have  not  been  informed.  H.  L.  Gardner  presented  us  with  four  fine 
sea  shells,  and  a  fine  specimen  of  coral.  That  great  philanthropist,  friend 
'  of  the  unfortunate  and  accomplished  lady  Miss  Doratha  L.  Dix  present- 
ed us  in  November  last  with  a  fine  addition  to  our  Library,  consisting  of 
more  than  one  hundred  volumes,  which  were  well  selected  for  the  use  de- 
signed. She  deserves  the  thanks  of  every  inmate  of  the  house  including 
the  officers.  "We  have  also  received  some  valuable  congressional  publi- 
cations from  Gov.  L.  J.  Farwell  and  the  Hon.  T.  O.  Howe. 

Dr.  John  W.  Sawyer,  after  nearly  six  years  faithful  service  to  the 
State,  in  this  Institution  has  tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  on  the 
8th  day  of  October  next.  He  retires  from  his  arduous  duties  with  the 
good  wishes  of  every  person  connected  with  the  Institution.  It  is  a  real 
pleasure  to  certify  to  the  uniform  friendliness  and  intelligence  with  which 
he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  Assistant  during  my  superintendence 

He  has  discharged  every  duty  connected  with  his  position  willingly, 
cheerfully  and  with  that  quiet  intelligence  so  oonvinoing  of  his 
thorough  fitness  for  the  position  he  occupied.  Although  it  is  not 
easy  to  find  language  to  express  my  regret  at  his  departure  from  us, 
still  we  have  felt  for  a  long  time  that  his  thorough  fitness 
for  the  position  of  Superintendent  would  be  appreciated  and  be  oalled  to 
another  field  of  duty,  He  has  received,  unsolicited  by  him,  an  appoint- 
ment as  Superintendent  of  one  of  the  best  institutions  in  the  country, 
succeeds  a  Superintendent  who  has  spent  a  quarter  of  a  century  in  the 
specialty  and  has  no  superior.  Retiring  at  his  own  request  to  enjoy  the 
honors  and  competence  of  a  suooessful  combat  with  the  world.  Al- 
though Dr.  Sawyer  has  felt  some  hesitancy  in  aocepting  the  charge  from 
the  hands  of  such  an  able  prekeoessor,  I,  together  with  his  hundreds  of 
friends  in  Wisconsin,  feel  fully  assured  that  he  will  sucoeed.  He  has  all 
the  qualities  to  insure  success.  He  is,  and  should  be,  proud  that  he  has 
been  chosen  to  tho  place.  His  literary  tastes  and  professional  acquire- 
ments, quiet  and  .unobtrusive  habits,  will,  I  havo  no  doubt,  be  appreoiat. 
ed  in  the  cultivated  and  learned  secioty  in  which  he  will  take  up  his 
residence. 

In  aeoordancc  with  Sec  16  of  your  By-Laws,  I  present  the  name  of 
John  Wilson,  M.  D.,  to  fill  the  position  resigned  by  Dr.  Sawyer.  Dr. 
Wilson  oomes  well  recommended  by  prominent  men  in  tho  city  of  Racine 
and  also  from  other  parts  of  the  State.  He  has  been  for  nearly  a  score 
of  years  a  resident  of  Wisconsin,  had  been  a  member  of  our  late  army 
for  nearly  five  years,  two  years  of  which  time  he  was  Hospital  Steward 
in  the  Regular  Army,  and  a  short  time  Assistant  Surgeon  in  onr  11th 
Regiment.    His  father  served  with  me  three  years  in  the  old  4th  Regi-

ment,  and  was  two  years  Surgeon  thereof.  He  is  rocommended  as  a 
young  man  of  good  literary  and  professional  acquirements,  industrtoms, 
temperate,  and  of  good  moral  character  Unless  van  have  information 
controverting  these  recommendations,  *I  most  respectfully  ask  yon  to 
confirm  the  nomination.  I  submit  his  recommendations  for  the  informa- 
tion of  your  Board. 

Mrs.  Mary  C.  Halliday  still  faithfully  performs  her  matronly  duties. 

Appended  is.  the  usual  table  of  current  expenses,  under  the  usual 
headings.    Also  a  statement  of  the  account  current  by  items. 

I  wish  again  to  return  you  my  thanks  for  the  uniform  courtesy  that  I 
have  received  at  your  hands  and  the  many  expressions  of  confidence  man- 
ifested during  the  last  year.

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HEPOBT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

"To  the  Board  of  Irwtees  of  the  Wisconsin  Hospital  for  the  Insane : 

♦The  undersigned  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
gtate  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  respectfully  report : 

That  in  the  year  which  has  passed  there  is  again  reason  for  congratula- 
tion that  the  general  affairs  of  the  Institution  with  which  wo  have  had 
particularly  to  deal,  hare  been  prosperous,  and  that  its  executive  and  fu 
nanoial  management  will  appear,  from  investigation  and  the  proper  re- 
ports, to  have  keen  conducted  wiih  a  constant  view  to  efficiency  and  econ- 
omy. 

The  business  of  most  magnitude  which  we  have  had  to  transact  this  year 
has  been  the  letting  of  the  contract  and  otherwise  providing  for  the  en- 
largement of  the  Hospital  buildings.  With  the  details  of  the  first  at- 
tempt to  let  that  contract  —the  opening  and  examining  of  the  bids,  and 
the  authorization  of  this  committee  to  award  the  contract  to  Mr.  Moxley, 
your  Board  is  fully  acquainted,  being  in  session  at  the  time.  Mr.  Moxley 
declined  to  fulfill  that  proposition,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
Harvey,  the  next  lowest  bidder,  who  in  his  turn  declined  to  take  it — both 
of  these  gentlemen  stating  that  their  estimates  had  been  hastily  made  up, 
and  that  they  had  discovered  some  important  omissions  4n  the  same,  which 
made  it  impossible  to  complete  the  work  in  the  time  and  for  the  sums 
stipulated. 

This  committee  therefore  resolved  to  consider  no  other  proposition  of- 
fered at  that  time ;  to  advertise  for  new  proposals,  and  to  exclude  from 
consideration  bids  ooming  from  persons  whose  bids  had  hitherto  been  ac- 
cepted and  who  had  failed  to  enter  upon  the  contract.  Accordingly,  new 
.proposals  were  advertised  for  in  Madison,  Milwaukee  and  other  papers, 
4o  be  received  until  June  19th,  ensuing,  for  all  the  work  on  the  Hospital 
enlargement  except  the  plumbing,  lighting,  ventilating  and  window  guards. 
As  this  dolay  considerably  shortened  the  season  in  which  outside  work 
oould  be  done,  and  as  there  were  economical  reasons  considerably  affecting 
the  price  for  the  entire  work,  in  favor  of  not  insisting  on  certain  stone 
work  being  completed  within  the  present  year,  it  was  agreed  by  this  com- 
mittee to  provide  for  the  erection  this  year  only  of  the  walls  as  high  as 
the  first-floor,  and  the  laying  of  the  timbers  therefor  ;  and  the  time  for 
the  final  completion  of  the  whole  work  was  extended  until  the  first  day  of 
November,  1867. 

On  the  19th  of  June  last,  in  pursuance  of  the  advertisment  to  that  effect, 
this  Committee  opened  and  considered  the  proposals  then  made  for  the 
enlargement — whioh  proposals  are  herewith  submitted.  Those  which 
proved  to  be  the  lowest  and  best,  and  whioh  were  aocepted  by  this  Com- 
mittee, were  one  of  Andrew  Proud  fit,  for  doing  the  mason  work  of  the 
enlargement  for  the  sum  of  sixty-four  thoussnd  and  five  hundred  dollars, 
($64,600) ;  and  one  of  Anderson,  Davidson  &  Co.,  for  doing  the  carpen- 
ter and  joiner  work  on  the  same,  ineluding  painting  and  glaring,  for  the 
sum  of  thirty -three  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars,  ($81,500)—  making 
in  the  sum  of  ninety-eight  thousand  dollars,  (98,006.)    Each  of  those 
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parties  entered  into  oontraat,  with  sufficient  bonds,  for  the  performance 
of  the  work,  and  are  now  aotivly  engaged  upon  it,  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion of  this  Committee  and  those  having  it  in  immediate  charge. 

As  there  was  no  necessity  this  year  for  contracting  for  the  heating, 
plumbing  and  certain  other  iron  wtork,  and  as  the  legislative  appropria- 
tion for  the  enlargement  would  not  cover  that  part  of  the  work,  this 
Committee  did  not  consider  the  proposals  for  any  part  of  it.  The  lowest 
and  best  bids  for  that  work  are  from  M.  H.  Leahy,  for  the  heating, 
lighting  and  plumbing  fixtures,  fo>  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  and  four 
hundred  dollars  ($9,400),  and  from  Wm.  Askew  for  the  window  guards, 
for  the  sum  of  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eight  dollars,  ($1,908.) 
As  in  all  probability  there  will  be  no  considerable  change  in  prices  for 
such  work  within  the  time  it  will  have  to  be  performed,  this  Committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  well  to  contract  with  thone  parties  for 
the  work  and  materials  they  bid  for,  subject  to  the  approval  and  appro- 
priation of  the  legislature. 

After  confering  with  architects  elsewhere,  this  Committee  agreed 
witb  Col.  S.  Y.  Shipman  for  the  sum  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
in  full  for  all  services  rendered  up  to  that  time,  and  for  all  the  plans  and 
drawings  of  the  Hospital  enlargement,  and  for  all  services  to  be  rendered 
as  arohitect,  and  for  superintendence  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  en- 
largement, to  its  completion.  It  was  also  resolved  by  this  Committee, 
that  Dr.  Van  Norstrand  be  authorized  and  requested  to  take  such  super* 
vision  of  the  work  on  the  Hospital  enlargement,  with  the  apprpval  and 
direction  of  the  architect,  as  shall  be  consistent  and  not  interfere  with 
his  official  duties  is  the  Hospital*. 

There  have  been,  with  our  advice  and  consent,  various  minor  improve- 
ments made  in  the  grounds  of  the  Institution,  such  as  the  building  of  a  corn 
house  sufficient  for  the  preservation  of  the  present  orop  of  corn,  the  con- 
struction of  an  ample  stone  root  cellar,  clearing  up  and  placing  under 
cultivation  the  grounds  purchased  last  year,  &c. 

To  complete  the  Hospital  enlargement  and  prepare  it  for  the  reception 
of  patients,  we  estimate  to  be  neceessary,  and  recommend  that  there  be 
asked  for.  the  following  additional  appropriation : 

For  sewerage,  air  ducts  and  grading  grounds  around  the  enlargement,  $4, 750  00 

For  heating,  plumbing,  ventilating  and  lighting  apparatus,.- 10, 000  00 

Fori  additional  boiler  and  setting, 1, 700  00 

For  window  guards,  M 2,000  00 

For  services  of  architect, 1,400  00 

For  furniture  and  bedding  of  hospital  enlargement, 3,000  00 

Totil, - $22  860  00

RULES  OF  ADMISSION  OF  PUPIS,  Etc. 

1.  AH  the  deaf  and  dumb  of  the  state,  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and 
twenty-five  years,  are  entitled  to  an  education,  without  charge  for  board 
ot  tuition,  in  this  institution,  upon  compliance  with  the  rules.  Persons, 
however,  desirous  of  placing  a  pupil  in  the  school,  should  write  to  the 
superintendent,  informing  him  of  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of  the 
mute;  the  cause,  if  known,  of  deafness,  &c.  The  superintendent  will 
immediately  answer,  stating  the  time  when  the  pupil  will  be  received. 

2.  Pupils  from  other  states  are  received  at  a  rate  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum,  for  board  and  tuition. 

2.  The  length  of  the -course  of  instruction  is  five  years  ;  and  that  the 
students  may  become  more  proficient  in  their  studies,  they  are  allowed 
and  advised  to  remain  one  year  more.  At  the  end  of  six  years,  the  su- 
perintendent may  select  such  pupils  as  he  may  consider  would  be  partic- 
ulary  benefited  by  continuing  longer  at  school;  and  if  approved  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  they  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  an  additional  year. 

4,  Pupils  will  be  admitted  on  the  following  conditions:  1st.  The  pu- 
pil, well  provided  with  clothes,  is  to  be  brought  to  the  institution  punc- 
tually, at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  for  the  period  of  five  years, 
unless  detained  at  home  by  his  or  her  sickness.  2d.  The  pupil  is  to  re- 
main in  the  school  until  the  last  Wednesday  of  June  in  each  year.  3d. 
No  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  allowed  to  take  a  pupil  out  of  the  school 
without  the  consent  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

5.*  It  is  the  intention  of  the  trustees  to  render  the  institution  self- 
supporting,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  that  every  pupil,  on  leaving  its 
walls,  shall  be  so  proficient  in  some  useful  occupation,  or  trade,  as  to  be 
able  to  procure  a  livelihood,  without  reliance  on  the  charities  of  others. 
In  accordance  with  this  design  all  the  scholars  will  be  required  to  labor  a 
portion  of  each  day ;  the  girls  performing  the  lighter  kinds  of  housework, 
and  in  various  kinds  of  needlework,  as  plain  sewing,  ornamental  work, 
dressmaking,  or  millinery,  Ac. ;  and  the  boys  at  various  trades,  the  neces- 
sary work  about  the  institution,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  and 
garden. 

6.  The  annual  sessions  of  the  school  continue  ten  months,  commencing 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  September,  and  closing  on  the  last  U  ednesday 
of  June.  Every  pupil  is  to  come  promptly  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
the  session,  and  U  to  remain  until  the  last  of  the  same.  The  only  excep- 
tions allowed  are  oases  of  sickness,  or  where  leave  of  absence  in  writing 
has  been  granted,  either  by  the  Principal,  or  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
Principal,  the  Professor  to  whom  he*  has  delegated  the  power. 

7.  No  pupil,  unless  under  extraordinary  circumstances,  can  be  received 
at  any  other  time  than  the  commencement  of  the  session. 

4  Parents  and  guardians  are  required,  if  possible,  to  furnish  annually 
to  each  pupil,  the  following  supply  of  clothing

9.  It  is  not  intended  that  the  clothing  should  be  of  an  expensive  kind. 
For  boys'  winter  apparel,  plain,  home-made  cloth  is  sufficiently  good. 
For  summer  wear,  country  linen  will  answer  for  pants,  with  some  kind  of 
dark  goods  for  coats  and  vests.  Light-colored  cloth  should  not*be  used 
for  the  boys'  outside  garments — it  soiis  so  readily  and  requires  so  much 
washing.  Girls*  calico  dresses  may  bo  made  of  a  oheap  article,  whioh 
will  not  fade;  and  while  for  older  girls,  at  least  oce  pair  of  morocco 
shoes  should  be  furnished,  one  or  both  the  other  pair  should  be  of  good 
calfskin.     On  all  articles  of  clothiog  whieh  it  is  possible  to  mark,  the  full 
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name  oi  the  pupil  should  be  written  with  indelible  ink.  For  $ock$  and 
woolen  articles,  the  name  can  be  written  on  strong,  heavy  tape,  and  then 
sewed  on.  The  woolen  sacks  and  cotton  flannel  underwauts  included  in  the 
list  of  elothing  for  female  pupils,  are  very  necessary  in  oold  weather,  not 
only  for  comfort,  but  as  preventives  of  colds  and  coughs.  Dresses  for 
winter  should  always  be  made  to  come  up  well  on  the  neok.  Each  pupil 
should  be  supplied  with  a  trunk  or  chest. 

1ft.  Those  persons  bringing  pupils  or  taking  them  away,  cannot  be 
furnished  with  board,  lodging  or  horse-keeping  at  the  institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wisconsin  Institute  for  the  Education  of 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  beg  leave  to  submit  to  the  Legislature  their  Fif- 
teenth Annual  Report,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  soveral  officers  of 
the  Institute. 

The  last  Legislature  made  the  following  appropriations  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Institute,  viz : 

For  the  "ertction  of  a  sho^-shop" $1,000  00 

For  the  "erection  of  the  west  lateral  wing" 16,000  00 

For  the  "  heating  apparatus" 6,000  00 

For  the  "current  expenses" 19, 000  00 

In  carrying  into  effect  the  designs  of  the  Legislature  in  making  the 
above  appropriations,  the  Trustees  procured  the  services  of  A.  C.  Nash, 
Esq.,  of  Milwaukee,  as  architect,  and  under  his  advfte  and  superintend- 
ence, have  carried  on  their  building  operations. 

They  have  erected  in  a  very  substantial  manner  an  addition  to,  or  ex« 
tension  of  the  former  cabinet  shop,  and  have  converted  ths  second  story 
to  uses  of  a  phoe  shop  The  whole  cost  of  tho  building  has  been  $1,901- 
35,  exceeding  the  appropriation  for  that  objeot  the  sum  of  $901  35.  This 
has  been  canned  by  the  greatly  enhanced  price  of  building  materials  and 
labor  the  ]»av  ^ •••  -.>«. 

In  regard  to  ilc  ^r<  ction  of  the  u  West  Lateral  Wing"  of  the  Insti- 
» tute  Buildings  the  Trustees,  after  mature  deliberation  and  the  most  care- 
ful estimates,  determined  as  a  matter  of  economy  for  the  people  of  the 
State,  to  erect  both  the  west  Lateral  and  Transverse  wings  together — 
to  enclose  the  whole  and  finish  the  Lateral  Wing  the  present  season — 
necessarily  leaving  the  finishing  of  the  Transverse  Wing  for  a  farther 
appropriation  of  the  Legislature. 

To  complete  the  whole  will  icquire  a  farther  appropriation  of  $10,000 
and  we  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  Legislature  the  recessity  of 
making  the  appropriation  at  its  next  session. 

Tho  Institution  is  greatly  crippled  in  its  sphere  of  usefulness  by  the 
want  of  room,  and  the  amount  asked  for  is  very  small  compared  with  ad- 
vantages to  be  attained  by  its  expenditure. 

The  Heating!  Apparatus  has  not  been  procured,  deeming  it  better  to 
defer  it  until  the  completion  of  the  west  wings  of  the  Institute  Buildings, 
and  the  appropriation  for  that  purpose  has  been  transferred  temporarily 
to  the  fund  for  building  purposes.  The  subject  of  warming  and  lighting 
x  the  Institute  Baildings  is  receiving  our  most  careful  consideration  and 
ought  to  receive  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  that  measures  may  be 
taken  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  to  dispense  with  the  great  number 
of  stoves  and  kerosene  lamps  now  in  use,  for  the  purpose  of  warming  and

lighting  tlie  buildings.  A  farther  appropriation  will  be  necessary  for  this 
purpose. 

For  the  general  condition  of  the  Institution,  so  highly  satisfactory  to 
the  trustees  and  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  so  creditable  to  those  in 
charge,  we  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  several  officers  of  the  Institution, 
herewith  submitted,  and  for  the  manner  of  expenditure  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  current  expenses  to  the  Reports  in  detail  of  the  Secretary 
and  Steward. 

The  estimate  for  the  support  of  the  school  for  the  past  year  was  $23,- 
121  00.  The  Legislature  appropriated  for  that  purpose  the  sum  of  $19,  - 
000  00.  The  actual  expenses  for  the  year  with  every  effort  to  reduce 
them  to  the  lowest  point  compatible  with  the  efficiency  of  the  Institution, 
have  been  $24,070  28,  and  there  is  a  deficiency  of  $3,391  48  over  and 
above  the  legislative  appropriation  and  receipts  from  shops  and  other 
sources.  The  Legislature  made  the  appropriation,  undoubtedly,  in  antic- 
ipation of  a  general  decline  in  prices  which  has  not  been  realized — in 
fact  the  prices  of  some  leading  articles  having  advanced. 

There  will  be  required  for  the  support  of  the  Institute  for  the  coming 
year  the  sum  of  $24,293  00  and  to  cover  the  deficiency  for  the  past  year 
the  sum  of  $&.?91  48,  making  altogether  for  current  expenses  the  sum 
of  $27,684  48. 

The  trustees  ask  for  the  following  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year, 
viz. :

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trutiees: 

Gentlemen  : — The  friends  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  have  cause  of  thank- 
fulness  for  the  prosperity  of  the  institution  during  the  past  year.  The 
intellectual  progress  of  the  pupils  has  been  rapid.  The  boys  in  the  shops 
have  been  industrious.  The  behavior  of  the  pupils  generally  has  been 
good.  Few  cases  of  severe  sickness  occurred  during  the  ye&r.  All  these 
recovered  with  treatment; 

A  class  of  twenty  pupils  entered  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  in  Sep- 
tember, 1865. 

At  the  end  of  the  term,  in  June,  1866,  eight  of  the  pupils  who  had 
been  here  the  full  term  of  years,  and  had  passed  the  required  examina- 
tion, received  the  diplomas  of  the  Institution.

The  first  two  on  this  list  have  entered  the  High  Class  of  the  Columbia 
Institute  for  the  Deaf  aud  Dumb,  at  Washington,  with  the  intention  of 
becoming  teachers. 

The  corps  of  teachers  remains  the  same  as  at  the  date  of  the  last 
report  The  success  of  their  efforts  bears  witness  to  their  skill  and  abil- 
ity in  teaching. 

It  is  too  late  now  to  attempt  to  prove  that  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  can  be 
educated.  We  ask  people  to  come  and  see  our  success  in  making  moral, 
intelligent  citizens  out  of  ignorant,  irresponsible  beings. 

The  public  examinations  during  the  year  will  be  held  on  the  20th 
and  21st  of  December,  on  the  29th  and  30th  of  March,  and  the  25th, 
26th  and  27th  of  June.  It  is  hoped  that  the  friends  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb,  and  all  who  are  interested  in  the  cause  of  education,  will  visit  us  on 
any  or  all  of  these  occasions. 

A  wood-house,  36  by  48  feet,  has  been  built  during  the  year,  and  is 
now  in  use.  The  cost  was  about  (850.  Most  of  the  work  was  done  by 
the  boys  of  the  cabinet  shop,  under  the  direction  of  the  master  of  the 
shop,  Mr.  E,  Toung. 

A  trade  is  scarcely  less  important  to  the  Deaf  ane  Dumb  than  an  intel- 
lectual eduoation.  *  To  increase  treir  desires  byjeduoation,  without  giving 
means  to  obtain  those  desires,  would  be  a  questionable  blessing.    It  if 
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due  to  the  friend6  of  the  pupils,  to  the  pupils  themselves,  and  to  the* 
State,  which  provides  so  bountifully  for  their  Education,  that  they  be 
placed  in  such  a  position  that  they  need  never  become  a  burden  to  their 
friends  or  to  the  oommunity.  To  this  end,  a  cabinet  shop  and  a  shoe- 
shop  are  now  connected  with  the  Institution,  under  the  care  of  ex per- 
ienced  masters,  and  it  is  the  intention  to  have  every  pupil  who  leaves- 
here  proficient  in  one  of  these  branches. 

CABINET  SHOP. 

During  the  past  year  eleven  boys  have  been  engaged  for  about  three- 
hours  each  day  in  the  cabinet  shop.  A*ll  the  carpenter  work  «nd  repairs- 
about  the  Institution,  with  the  furniture  needed  about  the  building,  and 
a  considerable  amount  of  furniture  sold,  were  made  by  the  boys  in  this 
shop.

SHOE  SEOP. 

In  some  respects  shoemaking  is  the  most  profitable  trade  for  our  boys 
to  learn.  It  is  more  easily  learned,  the  investment  in  oapital  is  less  and 
the  sale  of  the  manufactured  articles  is  ready.  For  these  reasons  the 
Trustees  determined  to  connect  a  shoe  shop  with  thp  Institution.  The 
second  story  of  the  oabinet  shop  was  taken  for  this  purpose.  The  boys 
in  the  cabinet  shop  made  the  shoe-benches,  lap-boards,  clamps,  &o.  Mr- 
Thomas  E.  Middleton,  formerly  master  of  the  shoe  shop  in  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  was  engaged  to  take  charge  of 
it.  On  the  22d  of  March  the  work  began.  Sixteen  pupils  were  at  work 
during  the  rest  of  the  term.

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The  amount  asked  for  last  year  from  the  Legislature  for  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Institutioa  was  $23,121.  These  estimates  were  based  on 
the  prices  of  articles  Pec.  1, 1865.  The  Legislature'  judged  with  reason 
that  prices  would  fall  within  the  year,  and  therefore  out  dewn  the  appro- 
priation to  $19,000,  a  reduction  of  $4,121.  Prices,  however,  have  been 
maintained,  and  with  all  our  economy  we  show  a  deficiency  of  $3,S31  48.

This  may  be  the  proper  place  to  call  your  attention  to  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  last  winter,  which  excites  much  alarm  among  parents,  and 
will  seriously  affeot  the  prosperity  of  the  Institute. 

It  appears  that  during  the  session  of  1857-8,  a  law  passed  the  Legisla- 
ture requiring  parents  to  pay  $75  00  per  annum  for  pupils  sent  to  the 
•Deaf  and  Dumb  or  to  the  Blind  Institutions.  As  an  alternative,  parents 
could  make  oath  before  an  officer  that  they  were  unable  to  pay  that 
amount. 

This  law  operated  so  disastrously  on  the  prosperity  of  these  Institutions 
that  it  was  repealed  in  the  early  part  of  the  next  sefcon  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, w 

Last  winter,  near  the  end  of  the  session,  a  similar  law  was  passed  re- 
specting the  Insane  Asylum,  and  a  clause  was  added,  including  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  and  the  Blind  Institutions. 

The  sum  to  be  paid,  however,  is  much  larger  than  under  the  former 
law,  as  it  includes  "  their  maintenanee  therein,  and  all  necessary  expenses 
incurred  by  the  institute  in  their  behalf." 
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From  the  fact  that  the  Institutions  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  for  the 
Blind  were  linked  with  the  Insane  Asylum  in  this  law,  it  seems  probable 
that  some  considered  them  alike  as  merely  benevolent  institutions. 

We  think,  however,  that  these  institutions  are  the  most  purely  eddoa~ 
tional — and  hence  economical — sohools  in  the  State,  and  as  such  should  be 
like  common  sohools,  free  to  all  of  those  classes  for  whom  they  were  de- 
signed. * 

Like  common  schools,  we  take  the  child  ignorant — we  return  him  in- 
telligent. 

Like  a  master  workman,  we  take  him  knowing  nothing  of  a  trade — we 
return  him  a  skilled  mechanic. 

We  take  him  a  consumer — we  return  him  a  producer. 

In  a  word,  he  comes  to  us  ignorant,of  his  duties  to  himself,  to  his  fel- 
low men  and  to  his  God,  and  likely  to  beoome  a  terror  and  an  expense  to 
the  community  ;  ho  leaves  us  an  intelligent,  moral  citizen,  and  a  tax  payer: 

Therefore,  economically  considered,  it  oommon  schools,  where  knowl- 
edge only  is  taught,  should  be  free  to  all— and  no  one  will  doubt  the  wis- 
dom of  this — how  mueh  more  should  these  institutions  be  free,  where  both 
knowledge  and  skilled  industry  are  communicated  to  the  pupils. 

I  cannot  do  better  than  to  lay  before  you  the  reasons  why  this  law 
should  be  repealed,  as  given  by  my  predecessor,  Mr.  J.  S.  Officer,  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Institute  for  1858. 

The  same  reasons  against  the  law  obtain  now  which  were  urged  then, 
many  of  them  having  gained  force  by  nine  years  of  intervening  experi- 
ence. 

Mr.  Officer  says : 

"  Until  last  May,  the  advantages  of  this  Institution  were  alike  free  to 
all  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  the  State,  of  suitable  age  and  condition.  The 
regulations  made  it  practically  a  part  of  our  common  school  system. — 
There  were  no  distinctions  between  the  rich  and  poor.  As  all  olasses  con- 
tributed, in  proportion  to  their  property,  to  the  support  of  the  great 
enterprise  of  popular  education  thoy  were  considered  alike  entitled 
to  educational  advantages.  The  child  of  the  rich  man,  the  child  of 
the  poor  man,  forgetful  of  the  caprioious  distinctions  of  fortune,  mingled 
together  as  equals  and  companions  in  the  toil  and  pleasure  of  mental  cul- 
ture. Such  is  still  the  republican  equality  that  pervades  our  oommon 
school  system,  in  every  department,  except  among  those  who  have  the 
misfortune  to  be  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind. 

"  That  a  State  Legislature  should  designedly  select  these  classes,  whose 
misfortune  gives  them  special  claims  upon  beneficence  as.  well  as  justice, 
and  legislate  with  severity  toward  them,  is  not  for  a  moment  to  be  sup- 
posed. There  must  have  been  peculiar  reasons  for  the  enactment  of  the 
law  passed  by  tho  latff  legislature,  altering  the  terms  of  admission  of 
pupils  to  the  State  Institutions  for  tho  education  of  the  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  the  blind. 

"  That  law  requires  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  children  to  pay  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  year,  quarterly  in  advance,  before  they 
can  be  admitted  as  pupils  to  either  of  these  institutions.  In  case  they 
are  unable  to  pay  this  amount,  (or  any  fractional  part  of  it,)  they  must 
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go  before  the  eupervisors  of  the  town,  the  trustees  of  the  village,  or  the 
alderman  of  the  ward,  in  which  they  reside,  make  a  statement  of  their 
poverty,  and  get  from  them  a  certificate  of  inability  to  pay. 

"  Having  thus  subjected  themselves  to  what  they  deem  a  humiliating 
exposure,  and  obtained  a  certificate  of  poverty,  duly  signed,  they  are  per- 
mitted on  presentation  of  the  same  at  the  Institution  doors,  to  enter  their 
children  as  pupils,  • 

"  Even  if  these  be  not  a  part  of  our  common  school  system,  but  simply 
charitable  institutions,  shall  we  not  remember  that  even  charity  may  be 
doled  out  in  a  manner  humiliating,  to  every  feeling  of  manly  independ- 
ence. 

"  Jt  oould  not,  we  repeat,  have  been  the  design  of  our  State  Legislature 
to  establish  enactments  at  variance  with  the  great  system  on  which  rest 
our  common  schools,  and  which  operate  severely  on  such  classes  as  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Blind. 

11  The  straightened  condition  of  our  State  finances,  and  of  the  peo- 
ple, called  loudly  for  retrenchment  and  reform.  A  wise  Legislature 
would  of  course  endeavor  to  satisfy  such  reasonable  demands.  Nor 
would  it  be  a  matter  of  surprise,  considering  the  urgency  of  the  calls,  if 
some  of  their  consequently  numerous  special  enactments  should  after- 
wards be  found  to  heed  remodeling. 

"  Viewed  in  one  or  two  aspects,  the  provisions  of  the  law  referred  to, 
appear  equitable  and  expedient ;  The  board  of  children  in  our  public 
schools  is  not  paid  by  the  State,  why  then  should  it  be  paid  in  the  case 
of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  or  Blind  ?  The  parents  of  some  of  them  are 
abundantly  able  to  pay  for  their  board  at  the  Institutions,  why  should 
they  not  be  required  to  do  it  ? 

"  Many  persons  would  be  satisfied  with  this  view,  and  would  inquire 
no  further.  But  there  are  other  considerations  which  present  this  sub- 
ject in  an  entirely  different  light. 

"  This  law,  we  regard  as  at  variance  with  our  common  school  systems. 
That  system  provides,  by  the  School  Land  Fund,  aiM  by  a  direct  tax,  for 
the  education  of  all  classes,  free  of  charge.  It  establishes  school  houses 
in  every  school  district  throughout  the ^ State,  so  convenient  of  access, 
that  children  incur  no  extra  expense  in  travel  or  for  board  while  attending. 
Living  ftt  home,  their  time  and  labor  out  of  school  hours,  in  many  cases 
more  than  compensates  for  their  board. 

"  These  schools,  to  a  great  extent,  are  graded,  and  whether  the  ex* 
pense  of  sustaining  them  be  great  or  small,  it  is  alike  provided  for  out  of 
the  revenue. 

"  The  parents  of  many  of  the  children  are  abundantly  able  to  pay  an 
extra  amount  above  the  regular  school  tax,  and  their  doing  so  would  ma- 
terially lessen  to  others  the  burden  of  sustaining  th^e  schools.  But  this 
would  be  at  variance  with  the  system,  would  introduce  unhappy  distinc- 
tions among  the  scholars,  Jand  would  be  regarded  as  unequal — since  the 
rich  man  is  already  taxed  in  proportion  to  his  property. 

"  The  basis  then  of  our  common  school  system  is,  provision  by  a  cer«% 
tain  fund  for  all  the  necessary  expenses  of  our  public  schools  of  everj 
grade,  and  of  every  degree  of  costliness.     This  fund,  moreover,  by  the 
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multiplication  of  school  houses  is  so  managed  as  to  prevent  any  being 
subjected  to  extra  expense  for  travel  or  for  board,  or  by  the  loss  of 
time  and  labor  of  their  children,  or  too  painful  or  protracted  separation 
from  them. 

"  Why  should  this  general  principle  be  violated  in  the  case  of  parents 
whose  misfortune  is,  that  they  have  children  who  are  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
or  Blind? 

"Such  children,  it  is  well  known,  cannot  be  educated  in  common 
schools.  Institutions  specially  adapted  to  their  condition  are  necessary. 
Only  one  for  each  of  these  classes  is  needed  for  the  entire  State,  and, 
scattered  as  they  are  over  our  widespread  commonwealth,  they  must  be 
brought  to,  and  educated  in  these,  or  be  doomed  to  ignorance. 

u  The  board  is  as  necessary  a  part  of  the  expenditure  of  the  estab*  * 
lishment  as  the  tuition,  and'  the  principle  that  provides  by  law  far  the 
one,  should  provide  for  the  other.  Even  tbfen  there  remain  extra 
expenses  to  a  considerable  amount.  Traveling  expenses  to  and  from 
the  Institution,  at  the  opening  and  close  of  each  term,  is  to  many,  a 
heavy  item.  A  friend  must  accompany  the  pupil  coming,  and  then  re- 
turn, thus  making  three  fares,  in  getting  him  here,  and  an  equal  number 
is  often  necessary  in  getting  home. 

"  The  clothing  copts  more  than  it  usually  does  for  the  same  children  at 
home.  In  a  public  Institution,  frequented  by  visitors,  it  is  rather  neoes- 
sary  to  pay  more  attention  to  their  dress  than  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances. 

"  The  loss  of  their  time  is,  in  many  cases,  a  serious  one  to  the  parent, 
who  depends  upoa  a  small  capital  and  his  own  labor  for  a  support.  This 
too,  is  to  be  repeated  during  the  whole  period  of  the  child's  instruction: 

"  These,  together  with  the  heavy  affliction  of  deaf-dumbness,  or  blind- 
ness, and  the  painful  and  protracted  separation  of  child  from  parent,  are 
burdens  heavy  enough,  without  imposing  an  additional  one.  Even  when 
tuition  and  board  are  free,  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  or 
blind  child  costs  the  parent  more  than  the  ordinary  education  of  any  of 
his  other  children.  Should  the  law  bear  still  more  heavily  upon  him  be- 
cause he  has  the  misfortune  to  have  an  afflicted  child  ? 

Another  objection  to  this  law  is,  the  harsh  construction  that  will  be  put 
upon  it,  in  some  cases,  by  civil  authorities.  If  a  parent  owns  a  small  prop** 
erty  from  which  he  can  barely  obtain  a  comfortable  living,  he  would  not 
unfrcquontly  be  regarded  as  able  to  pay  ;  while,  in  fact,  such  an  addi- 
tional tax,  together  with  those  minor  ones  just  enumerated  would  be  be* 
yond  his  ability,  without  encroaching  upon  his  capital  from  which  he  ob- 
tains a  support ;  and,  should  he  have  to  repeat  this,  year  after  year,  it 
woufd  seriously  involve  him,  and  do  injustice  to  his  family. 

Parents  themselves  will  construe  the  law  in  a  similar  manner,  as,  to 
my  certain  knowledge,  they  have  done  ;  will  make  no  effort  to  obtain  a 
certificate  ;  and  feeling  unable  to  pay  the  amount,  will  keep  their  mute 
children  at  home  ;  or,  after  sending  them  one  or  two  years,  will  re- 
move them  before  they  have  received  sufficient  instruction  to  be  of  es- 
sential service. 

"Others  who  are  known  to  be  unable  to  pay  will  have  a  pride  which 
will  rebel  against  what,  to  them,  at  least,  seem   to  be  humiliating  dis- 
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closures  of  poverty,  -procuring  a  certificate  of  the  sane  and  presetting  it 
as  a  ticket  of  admission  to  the  Institution  ;  and  will  deprive  their  mute 
children  of  all  education. 

"  Another  class  of  parents,  indifferent  to  the  mental  and  mwal  eleva- 
tian  of  their  children,  will  make  the  steps  demanded  of  them  by  this  law 
an  excuse  for  neglecting  the  matter  entirely,  even  against  the  urgency  of 
friends, 

"  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  parents  of  such 
children,  i'cel  very  little  interest  in  education,  and  Jo  not  appreciate  its 
importance.  They  prefer  peeping  their  children  at  home  for  the  sake  of 
their  labor.  Every  inducement  in  the  way  of  friendly  advice  and  urgen- 
cy is  needed,  and  even  more  is  needed,  to  induee  them  to  send  their  child* 
ren  to  the  Institution. 

"  Legislative  obstacles  interposed,  puts  the  matter  beyond  remedy,  and 
seals  the  doom  of  the  child. 

"  Another  class  of  parents' enter  their  children  as  pay  pupils,  but, 
meeting  with  reverses  in  business,  and  unwilling  to  return  them  as  State 
pupils,  withdraw  them  from  the  Institution  before  their  instruction  has 
advanoed  far  enough  to  be  called  an  education.  In  all  such  oases  the  un- 
fortunate child  is  the  victim.  Should  not  the  law  with  beneficent  hand 
interpose  to  protect  and  rescue  him  ? 

"  This  law  partially  defeats  the  very  object  contemplated  in  its  passage-* 
I  mean  economy.  A  teacher  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  can  teach  but  one 
olass — this  demanding  his  whole  time.  The  pupils  in  it  must  be  of  equal 
standing.  We  organize  but  one  olass  each  year.  It  is  important  that  the 
yearly  accessions  be  large  enough  to  make  a  full  class  for  a  teacher.  This 
law,  by  keeping  back  some,  reduces  the  number  each  year.  The  same 
number  of  classes  and  teachers  is  still  necessary,  and  the  proportional  ex- 
pense of  tuition,  of  course,  increases. 

"  This  is  a  difficulty  which  every  new  Institution  of  the  character  of 
this  has  to  encounter — the  yearly  accessions  being  for  a  number  of  years, 
small.  This  difficulty  exists  with  us.  The  early  classes  admitted  are 
considerably  smaller  than  it  is  desirable  to  have,  yet  no  two  of  them  can 
be  united  under  one  teacher,  without  throwing  half  of  them  back  one 
year.     The  injustice  of  such  a  step  forbids  its  being  taken. 

"  It  has  been  our  endeavor  to  increase  the  yearly  accessions  as  much 
as  possible.  The  obstacles  in  the  way  are  many  and  serious.  Some  of 
them  have  been  alluded  to.  The  formidable  one  set  up  by  this  law, 
unless  soon  removed,  will  perpetuate  this  evil  of  small  classes  and  pro- 
portionally greater  expense  of  tuition. 

This  law  is  a  retrograde  movement.  The  experience  of  our  sister 
states  in  the  West  is  against  it.  It  existed  in  Ohio  and  Indiana,  and 
after  a  trial  of  years  was  repealed.  To  the  credit  of  Illinois  be  it 
said,  she  set  out  upon  the  broad  and  generous  principles  of  charity  and 
equality,  and  has  adhered  to  them.  Tho  doors  of  her  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
her  Blind,  and  her  Insane  Asylums  are  closed  against  none  of  suitable  age 
and  condition. 
a  "  Shall  we  be  compelled  to  witness  the  humiliating  spectacle  of  Wiscon- 
sin shutting  her  eyes  to  the  light  of   experience,  and  reviving  a  policy 
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which  other  States  have,  repudiated  as  evil  ?  Having  pursued  a  generous 
and  humane  system  for  years,  shall  we  now  prefer  an  opposite  one? 

"The  trifling  pittance  obtained  by  the  execution  of  this  law,  is  a  point  to 
be  considered.  In  old  settled  States  where  wealth  is  quite  generally  dif- 
fused, it  is  not  improbable  that  about  one-tenth  of  the  applicants  would 
foe  able  to  pay.  From  one  hundred  pupils  could  be  oollected  the  sum  of 
♦750. 

"It  might  be  thought  that,  in  an  economical  point  of  view,  such  a  law 
would,  in  such  a  State,  be  expedient ;  yet  even  there,  the  evil  results — 
in  preventing  the  education  of  some,  and  giving  rise  to  unhappy  jealousies 
among  the  pupils,  would  out-weigh  all  the  good. 

"  But  in  the  western  States  the  case  is  quite  different.  The  proportion 
who  are  able  to  pay  is  so  small  as  not  to  justify  legislative  enactments  for 
its  collection.     Such  was  found  to  be  the  case  in  Ohio  and  Indiana. 

"  The  result  in  this  State,  I  am  satisfied,  will  be  the  same.  .  After  an 
extensive  correspondence  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining,  I  am  able  to 
report  but  one  or  two  out  of  the  fifty  who  were  here  last  term,  whom  I 
have  reason  to  expect  as  pay  pupils. 

"  There  are  other  considerations  which  might  be  urged  as  bearing  upon 
this  subject,  but  we  think  that  sufficient  have  been  presented  to  show  that 
any  advantages  to  be  derived  from  this  enactment  are  greatly  out-weigh- 
ed by  evil  results ."

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wisconsin  Institution  for  the  Education  of 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb: 

Gentlemen  : — With  few  exceptions,  continued  vigorous  health  among 
the  pupils  of  the  Institution,  has  marked  the  passage  of  the  year  just 
closed. 

Measles  was  again  brought  into  the  Institution  by  a  returning  pupil 
at  the  commencement  of  tho  term.  Fourteen  cases  of  the  disease  oc- 
curred during  the  next  two  months.  The  disease  exhibited  a  mild  type, 
and  was,  in  no  case,  complicated  with,  or  followed  by  any  serious  in- 
flammatory affection,  but  each  fully  and  speedily  recovered. 

Near  the  middle  of  October,  William  Brophy  experienced  an  attack 
of  sub-acute  peritoneal  inflammation,  resulting  in  ascites,  (abdominal  drop- 
ay).  The  accumulation  of  fluid  in  the  abdominal  cavity,  was  eo  great 
as  to  materially  interfere  with  the  function  of  respiration,  and  to  al- 
most wholly  suspend  the  functions  of  assimilation  and  nutrition,  pro- 
ducing extreme  emaciation,  and  causing  serious  apprehensions  of  a  fatal 
termination.  The  dropsical  effusion  was  partially  removed  by  treatment. 
In  about  two  months'  time,  Btill  emaciatiation  continued,  and  his  strength 
gradually  failed  until  May,  when  convalescence  was  slowly  established. 
His  sickness  precluded  study  during  the  entire  year,  but  he  has  returned 
from  vacation  with  apparently  invigorated  health,  and  a  fair  profpect  of 
being  able  to  pursue  his  studies  to  the  end  of  his  course. 

Hiss  Louisa  Short  has  suffered  during  a  greater  part  of  the  year  from 
apinal  irritation,  resulting  from  carious  disease  of  the  vertebrae— whioh 
lias  interfered  with  her  studies  for  several  months. 

The  disease  appears  at  present  to  be  arrested,  with  slight  lateral  curva- 
ture of  the  spine  as  a  result. 

Sarah  Lynn  arrived  at  the  Institution  at  the  commencement  of  the 
present  term,  suffering  from  a  severe  attack  of  cholera  morbus,  of  such 
violent  form  and  with  so  many  of  the  concomitants  of  cholera  actively 
present,  that  it  might,  not  inappropriately,  be  called  a  sporadio  case  of 
that  disease. 

I  was  absent  from  town  at  the  time,  and  Br.  Suessmilch  kindly  attend- 
ed the  caBe  until  my  return.  He  succeeded  in  arresting  the*  choleraio 
character  of  the  disease  She  has  since  been  suffering  from  inflammation 
of  the  bowels,  but  is  now  convalescent,  though  still  confined  to  her  bed. 

With  the  above  mentioned  exceptions,  the  diseases  requiring  medioal 
-care  have  been  few  and  have  yielded  readily  and  speedily  to  remedial 
measures. 

Of  surgioal  accidents  we  have  had  but  one  of  serious  nature,  vii: 
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Thomas  A.  Noakley  received  an  oblique  fracture  of  the  right  thigh 
bone,  near  its  middle,  by  colliding  with  a  tree  while  sliding  down  hill. 
The  fracture  united  favorably  and  the  patient  returned  to  his  studies  in 
about  eight  weeks. 

The  hygienic  and  dietetic  regulations  in  praotice  at  the  Institution  are 
unexceptionable,  and  meet  my  entire  approval,  as  conducive  to  a  high  de- 
gree of  physioal  vigor  and  health.  The  speedy  completion  of  the  west 
wing  of  the  building  now  in  process  of  erection,  will  furnish  the  only 
laoking  desideratum,  viz :  More  ample  and  better  ventilated  dormitories! 
the  present  ones  being  greatly  disproportioned  to  the  number  occupying 
them,  and  falling  far  short  of  what  is  needed  in  that  respect.  Too  much 
importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  subject  of  providing  suitable  rooms 
for  dormitories,  that  the  atmosphere  in  which  nearly  one-half  of  each  di- 
urnal period  is  spent,  may  be  maintained  in  a  wholesome  condition.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 

To  his  ExcdUncy>  Goifc.  Lucius  Fairchild: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  thin 
State,  entitled  "  An  Aot  to  provide  a  Home  for  the  Orphans  of  Wisconsin 
Soldiers/'  approved  March  31st,  1866,  wo  herewith  submit  our  first  annual 
report,  for  the  year  ending  September  80th,  1866. 

Under  the  act  above  referred  to,  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
State  Treasurer  and  Attorney  General  were  authorized  to  purchase  the 
property  in  the  city  of  Madison  known  as  the  "  Harvey  Hospital,"  for  a 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  f$  10,000,)  provided  a  good  and 
perfect  title  to  said  property  could  be  obtained  for  that  amount.  The  ti- 
tle to  the  property  to  be  vested  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  to  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  home  for  the  orphans  of  Wisconsin  sol- 
diers. Under  the  provisions  of  this  aot,  the  officers  above  named  did 
purchase  said  property,  being  Block  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  (152,)  of 
the  oity  of  Madison,  together  with  the  buildings  and  improvements  there* 
on,  for  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  the  title  to  the  same  is  rest* 
ed  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

Prior  to  the  purchase  of  the  property  by  the  State,  the  Institution  had 
been  opened  by  Mrs.  Harvey  and  a  temporary  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
under  their  direction  the  building  had  been  thoroughly  refitted  and  fur* 
nished,  and  at  the  time  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  took  possession  of 
the  property,  there  were  eighty  four  Orphans  duly  admitted  and  properly 
cared  for.  The  money  used  in  refitting,  furnishing  and  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  Institution  up  to  the  time  the  State  purchased  and  as- 
sumed control  of  the  property  and  the  management  of  the  Home,  was  raised 
by  voluntary  subscription.  The  total  amount  raised  in  this  manner,  as 
reported  by  Samuel  Marshall,  Treasurer  of  the  fund,  was  $12,834  69;  and 
the  total  amount  expended  by  him,  as  Treasurer,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
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Institution,  was  821, IOC  67,  leaving  a  balance  du,e  him  of  $8,271  08,  as 
per  report  herewith.  The  Board  of  Trustees  did  not  feel  authorised, 
under  the  law,  to  pay  this  claim,  although  they  are  satisfied  that  it  is 
just,  and  that  the  State  have  had  the  advantage  of  the  expenditure  in  the 
purchase  of  tho  property  and  the  furniture  which  was  in  the  building  at 
the  time  of  the  purchase.  We  therefore  recommend  the  Legislature  to 
pay  this  claim. 

The  Legislature  at  the  last  session  appropriated  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  Home  for  the  year. 
For  a  detailed  report  of  the  expenditures,  we  would  respectfully  refer  you 
to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  and  Financial  Agent  accompanied  here* 
with. 

Notwithstanding  the  strictest  economy  consistent  with  the  welfare  of 
the  Institution,  and  the  comfort  of  its  inmates,  has  been  practiced,  we 
find  that  the  expense  of  maintaining  an  institution  o£  this  character  is 
considerable.  When  tho  children  are  received  into  the  Home,  they  are 
generally  almost  destitute  of  clothing,  and  the  expense  of  suitable  cloth- 
ing for  the  past  year  has  consequently  been  largo  During  a  portion'  of  \ 
the  time  there  has  been  considerable  sickness  prevailing  among  the  chil- 
dren, and  although  the  sickness  has  been  of  that  character  which  children 
are  liable  to,  and  not  necessarily  very  severe  or  fatal,  yet  it  necessitate 
extra  labor  and  the  expense  of  medical  attention.  See  report  of  attend-

The  Trustees  are  of  opinion  that  the  resident  officers  of  the  Institution 
and  teachers  have  labored  with  fidelity,  in  their  respective  positions,  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  those  committed  to  their  charge,  and  to  so  eonduet 
the  internal  affairs  of  the  Institution  as  to  confer  the  greatest  benefits 
upon  the  unfortunate  little  ones  under  their  charge. 

One  of  the  chief  features  of  the  orieinal  design  of  this  institution  was 
the  educational  advantages  which  it  would  confer  upon  every  orphan  ad- 
mitted. By  a  reference  to  the  Superintendent's  report,  it  will  be  seen 
that  two  hundred  and  forty-four  are  regular  attendants  at  sohool,  and, 
notwithstanding  the  facilities  in  the  way  of  sohool  room  and  apparatus 
have  been  very  limited,  we  aro  happy  to  state  that  the  children  have  im- 
proved in  their  studies  with  commendable  rapidity,  reflecting  much  eredit 
upon  themselves  as  well  as  their  faithful  instructors.  The  sohool  room 
now  in  use  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  purpose,  there  being  but  one 
room  ;  and  it  will  be  readily  appreciated  that  to  give  proper  instructions 
to  three  hundred  pupils  from  4  to  14  years  of  age  it  is  absolutely  neoes- 
sary  to  grade  them  according  to  age  and  advancement  and  separate  them 
into  different  rooms.  In  order  to  accomplish  this,  the  Trustees  would 
respectfully  ask  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to 
build  a  suitable  "school  building,  believing  that  no  reasonable  efforts 
or  expense  should  be  spared  in  giving  these  unfortunate  orphans 
of  our  heroic  soldiers  who  have  lost  their  lives  in  defence  of  our  com- 
mon country,  the  advantages  of  such  an  education  as  shall  fit  them  for 
the  varied  duties  of  life,  and  make  them  useful  and  honored  citizens. 
The  Trustees  estimate  the  cost  of  a  suitable  building,  either  as  an  addi- 
tion to  the  present  main  building  or  separate  from  it,  as  may  be  thought 
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beat,  at  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000,)  an!  would  moat  respectfully  ask 
the  Legislature  to  appropriate  tkis  sum  for  this  purpose.

For  a  fall  and  qpecifio  bistorj  of  every  child  in  the  Institution  and  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  internal  management  of  the  Home,  we  would 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  able  report  of  the  Superintendent.  The 
total  number  of  children  who  hare  been  received  into  the  Institution  up 
to  this  time  is  two  hundred  and  forty-four,  of  these  one  baa  died  and 
thirty~seven  have  either  left  or  been  taken  away  by  their  parents  or 
guardians,  leaving  206  now  in  the  Home. 

The  present  capaoity  of  the  Institution  is  about  three  hundred  and  the 
Trustees  confidently  expect  that  it  will  be  full  to  its  utmost  capaoity  be- 
fore the  first  of  April  next.  If,  however,  the  LegUlaturo  shall  provide 
means  for  a  new  school  building  the  room  now  used  for  school  purposes 
might  be  used  for  an  additional  ward,  thereby  accommodating  perhaps 
fifty  more.  We  are  of  opinion  that  this  Institution  when  the  sohool 
house  is  oo:r.p'«ted  will  aooommodate  all  the  really  destitute  soldiers  or- 
phans of  our  bidio  wh"  will  apply  for  admission.  Many  will  leave  every 
year  and  others  can  uke  their  places,  keeping  the  number  probably  for 
sevoral  years,  up  to  the  maximum  oapacity  of  the  Institution. 

We  most  respeotfully  ask  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  Forty  Thou- 
sand Dollars  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  coming  year,  and  invite 
the  olosest  investigation  and  scrutiny  of  the  expenditures  of  all  money 
heretofore  appropriated  or  donated. 

'In  conclusion  we  recommend  the  Institution  with  its  helpless  band  of 
orphan  children,  to  the  tender  care  and  earnest  attention  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  of  our  state  in  the  Legislature.  Believing  that 
in  no  way  cau  the  people  so  properly  manifest  their  appreciation  of  the 
heroio  services  of  the  patriot  fathers  of  these  helpless  little  onea,  as  by 
tenderly  caring  for  and  carefully  educating  these  their  unfortunate  off- 
spring, thereby  fitting  them  for  positions  of  honor  and  usefulness  in  so* 
oiety.

Of  the  two  hurfdred  and  forty  ^four  that  has  been  received,  thirty-seven 
have  left  the  Home — nine  boys,  over  iwelve  years  of  age,  ran  away,  en- 
ticing three  younger ;  the  remaining  twenty -fivo  departed  with  their 
mothers,  some  of  whom  were  moving  into  other  states,  whero  they  would 
have  friends  who  would  help  them  care  for  their  children  ;  other  mothers 
have  married  and  thus  provided  a  home,  and  a  few,  upon  receiving  their 
pensions,  felt  they  could  support  their  little  ones,  and  preferred  to  have 
them  with  them. 

There  is  at  present  on  file  between  forty  and  fifty  applications  that  have 
been  accepted,  and  the  children  have  not  yet  arrived.  Thirty-four  coun- 
ties are  represented  in  this  Institution.  It  is  proposed  that  we  receive 
three  hundred  children.  This  we  can  easily  do,  so  far  as  providing  them 
a  home,  but  for  school  purposes  it  will  be  almost  impossible,  without  be- 
ing crowded  more  than  is  for  physical  or  mental  health ;  and  as  classes 
increase,  it  will  be  entirely  impossible  to  educate  this  number  of  children 
in  this  building.  For  this  reason  it  is  most  earnestly  urged  upon  the  at- 
tention of  the  Trustees  of  this  Institution  the  great  immediate  want  of 
of  a  school  building  separate  from  the  Home,  vrhere  we  can  have  a 
graded  school,  as  soon  as  the  classes  shall  have  udvanced  in  their  studies 
sufficiently. 

Our  whole  idea  of  educating  these  children  must  be  a  failure  without 
this  school  building.  That  this  thought  may  be  urged  upon  the  coming 
Legislature  is  the  earnest  desire  of  all  interested,  who  know  the  need. 
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With  but  few  exceptions,  the  children,  when  admitted  to  the  Home, 
were  destitute  of  a  change  of  clothing.  With  all  the  economy  that  could 
be  used  in  the  way  of  mending  and  care,  we  have  been  obliged  to  supply 
the  children  with  the  following  articles  :

Washing  at  present  averages  over  1,000  pieces  per  week,  and  we  have 
no  aids  except  one  wringer  and  one  washing  machine.  We  have  only 
three  women  in  the  wash  house.  There  are  no  means  of  drying  clothes, 
except  on  lines  out  doors,  and  in  rainy  weather  it  has  been  almost  impos- 
sible to  havo  clothes  in  readiness  from  week  to  week.  Your  attention  is 
earnestly  called  to  this  great  necessity.  v 

One  women  aided  by  the  children,  does  all  the  ironing ;  two  wowen  in 
the  dormitories;  one  nurbe  in  the  sick  room  ;  two  seamstresses,  and  two 
cooks,  aud  one  housekeeper.  Two  cleaners,  three  women  in  wash-room. 
This,  with  on  occasional  day's  work,  is  all  the  female  work  we  have. 

The  ch'ildren  do  all  the  dining  room  and  dormitory  work. 

Three  men  are  employed — one  an  engineer.  One  night  watch  and  one 
laborer.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  hit  Excellency  Gov.  Fairohild: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the  Eduoation  of  the  Blin 
present  the  following  as  their  17th  Annual  Report.    The  repor 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution,  whose  zeal  and  interest 
in  the  management  of  it  remain  unabated,  and  who  continues  to 
merit  our  approval  and  commendation,  will  furnish  the  details  of 
its  operations,  and  is  herewith  annexed. 

The  following  statement  Bhows  the  condition  of  the  finances  of 
the  Institution: 

At  the  date  of  their  last  Report,  Oct.  80th,  1865,  the

To  this  balance  is  to  be  added  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  appro- 
priation of  1866  and  1867,  $4,000,  remaining  in  the  State 
Treasury,  making  the  sum  of  $7,841  18  available  for  current  ex- 

Knses  for  the  Institution  to  Feb.  1st,  1867,  less  $509  06,  properly 
longing  to  the  building  fund.  This  amount  will  probably  ex- 
ceed the  wants  of  the  Institution  until  that  time,  inoluding 
some  unusually  heavy  expenditures  for  painting  the  eornioe,  cupo- 
la and  roof  of  the  main  building.  This  work  was  thought  neces- 
sary for  the  better  preservation  of  the  edifice. 

From  careful  estimates,  the  Trustees  believe  that  the  sum  of 
$16,000  will  be  required  to  meet  the  ourrent  expenses  of  the  In- 
stitution for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Reference  to  the  last  report  of  the  Institution  trill  show  that, 
entertaining  the  hope  that  building  would  be  cheaper  this  year 
than  last,  the  Trustees  postponed  all  work  not  indispensably  re* 
quired  upon  the  new  building  to  this  year.  That  hope  every  one 
now  knows,  was  a  deceptive  one.  It  has  cost  more  to  build  than 
if  it  had  been  done  last  year.  The  Trustees  are  conscious,  how- 
ever, of  having  employed  their  best  judgment  in  the  matter. 
Their  proceedings  this  season  have  been  as  follows.  In  the  spring 
they  invited  proposals  for  completing  the  mason  work  about  the 
building  and  received  two,  viz., 

Wooliscroft  &  Peters. ...k ~$859  00 

James  &  Rathoram 773  00 

The  latter  was  accepted.  Subsequently  some  changes  in  the 
specification  were  adopted,  involving  increased  expense,  and  the 
amount  paid  was  $817  00.     This  work  has  been  finished. 

Proposals  were  then  invited  for  finally  completing  the  building, 
three  bids  were  received,  viz. : 

A.  MoDougal,  all  work  exception  work  and  painting- «.  $2,  925  00 

Vanvanken  &  McCormiok,  all  except  iron  and  painting 2, 880  00 

Nettleton  and  Jaoks,  all  work  except  painting 1,  787  00 

The  last  bid  was  accepted  and  the  work  is  now  nearly  done. 
Painting  has  been  done  as  heretofore,  by  the  day,  the  Institution 
furnishing  the  materials.  It  will  be  necessary  to  draw  upon  the 
current  expense  fund  to  the  amount  of  $700  to  complete  this 
work.  If  the  error  of  not  building  last  year  involved  the  Trustees 
in  this  additional  expense,  their  economy  furnished  them  the  means 
to  meet  it  without  drawing  anew  upon  the  state  treasury ;  for  they 
had  a  balance  of  $1,300  in  their  hands  at  the  expiration  of  the 
year.  (See  report  of  the  Committee  on  Benevolent  Institutions, 
Senate  Journal,  March  15th,  1866.) 

The  Trustees  deem  that  it  is  important  that  there  should  bo  a 
Tew  acres  of  land  connected  with  the  Institution,  suitable  for 
pasture,  as  it  is  no  longer  practicable  to  obtain  pasturage  upon 
unoccupied  grounds  in  the  vioinity.  They  would  have  purchased 
an  eligible  lot  for  the  purpose,  containing  from  eight  to  ten  acres, 
but  having  some  doubt  of  the  legality  of  such  aotion,  they  have 
concluded  a  contract  for  its  purchase  at  $600,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  thelegislature. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1866,  a  law  was  enacted  re- 
lating to  the  Benevolent  Institutions,  which  the  board  did  not  feel 
authorized  to  ignore,  therefore  the  following  resolution  was  adopt- 
ed in  reference  to  its  requirements : 

"Resolved,  That  the  sum  to  be  required  of  eaoh  pupil  (entering 
the  Institution  as  a  pay  pupil)  under  the  new  law,  be  fixed  at 
three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  per  session,  pa}  ments  to  be  made 
quarterly  in  advance.1' 

A  copy  of  the  law  with  this  resolution  was  printed  in  circular 
form  and  sent  t<?  all  the  patrons  of  the  school. 
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It  is  not  oar  intention,  nor  do  we  believe  it  is  our  duty,  to  dis- 
cuss the  merits  or  demerits  of  this  law,  bnt  by  reference  to  the 
accompanying  report  of  the  Superintendent,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  whole  number  of  pupils  oonneoted  with  the  Institution  during 
the  year  is  64,  of  whom  54  should  now  be  members  of  the  school. 
That  report  shows,  however,  that  there  are  but  eighteen  pupils  in 
attendance,  two  thirds  of  the  number  being  absent.  From  one  of 
the  most  prosperous  and  efficient  schools  of  its  kind  in  the  coun- 
try, the  Institution,  by  the  action  of  this  law,  has  suddenly  been 
redueed  to  one  of  the  most  insignificant.  The  trustees  feel  ex- 
ceedingly mortified  at  60  lamentable  a  result  as  has  been  produced 
by  a  single  clause  added'carelessly  (as  they  believe)  in  the  haste 
attending  the*  close  of  the  legislative  session,  to  a  bill  regulating 
the  affairs  or  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  They  deem  the  law  un- 
sound in  principle,  violating  as  it  does  the  grand  fundamental  doe- 
trine  of  our  Amerioan  system  of  education—"  Free  schools  for 
all."  It  is  unjust  as  well  as  inexpedient  in  practice,  excluding  the 
children  of  seven-eighths  of  our  population,  except  they  comply . 
with  obnoxious  and  humiliating  terms.  What  man  of  reasonable 
spirit,  after  paying  his  proportion  of  the  tax  for  the  support  both 
of  his  distriot  school  and  of  this  Institution,  will  not  feel  injured 
if  when  his  child  finds  no  place  in  the  first,  he  is  compelled  to  pay 
a  heavy  sum  for  its  admission  to  the  other.  Several  years  sinte 
a  similar  law  was  in  force  for  a  few  months  with  like  results, 
but  it  was  promptly  repealed  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. 

Wisconsin  is  now  the  only  State  in  the  Northwest,  and  we  be- 
lieve in  the  Mississippi  valley,  that  has  a  law  discriminat- 
ing thus  against  the  afflicted.  It  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
feelings  of  our  people.  They  are  a  christian  people.  They  ac- 
knowledge with  reverent  submission  both  the  wisdom  and  good- 
ness of  Him  whoso  ways  are  past  finding  out ;  but  when  His  hand* 
closes  the  eyes  of  a  portion  of  His  children,  they  admit  neither 
the  wisdom  nor  the  justice  of  human  enactments  which  condemn 
these  children  with,  sightless  eyes  to  more  rugged  paths  than  those 
in  which  their  more  fortunate-  broth ven  are  permitted  to  walk. 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  deem  it  only  necessary  to  call  the 
attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the  full  discussion  of  the  question 
and  table  of  statistics  furnished  in  the  able  report  of  the  Super* 
intendent  of  the  Institution,  hoping  that  you  will  fool  it  to  be 
your  duty,  as  they  believe  it  will  be  your  pleasure,  to  recommend 
the  repeal  of  the  law.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


OmUlemm  of  the  Board  of  TriuUct  : 

Thx  term  of  school  ending  on  the  27th  of  Jane  last  wa*  marked 
by  the  same  prosperity  that  had  been  enjoyed  for  several  previous 
Tears.  The  same  diligence  and  faithfulness  characterized  the 
labors  of  teachers  and  scholars  and  similar  progress  was  made. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  1865,  there  were  fifty  three  pupils  con- 
nected with  the  school.  Eleven  have  since  entered.  The  entire 
number  for  the  year  is,  therefore,  sixty-four.  For  reasons  dwelt 
upon  in  my  last  annual  report,  ten  of  these  spent  the  year  at 
home,  so  that  the  aotual  attendance  is  but  fifty-four. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  pupils  reported  each 
year  of  the  existence  of  the  Institution :

The  number  of  those  who,  in  the  ordinary  oourse  of  things, 
have  olosed  their  connection  with  the  Institution  during  the  year 
is  ten.  Our  present  number  should  therefore  be  fifty-four.  Under 
the  new  law,  requiring  payment  for  board  and  tuition  or  the 
presentation  of  a  certificate  from  the  County  Judge  of  inability 
to  make  such  payment,  the  number  has  been  reduced  to  eighteen. 
Only  one  of  these  is  a  pay-pupil. 

The  studies  pursued  during  the  last  term 'were  as  follows: — 
Arithmetic,  five  classes  ;  Geography,  three  classes  ;  Reading,  two 
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classes ;  Spelling,  three  olasses ;  Writing,  Grammar,  History,  Na- 
tural Philosophy,  Algebra  and  Mensuration.  As  some  of  our 
scholars  were  away,  the  grade  of  study  does  not  appear  as  high  as 
in  previous  years ;  hut  the  arrangement  was  intentionally  made, 
one  object  being  to  secure  a  better  classification  of  the  school  and 
a  larger  advanced  class  this  term. 

This  term  our  pupils  are  employed  upon  Beading,  Spelling, 
Arithmetic,  Geography  and  Writing.  There  is  more  than  one 
class  in  eaoh  branch  except  the  last.  They  are  making  good  pro- 
gress at  present. 

As  heretofore,  Marie  has  received  a  good  deal  of  attention. 
Most  of  the  year  there  were  two  choirs,  which  practiced  an  hour 
each,  every  week  day  except  Satuiday.  Instruction  has  been  given 
singly  to  many  pupils  in  vooal  music.  Regular  instruction  has 
also  been  given  in  Theory  of  Music.  Most  of  the  pupils  have 
practiced  upon  some  instrument,  and  a  large  nuihber,  upon  more 
than  one.  The  violin,  piano  and  melodeon  have  had  most  time 
devoted, to  them ;  but  lessons  have  also  been  given  upon  other  in- 
struments. 

The  work  department  has  been  kept  up,  so  far  as  the  girls 
and  little  boys  are  ooncerned,  with  excellent  success.  Sewing, 
knitting,  orooheting,  beadwork  and  various  other  kinds  of  fancy 
work  have  been  taught,  the  sewing  and  knitting  being  considered 
the  most  important.  As  the  contractors  failed  to  complete  their 
woTk  upon  the  new  shop  at  the  proper  time,  and  as  the  old  one 
could  not  be  used,  the  young  men  were  deprived  for  a  large  part 
of  the  year  of  the  benefit  of  this  very  important  part  of  their 
education.  All  has  been  done  however  that  the  circumstances 
permitted.  One  man  who  entered  the  Institution  in  the  spring, 
expressly  to  learn  broom  nuking,  accomplished  J)is  purpose  by 
the  end  of  the  term.  The  market  for  brooms  having  been  very 
poor,  few  sales  have  been  made.  Tho  financial  condition  of  the 
work  department  iB  shown  by  the  following  statement :

With  a  few  exceptions,  the  pupils  have  enjoyed  good  health. 
Attention  to  cleanliness,  exercise  and  diet,  our  salubrious  loca- 
tion, and  the  skill  of  the  matron,  have,  under  the  favor  of  God, 
done  very  much  to  secure  this  desirable  condition  of  things.  One 
death  has  occurred.'  Charles  1).  Gilson,  a  ohild  of  weak  constitu- 
tion, who  had  long  had  trouble  with  his  head,  so  that  it  had  been 
necessary  to  keep  him  from  too  much  study,  died  at  his  home  in 
Madison,  in  March  last,  of  a  disease  of  the  brain.  He  was  a 
patient  and  well-disposed  boy,  and  his  pleasant  ways  had  endeared 
him  to  all.    His  death  caused  great  sorrow  in  the  Institution. 

We  have  no  new  subordinate  officers  this  year.  Miss  Soofield, 
who  had  been  a  successful  teacher  with  us  for  several  years,  has 
accepted  a  place  in  the  Indiana  Institution.  It  has  not  been 
necessary  to  employ  any  one  in  her  place,  on  account  of  the  di- 
minished number  of  pupils.  For  the  same  reason  our  music 
teacher  is  now  .able  to  give  all  the  instruction  required,  without 
the  assistance  which  was  last  year  acceptably  rendered  by  Miss 
Liehtenberg. 

Thanks  are  heartily  rendered  to  the  various  clergymen  who 
conducted  religious  services  in  the  lecture  room  of  the  Institution 
on  Sunday  afternoons  of  last  term.  The  practice  was  one  highly 
e3teemed,  but  the  smallness  of  the  school  prevents  us  from  at- 
tempting to  keep  it  up  this  term.

Smith  &  Bostwiok,  dry  goods  merchants  of  this  city,  have 
rendered  us  some  favors  in  their  line,  which  are  duly  appreciated. 
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This  report  cannot  properly  be  closed  without  speaking  of  the 
law  made  last  winter  to  regulate  the  reception  of  pupils  here. 
Perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  say  the  law  which  does  now  regu-' 
late  their  reception,  inasmuch  as  its  title,  and  aJ  that  is  known 
of  the  circumstances  of  its  proposal,  render  it  probable  that  it  was 
not  designed  to  apply  to  this  Institution  at  all.  It  would  seem 
that  for  the  moment  the  distinct  educational  character  of  the  In- 
stitution  was  overlooked  ;  and  it  was  therefore  classed  (in  com- 
mon with  the  Institute  for  the  education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb) 
with  another  Institution,  very  necessary,  but  not  at  all  educa- 
tional. 

The  law  requires  pupils  to  pay  for  "  all  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  Institution  in  their  behalf,"  unless  they  procure  a 
certificate  of  inability  from  theit  County  Judges.  As  might  have 
been  foretold  by  any  one  familiar  with  the  history  of  Institutions 
for  the  blind  in  this  country,  the  operation  qf  the  law  has  ef- 
fected the  school  most  injuriously.  As  stated  above,  our  register 
bears  the  names  of  fifty-four  pupils  who  have  not  completed  their 
studies,  only  eighteen  of  whom  are  now  in  school. 

A  similar  law  was  in  force  for  a  short  time  in  1858  and  1859, 
with  similar  effects. 

The  principle  upon  which  the  school,  (in  common  with  all  oth- 
ers for  the  blind  in  the  Northwest,)  has  heretofore,  except  for  the 
short  time  above  mentioned,  been  conducted,  is  simply  that  of  our 
whole  American  system  of  free  schools.  The  education  of  the 
blind  and  of  the  mute,  does  indeed  require  different  processes  and 
involve  greater  expense  than  that  of  more  favored  children ;  but 
this  in  no  wise  affects  the  general  principle  that  "the  State  owes 
every  child  an  education."  Education  is  not  to  be  withheld  or  be- 
stowed unon  considerations  of  manner  or  of  cost,  but  of  need.  If 
exceptions  are  to  be  made  to  the  application  of  the  doctrine  upon 
which  our  school  system  is  founded,  it  is  believed  that  the  people 
will  be  slow  to  acknowledge  the  propriety  of  throwing  the  hardship 
upon  the  unfortunate. 

Had  we  no  free  schools,  a  law  opening  this  Institution  as  a  char- 
ity school  would  doubtless  seem  liberal.  As  it  is,  it  seems  hardly 
just  for  the  State  to  require  payment  for  the  education  of  a  blind 
child  from  a  rich  man  whose  property  is  already  taxed  to  provide 
schools  for  his  neighbors'  children,  and  hardly  worthy  of  its  digni- 
ty to  demand  certificates  of  poverty  from  those  whose  children 
mutt  be  educated  at  the  expense  of  others,  or  remain  for  life  a  bur- 
den upon  the  community. 

But  it  is  upon  the  great  middle  class  of  our  population  that  the 
law  bears  with  greatest  severity.  Most  families  in  the  state  are 
in  such  a  position  that  the  children  can  be  brought  up  comforta- 
bly, provided  health  and  soundness  continue,  but  could  not  pos- 
sibly be  supported  away  from  home  at  an  expense  of  $300  00  per 
year,  or  even  of  a  much  smaller  sum.  Still  they  do  not  call 
themselves  poor  or  objects  of  charity ;  nor  do  their  neighbors 
consider  them  as  such.    Now  a  blind  child  is  an  object  of  peou- 
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liarly  tender  care.  The  affections  of  the  parents  twine  about  it 
as  they  do  not  about  their  more  fortunate  offspring.  Many  and 
many  a  saorifioe  they  cheerfully  make  in  efforts  to  recover  its 
lost  sight.  Many  are  the  anxious  thoughts  in  which  they  con- 
template its  darkened  future.  They  watch  over  its  safety  with 
constant  and  often  undue  solicitude.  They  can  but  slowly  bring 
themselves  to  endure  the  thought  of  entrusting  it,  for  the  greater 
portion  of  the  year,  to  the  charge  of  strangers,  even  to  procure 
the  education  which  they  cannot  give  it  at  home.  If,  upon  in« 
<quiry,  they  find  that  they  will  be  compelled  to  beg  of  the  county 
officers  for  what  other  children  receive  as  a  right,  natural  disincli- 
nation to  a  disagreeable  act  comes  in  to  aid  their  natural  reluot- 
ance  to  part  with  their  child.  Besides,  there  arises  at  onoe  the 
fear  that  some  distinction  may  be  made  at  the  Institution,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  the  child  who  is  admitted  upon  the  Judge's 
certificate  may  not  be  treated  as  well  as  the  child  of  the  rich  man 
who  can  pay  for  his  tuition.  The  result  will  be  hereafter,  as  it  is 
now,  that  many  will  be  kept  at  home  to  grow  up  in  ignorance. 
The  difficulty  of  procuring  the  first  attendance  of  blind  children 
upon  the  privileges  of  school,  has  been  a  hindrance  to  the  success 
of  our  Institutions  far  greater  than  the  inexperienced  oould  sup- 
pose. It  is  exceedingly  unwise  to  augment  this  difficulty  by 
placing  any  restrictions  upon  the  admission  of  pupils. 

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  case  in  which  it  may  be  said  that 
every  tax  payer  may  naturally  look  upon  his  anndal  tax  for 
the  support  of  this  Institution,  as  a  sort  of  premium  paid  to  in- 
sure his  children  against  loss  of  education  on  account  of  blindness. 
Has  He  not  as  good  reason  to  complain  if  the  education  is  not 
furnished  when  the  child  has  lost  its  sight,  as  the  man  has  who 
keeps  his  house  insured  against  fire,  if  he  cannot  get  his  insur- 
ance when  it  is  burned  ?  * 

It  only  remains  to  apeak  of  an  argument  understood  to  have 
had  some  weight  in  producing  a  change  in  the  manner  of  con- 
ducting the  Institution.  It  is  said  that  several  Institutions  for 
the  Blind  in  the  East  are  successfully  managed  upon  the  charity 
school  plan,  therefore  the  Wisconsin  Institution  should  adopt  the 
same  plan.  The  conclusion  does  not  certainly  follow  the  premise. 
Western  men  are  not  accustomed  to  be  convinced  by  the  mere 
statement  "  They  do  so  at  the  East.11  But  the  statement  is  founded 
upon  a  misunderstanding  of  the  circumstances.  Acquaintance 
with  the  history  of  the  Institutions  referred  to,  will  show  two  facts 
of  importance  in  this  connection — one,  that  the  Institutions  refer- 
red to  differ  essentially  in  their  origin,  and  in  the  conditions  of 
their  existence  from  this  Institution,  and  the  other,  that  in  regard 
tp  the  reception  of  pupils  they  are  not  so  successfully  managed  as 
the  Western  Institutions  of  the  same  kind. 

About  thirty-five  years  ago  the  attention  of  certain  philanthro* 
phists  in.  and  about  Boston,  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  was  at- 
tracted to  the  miserable  oondition  of  the  blind,  for  whose  educa- 
tion no  provision  had  then  been  made  in  this  country.    In  eaoh  of 
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these  cities  a  few  benevolent  persons  (whose  names  deserve  to  be  - 
kept  in  perpetual  remembrance  by  the  blind)  assooiated  themselves  - 
together  and  opened  Institutions  for  their  benefit,  relying  for 
funds  upon  their  private  fortunes  and  the  contributions  of  the* 
oharitable.  These  associations  still  exist.  They  carry  on  to  this  • 
day  the  Institutions  for  the  blind  in  their  respective  cities.  They/ 
require  payment  for^  their  services  from  those  few  who  are  able  to- 
mate  it ;  and,  to  enable  them  to  do  good  to  others,  they  solicit  do- 
nations from  various  quarters.  The  amount  annually  received 
from  individuals  in  larger  or  smaller  sums,  is  in  the  aggregate  very 
considerable,  sometimes  reaching  $50,000.  One  Institution  ac- 
knowledged in  its  last  report  a  legacy  of  over  $28,000.  In  the 
course  of  time  it  has  come  to.  pass,  however,  that  the  states  front 
which  most  of  their  pupils-  are  drawn  have  become  the  largest 
regular  contributors  to  their  funds,  appropriating  money  to  them 
somewhat  as  this  state  from  time  to*time  makes  appropriations  to 
assist  benevolent  persons  in  supporting  hospitals  and  orphan  asy- 
lums in  Milwaukee.  By  thus  contributing,  the  states  have  neither 
acquired  the  direction  nor  assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  In* 
stitutions.  The  corporations  appoint  their  own  officers,  and  con- 
trol their  own  property.  They  carry  on  their  excellent  work  in> 
their  own  way,  and  ask  aid  from  the  state  just  as  they  do  from  any 
other  source  from  which  they  think  they  can  get  it.  They  by  no- 
means  confine  their  exertions  for  the  good  of  the  blind  to  a  pre- 
paration for  the  duties  of  active  life,  but  make  provision  also,  to- 
such  an  extent  as  their  funds  admit,  for  their  employment  and 
support.  The  Institution  at  Boston  is  entitled  an  Asylum,  and  it 
carries  on  extensive  work  shops  where  the  blind  may  find  employ- 
ment. The  New  York  Institution  has  done  something  of  a  simi- 
lar nature.  The  Philadelphia  Institution  has  a  department  call- 
ed the  Home,  in  which  it  provides  for  some  twenty  adult  persons. 

It  is  clear  that  Institutions  that  differ  as  much  as  the  Wisconsin* 
and  Eastern  Institutions,  need  not  be  conducted  in  the  same  man- 
ner. 

Let  us  now  take  up  our  second  point.  Other  things  being  equal, 
those  institutions  must  be  declared  the  most  successfully  managed 
which  actually  do  reach  the  greatest  proportion  of  the  class 
which  they  are  designed  to  benefit.  The  position  was  taken  above 
that  the  Eastern  Institutions  managed  upon  the  charity  plan,  had 
been  less  successful  in  this  respect  than  the  Western  Institutions 
conducted  upon  the  free  school  system.  The  table  below  will 
establish  this.  The  figures  given  for  the  whole  number  of  blind 
in  different  states  and  in  New  England  are  taken  from  the  report 
of  the  United  States  census  for  1860.  They  are  doubtless  inac- 
curate, but  not  more  so  for  one  section  than  another,  and  therefore 
the  inaccuracy  will  not  affect  a  comparison  of  this  kind.  The  • 
figures  for  the  number  of  blind  persons  in  eaoh  Institution  are 
taken  from  their  latest  reports.  The  Illinois  and  Iowa  Institu- 
tions report  biennially,  and  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  two  years  - 
is  of  course  larger  than  in  one.  The  error  thus  made  in  favor  of* 
24Jdoc. 
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the  West  is,  however,  more  than  balanced  by  collating  abont  thirty 
persons  in  the  Boston  Institution  who  are  connected  with  their 
workshops  and  laundry,  and  some  twenty  in  the  Philadelphia  In- 
stitution who  belong  to  the  "  Home."

The  table  shows  that  the  average  percentage  of  the  fonr  East. 
em  charity  schools  is  but  little  more  than  half  that  of  the  seven 
Western  free.schools.  The  Institution  in  Michigan  is  a  free  sohool. 
Its  statistics  are  not  presented  because  it  is  kept  down  by  being 
connected  with  the  Institute  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

There  are  Institutions  on  both  plans  in  the  South,  but  their  fig- 
ures, (if  they  were  at  hand),  would  not  be  valuable  on  account  of 
the  disturbing  influence  of  the  war.  It  is  noticeable  that  Ken* 
tucky,  although  obliged  more  than  once  during  the  war  to  give  up 
its  Institution  buildings  for  hospital  purposes;  and  in  spite  of  the 
extreme  difficulty  of  communication  between  different  parts  of 
the  state,  has  maintained  a  percentage  equal  to  that  of  the  great 
and  prosperous  state  of  New  York.  If  we  except  Kentucky, 
there  is  no  Institution  at  the  West  with  so  low  a  percentage  as  the 
highest  of  the  Eastern  Institutions.  This  can  be  due  to  nothing 
else  than  the  greater  efficiency  of  the  system  upon  which  the 
Western  Institutions  are  conduoted. 

By  the  inconsiderate  action  of  the  last  Legislature,  this  Insti- 
tution has  been  transferred  from  one  class  of  schools  to  the  other. 
Our  attendance  has  fallen  at  once  to  18.  From  educating  26  per 
oent.  of  the  blind  reported  by  the  census,  we  have  suddenly  fall- 
en to  a  position  in  whioh  we  educate  but  8  per  cent.  This  is 
exactly  the  lowest  figure  of  the  above  table.  If  it  is  worth  while 
to  have  a  school  for  the  blind  at  all,  it  is  desirable  io  educate 
every  blind  ohild  that  can  be  reaohed.  Under  the  present  law,  a 
good  many  will  be  deprived  of  an  education  who  would  reoeive  it 
if  the  former  policy  were  resumed. 

If  there  were  no  higher  considerations;  it  would  be  bad  econ- 
omy to  continue  the  present  law  ;  for  a  small  Institution  costs 
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comparatively  more  than  a  large  one,  while  on  the  other  hand,  a 
large  Institution  has  some  advantages  that  a  small  one  cannot  ob- 
tain. 

In  laying  the  matter  before  the  Legislature,  yon  can  hardly 
urge  a  return  to  the  free  school  system  in  too  strong  terms. 

Thanking  yon,  gentlemen,  for  yeur  uniform  kindness  and  con- 
sideration, and  humbly  invoking  a  continuance  of  that  Divine 
favor  which  alone  oan  render  availing  our  efforts  to  prepare  onr 
pupils  for  usefulness,  I  respectfully  submit  the  foregoing.

ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS. 

Any  person  wishing  to  make  application  for  the  admission  of  a 
pupil  into  the  Institution,  must  address  the  superintendent,  in- 
quiring for  the  terms  of  admission  and  giving  definite  and  truth- 
ful answers  to  the  following  questions,  viz.: 

1st.  What  are  the  names  and  post  office  address  of  the  parents 
or  guardians  of  the  person  for  whom  application  is  made  ? 

2d.  Are  such  parents  or  guardians  legal  residents  of  the  state 
of  Wisconsin  ? 

3d.  What  is  the  name  and  age  of  the  person  for  whom  appli- 
cation is  made  ? 

4th.  At  what  age  did  he  or  she  become  blind,  and  from  what 
cause. 

-  5th.     Is  he  or  she  of  sound  mind,  and  susceptible  of  intellec- 
tual culture  ?  ? 

6th.  Is  he  or  she  free  from  bodily  deformity  and  all  infectious 
diseases  ? 

7th,    What  are  his  or  her  personal  habits'and  moral  character? 

Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  by  the  superintendent,  the 
applicant  will  be  notified  as  to  whether  or  not  the  person  in  ques- 
tion will  be  admitted,  and  no  one  must  be  sent  to  the  Institution 
until  such  notification  shall  have  been  received. 

No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind,  or  of  confirmed  im- 
moral character,  will  ho  knowingly  received  into  the  Institution ; 
and  in  case  any  pwr&ou  sin  11,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent 
for  useful  instruction,  or  disobedient  to  the  wholesome  regulations 
of  the  Institution,  such  pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

All  are  expected  to  come  provided  with  an  adequate  supply  of 
good,  comfortable  clothing,  which  must  be  replenished  from  time 
to  time,  as  it  becomes  necessary. 

The  stock  of  clothing  should  embrace  suitable  articles  for  both 
summer  and  winter,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  each  kind  to  ad- 
mit of  the  necessary  changes  for  washing  and  repairing. 

All  of  the  clothing  must  be  sent  in  good  oondition  not  only 
upon  the  first  entrance  of  the  pupil,  but  also  at  each  subsequent 
return  from  home,  after  the  vacation. 

Each  article  should  also  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's 
name  or  initials,  in  order  to  prevent  oonfusion  or  loss. 

A  small  sum  should  be  deposited  with  the  superintendent  for 
occasional  expenses. 

It  is  important  that  new  pupils  should  enter  upon  their  term  of 
instruction  at  the  commencement  of  a  session  ;  and  it  is  expected 
of  all  others  that  they  shall  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  and  remain  until  it  closes,  on  the  last  day  of  the  session, 
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unless  prevented  from  doing  so  by  sickness  or  other  emergency.  It 
is  also  expected  that  timely  arrangements  will  be  made  for  the 
departure  of  every  pupil  from  the  institution  within  a  few  days 
after  the  close  of  each  sossion. 

All  letters,  to  the  pupils  should  be  addressed  to  the  care  of  the 
Institution,  in  order  to  insure  their  prompt  reception. 

From  ten  to  fourteen  is  the  most  favorable  age  for  entering  the 
Institution,  provided  the  pupils  have  judicious  care  and  training 
ai  home,  prior  to  that  age.  But  as  this  is  not  always  the  case,  ' 
and  as  they  are  many  who  lose  their  sight  after  that  age ;  or,  Liv- 
ing lost  it  earlier,  do  not  find  an  opportunity  of  going  to  school  at 
the  proper  time,  the  regulations  of  the  Institution  allow  of  the 
admission  of  all  proper  subjects  who  are  not  under  eight  or  above 
twenty-one  years  of  age. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  hoVever,  by  the  friends  of  blind 
children,  that  though  they  have  the  privilege  of  sending  them  to 
the  Institution  at  a  later  period  than  the  one  mentioned  as  the 
best,  yet  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  they  should  be  sent 
within  said  period ;  for  as  they  grow  older  their  neglected  powers 
lose  their  susceptibility  for  cultivation,  rendering  the  training 
more  and  more  difficult  until  they  beoome  wholly  incapacitated 
for  reoeiving  such  an  education  as  will  fit  them  for  a  life  of  use- 
fulness, independence  and  happiness.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  wit- 
ness results  of  this  kind,  arising  out  of  the  morbid  tenderness 
with  which  a  blind  child  is  frequently  regarded  by  its  friends, 
rendering  them  unwilling  to  intrust  him,  at  the  proper  age, 
to  the  care  of  strangers,  lest  some  harm  should  befall  him.  In* 
deed,  every  year's  experience  serves  to  indicate  more  clearly,  the 
lamentable  prevalence  of  this  unjust  neglect ;  as  there  are  con- 
stantly applying  for  admission  into  the  several  institutions  of  the 
country,  those  whose  melancholy  lot  is  to  lead  a  life  of  hopeless 
ignorance  and  dependence,  but  who  might,  with  proper  training  in 
early  youth,  have  beoome  happy  and  useful  members  of  spoiefcy, 
maintaining  themselves  comfortably  and  respectably. 

The  term  of  instruction  is  not  limited  to  any  definite  number 
of  years,  but  is  determined  in  each  individoe lease  by  the  acquire- 
ments of  the  pupil  and  consequent  fitness  for  graduating.  The 
length  of  each  one's  term  will  of  course  depend  upon  his  aptness 
tb  learn,  and  the  extent  of  the  course  to  be  pursued. 

The  session  of  the  Institution  oommences  on  the  first  Monday  of 
September  in  each  year,  and  closes  on  the  last  Wednesday  in 
June  following ;  leaving  a  vacation  of  more  than  two  monthB, 
during  which  time  the  pupils  have  an  opportunity  of  visiting  their 
homes  and  replenishing  their  clothing. 

Parents  of  blind  children  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  In- 
stitution, that  they  may  deoide  from  their  own  observation  wheth- 
er it  is  best  to  send  them  hore. 

All  persons  are  requested  to  send  the  names  and  addresses  of 
blind  ohildren  of  their  acquaintance  to  the  superintendent.

Office  of  t«b  Stats  Prison  Commissioner, 
Waupun,  September  30,  1866, 
To  His  Ezellency,  Lucius  Faibohild, 

Governor  of  Wisconsin  : 

Sib  :  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  I  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit to  you  my  third  annual  report  as  State  Prison  Commissioner,  showing 
the  progress  of  this  institution  during  the  past  year,  and  the  present  state 
of  its  moral,  financial  and  sanitary  affairs. 

Deeply  grateful  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me  by  the  people  of  the 
state,  who  for  a  second  time  elected  me  to  the  responsible  position  whioh 
I  new  occupy,  I  earnestly  endeavored  to  render  the  Wisconsin  state  prison 
an  institution,  worthy  of  the  country  and  times  in  whioh  we  live.  How 
far  I  have  succeeded  in  my  labors  to  achieve  that  aim,  is  for  others  to  de- 
cide ;  but  it  may  not  be  improper  to  say,  that  in  regard  to  good  order, 
health  and  cleanliness  the  condition  of  the  prison  has  never  been  better 
than  at  the  present  day.   v 

As  anticipated  in  my  last  report,  the  number  of  convicts  has  materially 
increased  during  the  past  year.  By  reference  to  the  various  statistical 
tables  herewith  submitted,  it  wiU  be  seen  that  there  were  confined  on  the 
30th  day  of  September,  1865,  ninety-seven  convicts,  viz  :  ninety- one  males 
and  six  females.  There  were  received  up  to  the  30th  day  of  September 
last,  one  hundred  and  forty-five  convicts,  viz  :  one  hundred  and  thirty-four 
males  and  eleven  females.  During  the  same  time,  there  were  discharged, 
by  virtue  of  the  "  commutation"  law,  fifty-one;  by  expiration  of  sentence, 
three  ;  by  order  of  the  supreme  court,  three,  and  by  order  of  the.  war  de- 
partment of  the  United  States,  one ;  by  Governor's  pardon,  twelve,  and 
by  President's  pardon,  one  ;  one  committed  suicide  and  one  has  died,  making 
in  all,  seventy-three — leaving  now  in  confinement  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  convicts,  viz  :  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  males  and  eleven  females. 
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Although  the  number  of  prisoners  has  increased  nearly  75  per  cent,  da- 
ring the  past  year,  yet  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  infer,  from  this  fact, 
that  crime  is  increasing,  or  that  the  war  had  a  demoralizing  effect  upon  our 
communities.  On  the  end  of  the  year  of  I860,  there  were  confined  in  this 
prison,  one  hundred  and  seventy  convicts  (170),  against  one  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  (169)  confined  now.  But  it  should  be  born  in  mind,  that  then 
the  population  of  the  state  was  about  three  hundred  thousand  less  than  at 
the  present  day.  If  prison  statistics  may  be  relied  upon,  and  in  a  oertain 
degree  they  can,  as  a  standard  of  the  moral  condition  of  a  people,  crime 
has  certainly  not  increased  among  us  since  1860.  It  is  true,  of  the  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  convicts  committed,  seventy  pretend  to  have  served  in 
the  United  States  army  ;  but  it  will  be  remembered,  that  no  inconsidera- 
ble number  of  these  persons  were  discharged  from  actual  confinement  in 
our  jails,  before  having  been  tried,  for  the  purpose  of  entering  the  milita- 
ry service.  Thus  it*  happened,  that  the  number  of  convicts  decreased 
nearly  100  per  cent,  in  this  prison,  during  the  war,  not  because  there  was 
less  crime,  but  because  there  were  less  convictions.  On  the  return  of 
these  persons,  not  having  been  reformed  while  in  the  army,  they  soon  re- 
lapsed into  their  old  habits,  and  become  now  the  inmates  of  our  jails  and 
prisons.  It  is  my  honest  conviction,  that  the  war  had  in  the  main  no  de- 
moralizing effect  upon  those  of  our  volunteers,  who  were  men  of  good  hab- 
its when  they  entered  the  army  ;  they,  as  a  general  thing,  returned  with 
their  morals  unimpaired.  This  I  consider  the  rule,  but  of  course,  there 
are  no  rules  without  exceptions. 

Many  of  the  prisoners  received,  who  have  served  in  the  army,  were 
physically  in  a  very  lamentable  condition.  Being  unfit  for  any  manual 
labor,  they  proved  throughout  a  burden  to  the  institution.  Proper  medi- 
cal treatment,  however,  will  soon  restore  their  impaired  health,  and  our 
sanitary  rules  and  regulations  are  well  calculated  to  make  their  cure  a  per- 
manent one. 

The  general  state  of  health  was  remarkably  good,  during  the  past  year. 

I  have  to  report  but  two  deaths — one  from  natural  causes  and  one  from  su- 
icide— out  of  a  population  of  two  hundred  and  forty-two,  being  not  even 
one  per  cent.,  or  about  one-sixth  lesB  than  our  average  mortality.  J.  O. 
was  arraigned  and  convicted  for  murder  in  the  first  degree,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  for  life,  on  the  1st  day  of  November,  i860.  He  died  on 
the  26th  day  of  July,  from  hemorrhage  of  the  lungs.  The  suicide  occur- 
red in  the  person  of  J.  C,  who  had  been  sentenced  for  an  aggravated  rape 
for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  of  which  six  years  had  already  expired.  He  had 
occasionally  manifested  strong  symptoms  of  insanity,  and  was  no  doubt 
under  aberration  of  mind  when  he  committed  the  deed. 

That  our  institution  is  decidedly  a  healthy  one,  is  apparent  from  the 
fact,  that  of  1099  prisoners  received,  during  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  only 

II  have  died,  or  one  per  cent. 

Being  convinced,  that  good  conduct  can  more  easily  be  maintained  by 
humane  than  by  barberous  treatment,  it  has  been  my  constant  aim  to  avoid 
all  unnecessary  severity,  and  be  guided  only  by  what  I  understand  to  be 
the  dictates  of  justice  and  common  sense.  Punishments,  of  course,  must 
be  sometimes  inflicted,  to  maintain  good  order  and  enforce  proper  subordi- 
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nation  ;  bat  they  are  with  us,  if  I  may  use  th'8  expression,  more  of  a  neg+ 
atiue  than  a  pottlive  character.  In  other  words:  convicts  are,  if  convict- 
ed of  small  offences  against  prison  rules,  deprived  of  certain  privileges  they 
are  allowed  to  enjoy,  such  as  writing  and  receiving  letters,  being  visited 
by  friends,  reading  books  and  papers,  etc.  These  punishments  I  found  an 
excellent  means  of  discipline.  K  guilty,  however,  of  any  serious  offence, 
the  convict  is  placed  in  solitary  confinement  and  subject  to  a  diet  of  bread 
and  water.  Corporeal  punishments,  although  not  prohibited  by  law,  have 
been  banished  from  this  institution,  and  I  hope,  never  to  return  againv 

Another  measure  to  whose  beneficial  influence  the  good  order,  peaceful- 
ness  and  industry  may  be  attributed,  whioh  so  favorably  characterized  the 
general  conduct  of  our  convicts,  during  the  past  year,  is  what  we  call  the 
"commutation"  law. 

This  law  now  is,  that  every  prisoner  against  whom  is  not  recorded  any 
infraction  of  the  rules  of  discipline,  and  who  shall  dilligently  work  the 
prescribed  number  of  hours,  may  diminish  his  sentence  five  day6  for  each 
month.  This  law  as  a  means  of  discipline  and  reformation,  is  of  inestima- 
ble value,  for  founded  upon  principles  of  justioe  and  common  sense,  it  can- 
not be  otherwise  but  beneficial  in  its  results.  Of  the  seventy-three  con- 
victs discharged  during  the  year,  only  three  were  not  entitled  to  the  bene- 
fits of  this  law. 

I  am  able  to  report  the  completion  of  the  new  sewer,  extending  from  the 
Prison  yard  to  the  Rock  river.  This  sewer  is  twenty-eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three  feet  in  length,  three  feet  and  six  inches  high  in  the  clear  in- 
side, two  feet  and  six  inches  wide  between  the  walls,  covered  by  a  semi- 
circular arch.  The  whole  is  laid  up  in  mortar  lime,  the  bottom  paved  with 
stone  and  plastered  with  water-lime. 

In  constructing  the  sewer,  it  became  neoessary  to  excavate  four  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  forty  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-six  cubic  yards  of  solid  lime-stone  rock.  There  were  used  three 
thousand  and  seventy-five  perches  of  stone,  six  thousand  and  seven  hund- 
red and  twenty-five  bushels  of  sand,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-five 
bushels  of  lime  and  forty  barrels  of  water-lime. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  session  of  1864,  appropriated  the  sum  of  $2,500 
for  constructing  the  sewer,  the  real  cost  of  which  would  have  amounted  to 
$1 3,644.92.  But  all  the  work  was  done  by  convicts'  labor  with  a  cash 
outlay  to  the  State  of  about  $3,000. 

The  offensive  old  prison,  located  in  the  center  of  the  yard,  has  been  re- 
moved, and  of  the  materials  we  have  built  a  wood  house,  40  feet  wide  and 
80  feet  long,  and  a  piggery  32  by  32  feet.  The  removal  of  said  building 
has  materially  improved  the  appearance  of  the  yard. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  legislative  committee,  I  have  commenc- 
ed early  in  spring  the  construction  of  the  north  wing  of  the  prison.  The 
plan  of  this  building  contemplates  the  erection  of  240  cells,  each  4  feet 
-wide,  7  feet  long  and  8  feet  nigh,  and  a  Hospital,  53  feet  wide,  55  feet 
long  and  15  feet  high.  This  wing,  like  the  one  already  erected,  is  to  be 
200  feet  long,  53  feet  wide  and  32  feet  high  inside,  lighted  by  22  windows, 
each  6  feet  and  six  inches  wide  and  16  feet  high,  grated  by  9  horizontal 
bars  of  2  1-2  by  1-2  inoh  fiat  iron,  and  12  perpendieular  bars  of  7-8  inth 
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round  iron.  The  work  on  this  building,  all  done  by  convicts'  labor,  pro- 
gressed finely  during  the  past  summer.  The  walls  have  been  carried  up  to 
the  top  of  the  window  caps,  a  heighth  of  24  feet,  and  the  foundations  for 
the  cells  are  laid. 

If  an  appropriation  shall  be  made  (and  I  shall  lay  before  the  legislative 
committee  an  estimate  of  the  sum  required)  it  is  hoped  that  the  coming 
year  will  put  this  building  under  roof.  When  this  building  shall  have  been 
finished,  the  prison  is  oomplete;  and  then,  for  its  elegance  of  architecture 
and  beautiful  surroundings,  it  will  be  surpassed  by  none  in  the  United 
States. 

Various  minor  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made,  during  the 
year,  such  as  finishing  and  fitting  up  the  engine  room,  constructing  a  deep- 
ly covered  drain  from  the  cell-room  to  the  main  sewer,  grading  the  side- 
walk along  the  front  wall,  plastering  the  storerooms,  etc. 

We  have  opened  a  new  quarry  by  excavating  2946  cubic  yards  of  earth, 
and  qnarried  over  400  cords  of  stone. 

According  to  the  careful  estimate  of  L  A.  Bohmidtner,  Architect,  the 
value  of  the  permanent  improvements,  made  during  the  past  year,  amounts 
to  $32,450.96,  with  a  cash  expense  to  the  State  of  onJy  $6,866.18.  I 
beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  respective  statements  accompanying  this  report. 

In, accordance  with  my  suggestion,  the  Legislature,  at  the  last  session, 
appropriated  $4,000  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  steam  power.  I 
consequently  have  made  a  oontract  with  Messrs.  Hines  &  Co..  at  Fond  du 
Lac,  to  furnish  the  institution  with  an  engine  of  sufficient  capacity,  to  be 
used  in  the  cabinet  shop.  Its  construction  progresses  rapidly,  and  it  is 
expected  that  it  will  be  ready  for  operation  early  in  fall. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  prison  are  in  a  sound  condition.  Notwith- 
standing the  heavy  increase  of  convicts,  and  the  still  exhorbitant  prices 
of  nearly  all  kinds  of  supplies,  yet  the  institution  is  entirely  free  from  pecu- 
niary liabilities.  The  Legislature  appropriated  last  winter  the  sum  of 
$84,000  for  prison  purposes,  of  which  there  is  unexpended  at  the  date  of 
this  ref  ort  a  balance  of  $7,986.92.  This  sum,  together  with  supplies, 
stock  and  materials  on  hand,  amounting  to  $11,665.46,  will  be  sufficient 
to  defray  all  expenses  of  the  institution  for  the  year  1866,  and  leave  at 
the  same  time  means  enough  to  carry  on  successfully  our  manufacturing 
departments. 

A  great  deal  is  said  about  paying  prisons,  and  it  seems  to  be  a  preva- 
lent idea,  even  among  those  who  ought  to  know  better,  that  most  of  the 
prisons  were  self-supporting  institutions.  What  are,  however,  the  facts 
in  the  case  ?  Examining  the  reports  of  some  of  the  best  managed  prisons 
in  the  United  States,  I  gather  tne  following  :

I  might  continue  this  table  and  cite  the  Illinois,  New  Jersey,  Missouri, 
Iowa  and  several  other  prisons  as  belonging  in  the  same  category,  but  it 
must  suffice  to  say,  that  self-supporting  prisons  are  not  very  numerous  in 
the  country.  It  is  probably  necessary  to  state,  that  hardly  a  dollar  of  the 
foregoing  went  for  permanent  improvements.  *  * 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  following 
statement,  based  upon  facts  and  figures,  to  be  found  in  the  respective  ta- 
bles herewith  presented :

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  actual  coot  to  the  state  for 
maintaining  the  institution  did  amount  only  to  $1,256.88,  or  tljat  the 
prison  came  very  near  supporting  itself.  In  other  words,  if  the  permanent 
improvements,  made  during  the  past  year,  would  be  sold  for  what  they 
are  worth,  the  state  would  receive  back  the  entire  amount,  appropriated 
for  prison  purposes,  less  the  small  sum  of  $1,256.88. 

Well  may  the  question  here  be  put,  why  can  prisons,  in  operation  al- 
ready for  twenty-five  years  and  over,  with  buildings  finished  and  complete, 
not  earn  enough  to  pay  their  own  expenses  ?  Because  the  principle,  upon 
whioh  they  are  conducted,  is  wrong.  Their  prisoners,  under  the  so-called 
contracting  system,  are  hired  out  by  the  day  for  a  certain  number  of  years, 
and  generally  at  very  low  rates.  Thus  it  happens,  that  while  the  contract- 
ors make  large  profits  and  become  rich,  the  prisons  fail  to  sustain  even 
themselves.  Let  each  state  work  her  own  convicts,  the  same  as  an  indi- 
vidual or  a  company,  and  self-supporting  prisons  will  become  more  plenty. 

Tho  inmates  of  this  prison'  have  been  mainly  employed  in  putting  up 
buildings  and  making  other  permanent  improvements ;  our  manufacturing 
departments  are  consequently  in  their  infancy,  yet  profitable.     It  is  my 
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confident  belief  that  the  institution,  under  its  present  system,  will  pay  ex- 
penses, as  soon  as  its  improvements  are  finished,  and  that  day  is  close  at 
hand. 

The  average  number-of  convicts,  confined  during  the  year,  has  been  140, 
of  whom  there  were  employed  :

Showing  that  only  94  prisoners  could  be  employed  on  available  labor.

Which  shows,  that  of  94  prisoners  each  one  earned  $1.28  per  day  in 
the  average.  If  hired  out  on  contract,  at  very  liberal  figures,  say  65  cents 
per  day,  their  earnings  would  have  amounted  only  to  $18,330,  during  the 
year,  provided  they  had  not  lost  any  time  from  sickness,  or  other  causes. 

If  the  Legislature  should  conclude  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the 
north  wing,  it  will  become  necessary  to  approriate  the  sum  of  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($30,000)  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  ensuing  year. 

The  working  and  daily  routine  of  the  institution  may  not  be  uninterest- 
ing here  :  Prisoners  are  received  at  the  office  of  the  commissioner  from  the 
custody  of  the  sheriff,  or  one  of  his  deputies.  A  duplioate  receipt  is  given, 
one  to  be  deposited  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  to  show  their  safe  delivery 
to  prison,  and  the  other  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  to 
serve  as  a  voucher  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  their 
transportation.  Formerly,  the  sheriff,  or  his  deputy,  was  entitled  to  fifty 
cents  per  milofor  conveying  one  prisoner,  and  for  each. additional  prisoner 
to  twenty-five  cents  per  mile.  This  law  having  been  repealed  last  winter, 
it  k  now  left  to  the  different  counties  to  regulate  the  fees  themselves  for 
transporting  their  convicts.  A  wi«e  change.  When  received,  the  prison- 
ers are  immediately  conducted  to  the  bath-room,  where  they  wash  and 
dress  themselves  in  the  regular  prison  uniform. 

I  have  long  since  felt  that  a  ohange  might  be  made  in  the  dress  of  pris 
oners.  The  parti-colored  dress  still  worn,  is  necessarily  degrading  and  hu- 
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miliating  in  its  character,  and  may  be  considered,  like  the  laBh  and  shower 
bath,  a  relic  of  a  less  enlightened  age.  And  being  of  no  value  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  prisoners,  it  should  be  changed  for  a  dress  of  a  uniform 
color. 

When  properly  dressed  they  are  delivered  to  the  turnkey,  who  assigns 
them  to  their  cells,  where  they  remain  till  their  "  solitary  "  has  expired, 
usually  from  one  to  five  days  ;  they  are  then  brought  to  the  officer,  to  be 
registered,  and  instructed  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution. 
This  being  done,  their  work  begins,  which  is.  regulated  according  to  their 
age,  health,  and  ability. 

It  is  a  remarkable  fact,  which  deserves  the  consideration  of  parents  and' 
guardians,  that  of  the  229  convicts  committed  during  the  past  three  years, 
only  four  per  cent,  could  be  called  skillful  mechanics,  while  not  more  than 
ten  per  cent,  knew  only  the  first  rudiments  of  a  trade.  Considering,  con- 
sequently, the  want  of  a  trade  one  of  the  most  prolific  souroes  of  crime, 
I  made  it  my  rule  to  have  the  younger  class  of  prisoners  taught  one  of  the 
trades  carried  on  in  this  institution,  provided  the  length  of  sentence 
would  permit  it. 

At  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  prisoners  rise,  wash  and  dress,  and 
put  up  their  bedstead  and  bedding,  which  consists  in  a  straw  mattrass  and 
pillow,  sheets  and  blankets.  At  six  o'clock  breakfast  is  served  to  them 
by  the  assistants,  and  at  quarter  before  seven  they  leave  their  cells  and 
march  in  single  file  and  close  order  to  their  usual  places  of  labor.  There 
they  remain  till  twelve  o'clock,  when  they  return  for  dinner.  From  one 
to  six  o'clock  they  work  again,  when  they  are  called  off  for  supper,  which, 
like  breakfast  and  dinner,  is  eaten  in  their  cells.  Now  that  their  labor  is 
finished  for  the  day,  they  are  locked  up  during  the  night.  They  are  fur- 
nished with  light  till  eight  o'clook,  in  the  winter,  to  enable  them  to  read 
and  write.  Thus,  during  the  week,  the  same  order  is  regarded,  Sunday 
excepted,  when  all  the  prisoners  are  required  to  attend  divine  service  from 
ten  to  twelve  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  rest  of  the  Sabbath  they 
spend  either  by  reading  or  writing,  or  by  listening  to  the  moral  and  reli- 
gious instructions  of  the  chaplain,  who  visits  them  in  their  cells. 

When  a  prisoner  is  discharged,  he  is  furnished  with  a  suit  of  clothes, 
and  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  five  dollars.  To  turn  him  with  such 
a  small  allowance,  helpless  into  the  street,  seems  to  me  an  act  of  sheer 
cruelty.  What  does  it  matter  to  him  that  he  has  worked  faithfully,  per- 
haps for  many  r  long  year,  within  the  gloomy  prison  walls?  he  re-enters 
society  as  a  pauper  and  if  not  soon  successful  in  finding  employment, 
he  may  be  driven  into  crime  again.  Humanity  hero  demands  a  reform. 
To  allow  prisoners  a  certain  per  centage  of  their  earnings,  after  they  have 
paid  for  their  keeping,  would  remedy  the  evil.  The  task  over,  overwork 
system  ought  to  be  introduced.  The  benefit  of  it  would  not  alone  materia 
ally  aid  them  after  their  disoharge,  but  would  give  them  also  a  chance 
to  support,  in  a  certain  degree,  their  innocent  families,  who  are  often  the 
worst  sufferers.  To  save  men  and  not  to  save  dollars,  should  be  the  first 
principle  in  all  prison  systems.  Teach  a  convict  to  believe  in  himself  and 
in  his  manhood ;  convince  him  that  reformation  is  possible  ;  impress  upon 
his  mind  that  not  a  vindictive  spirit  dictated  the  laws  whioh  keep  him  in 
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bondage  ;  and  above  all,  let  us  be  just   to  him,  kind  and  humane,  and  the 
result  will  show  that  a  man  is  very  seldom,  if  ever,  irredeemably  lost. 

To  what  extent  does  our  prison  system  work  reformation  ?  This  is  a 
question  more  easily  put  than  answered.  Contemplating,  however,  the  fact 
that  of  the  nine  hundred  and  thirty  convicts,  discharged  during  a  period 
of  fifteen  years,  only  thirty-two  were  re-committed,  either  for  the  first, 
second  or  third  time,  it  seems  safe  to  presume  that  in  the  main  our  prison 
discipline  had  a  benefioial  effect.  Many  of  our  discharged  convicts  are  en- 
gaged now  as  mechanics,  in  profitable  business,  and  1  know  of  several 
who  occupy  places  of  honor  and  trust. 

We  received  during  the  past  year,  seventeen  convicts,  under  sentences 
ranging  from  six  to  eight  months.  And  here  I  wish  to  recommend  a  re- 
form in  our  penal  laws.  *  It  is  well  known  that  the  stigma  of  having  been 
a  prison  oonviot  can  never  be  obliterated ;  it  follows  its  victims  to  the 
grave.  Whether  sentences  be  short  or  long,  they  are  equally  degrading. 
If  persons,  therefore,  are  guilty  of  an  offence  which  justifies  a  sentence  of 
so  short  a  duration,  they  should  never  be  sent  to  this  institution,  but 
should  be  allowed  to  serve  their  term  of  imprisonment  in  one  of  our  county 
jails.  A  man  ought  never  be  sentenced  to  the  state  prison  for  a  less  term 
than  one  year. 

The  female  department,  still  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Harrington,  the 
Matron,  has  been  managed  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  She  seems  to  pos- 
sess full  control  over  its  inmates,  who  respect  and  love  her  for  her  excel- 
lent qualities. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  tender  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  subordinate 
officers  of  the  institution  for  their  uniform  kindness  towards  me,  and  for 
the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  the  oner- 
ous duties  of  their  respective  positions.

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CHAPLAIN'S    REPORT. 


Waupun,  Sept  8Mb,  136& 
The  few  weeks  I  have  discharged  the  duties  el  chaplain  of  the  State 
Prison  will  not  justify  an  extended  report.  I  shall,  therefore,  not  at- 
tempt a  detailed  description  of  the  religions  condition  of  the  convicts  of 
this  institution.  My  first  and  oonstant  effort  has  been  to  make  myself 
acquainted  with  their  mental  and  moral  qualities,  that  I  might  more  suc- 
cessfully apply  my  efforts  to  ameliorate  their  peculiar  condition,  rebuild 
the  noble  structure  of  humanity  now  in  ruins,  and  if  possible,  rekindle  the 
fires  of  a  higher  aspiration.  To  induce  convicts  to  confide  hi  themselves 
and  in  the  gospel,  which  ean  alone  lead  them,  to  a  glorious  immortafity,  was 
the  principle  object  of  my  labors. 

I  nave  uniformly  found  the  convicts  affable  and  kind;  ever  willing  and 
often  anxious  to  receive  words  of  advice  and  instruction.  I  cannot  let 
this  occasion  pass  without  recommending  an  addition  to  our  prison  library, 
which  is  too  small  in  nrimbers  to  be  of  any  benefit.  I  confidently  hope 
that  the  incoming  legislature  will  give  this  subject  a  favorable  considera- 
tion, and  make  such  an  appropriation  as  the  dilapidated  condition  of  our 
library  demands, 

I  cannot  dose  this  report,  without  acknowledging  my  indebtedness  to 
our  worthy  commissioner,  Mr.  Oordier,  and  his  subordinate  officers  fbr 
their  uniform  oo-operation  with  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  and  I 
must  congratulate  ike  people  of  the  8tate  in  their  wise  selection  of  a  prison 
commissioner,  in  whom  are  combined  all  the  elements  of  stern  discipline, 
but  administered  in  kindness.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Waupuk,  Win.,  Sept.  80th,  1866. 

In  presenting  .my  annual  report  as  Prison  Physician,  I  would  Btate  that 
the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  is  good,  and  has  been  the  past  year. 
Bat  one  death  has  occurred  from  natural  causes  during  the  time.  Jabes 
Gaffe  died  of  hemorrhage  of  the  lungs  July  26. 

James  Conn  committed  suicide  by  cutting  his  throat  on  the  30th  of 
Hay.  These  oases  constitute  our  list  of  mortality  for  the  past  year. 
There  has  been  but  one  case  of  acute  disease  of  any  severity  (erysipelas) 
and  that  resulted  favorably.  Many  of  tne  convicts  come  here  more  or  less 
diseased  and  broken  down  by  their  former  pernicious  habits,  and  are  nec- 
essarily under  treatment  for  some  time  after  their  admission.  The  excel- 
lent sanitary  regulations  adopted  and  enforced  by  the  commissioner,  have 
a  very  beneficial  effect  upon  the  hoalth  of  the  convicts.  The  food  is  whole- 
some and  well  cooked,  and  everything  is  kept  scrupulously  clean.  The 
beds  in  hospital  are  new  and  comfortable.  In  fact,  all  is  done  for  the  sick 
that  can  be  done  to  insure  a  speedy  and  complete  recovery.  There  is  but 
one  sick  in  the  hospital  at  present,  F.  Stevens,  of  phthisic  pulm*nalisv  a 
case  of  five  years  standing. 

There  are  at  present  two  insane  persons  in  the  prison,  both  under  sen- 
tence for  life. 

In  the  female  department,  affairs  are  quite  as  prosperous.  The  convicts 
axe  not  only  in  good  health  but  increasing  in  numbers.  A—  B— 
gave  birth  to  a  son,  Auk*  21.     Mother  and  child  are  both  doing  well. 

The  general  good  conduct  of  the  prisoners,  together  with  the  cheerful 
promptness  witn  which  every  order  is  obeyed,  is  sufficient  evidence  that 
there  is  nothing  neglected  that  will  have  a  tendency  to  improve  their  phys- 
ical condition.

AN   ACT 

Donating  public  lands  to  the  several  states  and  territories  which  may  provide  college*  for  the 
benefit  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be  granted  to  the  several  states  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned  an  amount  of  nublio  land  to  be  apportioned  to  each  state,  a 
quantity  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  senator  and  representative  in  con- 
gress to  which  the  states  are  respectively  entitled  by  the  apportionment,  under  the 
census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty:  provided,  that  no  mineral  lands  shall  be  se- 
lected or  purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  aforesaid  after  being  surveyed, 
shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  states  in  sections  or  subdivisions  of  sections  not 
less  than  one  quarter  of  a  section,  and  whenever  there  are  public  lands  in  a  state 
subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  the 
quantity  to  which  said  state  shall  be  entitled  shall  be  selected  from  such  lands  within 
the  limits  of  such  state,  and  the  secretary  of  interior  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to 
each  of  the  states  in  which  there  is  not  the  quantity  of  public  lands  subject  to  sale 
at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  to  which  said  state  may 
be  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  land  scrip  to  the  amount  in  acres  for 
the  deficiency  of  its  distribution  share  ;  said  scrip  to  be  sold  by  said  state  and  the 
proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  act,  and  for  no 
other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever ;  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  any  state  to  which 
land  scrip  may  thus  be  issued  be  allowed  to  locate  the  same  within  the  limits  of  any 
other  state  or  of  any  territory  of  the  United  States,  but  their  assignees  may  thus 
locate  said  land  scrip  upon  any  of  the  unappropriated  lands  x>f  the  United  States, 
subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  or  less  per  acre  ;  ' 
and  provided  further,  that  not  more  than  one  million  acres  shall  be  located  by  such  as- 
signees in  any  one  of  the  states ;  and  provided  further,  that  no  such  location  shall  be 
made  before  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  expenses  of  management,  super- 
intendence and  taxes  from  date  of  selection  of  said  lands  previous  to  their  sales, 
and  all  expenses  incident  in  the  management  and  disbursement  of  the  moneys  which 
may  be  received  therefrom  shall  be  paid  by  the  states  to  which  they  may  belong,  out 
of  the  treasury  of  .said  stateB,  so  that  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  sale  of -said  lands 
shall  be  applied  without  any  diminution  whatever  to  the  purposes  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
lands  aforesaid  by  the  states  to  which  the  lands  are  apportioned,  and  from  the  sales 
of  land  scrip  herein  before  provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  states  or  some  other  safe  stocks,  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  cent- 
um upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks,  and  that  the  money  so  invested  shall  consti- 
tute a  perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished  (ex- 
cept so  far  as  may  be  provided  in  section  fifth  of  this  act,)  and  the  interest  of  which 
shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  by  each  state  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit 
of  this  act  to  the  endowment,  support  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college 
where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical 
studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  re- 
lated to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  in  such  manner  as  the  legislatures  of  the 
states  may  respectively  prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  edu- 
cation of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life. 
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Section  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  grant  of  land  and  land  scrip  hereby 
authorized  shall  be  made,  on  the  following  conditions  to  which  as  well  as  to  the  pro- 
Tisions  hereinafter  contained,  the  previous  assent  of  the  several  states  shall  be  sig- 
nified by  legislative  acts :  First — if  any  portion  of  the*  fund  invested  as  provided 
by  the  foregoing  section  or  any  portion  of  the  interest  thereon  shall  by  any  action  or 
contingency  be  diminished  or  lost,  it  shall  bo  replaced  by  the  state  to  which  it  be- 
longs, so  that  the  capital  of  the  fund  shall  remain  forever  undiminished,  and  the  an- 
nual interest  shall  be  regularly  applied  without  diminution,  to  the  purposes  mention- 
ed in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  except  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum 
upon  the  amount  received  by  any  state  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  ex- 
pended for  the  purchase  of  lands  for  sites  or  experimental  farms  whenever  authoriz- 
ed by  the  respective  legislatures  of  said  states.  Second — no  portion  of  said  fund  nor 
the  interest  thereon  shall  be  applied  directly  or  indirectly  under  any  pretence  what- 
ever, to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings. 
Third — any  state  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  provide  within  five  years  at  least,  not  lfss  than  one  college,  as  described  in  the 
fourth  section  of  this  act,  or  the  grant  to  Such  state  shall  cease,  and  said  state  shall 
be  bound  to  pay  the  United  States  the  amount  received  of  any  lands  previously  sold, 
and  that  the  title  to  purchasers  under  the  state  shall  be  valid.  Fourth — an  annual 
report  shall  be  made  regarding  the  progress  of  each  college,  recdfting  any  improve- 
ments and  experiments  made,  with  their  costs  and  results  and  such  other  matters, 
including  state,  industrial  and  economical  statistics  as  may  be  supposed  useful,  one 
.copy  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free,  by  each,  to  all  the  other  colleges 
which  may  be  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  also  one  oopy  to  the 
secretary  of  the  interior.  Fifth — when  lands  shall  be  selected  from  those  which 
have  been  raised  to  double  the  minimum  price  in  consequence  of  railroad  grants, 
they  shall  be  computed  to  the  states  at  the  maximum  price,  and  the  number  of  acres 
proportionally  diminished.  Sixth — no  state  while  in  condition  of  rebellion  or  in- 
surrection against  the  government  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  this  act.  Seventh — no  state  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act  un- 
less it  shall  express  its  acceptance  thereof  by  its  legislature,  within  two  years  from 
the  date  of  its  approval  by  the  president. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  land  scrip  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  subject  to  location  until  after  the  first  day  of  January  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Section  1.    And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  officers  shall  receive  the  same  . 
Uses  for  locating  land  scrip  issued    under  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  is  now 
allowed  for  the  location  of  military  bounty  land  warrants  under  existing  laws;  pro- 
vided, their  maximum  compensation  shall  not  be  thereby  increased. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  governors  of  the  several  states  to 
which  scrip  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  required  to  report  annually  to  con- 
gress, all  sales  made  of  such  serif)  until  the  whole  shall  be  disposed  of,  tho  amount 
'received  for  the  same,  and  what  appropriation  has  been  made  of  the  proceeds. 

Approved  July  2d,  1862. 
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OHAPTBE  OX1Y— GENERAL  LAWS  OP  1866. 

AN  ACT  to  reorganize  and  enlarge  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and  to  authorise 
the  county  of  Dane  to  issue  bonds  in  aid  thereof. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  Senate  and  AteemUy,  do  enact  em 
foUotoe: 

Section  1.  The  object  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  shall  be  to  provide  tfce 
means  of  acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  various  branches  of  learning  con- 
nected with  the  scientific,  industrial  and  professional  pursuits  ;  and  to  this  end  it 
shall  consist  of  the  following  colleges,  to- wit:  1st.  The  college  of  arts;  2d.  The 
college  of  letters ;  8d.  Suoh  professional  and  other  colleges  as  from  time  to  time 
may  be  added  thereto  or  connected  therewith. 

Section  2.  The  college  ef  arts  shall  ebmbrace  courses  of  instruction  in  the  math- 
ematical, physical  and  natural  sciences,  with  their  applications  to  the  industrial  arte, 
such  as  agriculture,  meohanics  and  engineering,  mining  and  metallurgy,  manufac- 
tures, architecture  and  commerce,  in  such  branches  included  in  the  college  of  letters 
as  shall  be  neeesBary  to  a  proper  fitness  of  the  pupils  in  the  scientific  and  practical 
course  for  their  chosen  pursuits,  and  in  military  tactics ;  and  as  soon  as  the  income 
of  the  University  will  allow,  in  such  order  as  the  wants  of  the  public  shall  seem  io 
require,  the  said  courses  in  the  sciences  and  their  application  to  the  practical  arts, 
shall  be  expanded  into  distinct  colleges  of  the  University,  each  with  its  own  faculty 
and  appropriate  title. 

Section  8.  The  college  of  letters  shall  be  coexistent  with  the  college  of  arts,  and 
shall  embrace  a  liberal  course  of  instruction  in  language,  literature  and  philosophy, 
together  with  such  courses  or  parts  of  courses  in  the  college  of  arts,  as  the  authori- 
ties of  the  University  shall  prescribe. 

Section  4.  The  University  in  all  its  departments  and  colleges,  shall  be  open  alike 
to  male  and  female  students ;  and  all  able-bodied  male  students  of  the  University, 
in  whatever  college,  shall  receive  instruction  and  discipline  in  military  tactics,  the 
requisite  arms  for  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  State. 

Section  5.  The  government  of  the  University  shall  vest  in  a  board  of  regents,  to 
consist  of  fifteen  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  two  from  each  Con- 
gressional district  in  the  State,  and  three  from  the  State  at  large.  At  the  first  ap- 
pointment, which  shall  be  within  sixty  days  ofter  the  passage  of  this  act,  five  shall 
be  commissioned  for  one  year,  five  for  two  years,  and  five  for  three  years.  Thereafter 
the  full  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  February  in' the 
year  in  which  they  were  appointed,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Governor. 

Section  6.  The  said  board  of  regents  shall  succeed  to  the  custody  of  the  books,  re- 
cords, buildings  and  all  other  property  of  the  university;  and  the  present  board  of 
regents  shall  be  dissolved  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  board  herein 
provided  for:  provided,  that  all  contracts  legally  made  and  at  that  time  bindlngupon 
the  board  thus  dissolved,  shall  be  assumed  and  discharged  by  their  successors. 

SipnoN.  7.  The  regents  and  their  successors  in  office  shall  constitute  a  body  cor- 
porate, with  the  name  and  Btyle  of  "  the  regents  of  the  university  of  Wisconsin," 
with  the  right  as  such  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  making  and  using  a  common  seal,  and  altering  the  same  at  pleasure.  They 
■hall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  enact  laws  for  the  government  of  the 
university  in  all  its  branches ;  to  elect  a  president  of  the  university,  and  the  requi- 
site number  of  professors,  instructors,  officers  and  employees,  and  to  fix  their  sala- 
ries, also,  the  term  of  office  of  each,  and  to  determine  the  moral  and  educational  qual- 
ifications t>f  applicants  for  admission  to  the  various  courses  of  instruction  t  provided, 
that  no  instruction,  either  sectarian  in  religion,  or  partisan  In  politics,  shall  ever  be 
eilowed  in  any  department  of  the  university,  and  no  sectarian  or  partisan  testenftll 
ever  be  allowed  or  exercised  in  the  appointment  of  regents,  or  in  the  election  of 
professors,  teaohers,  or  other  officers  of  the  university,  or.  in  the  admission  of  eta- 
dents  t&ereto,  or  for  any.  purpose  whatever. 

Section  8.  For  the  time  being,  an  admission  fee  and  rates*  of  tuition,  such  at  the 
board  of  regent*  shall  teem  expedient,  may  be  required  of  each  pupil,  except  as 
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hereinafter  provided ;  and  ag  soon  as  the  income  of  the  university  will  permit!  ad- 
mission and  tnition  shall  be  free  to  all  residents  of  the  state;  and  it  shall  be  the  du- 
ty of  the  regents,  according  to  population,  to  so  apportion  the  representation  of 
students,  that  all  portions  of  the  state  shall  enjoy  equal  privileges  therein. 

8iction  9.  One  suitably  qualified  pupil  from  each  assembly  district,  to  be  nomina- 
ted by  the  representative  of  such  district  in  the  legislature  of  the  state,  who,  other 
things  being  equal,  shall  prefer  an  orphan  of  a  soldier  who  has  died  in  defense  of  his 
country,  shall  be  at  once  and  always  entitled  to  free  tuition  in  all  the  colleges  of 
the  university. 

SiCTiON  10.  The  president  of  the  university  shall  be  president  of  the  several  facul- 
ties and  the  executive  head  of  the  institution,  in  all  its  departments.  As  such,  he 
■hall  have  authority,  subject  to  the  board  of  regents,  to  give  general  direction  to  the 
practical  affairs  and  scientific  investigations  of  the  several  colleges,  and  in  the  re- 
cess of  the  board  of  regents,  to  remove  any  employee  or  subordinate  officer,  not  a 
member  of  the  faculty,  and  to  supply,  for  the  time,  any  vacancies  thuB  created;  and 
so  long  as  the  interests  of  the  institution  require  it,  he  shall  be  charged  with  the 
duties  of  one  of  the  professorships.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  be  secretary  of  the 
board  of  regents,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  board 
of  regents,  and  perform  such  duties  as  they  shall  impose.  The  state  treasurer  shall  be 
the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  regents,  and  perform  all  the  ddties  of  such  office. 

Section  11.  The  immediate  government  of  the  several  colleges  shall  be  intrusted 
to  their  respective  faculties ;  but  the  regents  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  courses 
of  instruction,  and  prescribe  the  authorities  to  be  used  in  the  several  courses,  and 
also  to  confer  such  degrees  and  grant  such  diplomas  as  are  usual  in  universities,  or 
as  they  shall  deem  appropriate. 

Swmoif  12.  At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  the  regents,  through  their  president, 
shall  make  a  report  in  detail  to  the  governor,  exhibiting  the  progress,  condition  and 
wants  of  each  of  the  colleges  embraced  in  the  university,  the  course  of  study  in 
each,  the  number  of  professors  and  students,  the  amount  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, together  with  the  nature,  costs  and  results  of  all  important  investigations 
and  experiments,  and  such  other  information  as  they  may  deem  important ;  one  copy 
of  which  shall  be  transmitted,  free,  by  the  secretary  of  state  to  all  colleges  endowed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  congressional  act  of  July  2d,  1862,  hereinbefore  referred 
to,  and  also  one  copy  to  the  secretary  of  the  interior,  as  provided  in  said  act. 

Section  18.  For  the  endowment  and  support  of  the  university,  there  are  hereby 
appropriated :  .1st.  The  income  of  the  university  fund.  2d.  The  income  of  a  fund 
to  be  derived  from  the  sales  of  the  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  acres  of  land 
granted  by  congress  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  by  virtue  of  an  act  approved  July  2d, 
1862,  entitled  "  an  act  donating  land  to  the  several  states  and  territories  which  may 
provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,"  which  fund 
shall  J>e  designated  as  the  agricultural  college  fund.  8d.  All  such  contributions  to 
the  endowment  fund,  as  may  be  derived  from  public  or  private  bounty.  The  entire 
income  of  all  said  funds,  shall  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  board  of  regents,  for 
the  support  of  the  aforesaid  colleges  of  arts,  of  letters,  and  of  such  colleges  as  shall 
be  established  in  the  university,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act :  propided, 
that  all  means  derivable  from  other  public  or  from  private  bounty,  shall  be  exclusive- 
ly devoted  to  the  specific  object  for  whioh  they  shall  have  been  designed  by  the 
grantor. 

Saonoir  14.  Meetings  of  the  boord  may  be  called  in  euoh  manner  as  the  regents 
shall  determine,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  No  member  of  the 
board  shall  receive  compensation  for  his  services  as  such  member,  but  each  member 
•ball  be  entitled  to  reimbursement,  on  the  audit  of  the  board,  for  his  traveling  and 
other  necessary  expenses  while  employed  on  the  business  of  the  board. 

Beano*  15.  The  first  meeting  of  the  regents,  the  appointment  of  whioh  is  herein 
provided  for,  shall  be  held  in  the  university  edifice,  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  Jute, 
1666,  at  which  time  the  regents  when  so  convened,  shall  eleot  one  of  their  number 
president  of  the  board.  The  time  for  the  annual  election  of  president  of  the  board 
of  regents,  as  also  the  regular  annual  meeting,  and  such  other  meetings  as  may  be 
-equired,  shall  be  determined  in  the  by-laws  of  the  board.    Immediately  upon  th« 
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organisation  of  the  board,  it  shall  bo  their  duty  to  make  arrangements  for  securing, 
without  expense  to  the  state,  or  to  the  funds  of  the  university,  suitable  lands  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  university,  not  less  than  two  hundred  acres,  including  the 
university  grounds,  for  an  experimental  farm,  and  as  early  as  possible  thereafter,  to 
make  such  improvements  thereon  as  will  render  it  available  for  experimental  and  in- 
structional purposes,  in  connection  with  the  agricultural  course  in  the  college 
of  arts. 

Section  16.  To  enable  the  board  of  regents  to  purchase  lands  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  university  for  an  experimental  farm,  and  to  improve  the  same,  the  board  of  su- 
pervisors of  Dane  county  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds 
of  said  county,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  interest 
payable  annually,  for  the  amount  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  such  bonds  to  be  payable 
On  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1886,  at  such  place  as  maybe  determined 
by  said  board  of  supervisors.  The  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  delivered  to  the  board 
of  regents  of  the  university,  who  shall  faithfully  apply  the  same,  or  the  proceeds 
thereof,  together  with  all  contributions  made  for  this  specific  purpose,  to  the  pur- 
chase and  improvement  of  the  lands  for  such  experimental  farm.  But  if  the  said 
county  of  Dale,  by  its  proper  officers,  shall  not  make  provision  for  the  issue  and  pay- 
ment of  said  bonds  as  aforesaid  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
if  in  such  case  the  citizens  of  said  county  shall  fail  within  days  after  the  expira. 
tion  of  said  first  mentioned  period  of  thirty  days,  to  furnish  guarantees  satisfactory 
to  the  secretary  of  state  that  the  said  amount  of  forty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  plac- 
ed at  the  disposal  of  the  regents  of  the  university,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board, 
then  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Section  17.  So  much  and  such  parts  of  chapter  twenty-one  of  the  revised  stat- 
utes, and  of  any  and  all  acts  as  contravene  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Section  18.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

To  His  ExelUncy%  Lucius  Fairohild, 

Governor  of  Wisconsin : 

Governor  :— Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  114  of  the  General 
Laws  of  1866,  entitled  "  An  aot  to  reorganize  and  enlarge  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  and  to  authorize  the  county  of  Dane  to  issue  bonds  in  aid 
thereof,"  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
"Regents  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin"  appointed  under  that  act. 

The  county  of  Dane  having  made  provision  for  the  issue  of  $40,000  of 
bonds  authorized  by  said  act  in  aid  of  the  university,  the  regents  held 
their  first  meeting  on  tho  twenty-seventh  day  of  June  last,  perfected  their 
organization,  received  said  bonds  and  succeeded  to  th£  custody  of  the 
books,  records,  buildings  and  all  other  property  of  the  univerajty  delivered 
to  Item  by  the  former  board  of  regents.  Hence  this  report  can  only  prop- 
erly embrace  the  action  of  this  new  board  of  regents  since  their 'organiza- 
tion from  June  27th  to  October  1st  of  the  present  year  and  must  be  prin- 
cipally confined  to  the  efforts  made  by  them  in  the  reorganization  of  the 
institution  and  its  present  condition. 

EXPERIMENTAL  FARM. 

Ky  seotion  15  of  the  organic  act  it  is  provided  that  "  immediately  upon 
the  organization  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  make  arrangements 
for  securing,  without  expense  to  the  State  x>r  to  the  funds  of  the  university, 
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suitable  lands,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  university,  not  less  than 
two  hundred  acres,  including  the  university  grounds,  for  an  experimental 
farm,  and  as  early  as  possible  thereafter,  to  make  such  improvements  there 
«n  as  will  render  it  available  for  experimental  and  instructional  purposes 
in  connection  with  the  agricultural  course  in  the  college  of  arts."  In  obe- 
dience to  this  provision,  the  board  of  regents,  after  a  full  and  thorough 
examination  of  such  lands  as  were  offered  to  them  for  that  purpose  and 
such  others  as  they  believed  could  be  obtained,  have  purchased  for  this  ex- 
perimental farm  a  piece  of  land  embracing  that  part  of  section  14,  in 
township  seven,  north  of  range  nine  east,  which  lies  west  of  the  universi- 
ty grounds,  and  that  part  of  Section  23  in  the  same  township  and  range 
which  lies 'between  the  Sauk  road  on  the  south  and  the  tract  in  section  14 
adjoining  fen  the  north,  also  five  to^R  lot*  adjoining  the  university  grounds 
on  the  south-west  corner,  comprising  in  all  about  195  acres  and  including 
Professor  Read's  and  Mr?.  Hobbins'  stone  and  brick  dwellings,  at  an  ag- 
gregate cost  of  $27,054.  Application  has  been  made  to  the  proper  au- 
thorities for  the  vacation  of  tne  streets  intersecting  the  town  lots  purchas- 
ed, which  will  undoubtedly  be  granted 

The  University  grounds  proper,  heretofore  belonging  to  the  institution, 
contain  40  63-100  acres;  they  are  contiguous  to  the  above  described  piece 
and  with  it  form  one  tract  with  an  area  of  over  235  acres.  The  utility 
and  advantage  of  having  the  experimental  farm  so  closely  connected  with 
the  institution  of  which  it  is  to  form  an  important  part,  must  be  apparent 
to  every  one.  The  land  purchased  is,  according  to  the  opinion  and  judg- 
ment of  all  such  members  of  the  board  as  are  practically  familiar  with 
farming,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  could  be  consulted  by  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  board  and  as  had  given  thought  and  study  to  the  establishment 
of  experimental  farms,  peculiarly  well  adapted  for  thislpurpose  on  account 
of  the  great  many  varieties  and  differences  in  its  soil  and  location.  It  is 
to  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  obiect  in  view  is  the  establishment  of  an  ex- 
perimental/arm,  where  agriculture  is  to  be  practically  taught  by  experi- 
menting on  different  soils  and  location  of  the  land,  and  no*  a  model  farm, 
where  the  best  kind  and  largest  quantity  of  particular  products  are  sought 
to^be  obtained  from  a  particular  priece  of  land.  The  board  believe  that  by 
this  purchase  they  have  secured  to  the  University  for  a  reasonable  price  the 
best  possible  piece  of  land  for  that  purpose.  The  buildings  too,  which 
are  upon  the  land,  will  be  of  great  and  immediate  usefulness  to  the  insti- 
tution in  its  •ontemplated  development. 

The  lateness  of  tne  season  and  other  difficulties  and  disappointments 
which  the  regents  met  with  in  their  endeavors  to  organize  the  institution, 
and  which  will  be  more  fully  referred  to  hereafter,  have  prevented  them  in 
this  year  from  making  any  improvements  upon  the  lands  purchased  by 
them ;  but  they  confidently  expect  that  next  year  will  see  the  experi- 
mental farm  in  practical  operation. 

HYPOTHECATION   OF   BONDS. 

In  order  to  meet  the  payments  for  the  purchase  of  the  land,  the  regents 
ascertained  that  they  would  be  compelled  to  sell  the  bonds  of  Dane  county 
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donated  to  them  for  tbat  purpose,  at  a  discount  of  at  least  twenty  per 
cent.  This  seemed  to  them  a  very  unnecessary  sacrifice,  since  a  portion 
of  the  other  funds  of  the  University  might  with  perfect  safety  and  proprie- 
ty be  invested  in  those  bonds,  which  bear  the  same  interest  that  the  uni-k 
versity  funds  brin^  in  other  investments.  The  difficulty  was,,  that  the  law 
now  forbids  such  investment.  The  regents  therefore  made  such  arrange- 
ments, as  will  make  it  possible  to  save  the  loss  of  discount,  if  the  legisla- 
ture should  sanction  the  proposed  investment.  They  hypothecated 
$36,000  of  those  bonds  with  several  persons  who  advanced  thereon  eighty 
per  cent,  so  conditioned  that  they  should  be  redeemed  by  the  1st  day  of 
-April,  1867.  It  is  confidently  expected  by  the  regents  that  before 
that  date  the  legislature  will  sanction  the  investment  of  (40,000  of  the 
university  funds  in  those  bonds  and  will  thus  save  the  university  $8,000. 

BMBAEBA8SMJNTS   Of   Bl-OBGANIZATIOW. 

No  one  at  all  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  state  university  can  have 
failed  to  observe  that  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  its  apparent  want  of 
success  lay  in  the  fact  that  the  institution  was  attempted  to  be  managed 
for  many  years  without  a  chancellor,  a  necessity  to  whioh  the  former  board 
of  regents  was  compelled  to  submit  to  on  aeoount  of  the  crippled  financial 
condition  of  the  institution,  and  the  insufficiency  of  its  income.  It  is 
true  the  new  board  found  the  university,  so  far  as  its  available  means  of 
support  are  concerned,  in  soaroely  a  better  condition,  while  the  act  of  re- 
organization calls  for  a  much  more  extended  field  of  instruction  than  had 
heretofore  been  given ;  but  considering  the  fact  that  the  agricultural  col- 
lege fund  had  been  given  to  the  institution  whioh  in  a  few  years  must  con- 
siderably increase  its  income,  that  the  annual  expenses  heretofore  charged 
by  the  State  for  the  management  of  its  fund  were  in  future  not  to  be  with- 
drawn from  its  resources,  that  the  legislature  had  required  the  regents  to 
undertake  the  re-organization  upon  this  more  extended  plan,  and  that  the 
people  of  the  state  began  to  manifest  a  more  lively  interest  in  it,  the  re- 
gents at  their  very  first  meeting,  concluded  that,  to  the  extent  of  their 
ability,  they  would  attempt  the  reorganization  in  the  manner  indicated  by 
the  organic  act,  trusting  that  the  people,  through  their  legislature,  would 
not  withhold  substantial  aid  from  the  university,  if  it  should  appear 
that  its  prerent  income  is  insufficient  for  its  support.  Hence  they  deter- 
mined to  oommence  the  work  of  reorganization  by  first  endeavoring  to  ob- 
tain fte  services  of  a  fit  and  capable  person  as  "president  of  the  universi- 
ty," and  then,  by  and  with  his  advice  and  assistance,  to  elect  the  requi- 
site instrnctionary  foroe  and  to  prescribe  the  courses  of  study  and  the 
rules  of  management  of  the  institution;  and  this  course  seemed  to  them  not 
only  eminently  proper  in  itself,  but  actually  commanded  by  section  7  of 
the  organic  law.  Their  first  choice  fell  upon  Hon.  #.  L.  Pickard,  formerly 
for  many  years  superintendent  of  public  instruction  in  this  State,  and  now 
superintendent  of  schools  at  Chicago;  but  owing  to  some  misunderstand- 
ing or  other  circumstances,  the  regents  were  finally  disappointed  by  Mr. 
Pickard's  declining  to  accept  the  position  tendered  bim.  They  next  ten- 
dered the  office  of  president  of  the  university  to  Professor  r  A.  Chad- 
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bourne  of  William's  College,  Massachusetts,  a  gentleman  whom  they 
deemed  in  every  respect  well  qualified  and  particularly  fitted  for  the  posi- 
tion, and  of  whom  they  had  good  reason  not  to  expect  a  refusal.  Unfor- 
tunately, circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  board  of  regents,  finally 
induced  Mr.  Chadbourne,  after  he  had  twice  visited  this  State  at  the  so- 
licitation of  the  board,  and  the  last  time  with  the  expectation  of  accepting 
the  place  tendered  him,  to  decline. 

This  threw  the  Borrd  of  Regents  in  great  perplexity  concerning  the  re- 
organization of  the  institution  ;  the  usual  time  for  commencing  instruction 
was  near  at  hand  ;  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  president  and  with  his  advice 
to  re-model  and  start  the  institution  in  time  for  the  usual  fall  opening  of 
instruction,  had  to  be  altogether  abandoned,  and  practically,  the  Regents 
were  compelled  to  decide  upon  the  question  whether  they  would,  for  the 
present  continue  the  insturuction  in  the  University  and  its  management 
substantially  as  it  had  been  heretofore,  or  whether,  in  order  to  be  able  to 
commence  anew,  under  the  guidance  of  a  proper  executive  head,  they 
would  suffer  it  to  be  closed.  The  latter  course  would  have  involved  a  loss 
of  all  those  students  who,  having  commenced  their  studies  at  the  Universi- 
ty, were  intending  there  to  finish  them.  It  was  known  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  young  men  throughout  the  State  were  anxiously  waiting  for  the  com- 
mencement of  instructions  here,  it  was  supposed  that  the  act  of  reorganisa- 
tion did  not  contemplate  a  cessation  of  instruction  at  the  University  for  any 
unusual  length  of  time,  and  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  the  Re- 
gents concluded  to  open  the  usual  course  of  instruction  on  the  16th  of 
October,  to  retain  the  faculty  heretofore  employed,  and  for  the  present  to 
continue  substantially  the  course  of  instruction  heretofore  given,  with  the 
addition  of  providing  for  a  professorship  of  Agriculture  and  filling  its 
chair. 

FEMALB    STUDENTS. 

Section  4  of  the  organic  law  provides  that  "  the  University,  in  all  its 
departments  and  colleges,  shall  be  open  alike  to  male  and  female  students." 
t  The  Regents  have  encountered  serious  objections  to  this  provision  on  the 
'  part  of  educational  men  and  others,  and  they  have  become  satisfied  that 
an  attempt  to  carry  it  out  in  its  full  scope  would  be  injurious  to  the  future 
prospects  of  the  University.  It  is  not  deemed  proper  here  to  enter  into  a 
discussion  of  the  question  to  what  extent  young  men  and  women  can  safe- 
ly and  advantageously  be  educated  in  th,e  same  institution,  nor  is  it  here 
disputed  that  young  women  have  an  equal  claim  with  young  men  to  the 
facilities  of  education  afforded  by  a  state  ;  but  the  Regents  are  convinced 
that  it  would  be  extremely  diflioult,  if  not  impossible,  to  secure  the-  servi- 
ces of  a  thoroughly  competent  and  experienced  educational  man  at  the  head 
of  the  institution,  if  the  law  is  not  so  amended  as  to  give  the  Board  of 
Regents  the  power  to  aumit  female  students  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions only  as  experience,  prudence  and  the  greatest  good  of  the  institution 
may  dictate,  ft  is  not  their  desire  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  exclude  fe- 
males from  the  University,  but  they  wish  to  have  the  necessary  authority 
for  the  creation   of   a  separate    female    department  and  for    making 
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the  necessary  regulations  concerning  the  participation  of  females  in  the 
different  branches  of  University  studies.  Such  an  amendment  of  the  law, 
they  deem  essential  for  the  future  prosperity  of  the  University.

FROf JSSOR  0*  MILITARY  80IXN0S. 

Under  the  provisions  of  a  recent  act  of  Congress  the  Regents  made  an 
early  application  for  the  detail  of  a  certain  officer  of  tho  army,  highly  re- 
commended to  them  for  that  purpose,  as  professor  of  military  science  &c, 
but  they  have  since  been  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  no  officer 
could  be  so  detailed  unless  he  was  disabled  or  on  the  retired  list.  Further 
steps  have  since  been  taken. by  the  Regents  to  procure  the  detail  of  a  com- 
petent officer  for  this  position. 

1INAN0IAL  CONDITION  OF  THB  UNIVERSITY. 

Hereto  annexed,  marked  "  Appendix  A,"  is  the  annual  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  as  Secretary  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  for  the 
fiscal  year  endiug  September  30th,  1866.  From  it  it  will  appear  that  the 
balance  then  on  hand  was  only  the  sum  of  $5,501.47-100  and  this  bal- 
ance arises  from  interest  drawn  in  advance  so  that  under  a  Bound  system, 
its  amount  should  really  be  large  enough  to  cover  all  the  current  expenses 
of  the  fiscal  year  ending;  September  30  th,  •  1867.  It  further  appears  from 
that  report  that  on  theSOth  day  of  September,  1866,  the  total  productive 
fund  of  the  University  proper  was  $160,230  70-100  and  of  tbe  agricultu- 
ral college  fund  $8,061,85-100,  giving  a  tdtal  of  all  productive  funds  of 
the  University  of  $168,292.55-100  which  will  yield  an  annual  income  of 
$11,780.47-100  for  the  support  of  the  University. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  University  for  the 
current  year  after  the  appointment  of  a  president,  which  should  not  be 
long  delayed :

To  meet  this,  there  is  an  income  of  interest  of  $11,780.47-100,  which 
may  possibly  be  increased  to  J 12, 000  or,  at  tbe  utmost,  to  (13,000,  from 
expected  sales  of  lands,  and  » further  an  estimated  income  of  $3,000 
tuition  fees  and  room  rent,  making  at  most  an  income  of  $16,000  and 
leaving  the  expenses  to  exceed  the  income  at  least  $6,000.  The  tuition 
fees  and  room  rent  may  fall  much  short  of  the  amount  above  estimated, 
inasmnch  as  under  the  act  of  reorganisation,  one  student  from  each  As- 
sembly district  is  entitled  to  free  tuition  at  the  University.  < 
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It  is  perfectly  certain  that  at  present  and  for  the  next  few  years  to  come, 
until  the  income  from  tho  sales  of  lands  shall  be  increased,  the  receipts 
from  present  sources  will  not  be  sufficient  to  defray  the  most  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  university,  if  it  is  to  be  properly  reorganized  with  a  com- 
petent president  and  faculty,  upon  the  most  limited  plan  of  instruction, 
and  without  regard  to  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  agricultural  de- 
partment. If  then,  the  State  is  to  have  such  an  institution  of  learning, 
the  least  it  can  do  is  to  supply  the  deficiency  which  will  probably  require 
an  annual  appropriation  of  from  $5,000  to  $7,000  for  the  next  five  years. 
In  order  to  support  the  justice  of  this  demand  and  to  show  that  much 
more  even  is  justly  due  from  the  state  to  this  university,  I  beg  leave  here 
to  refer  to  sec.. 6  of  article  10  of  tho  constitution  which  says  that  "pro- 
vision shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  establishment  of  a  state  university, 
*  *  *  The  proceed  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the  state  for  the  support  of  a  uni- 
versity, shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  to  be  called  tho  "universi- 
ty fund,"  the  interest  of  which  shall  bo  appropriated  to  the  support  of 
the  state  university."  It  is  well  known  that  out  of  this  fund  at  a  cost  of 
over  $100,000,  land  has  been  purchased  and  buildings  erected  by  the  state 
for  the  establishment  of  the  university,  thus  withdrawing  from  the  support 
of  the  university  an  annual  sum  of  over  $7,000  interest.  I  maintain  that 
the  evident  intention  of  the  above  section  of  the  constitution  was  that  the 
state  should  furnish  the  buildings  and  grounds  and  not  the  university  fund 
or  its  interest,  and  that  therefore  the  state  has  improperly  caused  or  suf- 
fered tho  fund  to  be  diverted.  If  I,am  correct  in  this  construction,  then 
the  state  owes  the  university  over  $100,000  or  at  least  the  actual  interest 
on  that  sum. 

But  again ;  for  many  years,  until  the  law  was  changed  last  winter,  the 
State  took  from  the  university  fund  income,  annually,  about  $1,000  for  the 
management  of  its  funds,  and  altogether  it  has  thus  appropriated  out  of 
the  annual  interest  of  this  fund  the  sum  of  $5,500.  So  far  as  the  future 
is  concerned,  this  unjust  charge  against  this  institution  of  learning,  which 
should  be  established,  fostered  and  cased  for  by  the  State  has  been  with- 
drawn, but  the  state  should  in  justice  refund  the  sum  heretofore  taken. 

And  finally  :  By  the  act  of  Congress  granting  the  agricultural  college 
lands  accepted  by  this  State,  it  was  bound  to  provide  the  necessary  build- 
ings for  the  Establishment  of  the  agricultural  college,  and  to  put  it  in  op- 
eration. By  uniting  this  grant  with  the  university,  it  becomes  unneces- 
sary to  provide  buildings ;  but  in  as  much  as  the  income  from  this  fund 
would  for  the  present  be  utterly  insufficient  to  maintain  a  separate  college, 
it  is  certainly  not  asking  too  much  that  the  institution  with  which  it  is 
ttnited  should  be  put  upon  a  basis  where  it  can  live. 

Two  great  institutions  of  learning  are  united  in  this  university,  which, 
until  this  year,  have  never  cost  the  state  one  cent  to  support.  It  is  time 
that  Wisconsin  should  cease  standing  behind  so  many  of  her  sister  states 
in  regard  to  this,  its  highest  institution  of  learning,  which  should  be  the 
pride  of  its  citizens.  In  other  states,  where  state  universities  flourish  and 
stand  high  as  institutions  of  learning,  it  will  be  found  that  tfiey  are  liber- 
ally supported  by  state  donations. 
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At  their  first  meeting  the  regents  appointed  a  committee  to  make  an  in- 
ventory  of  the  property  of  the  university.  This  committee  afterwards 
made  a  detailed  report,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed  marked  "  Ap- 

nidix  B."  which  shows  an  aggregate  value  of  property  of  $706,773  52-100 
onging  to  the  university.  The  prodnotive  part  of  this  fund  is  at  pres- 
ent small,  but  it  will  increase  constantly  until  the  wild  lands  shall  all  have 
been  sold.  With  a  little  aid  from  the  state  now  and  for  the  next  few 
years,  the  institution  can  be  put  upon  a  proper  basis,  otherwise  it  is 
doomed  to  linger  sickly  along,  a  discredit  to  our  State.

*  Tho  gross  net  receipts  of  interest  and  penalties  belonging  to  the  Income 
of  the  University  fund  are  stated,  after  deducting  tho  amount  of  interest 
refunded,  and  the  expenses  charged  by  the  state  for  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  fund.  These  expenses  and  refunded  items  amount  to  the  sum 
of  $2,676  32.  In  future  all  such  expenses  will  be  paid  from  the  general 
fund  of  the  state.

These  fees  are  supposed  to  havo  amounted  to  about  $3,500.00  or  $4,000.

SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

While  the  number  of  districts  in  the  state  is  42  more  than  in  1865,  the 
number  reported  is  38  less.  The  consolidation  of  districts  offsets  the 
number  of  new  districts  formed ;  hence  the  number  organized  during  the 
year  is  probably  larger  than  is  indicated  by  the  reports. 

The  town  boards  of  supervisors  very  generally  seek  to  unite  districts 
whenever  practicable,  and  thus  to  promote  efficiency  and  economy  in  the 
management  of  school  affairs.  There  are,  however,  instances  in  which  the 
ability  to  employ  a  good  teacher  and  to  support  a  good  school  is  sacrificed 
to  the  supposed  advantage  of  residing  near  the  school  house. 

In  many  of  our  villages  and  thickly  settled  towns  a  union  of  districts 
that  would  render  it  possible  to  grade  the  schools,  would  be  advantageous. 
With  primary  schools  conveniently  located,  and  a  central  school  of  higher 
grade  established,  the  benefits  of  the  graded  system  may  be  made  avail*- 
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tye.  Until  the  adoption  of  the  "Township  system  of  school  organiza- 
tion," special  legislation  must  be  sought  by  those  localities  desirous  of  se- 
curing the  benefits  resulting  froiri  the  method  of  managing  schools  that 
has  been  found  so  effective  in  our  cities  and  larger  villages.

If  to  the  number  registered  as  attending  the  public  schools,  we  add 
those  reported  as  in  attendance  at  the  other  sohools  in  the  state,  we  have 
at  least  247,500,  which  is  about  70  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  oyer  4 
and  under  20  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  less  than  4  years  of  age,  who  have  attended  the 
public  schools  some  portion  of  the  past  year,  is  2,176  or  9      more  than 
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were  reported  last  year.  This  fact  is  creditable  to  neither  the  judgment 
of  school  officers,  nor  the  humanity  of  those  parents  who  permit  their 
children  to  attend  sohobl  at  so  early  an  age.  The  restraint  and  routine  of 
the  school  room  are  not  adapted  to  the  growth  of  either  the  body  or  mind 
of  a  child  less  than  six  years  of  age.  Listlessness,  apathy  and  disgust 
are  the  certain  oonsequences  of  the  parental  folly  that  denies  to  a  child  the 
freedom  of  movement  required  by  his  body,  and  the  variety  of  objects  de- 
manded by  his  mind.  That  provision  of  our  State  constitution  which 
precludes  us  from  excluding  from  the  public  schools  children  under  six 
years  of  age,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  most  teachers  and  school  officers,  unwise 
and  unfortunate. 

The  number  over  20  years  of  age,  attending  the  public  schools  is  1818, 
or  295  more  than  last  year.  The  subject  of  evening  schools  is  attracting 
attention,  and  deserves  the  consideration  of  Boards  of  Education  in  our 
cities.  There  are  many  persons  so  situated  in  our  large  towns,  as  to  he 
unable  to  attend  school  during  the  day,  who  would  gladly  avail  themselves 
of  evening  schools  to  learn  reading,  writing  and  book-keeping,  were  in- 
struction provided  in  these  important  branohes.  To  render  these  schools 
useful,  and  to  make  them  successful,  they  should  be  placed  in  charge  of  the 
best  teachers,  and  they  should  be  free. 

By  the  amendment  of  section  19,  of  chapter  155  of  the  General  Lavs 
of  1868,  five  months  sohoql  is  made  necessary  to  entitle  a  district  to  share 
hereafter  in  the  apportionment  of  the  income  of  the  school  fund.  The 
wisdom  of  this  provision  is  generally  conceded. 
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In  the  following  statement  are  given,  (1),  the  census  of  1§65  by  conn- 
ties  ;  (2),  the  nnmber  of  children  reported  oyer  four  and  nnder  twenty 
years  of  age  ;  (3),  the  whole  nnmber  reported  as  attending  school,  and 
(4),  the  nnmber  for  each  hundred  of  school  age,  who  have  been  registered 
as  attending  the  public  schools  some  part  of  the  past  school  year.

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It  is  obvious  that  the  returns  from  Ashland  county  are  incorrect,  or 
that  a  large  number  comparatively,  not  residing  in  the  county,  have  at- 
tended the  public  sohools. 

The  counties  showing  an  attendance  of  less  than  50  per  cent,  are  Ke- 
waunee, and  Milwaukee  ;  and  those  showing  an  attendance  of  more  than 
75  per  cent,  are  Adams,  Ashland,  Buffalo,  Columbia,  Douglas,  Eau 
Claire,  Green,  Green  Lake,  Jackson,  Juneau,  Monroe,  Pierce,  Polk,  Por- 
tage, St.  Croix,  Sauk,  Walworth,  Waupaca,  Waushara  and  Wood. 

The  number  attending  private  sohools,  incorporated  Academies,  Colleges 

and  Universities,  and  the  number  receiving  instruction  in  the  various  be 

nevolent  institutions  in  the  state,  are  nearly  as  follows  :

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If  this  number  be  added  to  the  number  reported  as  attending  the  pub- 
lic schools,  we  ha7e  247,830,  with  a  considerable  number  unreported,  who 
attend  denominational  and  other  private  schools.  The  whole  number  who 
have  received  instruction  in  the  schools  of  the  State  during  the  past  year, 
may  be  estimated  at  250,000.  If  from  the  number  drawing  public  money 
we  deduct  20  per  cent,  for  those  too  young  to  attend  school,  or  having 
some  good  reason  for  their  absence,  we  find  281,604  who  ought  to  have 
attended  school.  It  thus  appears  that  there  are  over  31,000  children  in 
the  State  whose  education  is  entirely  neglected. 

If  in  connection  with  the  non-attendance,  we  consider  the  irregular  at- 
tendance, we  discover  a  state  of  things  that  no  good  citizen  can  contemplate 
without  deep  concern.  The  regular  attendance  of  the  whole  number  regis- 
tered in  the  public  schools  during  18  £6,  for  the  average  time  the  schools 
were  in  session,  would  give  us  29,915,920  days  attendance,  but  the  num- 
ber reported  is  15,637,529  days,  showing  that  for  the  128  days,  or  average, 
time  the  schools  were  open,  there  were  in  attendance,  one  day  with  another, 
only  52  out  of  each  hundred  registered.  District  boards  and  other  sohool 
officers  may,  by  the  adoption  of  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  schools  under  their  charge,  do  much  to  prevent  irregulari- 
ty; and  county  superintendents  may,  by  requiring  teachers  to  make 
monthly  reports,  and  by  creating  a  proper  public  opinion,  succeed  in  secur- 
ing a  better  attendance  than  the  present  year  shows ;  still,  the  terrible 
fact  that  one  half  of  the  children  registered  during  the  year  are  daily  ab- 
sent, and  that  there  are  at  least  80,000  children  in  the  State  growing  up 
in  ignorance  admonishes  us  that  some  power  more  potent  than  any  yet 
used  must  be  called  into  requisition  before  the  evil  can  be  removed. 

It  is  for  the  Legislature  to  consider  whether  our  laws  can  be  so  modified 
as  to  afford  a  remedy  for  the  great  wrong  society  suffers  from  this  evil. 
Property  pays  taxes  to  build  sohool  houses,  to  employ  teachers  and  to  ed- 
ucate all.  ,  The  reason  is  that  education  protects  property  by  preventing 
crime,  but  we  waste  the  taxes  that  are  paid  to  educate  the  youth  of  the 
State,  and  then  impose  another  tax  to  punish  crimes  that  proper  culture 
would  prevent.  The  direct  results  of  irregular  attendance  are  scarcely 
more  deplorable  than  the  indirect.  It  weakens  our  whole  school  system. 
It  prevents  those  attending  regularly  from  making  progress  in  their  stud- 
ies, and  it  is  the  never  failing  source  of  disorder  in  schools  and  of  di«cord 
in  neighborhoods. 
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TEACHERS. 

Of  the  6,114  certificates  granted  daring  the  past  year,  65were/?r*f 
grade,  151  second  grade,  and  5,898  third  grade.  The  number  of  first 
grade  certificates  is  6  more  than  last  year. 

The  teachers  in  most  of  our  city  schools  are  examined  by  city  superin- 
tendents, and  no  report  of  the  grade  of  certificates  granted  is  made  to  this 
office.

There  is  a  demand  in  all  parts  of  the  state  for  teachers  who  have  had 
the  advantages  of  professional  training.  Persons  qualified  to  teach  are 
well  paid  as.  soon  as  their  fitness  becomes  known.  A  necessity,  however, 
exists  for  permitting  those  of  very  limited  attainments  to  teach.  Other- 
wise hundreds  of  schools  would  be  without  teachers.  The  cause  of  this 
is  found  in  the  fact,  that  no  facilities  for  obtaining  the  training  necessary 
for  a  teacher  have,  until  recently,  existed  in  our  state.  The  Normal  De- 
partment of  the  University  and  the  Normal  School  at  Platteville  are  doing 
a  small  part  of  much  that  we  hope,  ere  long,  to  see  accomplished. 

The  salaries  paid  in  some  of  the  cities  of  the  state,  to  the  principals  of 
high  schools,  are  as  follows  :

In  many  of  our  villages,  teachers,  fitted  to  take  charge  of  graded  schools, 
receive  from  $800  to  $1000  per  annum.  In  s"ome  of  the  country  districts 
there  is  too  little  importance  attached  to  attainments,  tact  add  experi- 
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ence,  by  those  who  employ  teachers ;  and  cheapness  is  often  more  care- 
folly  considered  than  qualification.  The  economy  that  sacrifices  the  school 
for  a  few  dollars,  is  ill-advised,  and  the  injustice  that  demands  ability, 
learning  and  character  in  a  teaoher  and  yet  refuses  a  liberal  compensation 
for  them,  merits  the  severest  reprobation. 

It  is,  however,  proper  to  remark  that  some  of  the  best  schools  in  the 
state  may  be  found  in  obscure  villages  or  rural  districts — schools  that  in 
order,  discipline  and  attainments  surpass  others  better  known  and  better 
appreciated.

The  reports  from  the  county  superintendents  of  Burnett,  Columbia,  Ju- 
neau and  Kenosha  counties,  and  the  first  district  of  Milwaukee  county, 
were  balanced. 

There  is  general  complaint  in  the  reports  of  county  superintendents  in 
regard  to  the  defective  and,  in  many  cases,  utterly  unintelligible,  returns 
made  by  town  clerks  respecting  the  financial  condition  of  the  school  dii- 
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triots  of  their  respective  towns.  Town  olerks  complain,  and  with  good 
reason,  of  the  financial  statements  famished  to  them  by  district  clerks. 
Unless  some  means  can  be  devised  to  ensure  more  correct  reports  from 
school  districts,  we  can  Bcarocly  hope  that  our  educational  statistics  will 
be  more  than  approximations  to  the  facts,  upon  a  knowledge  of  which  the 
intelligent  and  efficient  management  of  our  school  affairs  depends.  There 
is  needed  a  simple  and  uniform  method  of  keeping  school  accounts,  and 
this  can  best  be  secured  by  furnishing  to  each  district  a  register  for  the 
school,  and  record  books  for  the  clerk  and  treasurer,  with  such  instructions 
as  will  tend  to  secure  greater  accuracy  in  the  keeping  of  accounts  and 
making  reports.  The  matter  is  respectfully  referred  to  the  Legislature  for 
consideration.

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  publio  school  houses  is  118  more  than  last  year,  being 
4,456.  Of  these  410  are  built  of  brick  or  stone.  The  number  of  pupils 
that  oan  be  accommodated  is  247,950.  The  number  of  buildings  reported 
with  outhouses  in  good  condition  is  1,626;  629  are  without  blackboards, 
and  3,736  are  not  furnished  with  outline  maps.

The  cities  and  towns  of  the  state  having  school  houses,  valued  each  at 
910,000  or  more,  are  as  follows :  Beloit,  Delavan,  Fond  du  Lao,  Horicon, 
Janesville,  Kenosha,  Madison,  Milwaukee,  Mineral  Point,  Platteville,  Ra* 
cine  and  Watertown. 
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During  the  past  year  there  has  been  expanded  for  building  and  repair- 
ing, the  sum  of  J 174, 903. 04,  a  sum  sufficient  to  show  an  intelligent  ap- 
preciation of  the  importance  of  suitable  school:  accommodations.  In  many 
of  our  villages  and  cities  buildings  have  been  erected  that  reflect  great 
credit  not  only  upon  the  communities  that  have  built  them,  but  upon  the 
state  at  large. .  There,  are  school  houses  now  to  be  found  in  Wisconsin, 
that  in  their  construction,  arrangement,  stylo  and  furnishing  would  not 
suffer  by  comparison  with  the  best  in  older  and  wealthier  states.  The 
.progress,  in  this  respect,  mado  during  the  past  few  yoarq,  is  a  source  of 
deep  satisfaction  to  every  friend  of  .general  education.  An  elegant  school 
house,  conveniently  arranged  and  tastefully  furnished  exerts  a  beneficial 
influence  upon  all  olasses  of  tho  community.  It  is  both  an  effect  and  a 
cause  of  intelligence  and  refinement. 

The  utter  unfitness  of  some  of  the  school  houses  in  the  state  for  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  designed,  and  this  too  in  districts  entirely  able 
to  provide  suitable  school  buildings,  suggests  the  propriety  of  such  legis- 
lative action  as  will  secure  to  the  children  residing  in  such  districts  the 
means  of  education.  Were  town  boards  of  supervisors  required!  on  com- 
plaint made  to  them  by  the  county  superintendent,  of  the  unfitness  or  feck 
of  sohool  accommodation*  in  any  district,  to  examine  and  decide  as  to  the 
ground  of  such  complaint,  and  the  ability  of  the  district  to  provide  jbhe 
necessary  buildings  for  a  good  sohool ;  and  were  said  boards  authorised, 
in  the  exerciso  of  a  sound  discretion,  to  levy,  collect,  and  expend  a  reasona- 
ble tax  for  building  a  sohool  house  or  for  repairing  the  same,  it  is  believed 
that  such  a  law  would  be  beneficial  to  tho  districts  thus  t  taxed,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  people  of  the  state.  ♦ 

The  poorest  school  houses  are  cot  generally  found  in  the  districts 
possessing  least  ability  to  build  better  ones.  They  arts  evidences  of  sel- 
fishness or  ignorance  wherever  they  are  found ;  hence  a  law  of  .  the  kind 
indicated  could  not  be  regarded  as  oppressive.

Thtflaw  now  authorises  districts  to  raise  a  tax  of  fifty  dollars  for  libra- 
ry purposes  at  each  annual  meeting ;  brit  the  above'  tract  of  Ireports  in- 
dicates that  comparatively  few  districts'* aiail  themsei*  '  fof  the'  provision. 
No  argument  is  needed  to  convince  the  Legislature,  that  the  establish- 
ment and  support  of  libraries  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  people,  is  de- 
manded by  weighty  considerations.  Our  state  Constitution  recognises  li- 
braries as  a  part  of  otir  common  school  system.  Section  2,  article  X, 
provides  thai  the  income  of  the  school  fund  "  shall  be  exclusively  applied

The^egislature  having  made  no  provision  in  the  act,  raising  the  fund, 
for  its  expenditure,  it  was  allowed  to  accumulate  until  it  amounted  to 
$8^784.78;  of  which  $36,418.08  iras  deriVed  from  the  income  of  the 
school  fund,  and  853,366.70  from  the  tax  of  one-tenth  of  a  mill  on  the 
dollar,  valuatioa  of.  the  property  of  the  State. 
'  ,  In  the  annual- report  -from" this  department  in  1861,  Hon,1  J,  L<  Pick- 
.  iard>  Superintendent  .of  .Public  Instruction  says :  "  I  regret  that  no  pro- 
vision has  as  yet  been*:  made  for- the  distribution  bf  the  township  library 
fund-  Ide4mrt^prbwiplea^ood  one,  a»d  (indwell  calculated  to  advanoe 
the  educational  interests  of  the  state.      Owing  *o':fte  peculiar  circttm- 
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stances  into  which  wo  have  boon  forced  by  the  Southern  rebfUioo,  and  the 
consequent  demands  upon  our  state  for  means  to  prosecute  the  war,  I 
deem  it  my  duty  to  advise  the  suspension  of  the  operation  of  the  law,  crea- 
ting this  fund,  for  a  term  of  three  or  five  years.  I  would  also  recommend  • 
that  so  nStteh  of  the  fund  as  has  arisen  from  the'  diversion  of  the  tin  per 
oent.  of  the  school  fund  income,  be  restored  to  that  fncbhre  for*  appor- 
tionment ;  and  I  would 'farther  recommend  that  so'  mtSofi  of  the  fund  as 
has  been  produced  by  the  1-10  of  a  mill,  Btate  tax*  l>e  set  Vsidd*  as  a 
permanent  library  fund,  and  that  foir  three  or  five  jreiark,'the  fund  so 
set  aside,  bo  invested  in  state  bonds.

The  legislature  instead  of  endorsing  by  its  action  the  recommenda- 
tion of  Superintendent  Pickard,  the  wisdom  of  which,  considering  the 
circumstances  under  which  it  was  made,  will  not  be  questioned,  repealed 
the  law  creating  the  fund,  and  returned  to  the  general  fund  of  the  State 
the  sum  of  $53,366.70  and  to  the  inpome  of  the  school  funfl  the  balance, 
which  had  been  pledged,  to  establish  township  libraritf. 

It  seems  to  be  proper  to  consider  at  the  present  time,  whether  the 
interests  of  the  state  would  not.be  promoted  by  carrying  out,  by,  appro- 
priate legislation,  the  project  that  was*  defeat ed.by  the  repeal  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  ten  of  the  general  laws  of  185$.  tt  is  believed  that  an 
aet,  appropriating,  from  the -general  fund;  the  amount  of  the  1-  10th  mill 
tax,  for  founding  township  libraries,  would  bo<  regarded  by  the  people  as 
a  measure  calculated-  to  promote -the  best  interest*  efthfe  Btate,  It  Would 
not  be  desirable  that  the  whole  amount  should  be  used  in  a  single  year, 
and  it  mighd  be  soand  policy  to  use  the  fund  in  each  a  mktiner  as  to  en- 
tourage tfcat  local  effort  that  it  is  always  wise  to  secure. 

An  act  of  this  kind  should  provide  for  the  appointment. of  a  State  Board 
of  Library  Commission ers?  to  consist  of  -men  whose  position  and  charac- 
ter should  furnish  a  guarantee  that  that  the  books  selected  would  in  all 
respects  be,  suitable,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  .people  would,  in  the 
purchase  anA  distribution  of  tne  samp,'  be  carefully  regarded.  It  should 
also  provide  for  library  cc  mmittees  in  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  state, 
who  should  have  the  custody  and  control  of  the  tpwp  Hbraries,  under 
such  regulations  as  would  secure  the  preservation  of  fhe  boo^s,  an£  afford 
lJ  facilities  fcr  their  use  to  the.  people  of  the  several  pojiool  districts. 

The  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  respectfully  called  to  this  subject,  with 
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a  strong  hope,  that  a  measure  fraught  with  so  much  good,  may  receive  a 
favorable  consideration.

.  There  is  a  decrease  in  the  amount  due  on  certificates  of  sales  of  $120,- 
686.37,  and  in  the  amount  due  on  mortgages  of  $06,481.82,  making  the 
sum  of  $217,167.69.  The  state  bond*  reported  in  1865  as  a  part  of  the 
School  Fund  have  been  canceled,  and  are  now  represented  by  certificates  of 
state  indebtedness.  The  amount  of  these  bonds  being  added  to  the  fore- 
going items,  we  have  $320,867.67,  as  the  decrease  in  certificates  of  sales, 
mortgages  and  state  bonds. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  an  increase  in  certificates  of  state  indebt- 
edness of  $497,900.00,  showing  an  increase  in  the  productive  school  fund 
during  the  year, '  as  reported  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  of  $177,032.31. 
The  sources  of  this  increase  do  not  appear  in  the  account  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  as  published  from  year  to  year.  It  would  seem  desirable  to 
have  an  annual  statement  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  showing 
the  Items  that  go  to  increase  or  diminish  the  school  fund,  in  order  that  the 
causes  for  its  increase  or  diminution  may  be  easily,  understood.

Considering  the  fact  thai  a  sum  sufficient  to  take  up  the  $440,100  of 
state  bonds  will  probably  be  paid  in  within  two  years,  it  would  seem  to  be 
proper  fdr  the  Legislature  to  determine  the  policy  of  the  state  in  reference 
tq  the  management  of  its  trust  funds.  There  is  now  no  provision  for  in- 
vesting these  funds  in  any  public  securities  other  than  bonds  of  thrs  state 
issued  for  war  purposes. 

'The  magnitude  of  the  interests  involved  in  the  proper  management  of 
ouiieduoatideal  trustfonds  cannot  fail  to  be  appreciated  by  She  Legislature, 
and  a  reasonable  forecast  requires  that  every  security  that  appropriate 
legislation  can'  afford*  should,  be-  adopted,'  to  ensure  the  prompt' payment 
and  apportionment  of  the  income  of  these  funds* .

It. can-, 
cannot  be.  denied,  that  in  a  few  instances,  the  persons  selected  as  county 
superintendents  have  shown  little  interest  in  the  position,  or' fitness  for.ifo 
but  in  every  county,  in  the  state  men  may  be  found,  if  they. are  sought,  who 
will  do  their  duty  intelligently,  unselfishly  and.  efficiently.    Tt  may  fee 
that  these  Lien  cannot  always  be  found  at  a  political  canons,  but  this', 
ought  not  tQ  be  an  insurmountable  objection  to  their  nomination  .or  election.  > 

The  salaries  at-  present  paid  to  these  officers,  are  with  a  few  exceptions, \ 
too  small  to  secure  the  talent  and  ability  which  they  ought  to"  possess,  As  > 
the  minimum  salary  fixed  by  the  legislature  has  great  influence  itt1  deter-  | 
mining  the  amount  actually  paid,'  and  as  the  law.  limiting  the.  opmpeasatiop  ; 
of  these  officers  was  passed  six  years  ago,  a  change*. of  the  law  so  as  to  en- 1 
courage  the  payment  of  larger  salaries*  and  to  provide  for. the. printing*  etc,  \ 
necessary  to  a  proper  discharge*  of  thctiuties  of  the  office,  re  recommended,., 

It  would. also  seem. to  be  proper*. that. the  county  superintendent  should  > 
have  an  office  room  furnished  him  at  the  couuty  seat,  i  where  the  reoord^ofv 
his  office  shall  be.  kept,  and  where  he  may  be  found  at  convenient  times 
by  those  who  have  business  to  do  with  him.

A  meeting  of  County  and  City  Superintendents  was  held  at  Portage 
City,  August  29th,  1866.  The  following  is  a  condensed  report  of  the 
proceedings.  The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 
Supt.  Cundall  moved  that  Mr.  McMynn  be  the  permanent  chairman, 
which  was  carried.  Supt.  Stewart,  of  Waukesha,  was  then  elected  secre- 
tary, and  Supt.  Bosenkrans,  of  Columbia,  assistant  secretary.  On  mo- 
tion, the  secretaries  were  constituted  a  financial  committee.  The  chair- 
man then  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows  : 

Gektlkvkn  : — The  number  of  County  Superintendents  here  assembled,  is  a  guaran- 
tee, that  the  great  interest  they  are  appointed  to  guard,  is  receiving  attention,  and 
we  may  hope  that  by  a  comparison  of  views  and  an  interchange  of  opinions,  we  may 
render  our  official  action  beneficial  to  the  people. 

We  could  scarcely  desire  to  see  perfect  uniformity  of  action.  Our  social  condi- 
tion does  not  demand,  and  will  not  tolerate  a  system  that  is  perfectly  mechanical. 
Whatever  plans  we  may  devise,  or  whatever  method  we  may  pursue,  there  must  be 
left  room  for  the  play  of  conflicting  opinions,  and  individual  characteristics.  With 
us,  government  1b  made  for  the  people  and  by  the  people.  It  is  the  instrument  with 
which  they  accomplish  their  will.  It  must  always  be  subordinate  to  the  happiness  of 
those  who  create  it.  We  should  keep  in  Bight  the  actual  condition  of  the  communi- 
ty for  which  we  legislate,  for  laws  adapted  to  one  people  and  a  particular  time,  are 
quite  unfitted  to  another  people  and  a  different  time. 

In  general,  the  more  comprehensive  and  complete  we  render  our  methods,  the 
greater  the  number  of  exceptions  that  fall  under  them,  hence  the  necessity  for  pru- 
dence, skill  and  charity,  in  the  administration  of  educational  affairs. 

There  are  various  topics,  exciting  more  or  less  interest  at  this  time,  that  will  nat- 
urally claim  your  attention.  Some  are  of  special  importance  to  us  as  citizens  and 
school  officers  of  this  State,  and  others  are  more  general  in  their  nature.  Among 
the  subjects  of  special  interest  to  those  here  assembled,  may  be  mentioned: 

1.  School  Statistic*  and  Records. — The  necessity  for  uniformity,  correctness  and 
promptness,  in  the  collection  of  statistics,  is  obvious  to  aU.  But  this,  under  exist- 
ing circumstances,  is  unattained,  and  perhaps  unattainable.  The  starting  point  is 
the  school.  If  the  teacher's  register  is  not  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
designed,  our  statistics  are  unreliable  and  comparatively  useless.  Among  the  sub- 
jects, then,  deserving;  your  consideration,  will  be  found  school  records,  and  particu- 
larly the  teacher's  register.  In  connection  with  this  subject  may  be  considered  the 
propriety  of  having  the  state  furnish  all  blanks  used  by  school  officers  and  teachers 
in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties. 

2  A  System  of  monthly  reports  compute,  extending  from  the  teacher  to  the  State 
Superintendent,  through  the  County  Superintendent,  is  very  desirable,  but  not  yet 
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* 
perhaps  attainable.     The  publication  of  an  abstract  of  such  reports  for  each  county, 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  would  exert  a  powerful  influence  on 
our  educational  interests. 

8.  The  Examination  of  Teachers. — Heretofore,  this  examination  has  been  princi- 
pally a  written  one,  and  conducted  by  the  County  Superintendent  alone.  It  may  be 
proper  to  consider  whether  it  may  not  be  somewhat  popularized.  If  it  should  be 
made  to  partake*  morn  of  an  oral  character,  and  the  Superintendent  Bhotild  associate 
with  him,  those  who  are  fitted  by  character  and  attainments,  In  conducting  it,  there 
would  obviously  arise  certain  advantages  that  are  not  now  in  all  cases  secured.  The 
method  of  conducting  that  part  of  the  examination  relating  to  "Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  teaching,"  a  subject  now  embraced  in  the  requirements  of  a  third  grade  cer- 
tificate, is  deserving  of  attention  at  this  time. 

4.  Tlie  Means  of  Interesting  (he  People  in  Education. — That  a  greater  interest  fa  our 
schools  is  now  felt  than  ever  before,  will  not,  perhaps,  be  doubted,  but  much  of  this 
interest  is  unintelligent.  The  feeling  is  right,  but  It  must  be  guided  by  reason  and 
the  results  of  experience.  The  distribution  of  circulars  and  educational  tracts,  the 
judicious  use  of  the  newspapers,  and  addresses  to  the  people  from  time  to  time,  are 
the  well  tried  and  efficient  agencies  that  should  be  used,  with  tenfold  rigor  in  time 
to  come.  ., 

6.  A  Course  of  Study  for  our  Common  Schools. — Some  uniformity  in  the' studies 
pursued,  is  practicable  and  very  desirable.  The  amount  and  kind  of  oral  instruction 
to  be  given,  the  subjects, that  should  be  studied,  the  relative  importance  of  the  dif- 
ferent branches,  and  the  period  when  scholars  can  profitably  commence  the  study  of 
the  different  branches  of  the  school  course,  these  are  all  of  more  or  less  importance, 
and  deserve  your  consideration. 

'  Among  the  subjects  of  a  more  general  character  Ynay  be  mentioned  : 
1.'  The  Qualifications  Oiat  should  be  possessed  in  order4  to  sVcu+e  admission  to  our  Normal 
Schools. — It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Normal  Schools,  to  open,  the 
school  located  at  Platteville,  immediately.  It  is,  doubtless,  their  desire  to  extend 
the  bune fits  of  this,  and  the  other,  schools  they  have  established,  as  widely  as  possi- 
ble. To  prevent  these  schools  from  becoming  academies  instead  of  training-schools 
for  teachers,  will  require  care  in  their  management.  The  infiuenco  that  these  schools 
shall  exert,  and  the  good  they  shall  accomplish,  will  very  much  depend  upon  the  sym- 
pathy you  extend  toward  them,  and  the  confidence  you  feel  in  them.  Such  sugges- 
tions in  regard  to  their  management,  organization  and  scope,  as  your  observation 
and  experieuoe  fit  you  to  make,  would  exert  an  influence  on  the  action  of  the  board 
controlling  these  institutions,  fivorable  to  the  interests  of  our  public  schools, 

In  connection  with  these  schools,  it  is  believed  there  may  be  held  institutes  from 
time  to  time,  that  shall  tell  favorably  upon  the  character  and  attainments  of  our 
teachers,  and  it  is  believd  that  the  legislature  could,  .with  great  propriety,  authorise 
the  annual  expenditure  of  a  portion  of  the  income  of  the  normal  school  fund,  in 
holding  teachers1  institutes  until  such  time  as  schools  are  established  in  sufficient 
number  to  do  the  work,  that  for  some  time  to  come,  the  institute  alone  can  perform* 

2.  A  more  Economical  mad  Efficient  System  for  Ote  Management  of  our  Public  Schools. 
With  little  or  no  provision  made  for  the  education  of  those  who  need  instruction 
beyond  the  studies  merely  elementary,  the  inquiry  naturally  arises,  whether  some 
change  in  our  system  thai  shall  secure  gradation  and  a  more  extended  course  of 
study  for  our  country  towns,  may  not  be  secured.  This  has  been  proposed  in  what 
is  known  as  the  township  system.     The  subject  is.  one  deserving  of  attention. 

8.  Greater  Attendance  at  school, — You  need  not  to  be  reminded  that  thousands  of  our 
youth  are  growing  up  vicious  and  ignorant.  How  far  laws  may  be  made  to  aid  us  in 
removing  an. evil  that  is  threatening  the  public  weal,  is  a  matter  of  practical  impor- 
tance. You  understand  the  temper  of  the  people  and  nature  of  our  institutions,  and 
your  opinion  as  to  the  practicability  of  legislation  in  connection  with  this  matter, 
should  and  would  have  great  weight. 

There  are  other  subjects  that  will  Suggest  themselves  for  your  consideration.  We 
have  nftich  to  encourage  us  at  this  time...:  The  public  mind  is  receptive.  Recent 
legislative  action  in  this  state  has  drawn  toward  us  the  attention  of  the  whole 
country. 

The  development  of  out  normal  school  system  must  result  in  great  good  to  all  our 
educational  interests.      The  reorganization  of  our  state  university,  it  is  hoped,  will 
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secure  the  benefits  that  such  an  institution  'ottght  to  confer  upon  the  people;.  Our 
high  schools,  academies  and  colleges  are  making  progress,  and  our  educational  future 
is  more  hopeful  than  ever  before. 

Superintendent  Albari  sugge^ed  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
whom  should  be  referred  the  chairman's  address,  letters  from  the  various 
superintendents,  and  general  business,  with  instructions  to  report  the  as- 
signment of  the  different  subjects  to  suitable  committees;  >  Siipefiiftdndent 
Rosenkrans  moved  the  appointment  of  such  committee.  Gorried;  and  the 
chair  named  Sup6rintendent&  Rbserikrans,  Oundall,  Alban,  Stearns  and 
Hoffman,  as  such  committee.  The  reading  of.  letter*  from  superintendents 
in  the  hands  of  the  obaim&u  was  called  for.  A  number  of  letters  were 
read,  embodying  valuable  suggestions  aad  recommendations.  The  conven- 
tion then  took  a  recess. 

Convention  was  called  to  order.  Superintendent  Eosenkrans,  from  the 
business  committee,  reported  the  following  partial  assignment  of  subjects : 
On  examination  of  teachers,  Superintendent  Hooker,  and  Prof.  0.  H. 
Allen  of  the  normal  school;  on  compensation  of  county  superintendents, 
Superintendents  Alban  and  Harris;  on  school  houses  and  appendages,  Su- 
perintendent Rosenkrans  and  Prof.  C.  H.  Allen;  on  means ^of  interesting 
the  people,  Superintendents  Oundall  and  Hooker;  on  course  of  study  for 
common  schools,  Prof.  0.  H.  Allen  and  Superintendent  Graves;'  on  Satur- 
day schools  and  the  school  month,  Superintendents  Palmer  and  Stearns. 

Superintendent  MoMynn  then  answered  several  questions  which  had 
been  submitted  to  him.  *  Adjourned  till  half-past  two  P.  M. 

AFTJIBNOON      SBSSION. 

Convention  called  to  order  by  the  ohairman.  Roll  was  called.  The 
State  Superintendent  answered  several  further  questions  proposed  by  super- 
intendents. The  general  business  committee  then  completed  their  report 
as  follows  : 

On  school  legislation,  Superintendents  Rosenkrans  and  Oundall;  on 
teachers'  certificates,  Superintendents  Bright  and  Crandall;  on  support  of 
teachers'  institutes,  Superintendents  MoMynn  and  Hooker;  on  increased 
attendance  of  scholars,  Superintendents  Hoffman  and  Stearns. 

Report  adopted. 

Superintendent  Stbabnjs  submitted  a  report  of  the  committee  on  Satur- 
day schools  and  the  school  month,  as  follows  : 

SCHOOLS  ON  SATURDAYS,  1TO. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion'  that  schools  on  Saturdays  should  be  discon- 
tinoed^  for  the  ftltowfog  reasons:       :    .    <<  j<         '  "^ 

1st,  Scholars  need  one  .daj  in  the  veakto  make  preparations  for  their  MWrtdance 
during  the  remainder  of  the  week. 
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2d.    This  arrangement  would  make  the  attendance  more  uniform  and  regular. 
8d.     The  vacation  of  a  day  from  the  duties  of  the  school  room  in  each  week,  will 
be  for  the  advantage  of  the  pupils  as  respects  their  progress  in  their  studies. 

The  school  month  should,   we  think,   be  made   to  consist  of  twenty  days,  and 
-  teachers  ought  to  be  prohibited  from  making  up  lost  time  On  Saturdays.

r  After  discussion  the  report  was  adopted  as  the  opinion  of  the  conren- 
tion.  Superintendent  Alban,  from  committee  on  compensation  of  county 
superintendents,  submitted  the  following  report : 

"Compensation  or  county  supkrintbndbnts 

Your  committee,  to  whom  wa»  referred  the  compensation  of  county  superintend- 
ents, respectfully  report  as  follows: 

The  law  creating  the  office'  of  county  superintendent,  prescribes  his  duties  as  fol- 
lows: (See  sec.  92,  p.  47,  Code.)  It  will  be  seen  at  onoe  that  the  law  contemplates 
that  theperson  who  is  selected  as  superintendent  of  schools,  should  be  a  man  of  extra 
attainments,  literary  and  scientific,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  discharge  properly  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  will  be  readily  conceded  by  all  whose  opinions  on  that  sub- 
are  worth  anything,  that  he  should  be  a  man  who  has  made  the  subject  of  the  educa- 
tion of  the  masses  a  deep  and  long  continued  studY,  in  order  that  he  may  be  able  to 
advise  correctly  in  relation  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  common  Bchools.  Further, 
coming 'to  tie  discharge  of  the  duties  of  superintendent,  with  all  the  attainments, 
literary,  scientific  and  otherwise,  which  the  law  appears  to  contemplate,. the  super- 
intendent mtfst  be  a  man  of  progress. 

In  the  absence  of  all  experience  on  this  subject,  the  bare  recital  of  the  duties  of 
county  supeiintendent  as  prescribed  by  the  laws,  shows  that  the  efficient  perform- 
ance of  these  duties  involves  a  large  amount  of  labor. 

In  order  to  determine  the  question  of  compensation  of  superintendents,  let  ns 
compare  their  compensation  with  that  received  by  other  county  officers,  requiring  a 
■much  smaller  amount  of  scientific  and  general  knowledge,  and  no  more  labor.  In 
the  county  of  Columbia,  the  county  which  appears  tl  be  among  the  most  liberal  in 
this  respect  of*  the  counties  of  the  state,  the  county  treasurer  and  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  receive  each  a  salary  of  $1,500,  while  their  accomplished  and 
very  efficient  superintendent  receives  $1,000.  In  the  county  of  Portage,  with  a  pop- 
ulation of  8)000  and  about  70  schools,  the  present  incumbent  of  the  office  of  super- 
intendent receives  a  salary  which  nets  $500,  while  the  treasurer  and  clerk  of  the 
board  each  receive  $1,200.  A  comparison  extending  throughout  the  state  would,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  committee,  show  similar  results.  Your  commit te,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend that  this  convention  adopt  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  paramount  importance  of.  the  subject  of  common 
school  education,  and  the  beneficial  influence  of  an  intelligent  and  faithful  super- 
vision of  our  public  schools,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  law  making  power  of  our  state  to 
so  modify  the  law  as  to  give  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  Biich  compensa- 
tion as  will  enable  him  to  discharge  his  duties  in  such  .a  manner  as  to  raise  such 
schools  to  that  point  of  efficiency  which  the  public  good  demands.

After  discussion  at  some  length,  it  was  referred  to  a  spec- 
ial committee,  consisting  of  Superintendents  Bosenkrans  and  Coombs. 
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Superintendent  Cundall,  of  committee  on  school  legislation,  offered  a 
partial  report,  which  was  on  motion,  recommitted.  Superintendent  Hook- 
er read  a  partial  report  from  committee  on  examination  of  teachers.  On 
motion,  the  sentiment'  of  the  report  was  adopted,  and  the  committee  wm 
instructed  to  pur  iUin  the-  form  of  a  resolution  and  perfect  the  report. 

Adjourned  till  half  past  seven  to  meet  at  the  court  house.

Whkrkas,  The  length  of  time  which  will  be  required  to  put  Normal  Schools  im 
operation  so  that  the  system  will  be  developed  over  the  whole  state,  will  be  so  great 
as  to  make  the  deraaud  imperative  that  some  means  be  adopted  to  meet  the  want*  of 
those  parts  of  the  state  left  unprovfded  for ;  and 

Whereas,  Normal  instruction,  such  as  may  profitably  be  given  in  Institute  exer- 
cises, is  the  pressing  need  of  a  large  class  of  the  teachers,  and  the  need  most  pressing 
in  those  parts  of  the  state  likely  to  be  obliged  to  wait  longest  for  a  supply;  there- 
fore, 

Jtoolvedy  That  the  educational  interests  of  the  state  will  be  subserved  by  the  em- 
ployment of  the  Professors  in  the  Normal  Schools,  with  such  assistants  as  may  be  re- 
quired, a  part  of  each  year  in  general  institute  work  and  by  the  application  of  apart 
of  the  income  of  the  normal  school  fund  for  this  purpose ;  and  that  we  request  the 
legislature  to  authorize  the  board  of  normal  school  regents  to  appropriate  audi 
portion  of  the  income  of  the  fund  as  they  may  deem  advisable  for  %^is  purpose. 

Adjourned  till  half  past  eight  on  Friday  morning. 

MORNING  SESSION. 

Met  according  to  adjournment.  Moved  by  Supt.  Cundall  that  Prof.  0. 
H.  Allen  be  appointed  engrossing  committee,  to  prepare  proceedings  for 
publication.  Carried.  He  further  moved  that  all  blanks,  circulars,  &o.t 
used  by  the  different  county  superintendents  be  considered  common  proper- 
ty. Carried.  Supt.  Hooker,  from  committee  on  qualifications  for  enter- 
ing normal  schools, -made  a  report.  An  amendment  was  offered  changing 
the  age  to  "fifteen  for  females  and  sixteen  for  males."

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE  8TATK  NOSHAL  SCHOOL. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  "  qualifications  for  admissioa 
to  the  state  normal  schools,"  respectfully  report : 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  none  but  those  intending  to  become 
teachers,  and  who  possess  good  health,  good  minds  and  good  hearts,  should  be  admit- 
ted as  students  in  our  state  normal  schools,  and  that  the  benefits  of  these  schooj* 
be  as  widely  distributed  as  possible. 

The  following  resolutions  are  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  convention : 

Besolved,  That  this  convention  learn  with  great  satisfaction  that  a  normal  school  is 
soon  to  be  opened,  and  we  pledge  our  individual  co-operation  with  the  regents  Im 
their  efforts  to  provide  teachers  for  our  public  schools. 

Rexdved,  That,  1.  Males  should  be  eighteen  and  females  seventeen  years  of  age.  X, 
Candidates  should  furnish  evidence  of  good  health  and  of  ability  to  discharge  the  4a-

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ties  of  teachers  after  leaving  the  school.  3.  They  should  furnish  conclusive  evidence  of 
ajood  moral  character.  4.  They  should  pass  an  examination  in  spelling,  writing, 
reading,  arithmetic,  geography,  and  the  elements  of  English  grammar.  %.  A  pledge 
should  be  required  of  all  candidates  that  they  will  teach  at  least  three  years  in  the 
state  after  leaving  the  normal  school.

Resolved,  That  good  school  houses,  well  furnished,  and  fitted  up  with  pleasant  sur- 
roundings; parents  aroused  to  the  importance  of  educating  their  children  by  earnest 
addresses  on  the  subject  by  superintendents  and  teachers ;  competent  and  winning 
teachers,  faithfully  performing  their  duties ;  energetio  superintendents  deeply  inter, 
tsted  in  the  work  of  education,  together  with  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  state 
superintendent,  will  secure  to  a  great  extent  the  desired  result.

'    Report  of  committee  on  examinations,  reoeived  and  adopted : 

EXAMINATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

'      Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  president's  address  re- 
lating to  the  examination  of  teachers,  respectfully  report : 
That  the  object  of  the  examination  is  to  determine — 
First  What  the  teacher  knows. 
Second.  What  the  teacher  can  do. 
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To  obtain  information  upon  these  two  points,  it  seems  to  us  beBt  that  the  superii*- 
tendent  h*re  recourse  to  both  written  and  oral  examinations^  Written  examinations 
can  hardly  be,  .with  profit,  superseded  by  oral  examinations  for  the  following 
reasons: 

1.  Applicants  can  prepare  their  answers  with  more  deliberation,  and  with  less 
embarrassment. 

2.  Much  more  can  be  done  in  a  given  time  and  more  uni form  questions  can  be  sub- 
mitted. 

8.  The  superintendent,  having  time,  can  more  carefully  consider  the  answers,  given, 
and  arrive  at  more  correct  results. 

4.  The  filing  of  the  written  answers  constitutes  the  only  protection  which  the  su- 
perintendent has  against  charges  of  partiality  and  injustice.  Other  considerations 
suggest  themselves  which  your  committee  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  discuss,  owing  to 
the  shortness  of  our  session,  but  among  them  may  be  mentioned  the  important  fact, 
that  the  written  examination  shows  to  the  examiner  muchmort  than  the  simple  an- 
swers to  questions  submitted.  The  penmanship,  orthography,  punctuation  and  style 
of  an  applicant  are  by  no  means  minor  considerations  in  deciding  upon  his  qualifica- 
tions. Your  committee  would,  however,  by  no  means  discard  oral  examinations. 
These,  by  their  nature,  better  attain  the  second  object  of  the  examination  by  show- 
ing more  clearly  what  the  applicant  can  do.  We  therefore  heartily  endorse  the  sug- 
gestions of  superintendent  McMynn  in  reference  to  endeavoring  to  popularize  ex- 
aminations. Our  own  experience  has  demonstrated  to  us  that  the  presence  and  as- 
sistance of  qualified  persons  contribute  much  to  the  interest  and  profit  of  an  exam- 
ination. The  oral  examination  should  not  be  made  up  merely  of  questions  and  an- 
swers, but  should  consist  in  part,  at  least,  of  demonstration  and  explanation  from 
maps,  globes  or  blackboard. 

_  Tour  committee  submit  the  following  suggestions  in  reference  to  methods  of  ex- 
amination. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  an  improvement  can  be  made  in  the  matter  of  the  ques- 
tions submitted. 

So  far  as  your  committee  is  aware,  the  customThas  been  to  submit  to  the  applicant 
five  or  ten  questions  and  require  him,  in  order  to  secure  the  highest  grade  upon  his 
certificate,  to  answer  fully  all  these  questions.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  results  desired 
might  be  better  attainod  by  submitting  1  or  14  questions,  allowing  the  applicant  to 
elect  6  out  of  7  or  10  out  of  14,  and  answer  these,  thereby  obtaining  a  grade  of  100. 

It  may  be  urged  in  favor  of  this,  first,  that  in  many  of  the  subjects  upon  which 
examinations  are  made,  there  is  much  of  mere  technical  knowledge  required,  and  the 
mere  temporary  inability  to  recall  such  knowledge,  is  no*  an  evidence  of  incompeten- 
cy- By  giving  the  applicant  the  election  between  questions,  although  they  may  be 
of  equal  difficulty,  better  justice  would  be  done. 

Second,  It  gives  the  examiner  the  opportunity  to  ask  what  may  properly  be  called 
''suggestive,  or  directing"  questions,  not  so  much  for  the  purpose  of  having  them 
answered,  as  to  point  out  to  teachers  subjects  or  points  for  future  study.  This  is  a 
consideration  by  no  means  to  be  lost  sight  of. 

The  subject  of  "  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching,"  also  mentioned  as  a  part  of 
examinations,  seems  naturally  to  divide  itself  into  two  heads.  Examinations  under 
either  of  these  must  be  very  limited  until  more  accessible  means  of  qualifications 
are  provided.  The  applicant's  theory  can  be  drawn  out  by  questions  pertaining  to 
the  various  duties  of  the  school  room,  and  to  his  method  of  accomplishing  certain 
results.  Some  knowledge  of  his  philosephy  of  education  (if  he  has  any)  may  be  ob- 
tained in  this  way.  At  all  e rents,  the  examiner  can  find  whether  the  applicant  has 
ever  read  any  educational  books  or  periodicals — information  of  value  in  determining 
his  fitness  to  teach. 

If  this  be  found  radically  wrong  his  certificate  should  be  annulled. 

Tour  committee  submit  the  following  resolutions  as  a  condensed  summary  of  the 
e>bove  report; 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  examination  of  applicants,  Superintendents  must  rely 
•chiefly  upon  the  written  examination  as  a  test  of  scholarship. 

2.  RevAved,  That  by  submitting*  to  the  candidate  an  extra  number  of  questions 
from  which  he  may  select  a  fixed  number  to  answer,  more  just  and  satisfactory  re

•alts  may  be  reached  than  by  the  present  custom,  and  the  examiner  may  thus 
**tbe  more  reasonably  insist  that  "  the  answers  be  correct  in  fact  and  in  form.0 

8.  Resolved,  That  as  oral  exercises  enable  the  examiner  the  more  clearly  to  judge 
of  the  manner,  facility  of  oral  expression,  clearness  of  explanation,  and  spirit  of  the 
candidates,  they  should  exercise  a  strongly  modifying  influence  on  the  result  of  the 
written  exercises. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  oral  exercises  should  embrace  not  only  the  ordinary  ques- 
tions upon  the  theory  of  teaching,  but  also  the  ability  to  use  properly,  globes,  maps, 
and  other  apparatus. 

5.  Resolved,  That  while  the  Superintendent  should  be  satisfied  in  regnrd  to  the 
theory  of  the  candidate,  yet  he  cannot  judge  of  the  ability  to  apply  such  theory  un- 
til he  has  seen  the  teacher  in  the  school  room,  and  therefore  the  grading  of  this 
item  upon  the  certificate  should  be  deferred  until  the  school  has  been  visited.

Report  of  Prof.  0.  H.  Allen,  from  committee  on  sohool  houses  and  ap- 
pendages, was  read  and  adopted : 

SCHOOL  H0D8B8. 

Tour  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  school  houses  and  school 
house  appendages,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

The  fact  that  a  large,  if  not  respectable  minority  of  the  school  houses  of  the  state 
are  unfit  to  be  used  by  man  or  beast,  and  that  many  others  are  greatly  deficient  in 
the  requisites  for  conducting  a  good  and  efficient  school,  shows  that  there  is  a  neces- 
sity for  some  action,  on  tjie  part  of  educators,  in  this  direction.  Your  committee 
believe  that  this  action  may  well  be  two-fold  : 

First,  The  enlightenment  of  the  public  mind  upon  the  subject  of  school  houses ; 
by  disseminating  more  rational  views  upon  plane  of  construction,  convenient  out- 
houses, and  good  school  yards ;  that  the  public  should  be  made  to  see  the  practica- 
bility, if  not  the  necessity,  of  making  the  school  the  most  commodious  and  attrac- 
tive house  in  the  district,  and  that  in  this  field  of  labor,  teachers,  superintendents 
and  other  friends  of  education,  can  find  work  ever  at  hand,  which  they  should  do 
with  diligence. 

Second,  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  same  reason  which  renders  it 
necessary  to  demand  a  qualified  tdacher in  a  district  before  participating  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  public  funds,  at  least  suggests  the  propriety  of  requiring  a  suitable 
school  house  in  which  to  hold  the  sessions  of  the  school. 

We  therefore  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  resolutions  : 

Reached,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  educators  to  use  great  diligence  in  urging  upon  the 
public  the  necessity  of  constructing  large,  commodious,  well  ventilated,  comfortable 
and  attractive  school  houses,  with  suitable  outbuildings  and  appliances. 

Resolved,  That  the*  county  Superintendent,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  county 
judge,  should  have  power  to  condemn  unsuitable  school  houses  and  require  the  district 
to  repair  the  old,  or  erect  new  houses,  and  that  when  this  requisition  is  not  compli- 
ed with  in  a '  reasonable  time,  the  district  should  be  deprived  of  its  apportionment 
of  public  funds.

Whereas,  Many  of  our  schools  are  inadequately  provided  with  blackboards,  outline 
maps  and  apparatus,  and  the  people  and  district  boards  are  not  opposed  to  the  use 
of  such  requisites,  but  the  lack  is  attributable  to  negligence, 

Resolved,  -That  the  county  superintendent  should  be  authorized  to  notify  district 
boards  of  the  need  of  blackboards,  outline  maps  and  other  requisites,  where  such 
need  exists,  and  if  such  boards  shall  neglect  to  provide  such  requisites  for  ninety 
days,  then  the  county  superintendent  should  be  authorized  to  provide  such  requisites 
at  the  expense  of  the  district,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  a  reasonable  percentage  of  the 
amount  usually  expended  annually  for  school  purposes.

STATE  TEACHERS!  ASSOCIATION. 

The  fourteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  at  Ripon, 
commencing  July  25th  and  continuing  three  days.  Prof.  S.  D.  Oaylord, 
of  Sheboygan,  presided.  The  Association  was  welcomed  by  Hon.  A.  M. 
J3keels,  Mayor  of  Ripon,  and  the  citizens  of  the  place  spared  no  effort  to 
make  the  sessions  pleasant  as  well  as  profitable  to  those  in  attendance. 
The  number  of  teachers  present  was  larger  than  usual,  and  the  discussions 
Were  earnest  and  instructive. 

The  Governor  of  the  State  addressed  the  Association.  This  recognition 
of  its  importance,  on  the  part  of  (General  Fairchild,  was  fully  appreciated 
by  those  who  had  labored  to  promote  its  prosperity  in  years  gone  by. 
■*  Lectures  and  addresses  we  c  delivered  by  Prof.  S.  D.  Gaylord,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association,  John  Gr.  MoMynn,  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
fetruction,  Alexander  Kerr,  of  i^loit,  Prof.  Merrill,  of  Ripon  College,  Dr. 
J.  W.  Hoyt,  Secretary  of  the  Wi  ^onsin  Agricultural  Society,  Dr.  C.  B. 
Chapman,  of  Cincinnati,  Mr.  A.  G.  Abbott,  James  McAllister,  Esq.,  and 
0.  M.  Baker,  of  Milwaukee. 

Among  the  resolutions  adopted  by  tie  Association  were  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  draw  up  a  memorial  to  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States,  expressing  the  earnest  desire  of  this  association,  for 
the  passage  of  the  bill  creating  a  National  Bureau  of  Education,  and  that  said  com- 
mittee be  instructed  to  sign  said  memorial,  on  behalf  of  this  association,  and  for- 
ward it  to  our  Senators  for" presentation  to  the  Senate. 

Resolved,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be  requested  to  embody  in 
the  school  code,  or  publish  in  separate  book  form,  a  scries  of  questions  and  answers, 
covering  points  which  have  arisen  under  the  school  law  and  which  are  likely  to 
arise. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  association,  the  evil  of  non-attendance  can 
only  be  reached  by  the  strong  arm  of  the  law,  and  that  the  right  of  taxation  for  the 
support  of  public  schools,  implies  the  right  of  a  judicious  and  economical  expendi- 
ture of  that  money  for  the  public  good,  and  that  this  can  be  attained  only  by  the  en- 
actment of  a  law  that  shall  require  all  the  children  of  the  state,  over  aev»n  and  un- 
der fifteen  years  of  age,  to  attend  some  school  at  least  five  mouths  in  each  year. 

Resolved,  That  this  association  do  request  the  state  legislature  to  change  the  time 
of  holding  the  election  for  county  superintendents  from  the  general  election  in  No- 
vember to  the  municipal  and  town  elections  in  April,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding 
political  influence  in  the  choice  of  these  officers. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  county  superintendents  should  be  made  commensu- 
rate with  their  duties,  so  that  they  may  be  able,  without  detriment  to  themselves,  to 
devote  their  time,  talents  and  energy  to  the  improvement  of  our  common  schools. 

A  communication  was  laid  before  the  Association  from  Prof.  R.  C. 

Spencer,  Principal  of  the  "  Spencerian  Business  College,"  at  Milwaukee, 

offering  a  free  scholarship  in  that  institution  to  each  person  graduating  at 
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tbe  head  of  his  class  in  any  High  School,  Academy  or  Collegiate  School  in 
this  State.  The  Association  tendered  its  thanks  to  Prof.  Spencer,  for 
his  generous  offer,  and  appointed  a  committee,  of  which  F.  0.  Pomeroy, 
City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Milwaukee,  is  chairman,  with  instructions 
to  carry  out  the  plan  suggested  in  the  proposition.

NORMAL   SCHOOLS. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report  from  this  department,  proposals  for  locat- 
ing State  Normal  Schools  were  before  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Normal 
Schools,  b*  t  no  definite  action  had  been  taken. 

The  following  abstract  of  the  bids  or  proposals,  laid  before  the  board 
for  consideration,  is  interesting  as  showing  a  clear  appreciation  of  the  ben- 
efits to  be  derived  from  Normal  Schools. 

Baraboo  offered  a  site  and  $10,000  in  cash,  together  with  the  Baraboo  Collegiate 
Institute  building  and  grounds.  General  Stakes,  in  addition  to  this,  offered  1M 
acres  of  wood  land,  3£  miles  from  Baraboo. 

Berlin  offered  a  site  and  $30,000  in  cash. 

Fond  du  Lac  offered  a  site,  $80,000  in  cash  and  the  use  of  the  city  High  School 
building  until  the  completion  of  the  Normal  School  building. 

Geneva  offered  to  donate  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  Geneva  Seminary. 

Milwaukee  offered  an  improved  site,  $25,000  in  annual  payments  of  $5,000  each,  and 
$6,000  in  annual  payments  of  $3,000  each,  o>  $31,000,  and  the  use  of  a  school  build- 
ing until  tbe  completion  of  the  Normal  School  building. 

Neenah  and  Mcnasha  offered  a  site  and  $30,000  in  cash. 

Omro  offered  a  site  and  $80,000  in  cash. 

Oshkosh  offered  a  site  and  $80,000  in  cash. 

Ftatteville  offered  the  Platte ville  Academy  and  grounds,  $1,100  to  be  used  in  repairs, 
and  $5,000  in  cash. 

Prairie  du  Chien  offered  the  building  and  grounds  now  known  as  Prairie  du  Chi  an 
College. 

Racine  offered  an  improved  site  and  $28,000  in  cash. 

Sheboygan  offered  a  site  and  proposed  to  erect  a  building  according  to  plans  far- 
nished  by  the  Board,  free  of  expense  to  the  State. 

Stoughton  offered  a  site,  $85,000  in  cash,  and  40  acres  of  woodland  near  the  village. 
Wavpun  offered  a  site  and  $12,000  in  cash. 

Whitewater  offered  a  site  and  $25,000  in  cash. 

Trempealeau  offered  a  site  of  five  acres  and  $11,500  in  cash. 
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The  Board,  on  the  2nd  of  May  lasrt,  voted  to  loeate  a  Normal  School  at 
Whitewater,  and  on  the  16th  of  the  same  month  it  was  determined  to  lo- 
eate another  at  Platteville.  Oshkosh,  Stoughton  and  Sheboygan  were 
designated  by  the  Board  as  suitable  places  at  which  to  establish  Normal 
Schools.  The  school  at  Platteville  was  opened  on  the  9th  of  October  and 
a  report  covering  its  first  term,  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.  The  Board 
are  now  erecting  the  building  at  Whitewater,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Normal  School  there  may  be  opened  during  the  nozt  year.  No  steps  have 
toen  taken  towards  erecting  buildings  at  other  points,  but  the  site  at 
Stoughton  has  been  selected. 

The  Normal  Department  of  tbe  State  University  is  in  successful  opera- 
tion, and  a  report  for  the  year  ending  June  27  is  printed  in  the  appendix.

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Normal  Schools  made,  as  re- 
quired by  Section  10,  Chapter  116  of  the  General  Laws  of  1866,  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix,  and  to  it  the  Legislature  is  respectfully  referred 
for  "  a  full  and  detailed  aooount  of  the  doings  of  the  Board,  and  of  all 
their  expenditures,  and  of  all  moneys  received,"  and  for  such  suggestions 
as  their  experience  leads  them  to  make. 

TEACHERS'    INSTITUTES. 


Institutes  have  been  held  in  twenty-six  counties  during  the  year,  and 
they  have  been  attended  by  more  than  1,100  teachers. 

•  The  donation  from  the  town  of  Whitewater  ia  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  Normal  School 
Building  in  the  village  of  Whitewater. 


Although  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent  to  hold  an  in- 
stitute in  his  county  eaoh  year,  yet  there  is  no  provision  made  for  defray- 
ing the  necessary  expenses  for  instruction,  printing  etc. 

As  our  normal  schools  are  just  going  into  operation,  and  as  several 
years  must  elapse  before  we  can  have  a  sufficient  number  of  well  qualified 
teachers,  it  would  seem  to  be  sound  policy  in  the  legislature  to  authorise 
the  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  to  use  a  portion  of  the  income  of 
the  normal  school  fund  in  holding  Teachers'  Institutes  in  different  parts  of 
the  state.  The  benefits  of  the  income  would  thus  be  more  equally  distrib- 
uted, and  something  would  be  done  to  support  an  agency,  upon  which  we 
must  to  some  extent  rely  for  training  and  improving  the  great  mass  of  our 
teachers. 

For  particulars  in  regard  to  the  institutes  held  reference  may  be  made 
to  the  appendix.

TEXT   BOOKS. 

The  State  Superintendent  is  required  by  section  63  of  chapter  10  of 
the  Revised  Statues,  "to  recommend  the  introduction  of  the  most  approved 
text  books.,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  to  secure  a  uniformity  in  the  use  of 
text  books  in  the  common  schools  throughout  the  state." 

Section  5  of  chapter  111  of  the  general  laws  of  1866,  provides  that 
"  the  district  board  of  each  school  district  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  determine,  under  the  advice  and  recommendation  of  the 
State  Superintendent,  what  school  and  text  books  shall  be  used  in  the  ! 

several  branches  taught  in  the  school  of  such  district." 

The  object  of  these  provisions  of  law  is  apparent.  It  is  to  secure  "uni- 
formity in  the  use  of  text  books."  But  this  object  can  be  attained  only  by 
co-operation  among  the  different  school  officers  of  the  state.  This  co-opera- 
tion does  not  exist.  Neither  district  boards,  boards  of  education  nor  county 
superintendents  govern  their  aotion  in  regard  to  text  books  by  the  recom- 
mendation made  by  the  State  Superintendent.  District  boards  generally 
leave  the  selection  of  text  books  with  the  teachers  they  employ,  and  hence  ! 

changes  are  frequent  and  causeless.      Boards  of  education  in  our  cities,  ! 

acting  under  special  laws,  do  not  consider  themseves  bound  to  regard  the 
recommendations  of  this  department,  while  county  superintendents  labor 
to  secure  uniformity  in  their  respective  counties,  but  with  very  little  refer- 
ence to  "uniformity  in  the  oommon  schools  throughout  the  state."  There 
is  no  provision  of  law  requiring  them  to  co-operate,  in  securing  uniformity, 
with  the  State  Superintendent,  or  forbidding  them  to  use  the  influence  of 
their  official  position  in  oppositiftt  to  his  recommendation ;  and  hence, 
when,  as  is  often  the  case,  they  differ  with  him,  and  with  each  other,  in 
regard  to  the  merits  of  particular  text  books,  the  result  is  diversity  instead 
of  uniformity.      It  is  but  just  to  remark,  that  these  officers  are  generally 
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governed  in  their  action,  by  a  just  appreciation  of  the  position  with  which 
they  have  been  honored,  and  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by  the  peo- 
ple, and  that^the  text  books  they  seek  to  introduce  are  such  as  they  honest- 
ly prefer.

The  text  books  used  in  our  cities  and  larger  villages  are,  in  many  in* 
stances,  not  reported,  so  that  the  above  statement  is  not  strictly  accurate. 

As  most  of  the  books  in*  the  foregoing  list  are  suitable  for  our  public 
schools,  it  is  recommended  that  no  changes  be  made  where  they  are  now  in 
use,  except  so  far  as  the  classification  of  particular  schools  may  require ; 
and  that  school  officers  should,  in  those  cases  where  no  text  books  have 
been  officially  adopted,  carefully  seleet  from  those  now  in  general  use  in 
the  state,  and  adopt  such  as,  after  due  examination,  they  shall  prefer. 

The  repeal  of  section  68  of  chaper  10  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  respect- 
fully recommended.

INCORPORATED  INSTITUTIONS. 

By  chapter  27  of  the  general  laws  of  1866,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
president  of  the  hoard  of  trustees  of  every  incorporated  institution  in  the 
state,  to  transmit  to  the  superintendent  of  puhlio  instruction,  on  or  before 
the  10th  of  October,  in  each  year,  a  report  for  the  preceding  year  ending  An* 
gust  31st,  setting  forth  the  value  of  real  estate  owned  by  the  institution, 
the  amount  of  endowments,  the  yearly  income  from  all  sources,  number  of 
instructors  and  their  respective  salaries,  number  of  students,  rates  of  tu- 
ition, course  of  instruction,  etc.,  in  order  that  the  superintendent  may  be 
able  to  lay  before  the  legislature,  in  his  annual  report,  a  fair  and  full 
statement  of  the  affairs  and  condition  of  such  institutions. 

A  circular  containing  a  copy  of  the  law,  and  a  blank  report  was  sent  to 
the  presidents  of  all  incorporated  institutions,  so  far  as  the  names  of  such 
schools  could  be  ascertained. 

A  majority  of  the  academies,  seminaries  and  colleges  of  the  state  have 
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responded,  and  the  statistical  reports  will  be  fonnd  in  detail  in  the  appen- 
dix. We  do  not  doubt  that  fuller  reports  will  be  made  horeafter,  as  half 
the  year  had  elapsed,  before  it  was  known  that  the  information  wiled  for 
would  be  required.

The  numbers  in  attendance  during  the  past  year  show  an  increasing  in- 
terest in  collegiate  education  throughout  the  state.  The  State  University 
is  included  in  the  foregoing.  The  report  of  the  board  of  regents  is  made 
to  the  Governor,  but,  by  his  permission,  is  published  in  connection  with 
the  report  from  this  department. 

INSTRUCTION,  ETC. 

In  our  public  schools  may  be  observed  modes  of  instruction  and  disci- 
pline much  more  rational  than  those  prevailing  only  a  few  years  ago.  The 
efforts  of  county  superintendents  and  the  influence  of  teachers'  institutes 
are  seen  in  bettet  teaching  and  better  government. 

The  blackboard  is  coming  into  general  use.  The  teacher  who  does  not 
explain  and  illustrate  upon  the  blackboard,  with  crayon  in  hand,  the  lessons 

*Nor»-Thk  amount  does  not  include  unsold  Stats'  University  lands. 
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he  teaches,  ia  considered  as  deficient  in  ability,  and  cannot  long  retain  his 
position  in  an  intelligent  community.  In  primary  schools  the  slate  is  re- 
garded as  more  important  than  the  primer,  and  children  learn  to  write  in 
connection  with  spelling  and  reading.  Indeed,  one  of  the  certain  signs  of 
progress  is  the  large  number  of  schools  in  which  every  exercise  is  con- 
ducted, in  part  at  least,  by  writing.  A  merely  oral  repetition  of  a  lesson 
does  little  good.  Children  who  learn  to  spell  by  merely  pronouncing  the 
letters  aloud,  require  longer  time  and  find  the  task  much  more  laborious 
than  those  who  are  permitted  to  write  the  words  upon  the  slate  or  the 
blackboard.  Those  who  learn  to  use  the  pencil  and  crayon  in  the  primary 
school,  can  use  the  pen  with  facility  in  the  high  school.  In  our  best 
schools,  a  part  of  every  recitation  is  conducted  in  writing.  Until  a  pupil 
can  write  a  word,  an  answer  or  a  lesson  with  accuracy  and  rapidity,  he  has 
not  learned  them,  and  cannot  recite  them  creditably  to  himself  or  his 
teacher. 

While  there  is  more  attention  given  to  the  teaching  of  reading  than 
heretofore,  still,  the  manner  of  conducting  this  exercise  in  some  of  our 
schools  deserves  censure.  Vocal  culture  receives  too  little  attention,  and 
children  are  allowed  to  mispronounce  words,  to  misapply  emphasis  and  to 
mistake  entirely  the  meaning  of  what  they  are  reading,  and  are  thus  in- 
jured rather  than  benefited  by  the  exercise.  Indeed,  a  visitor  is  often  fur- 
nished with  a  book  that  ho  may  see  what  a  class  is  reading,  when  he  ought 
to  be  permitted  to  hear,  and  the  teacher  depends  upon  his  eye  rather  than 
his  ear  to  determine  what  has  been  read.  Unless  a  teacher  can  utter  the 
elementary  sounds  and  their  most  difficult  combinations  correctly,  and  can 
drill  a  class  in  the  usual  elocutionary  exercises,  he  cannot  teach  reading. 
A  person  who  cannot  pronounce  the  words  of  his  mother  tongue  with  ac- 
curacy and  read  it  with  facility  should  never  receive  a  license  to  teach 
Good  reading  is  the  culmination  of  true  culture  and  an  evidence  of  attain- 
ments and  discipline.  It  will  be  found  true,  as  a  general  rule,  that  those 
teachers  who  succeed  best  in  teaching  this  branch  are  most  successful  in 
teaching  the  others.  The  reading  books  which  we  find  in  the  hands  of 
scholars  are  often  illy  adapted  to  their  capacity.  They  cannot  understand 
the  metaphysical,  philosophical  or  emotional  lessons  which  the  books  contain, 
and  hence  the  thoughtless  and  soulless  reading  that  prevails.  In  the  se- 
lection of  reading  lessons  those  should  be  sought  that  children  can  readily 
comprehend,  and  that  inform  and  strengthen  their  minds  and  purify  their 
hearts.  The  faets  of  natural  history  and  the  truths  of  seienoe,  clothed  in 
appropriate  language,  are  better  adapted  to  instruct  and  train  the  mind, 
than  the  puorile  stories  and  stilted  nonsense  that  are  often  read  in  out 
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primary  schools,  or  the  Demosthenic  periods  and  Miltonian  measures  that 
are  attempted  in  oar  schools  of  higher  grade. 

Oar  best  teachers  are  giving  more  attention  to  the  teaching  of  history 
and  the  science  of  government.  This  ought  not  only  to  be  onoouraged, 
but  it  ought  to  be  required. 

The  utility  of  political  knowledge  to  those  living  under  a  government 
like  ours,  complex  in  its  character  and  depending  upon  the  intelligence  of 
the  people  for  it*  efficient  and  harmonious  action,  will  not  be  questioned. 
There  should  be  taught  in  all  our  schools  what  will  prepare  the  youth, who 
are  soon  to  govern  the  republic,  for  their  high  duties.  This  no  one  will 
deny,  and  yet  it  is  a  singular  fact,  that  in  many  of  our  collegiate  institu- 
tions and  in  some  of  our  public  sohooh,  more  time  is  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  manners,  customs  and  laws  of  the  Egyptians,  Grecians  and  Romans, 
tban  to  the  history  and  laws  of  our  own  country,  and  the  antiquities  of 
nations  that  have  passed  away  crowd  from  our  academic  courses  the  stud- 
ies that  fit  men  to  do  their  duty  when  called  to  act  in  positions  of  public 
trust  and  honor. 

School  officers  and  teachers  should  use  their  power  and  influence  to  make 
onr  public  schools  subserve  their  beneficent  purpose,  that  is  to  provide  in- 
struction in  those  branches,  and  to  form  those  habits  that  fit  our  youth  to 
be  useful  citizens.  Writing,  spelling,  reading,  book-keeping,  arithmetic, 
geography,  history,  grammar  and  political  science  are  the  branches  that 
should  be  taught,  and  truthfulness,  obedience,  industry,  frugality,  purity, 
love  of  country  and  lespect  for  religion,  are  the  virtues  that  should  bo  cul- 
tivated. 

In  school  discipline  there  are  indications  of  improvement.  There  is  less 
of  that  austerity  that  renders  the  school  room  prison  like  rather  than 
homelike,  and  more  of  that  courtesy  towards  pupils  that  contributes  so 
much  to  success  in  school  government.  Frequent  resort  to  corporal  pun- 
ishment is  generally  regarded,  among  teachers  themselves,  as  indicative  of  a 
lack  of  mental  and  moral  power,  and  obedience  is  secured  rather  by  strength 
of  character  than  by  strength  of  arm.  It  is  generally  conceded  that 
mind  is  more  potent  than  muscle  in  the  government  of  a  school.  The  ap- 
pointment of  boards  of  visitors  or  committees  of  examination,  who  visit 
and  inspect  the  schools,  and  publish  a  report  upon  their  condition  and 
progress  has  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  schools  and  a  salutary  influence 
upon  the  people.  School  officers  should  see  that  this  is  done  in  every  dis- 
trict in  the  state.  The  weekly  or  monthly  reports,  that  our  best  county 
superintendents  require  teaeners  to  furnish,  of  the  attendance,  classifica- 
tion, etc.,  of  their  schools,  and  *  summary  of  which  is  published  in  the 
4  sup. 
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local  paper*,  have  great  influence  in  promoting  regularity  of  attendance 
and  good  order,  and  ought  to  be  required  by  law. 

TRAVEL,  OFFICE  WORK,  ETC. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  attended  institutes  held  at  Darien,  Maus- 
ton,  Monroe,  Stoughton,  Waukesha  and  Wilmot.  ^During  the  spring  I 
was  unable  to  fill  several  appointments,  on  account  of  illness  in  my  family; 
and  during  the  summer  and  fall,  business  connected  with  the  normal  schools 
claimed  attention,  and  demanded  time  that  would  otherwise  have  been 
given  to  holding  institutes  in  the  counties,  I  have  not  yet  visited.  Ad- 
dresses have  been  delivered  in  different  parts  of  the  state,  and  I  have 
availed  myself  of  every  opportunity  to  visit  and  examine  schools.  In  my 
intercourse  with  school  officers  and  teachers  I  have  found  a  desire  to  cor- 
dially co-operate  in  everything  tending  to  advance  the  interests  of  education, 
and  to  the  people  in  the  places  I  have  visited,  I  am  under  obligations  for 
many  acts  q£  courtesy  and  kindness. 

The  number  of  appeal  cases  decided  during  the  past  year  is  thirty,  being 
more  than  twice  the  number  decided  the  year  before.  The  correspondence 
of  the  office  has  reached  more  than  fifteen  hundred  letters  received  and 
answered,  besides,  blanks,  circulars,  etc,  of  which  a  larger  number  than 
usual  have  been  distributed.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  return  my 
hearty  thanks  to  Hon.  A.  J.  Craig,  Assistant  Superintendant  of  Public 
Instruction,  to  whom  much  credit  is  due  for  the  prompt  and  systematic 
manner  in  which  the  business  of  the  Department  is  conducted. 

SCHOOL  LAWS. 
By  chapter  67  of  the  general  laws  of  1866  the  superintendent  of  pub- 
lio  instruction  is  authorized  to  procure  the  publication  of  a  school  code. 
The  manuscript  was  prepared  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  leg- 
islature, but  the  state  printer,  being  obliged  to  do  a  large  amount  of  oth- 
er work  during  the  summer,  was  unable  to  commence  the  school  code  until 
September.  It  was  therefore  thought  advisable  to  postpone  its  publica- 
tion until  next  year,  in  order  that  amendments,  which  may  be  made  at  the 
next  session  of  the  legislature,  may  be  incorporated. 

The  "Township  District  System,"  recommended  in  the  reports  from 
this  department,  in  1863  and  1865,  is  believed  to  be  required  by  the  best 
interests  of  our  common  school  system. 

The  census  of  children  over  4  and  under  20  years  of  age,  as  annually 
taken,  is  quite  unreliable ;  and,  as  it  is  the  basis  of  the  apportionment  of 
the  inoome  of  the  school  fund,  such  legislation  as  will  secure  greater  oare 
and  greater  correctness  in  the  annual  enumeration  is  recommended. 
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Chapter  40  of  the  general  laws  of  1866,  requires  the  board  of  county 
supervisors  to  levy  a  tax  on  each  town  and  ward  in  their  county,  for  the 
support  of  common  schools,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  whole  amount 
apportioned  to  such  town  or  ward  in  the  last  apportionment  of  school  mon- 
ey. Until  1866  the  amount  required  was  not  less  than  one  half  the 
amount  received  from  the  annual  apportionment.  In  several  counties,  the 
boards  of  supervisors  have  unintentionally  failed  to  levy  the  amount  re- 
quired by  law,  although  they  have  raised  at  least  half  the  amount,  so  far 
as  returns  have  reached  this  office-  It  is  recommended  that  the  state  su- 
perintendent be  authorized  to  apportion  school  money,  for  1867,  to  all 
towns  that  have  raised  at  least  one  half  the  amount  received  from  the 
apportionment  of  1866. 

In  case  the  legislature  should  not  deem  it  expedient  to  provide  records 
and  school  registers  at  public  expense,   for  the  use  of  school  officers,  ex- 
plicit authority  should  be  granted  to  district  boards  to  purchase  the  same. 
Such  legislation  as  may  be  required  to  make  third  grade  cert^cates  good 
for  any  town  in  the  county  in  which  they  are  granted,  is  recommended. 

Some  legislative  actiou  that  shall  compel  district  officers  to  perform  du- 
ties imposed  upon  them  by  law  is  called  for.  Instances  are  known  where 
clerks  of  districts  have  refused  to  hire  or  contract  with  qualified  teachers, 
and  through  their  neglect  to  perform  a  plain  duty,  schools,  that  ought  to 
have  been  in  successful  operation,  have  remained  untaught. 

Our  school  laws  should  require  all  school  officers  and  other  persons,  into 
whose  hands  funds  belonging  to  school  districts  may  come,  to  pay  the  same 
over  to  the  district  treasurer.  Besides  the  foregoing  recommendations, 
others,  made  in  their  proper  place  in  this  report,  together  with  those  made 
by  the  convention  of  county  superintendents,  and  by  the  state  teachers' 
association,  are  respectfully  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

During  the  past  year,  taxes  for  the  support  of  public  schools  have  been 
increased  ;  greater  liberality  in  building  school-houses,  and  better  taste  in 
furnishing  them  have  been  manifested ;  there  has  been  a  greater  demand 
for  well  qualified  teachers ;  educational  meetings  have  been  well  attended  ; 
a  large  number  of  teachers'  institutes  have  been  held,  and  confidence  in  the 
utility  of  our  common  school  system  has  not  beqn  diminished.  Methods 
of  instruction  and  modes  of  discipline  have  been  improved,  and  the  convic- 
tion, that  universal  education  is  the  only  sure  support  of  a  free  govern- 
ment, has  forced  itself  upon  the  minds  and  into  the  hearts  of  the  people. 
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The  people  of  this  state  now  pay  a  direct  tax  of  more  than  one  "million 
of  dollars  annually,  for  sustaining  their  common  schools,  and  there  is  no 
other  tax  voted  so  readily  or  paid  so  cheerfully  as  this.  The  neat  appear- 
ance of  many  of  our  school  buildings,  with  their  convenient  arrangements 
and  tasteful  surroundings  show  an  appreciation  of  comfort  and  beauty  as 
creditable  as  it  is  encouraging,  and  tell  in  the  plainest  language  the  tone 
and  temper  of  the  communities  in  which  they  are  found.  Even  in  those 
districts  not  yet  supplied  with  suitable  school  houses,  where  wo  find  no 
certain  evidences  of  culture  and  refinement,  the  people  feel  that  an  apology 
mast  be  made  for  their  poor  school  accommodations.  They  fear  that  a 
want  of  facilities  for  educating  their  children  will  be  regarded  as  a  sign  of 
ignorance  and  selfishness. 

The  educating  power  of  material  things  is  better  understood,  and  as 
wealth  increases,  more  attention  is  given  to  furnishing  and  beautifying  the 
school  room.  Although,  in  respect  to  frescoed  walls,  curtained  windows, 
carpeted  Mors  and  costly  pictures,  very  few  of  our  school  rooms  can  be 
compared  to  our  places  of  amusement,  yet  there  are  some,  conveniently 
famished,  and  tastefully  provided  With  charts,  busts  and  engravings.  We 
begin  to  inquire  why  we  should  beautify  our  hotels,  without  regard  to  ex- 
pense, and  adorn  billiard  halls  by  the  aid  of  art,  and  not  gratify  that  keen 
appreciation  of  the  beautiful  that  we  find  in  children,  by  providing  those 
things  that  will  afford  them  so  pure  a  pleasure.  The  opinion  begins  to 
prevail  that  the  whole  community  is  richer,  and  therefore  abler  to  furnish 
all  that  is  necessary  for  the  education  of  its  children,  than  any  portion  of 
it  is  to  provide  what  is  necessary  for  the  education  of  theirs  ;  and  hence 
that  the  public  school  house  may  be,  and  should  be,  a  better  school  house 
than  any  private  one. 

We  do  not  forget  that  there  are  many,  too  many,  school  houses  utterly 
unfit  to  shelter  children  ;  entirely  destitute  of  all  that  refinement  and  even 
decency  demands,  but  we  know  that  these  evidenoes  of  a  stupid  selfish- 
ness are  annually  diminishing,  and  that  a  few  years  more  will  sweep  them 
away.  ■  * 

The  demand  for  better  qualified  teachers  is  earnest  and  general.  Al- 
though we  may  occasionally  find  in  our  public  schools  those  who  are  poor- 
ly qualified,  acting  as  teachers,  yet  they  remain  in  any  one  school  but  a 
short  time,  while  those  who  possess  knowledge  and  character  and  are  "  apt 
to  teach"  are  sought  to  take  their  places.  The  time  has  passed  when 
conceit,  superficial  attainments  and  indolence  could  fortify  themselves  with 
the  deference  that  was  paid  to  the  position  of  a  teacher  ;  and,  no  one  bat 
those  who  lose  by  it  wiU  deplore  the  change  in  publio  opinion.     There  has 
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never  been  a  time  when  real  attainments,  and  real  ability  in  the  teacher 
would  meet  with  a  readier  and  heartier  recognition  than  now.  While  the 
compensation  of  teachers  is  still  inadequate  in  many,  and  perhaps  in  most 
instances,  yet  industry,  culture,  energy  and  manliness,  in  this  as  in  other 
professions,  are  sure  of  obtaining  a  reward. 

A  marked  feature  in  the  educational  history  of  the  past  year  is  the  in- 
terest shown  by  all  classes  in  educational  meetings.  A  short  notice  of  an 
address  upon  an  educational  topic,  given  in  any  one  of  our  villages  or 
country  towns,  will  bring  together  a  larger  and  more  intelligent  audience 
than  can  be  gathered  upon  any  other  ordinary  occasion.  The  press  of  the 
state,  without  exception,  it  is  believed,  is  always  ready  to  publish  anything 
tending  to  promote  the  interests  of  education,  and  reports  of  school  exam- 
inations, and  of  oduoational  meetings  occupy  the  most  conspicuous  places 
in  our  newspaper  columns.  The  people  no  longer  need  argument  to  con- 
vince them  of  the  utility  of  our  common  school  system.  It  is  as  needless 
to  argue  this  subject  as  to  demonstrate  the  existence  of  solar  light,  or  the 
power  of  gravitation.  What  they  now  ask  is,  that  the  system  shall  be 
developed  ;  that  its  discordant  parts  shall  be  harmonized,  and  that  it  shall 
meet  the  demands  of  society.  They  see  in  our  common  school  system, 
wisely  administered,  the  salvation  of  the  Republic.  The  lessons  of  the 
last  few  years  have  been  learned  by  heart.  They  know  that  it  was  the 
common  school  that  stood  like  a  wall  of  iron  against  the  assaults  of  trea- 
son ;  that  wherever  it  was  established  it  remained  the  symbol  of  loyalty 
and  order.  They  know  that  the  patriotism  it  teaches  is  love  of  country 
and  that  the  morality  it  inculcates  promotes  the  good  of  all ;  that  the  vir' 
tues  it  plants  and  cultivates  are  those  which  render  life  useful,  beautiful" 
and  noble,  and  that  it  is  the  instrumentality  demanded  by  Christianity  to 
destroy  the  fictitious  distinctions  of  birth  and  wealth  and  creed  and  color, 
and  to  lay  deep  and  broad  the  foundations  of  a  government  that   shall  be 

not  less  stable  than  beneficent.

SPECIAL  REPORTS  OF  COUNTY  AND  CITY  SUPERINTENDENTS. 


[On  the  first  of  August  a  circular  was  addressed  to  County  and  City  Superintend- 
ents, requesting  them  to  forward,  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Report  from  this 
Department,  special  written  reports  upon  the  condition  of  schools  in  their  respec- 
tive counties. 

The  following  are  all  the  reports  that  have  been  received :] 


ADAMS    COUNTY. 

The  people  of  this  county  tal$*  an  interest  in  the  cause  of  education, 
and  a  large  proportion  of  our  tochers  are  striving  to  do  their  work  not 
only  satisfactorily  bufcwweW.  But  our  teachers,  for  the  most  part,  are 
transitory,  they  emerge  from  the  state  of  childhood,  remain  with  us  a  small 
season  and  then  pass  into  the  state  of  matrimony,  for  which  I  can  assign 
no  remedy.  The  great  want  is  a  school  or  schools  to  qualify  teachers,  and 
as  the  county  is  but  sparsely  settled  it  is  now,  and  will  be  for  some  time, 
difficult  to  maintain  private  schools  of  a  high  grade.  What  we  need  is  help 
toward  the  establishment  of  graded  schools  wherever  they  can  be  main- 
tained. 

The  township  system  would  cause  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  this  county; 
it  would  be  necessary  to  vacate  all  of  the  towns  and  reorganize  with  refer- 
ence to  sohool  centers. 

If  our  sohool  ODde  was  amended  (it  would  perhaps  require  an  amendment 
to  the  constitution)  so  as  to  apportion  to  each  district  according  to  the 
number  of  school  age  only  up  to  a  certain  maximum,  say  40,  except  the 
district  maintained  a  graded  sohool,  it  would  be  a  means  of  providing  for 
a  higher  education.  I  would  in  this  matter  rather  offer  incentives  to  the 
people  to  do,  than  make  laws  to  compel.

BURNETT  COUNTY. 

Two  female  teachers  have  been  examined  during  the  year  and  found 
qualified  to  teach  in  our  schools.  Nearly  all  the  children  are  Norwegians, 
and  most  of  them  could  not  speak  English  when  admitted  to  the  schools, 
thus  giving  the  teachers  muoh  labor  and  trouble.     There  are  no  teachers 
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living  in  our  county,  consequently  it  is  difficult  to  secure  permanent  ones. 
I  have  not  held  an  institute  because  there  are  few  who  understand  En- 

flish,  and  none  who  desire  to  make  teaching  a  profession.  Two  school 
ouses  are  in  process  of  erection,  but  are  not  yet  finished.  I  have  made  a 
few  visits  to  tie  schools,  but  have  been  unable  to  secure  a  regular  attend- 
ance of  the  pupils.  Most  kinds  of  text  books  have  been  used  in  the 
schools,  for  the  reason,  as  is  stated,  that  money  could  not  be  spared  to 
purchase  new  Ones  of  one  kind.  I  hope  by  lecturing  and  visiting  the  peo- 
ple to  create  an  interest  in  the  schools  on  the  part  of  those  who,  destitute 
of  learning,  care  very  little  whether  their  children  are  educated  or  not.  I 
should  like  to  pay  more  attention  to  the  schools  in  this  county,  but  my  sal- 
ary is  so  small,  being  only  fifteen  dollars  per  year,  that  I  must  devote 
most  of  my  time  to  other  duties  to  support  myself  and  family,  leaving  but 
little  for  educational  work.

COLUMBIA  COUNTY.    ' 

According  to  request  I  submit  the  following  special  report  for  the  past 
year  from  Columbia  county  : 


I. — WORK  FSSf  0BH1D. 

1.  School  visitation  — During  the  past  year  I  havo  made  over  two 
hundred  visits  to  schools,  through  all  the  twenty-one  towns,  and  in  nearly 
all  the  school  districts  of  the  county. 

2.  Examinations  — I  have  held  eighteen  public  meetings  for  the  exam- 
ination of  teachers,  at  which  four  hundred  and  twelve  candidate*  were  ex 
amined,  of  .whom  three  hundred  and  ten  received  certificates,  vis  :  three 
of  the  first  grade  ;  five  of  the  second  grade ;  and  three  hundred  and  two 
of  the  third  grade  ;  one  hundred  and  thirty  five  of  these  last  being  limit- 
ed to  less  than  one  year.  I  consider  the  six  months  certificate  a  valuable 
educational  incentive  among  our  young  teachers. 

3.  Private  examtnaftoiw.— JBolieving  that  properly  conducted  publio 
examinations  have  a  tendency  to  improve  the  teachers,  and  thereby  the 
schools  under  their  charge,  I  have  avoided  applications  for  private  exami- 
nations except  in  cases  of  apparent  necessity.  Only  thirty  one  certificates 
have  been  go  issued,  making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  forty  one  certifi- 
cates granted  during  the  year. 

4.  Improvements. — I  have  expended  much  time  and  labor  in  efforts  to 
induce  such  districts  as  were  backward  in  the  matter  to  improve  their 
school-houses  out-houses,  grounds,  fences,  &o.,  and  to  furnish  comfortable 
healthy  seats  for  the  pupils,  maps,  charts  and  apparatus  for  purposes  of 
instruction,  and  above  all  a  sufficient  amount  of  blackboard  surface  to  meet 
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the  wants  of  all  classes  in  the  several  schools,  under  improved  systems  of 
instruction.  By  letters,  by  circulars,  by  private  personal  effort,  by  con- 
sultations with  district  officers  and  building  committees,  by  newspaper  ar- 
ticles and  by  public  meetings  ;  by  every  means  within  my  reach,  I  have 
sought  to  induce  a  public  sentiment  and  co-operative  action  in  this  much 
neglected  but  vitally  essential  department  of  the  great  enterprise  of  uni- 
versal popular  education. 

II. — T1ACHIRS. 

Teaching  is  no  longer  regarded  as  a  mere  pastime  to  be  taken  up  for  a 
short  time,  for  lack  of  other  employment,  but  as  a  regular  occupation,  an 
earnest  work  requiring  careful  and  laborious  preparation.  There  has  been 
a  marked  improvement  in  the  qualifications  of  teachers,  and  a  .gradual  but 
real  advanoe  in  the  character  and  mode  of  instruction  given  in  our  schools. 


ni. — SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

The  work  of  repairing,  enlarging  and  re-arranging  still  goes  on.  A 
number  of  good  and  commodious  houses  are  being  built,  on  improved 
plans,  and  I  cherish  the  hope  of  soon  having  in  each  town  at  least  one 
model  school-house  from  which  neighboring  districts  may  safely  copy. 

I  regret  to  say,  however,  that  in  most  of  our  villages  the  primary  de- 
partments, (the  small  children,  who  most  of  all  need  airy,  healthy  and  com- 
fortable quarters,)  are  cooped  up  in  close,  unhealthy  and  uncomforta- 
ble apartments,  which  are  a  disgrace  to  the  good  sense,  and  (on  other  sub- 
jects) energetic  habits  of  our  people.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in  Poy- 
nette,  Pardeeville,  Kilbourn  City,  Fall  River  and  Doylestown. 

IV. THl   ANNUAL   DISTRICT   HMTING8, 

Furnish  the  only  oocasion  in  the  year,  when  the  superintendent  has  an 
opportunity  of  communicating  with,  or  delivering  a  message  to  the  mass 
of  the  voters  in  their  several  districts.  My  message  to  the  district  meet- 
ings this  fall, 

1.  (School  law.)  Recites  the  principal  recent  amendments  to  the 
code. 

2.  (Employment  of  teachers.)  Recommends  that  teachers  be  em- 
ployed by  the  year  rather  than  by  the  single  term.  This  plan  has  already 
keen  adopted  in  several  districts. 

8.  (Division  of  school  term*.)  Proposes  a  revised  school  calendar 
with  three  terms  instead  of  two,  leaving  vacations  at  the  dog-days  and  at 
the  holidays,  when  the  work  of  keeping  school  in  session  is  very  difficult, 
as  well  as  comparatively  profitless. 

4.  (Saturday  schools.)  Urges  the  small,  backward  districts  to  adopt 
the  rule  prevalent  in  the  larger  and  more  enlightened  neighborhoods,  pro- 
hibiting Saturday  schools  altogether. 

6.     (School  houses. )    Proposes  improved  plans. 
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6.  (Outhouses.)  Quotes  lir.  Pickard's  true  and  forcible  remarks  on 
the  subject  of  outhouses. 

7.  (^School  yards.)  .  Suggests  that  school  house  grounds  be  inclosed 
with  suitable  fences. 

8.  (School  books.)  Reminds  district  boards  of  their  duty  to  pre- 
scribe a  uniform  series  of  books  for  their  several  schools. 

9  (Blackboards  and  maps.)  Asks  appropriations  for  blackboards 
and  other  school  requisites. 

10.  (School  registers.)  Commends  the  action  of  those  district  clerks 
who  have  provided  suitable  registers.  (The  "  Wisconsin  Standard  School 
Register,    published  at  Milwaukee,  is  the  beat  that  I  have  seen.) 


V. — TBAOHERS'  MONTHLY  REPORTS. 

With  their  certificates  I  have  furnished  teachers  with  suitable  blanks 
which  they  fill  and  forward  at  the  end  of  each  month.  I  consider  the 
monthly  report,  when  properly  adjusted  to  improved  modes  of  instruction 
and  management,  to  be  a  valuable  auxiliary  in  our  work. 


VI. — NIBD1D  LEGISLATION 

1.  The  law  should  recognise  the  right  of  faithful,  laborious  district 
clerks  to  a  partial  pecuniary  compensation  for  their  services. 

2.  School  district  libraries  should  be  provided  for.

(2. )  To  allow  the  apportionment  of  a  part  of  the  school  fund  accord- 
ing to  attendance  at  school,  instead  of  the  present  apportionment  upon 
residence  only.

DANE  COUNTY. 

I IBST  DISTRICT. 

The  schools  in  this  district  during  the  past  year  have  made  commendable 
progress  as  a  whole.  I  found  them  in  the  hands  of  energetic,  and  in  the 
main,  competent  teachers.  They  showed  that  my  predecessor  had  faith- 
fully performed  his  duties  in  guarding  the  school  room  against  the  intra- 
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sion  of  indifferent  and  illiterate  teachers.  It  has  been  my  endeavor  to 
keep  up  the  standard  of  attainment  fixed  by  him,  and  as  far  as  possible  to 
elevate  it  still  higher. 

The  want  of  our  teachers  is  not  so  much  a  lack  of  intellectual  training, 
though  that  is  by  no  means  in  excess,  as  a  knowledge  of  the  best  manner 
of  teaching.  They  too  readily  fall  into  the  old  beaten  tract  and  routine  of 
teaching,  ignoring  entirely  the  improved  methods  which  the  experience  of 
the  past  few  years  has  shown  to  be  of  so  great  benefit.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  establishment  of  schools  for  normal  instruction,  and  an  awakened 
interest  on  the  part  of  teachers  to  attend  them  will  soon  remedy  this 
,  defect. 

Another  very  grave  difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  progress  of  our  schools, 
I  have  found  to  be  the  great  variety  of  text  books  used  in  the  same 
school.  It  is  found  impossible  to  classify  the  scholars  properly,  and  the 
teacher  has  no  remedy.  It  is  true  the  district  board,  in  connection  with 
the  State  Superintendent,  has  power  over  this  matter.  But  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  our  district  boards  are  not  generally  made  up  of  edu- 
cated men,  and  consequently  are  not  easily  made  to  understand  the  difficul- 
ties which  a  good  teacher  labors  under  in  this  matter.  It  seems  to  me 
that  some  remedy  should  be  applied  to  this  evil.  There  should  be  author- 
ity somewhere  to  compel  a  uniformity  of  text  books  in  each  school. 

It  may  be  proper  to  suggest  also  that  our  schools  could  be  made  more 
efficient,  if  each  town  should  be  required  to  elect  an  officer  whose  duty  it 
should  be  to  look  after  and  visit  tho  schools  in  his  town.  Many  schools 
are  badly  managed,  and  the  money  squandered  which  is  paid  for  their  sup. 
port  for  want  of  a  more  vigilant  oversight  than  it  is  possible  for  the  county 
superintendent  to  bestow.  He  does  not  know  their  condition  till  near 
their  close,  when  it  is  impossible  to  apply  any  remedy.  The  town  district 
system,  if  it  could  be  secured  would  best  meet  this  difficulty,  but  if  it  can 
not,  may  it  not  be  reached  in  some  other  way  ? 

During  the  year  four  new  school  houses  have  been  ereoted  in  this  district 
which  are  well  constructed  and  confortable ;  and  steps  have  been  taken  to 
construct  an  equal,  if  not  larger  number,  the  ooming  year.  There  will  re- 
main room  for  improvement  even  after  these  shall  be  built,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  other  districts  will  be  stimulated  by  these  worthy  examples  to  do 
likewise.

DODGE  COUNTY. 

SECOND  DISTRICT. 

I  herewith  transmit  my  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  in 
this  district,  and  in  doing  so  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say,  that 
as  a  whole,  they  are  making  progress  in  the  right  direction.  There  are 
several  schools  in  this  district  that  may  be  regarded  as  models  and  are  en- 
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titled  to  rank  among  the  best  in  the  state.  Many  school  districts  are  re 
pairing  their  houses,  enlarging  their  sites,  and  planting  them  with  shade 
and  ornamental  trees.  Considerable  interest  is  also  manifested,  in  many 
places,  to  have  all  the  higher  branches  taught  in  school,  and  a  teacher  with 
a  first  or  second  grade  certificate  will  command  far  higher  wages  than  one 
with  a  third  grade.  It  is  also  getting  to  be  understood  that  to  have  a  good 
school  order  and  system  must  prevail  in  the  school  room.  Want  of  punc- 
tuality on  the  part  of  scholars  ^attending  school  is  a  great  evil  yet  to  be 
remedied.  When  the  attention  of  parents  is  properly  directed  to  this  sub- 
ject, and  they  understand  the  evil  consequences  that  flow  from  this  source, 
I  am  not  without  the  hope  that  a  remedy  will  be  applied.

DOOR  COUNTY. 

Our  schools,  on  the  whole,  are  improving  slowly.  I  think  we  shall  have 
a  graded  school  in  this  town  by  another  year.  It  was  proposed  at  the  an-* 
nual  meeting  in  this  district  (No;  1),  but  as  the  upper  story  of  the  build* 
is  to  be  finished  off  before  it  can  be  used,  and  the  "  Building  Fund"  being 
exhausted,  it  was  determined  to  postpone  the  work  until  spring,  when  the 
treasury  would  be  replenished  by  a  part  of  the  amount  of  the  tax  voted  at 
the  meeting.  The  reports  of  the  visits  made  by  me,  as  appears  by  the 
"Abstract,"  amount  to  15,  whdreas  I  have  made  31.  I  nave  taken  it 
for  granted,  that,  if  I  visited  a  school  three  times  during  a  term,  or  as 
many  terms,  it  is  the  same  school.  As  the  blanks  are  arranged,  they  do 
not  show  the  number  of  visits,  but  the  number  of  schools  visited.

DUNN  COUNTY. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the  county  is  newly  and 
sparsely  settled,  our  schools  have  not  attained  that  degree  of  perfection 
at  which  we  hope  to  arrive. 

While  in  Borne  towns  we  have  good  comfortable  houses,  which  are  a 
credit  to  the  communities  in  which  they  are  situated,  in  others,  the  school 
accommodations  are  of  the  poorest  kind,  and  almost  necessarily  so,  as  the 
new  settlers  are  eager  to  have  some  place  m  which  their  children  may  at- 
tend school,  and  withbut  waiting  the  slow  process  of  raising  a  tax  for  the 
purpose,  they  make  a  "bee,"  throw  up  a  few  logs,  nail  together  rough 
boards  for  seats,  and  the  school  mistress  is  duly  installed  therein.  My 
annual  report  shoWs  that  many  of  the  school  houses  are  not  valued  at  a 
very  hi&h  figure. 

Many  of  the  districts  have  heretofore  had  but  one  term  of  school  during 
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the  year,  as  they  did  not  feel  able  to  sustain  a  school  for  more  than  three 
or  four  months.  I  think  that  the  recent  amendment  to  the  school  law, 
requiring  districts  to  maintain  a  school  at  least  five  months,  to  entitle  them 
to  the  public  money,  will  work  much  good  in  that  direction. 

The  supervisors  in  many  places  have  to  choose  between  embracing  so 
much  territory  in  a  district  as  to  almost  debar  the  most  distant  pupils 
from  reaching  the  house  at  all,  and  the  other  evil  of  having  so  few  pupils 
and  tax  payers  in  the  district  that  they  are  unable  to  maintain  a  school  as 
they  should. 

We  have  in  the  county  42  organised  districts.  Last  winter  a  school 
was  maintained  in  29  of  them,  of  which  I  visited  25.  The  past  summer 
88  district  schools  and  two  private  schools  have  been  kept  up,  38  having 
been  visited  by  me  and  the  most  of  them  twice  during  the  term. 

We  have  no  graded  schools  in  the  county  yet,  but  they  are  making  ar- 
rangements to  that  end  at  Menomonie,  where  a  good  professional  teacher 
is  much  needed. 

An  institute  of  one  week  was  held  last  spring,  which  appeared 
to  be  appreciated  by  most  of  the  teachers  present.  Last  summer  I 
had  'several  teachers  working  under  limited  certificates ;  because  I  had  to 
grant  such  certificates  or  let  the  schools  go  without  teachers,  and  while  the 
most  did  well,  I  was  forced  to  the  conclusion  in  a  few  cases  that  no  school 
was  preferable. 

In  many  of  the  districts  the  officers  and  natrons  appear  to  think  it  wrong 
and  out  of  place  for  them  to  be  seen  inside  of  the  school  room,  while  in 
others  all  seem  to  be  interested,  and  here  they  invariably  have  the  best 
schools. 

We  have  several  teachers  who  are  worthy  of  their  calling,  yet  most  adopt 
it  only  as  a  temporary  pursuit.  Many  of  the  districts  aim  at  getting 
cheap  teachers,  and  at  the  same  time  pay  dearest  for  the  services  rendered. 

We  bavo  one  encouragement,  there  is  plenty  of  chance  for  improvement.

IOWA  COUNTY. 

Since  entering  upon  the  duties  of  my  office,  in  Jan.  last,  I  have  visited 
nearly  all  the  schools  in  the  county — all  except  one,  where  school  has  been 
kept  during  the  time  devoted  to  that  business.  At  these  visits  I  have  en- 
deavored to  make  myself  acquainted,  as  far  as  possible,  with  the  condition 
of  the  schools. 

I  have  generally  conduoted  some  of  the  exercises  and  recitations  myself 
and  made  such  suggestions  as  I  deemed  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  school, 
and  for  the  encouragement  of  both  teachers  and  scholars. 

I  think  I  can  discover  an  increased  interest  among  the  people,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  cause  of  education,  and  the  success  of  our  common  schools. 
But  still  I  am  sorry  to  say,  the  results  of  the  increased  interest  are  not  so 
manifest  as  I  oould  wish. 
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There  is  much  to  encourage  toe  friends  of  eduoation,  and  there  are  also 
many  discouraging  circumstances. 

Irregularity  of  attendance  has  heretofore  been  one  of  the  greatest  diffi- 
culties with  which  we  have  had  to  contend ;  and  from  a  careful  inspection 
of  the  school  registers,  I  fear  there  has  been  but  little  improvement  in  this 
direction.  I  cannot  understand  why  ro  many  children  arc  permitted  to 
spend  half  their  time  playing  in  the  streets,  within  sight  of  the  school 
house.  And  there  are  a  great  many  others  who  scarcely  attend  at  all. 
And  upon  investigating  the  subject,  there  appears  to  be,  generally,  no  rea- 
son but  want  of  inclination,  for  neglecting  to  avail  themselves  of  school 
privileges  within  the  reach  of  all.  When  I  remember  that  our  almshouses 
and  penitentiaries  are  to  be  supplied  from  this  class  of  children,  I  am  per- 
suaded that  some  more  decisive  legislation  is  needed  upon  this  subject. 
One  cause  of  this  state  of  things*  no  doubt  is,  the  great  number  of  poor, 
old,  dilapidated  shells,  used  for,  and  called  school  houses,  without  conven- 
ient seats  or  desks,  and  nothing  inside  or  out  to  make  them  comfortable, 
pleasant,  or  attractive  ;  without  which  children  constantly  seek  excuses  to 
Keep  away. 

This  subject  of  building  better  school  houses ;  repairing,  seating  and 
making  comfortable,  old  ones,  I  have  kept  continually  before  the  district 
boards,  and  I  am  satisfied  my  earnestness  in  this  matter  has  not  been  en- 
tirely without  good  results.  Three  or  four  new  sohool  houses  have  been 
completed  already,  this  season,  and  others  are  in  progress,  and  quite  a 
number  of  old  ones  are  being  fitted  up  and  put  in  respectable  condition  ; 
and  in  other  cases,  district  boards  have  agreed  to  attend  to  the  matter  be- 
fore the  winter  term  of  school. 

There  is  a  general  disposition,  owing  frequently  to  neighborhood  jeal- 
ousies, to  divide  the  territory  into  small  districts ;  so  small  indeed  that 
many  districts  consider  themselves  utterly  unable  to  build  a  suitable  house, 
or  maintain  a  school  for  more  than  three  months  in  the  year,  and  that  by 
the  cheapest  teacher  that  can  be  found.  Some  of  these  district  boards 
complain  of  the  alteration  of  the  law  requiring  five  months  sohool  instead 
of  tnree,  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  a  share  of  the  school  fund,  and  as  the 
apportionment  is  so  small  and  constantly  decreasing,  are  disposed  to  aban- 
don a  claim  to  a  share  of  it,  and  maintain  what  length  of  school  they  are, 
able  to  without.  I  have  no  doubt  a  law  requiring  a  district  to  contain  a 
certain  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and  twenty  in  order  to 
be  entitled  to  a  legal  organization,  would  be  beneficial.  People  do  not 
seem  to  understand  that  it  is  better  for  children  to  go  two  or  three  mifcs 
^  to  a  good  sohool,  than  half  a  mile  to  a  poor  one. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  school  officers  and  parents,  give  so  little  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  schools  by  visiting  and  encouraging  both  teachers 
and  scholars.  I  consider  this  oo-operation  absolutely  necessary  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  schools.  I  think,  however,  there  is  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  this  matter,  and  I  doubt  not  its  beneficial  influence  will  be  seen 
and  felt. 

From  a  comparison  of  the  lists  of  questions  used  in  the  examination  of 
teachers  in  seven  or  eight  other  counties,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  qualifica- 
tions of  our  teachers  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  others  through- 
out the  state.     We  have  a  number  of  experienced  and  skillful  teachers, 
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who  are  doing  a  good  work  and  whose  labors  appear  to  be  appreciated. 
Many  others  are  yonng  and  inexperienced  ;  bnt  the   energy  and  industry 
with  which  they  enter  upon  the  work,  gives  assurance  of  success.     Daring 
the  summer  term  the  business  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  females. 
I  would  suggest  an  alteration  of  the  law,  making  third  grade  certificates 

food  throughout  the  county,  or  the  district  over  which  the  superintendent 
as  jurisdiction.  Tbis  would  prevent  much  trouble  and  perplexity  on  the 
part  of  both  superintendent  ana  teachers,  and  do  away  with  the  present 
loose  habit  of  doing  business. 

I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  endorsing  certificates  from  other  counties, 
where  they  exhibited  a  good  standard  of  qualifications,  but  only  for  a  sin- 
gle term  in  a  particular  district.  I  have  preferred  this  to  a  special  exam- 
ination. Perhaps  some  uniform  method  adopted  by  the  county  superin- 
dents  in  sueh  cases  would  be  beneficial. 

Upon  the  whole  I  am  satisfied  there  is  a  general  advancement  in  the 
prosperity  of  the  schools,  the  qualifications  and  faithfulness  of  teachers, 
the  understanding  and  observance  of  the  law  by  district  officers,  and  the 
tone  of  public  sentiment. 

In  my  visits  among  the  schools,  I  have  uniformly  been  heartily  welcom- 
ed by  all ;  and  my  suggestions  to  teachers  and  district  boards  in  relation 
to  such  improvements  and  changes  as  I  deemed  essential,  have  been  kindly 
received,  and  a  general  progressive  disposition  manifested.  And  as  I  be- 
come better  acquainted  with  the  work,  the  people,  the  scholars  and  teach- 
ers, I  cannot  help  but  feel  a  growing  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  all.

GRANT  COUNTY. 

Having  by  letter  pointed  out  the  several  inaccuracies  of  my  annual  re- 
port, I  shall  not  here  refer  to  them,  or  explain  them.  The  source  of  them 
lav  outside  my  office.  I  am  sorry  that  quite  a  number  of  districts  (8 
whole  and  8  joint)  failed  to  report. 

There  are  thirty-one  towns  in  the  county.  I  have  during  the  year  held 
twenty  examinations,  consuming  about  three  months  thus,  altogether,  and 
have  made  one  hundred  and  sixty  visits  to  the  different  schools  of  the 
county,  riving  evening  lectures  upon  educational  topics  in  various  locali- 
ties. I  have  striven  to  do  good  by  these  visits — to  encourage  what  I  see 
that  is  good  in  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline,  and  wherein  I  see 
need  of  improvement  to  suggest  it. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  improvement.  Fewer  schools  have  been  fail- 
ures, and  more  have  been  decided  successes.  This  is  owing  in  part  to  the 
fact  that  teachers  ate  more  earnest  and  enlisted  in  their  work  ;  in  part  to 
the  better  system  introduced ;  and  in  part  to  the  fact  that  I  have  been 
careful  to  exclude  unworthy  teachers  as  fast  as  I  can  ; — true  this  causes  a 
degree  of  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  some  fathers  and  mothers  and  tin* 
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des  and  aunts  of  rejected  applicants.  And,  if  I  may  Bposk  of  the  county 
auperintendency  without  the  charge  of  lauding  myself,  I  would  say  that  it 
has  done  much  to  elevate  the  schools  and  the  teachers  of  the  county.  The 
standard  of  qualifications  of  teachers  has  been  raised,  thus  dropping  out  by 
the  way  many  of  the  incompetent,  and  giving  more  steady  employment,  at 
better  wages,  to  the  competent.  I  know  there  are  some  who  lay  this  very 
thing  of  higher  wages  as  a  serious  charge  against  the  system,  but  they 
belong  to  a  class  who  are  willing  to  count  dollars  against  morals  and  intel- 
ligence, and  to  whom  the  world  is  not  indebted  for  any  desirable  reforms  or 
material  progress.  * 

I  am  pleased  to  mention  also,  that  fifty  two  teachers  have  taught  during 
the  year  in  the  same  school,  at  least  twenty-foui^  have  continued  in  the 
same  school  as  during  the  previous  year,  twenty  for  five  terms,  four  for  six 
terms,  one  for  eight  terms  two  for  nine  terms,  and  one  for  ten  terms,  con- 
consecutively.  There  are  still,  howBver,  too  many  districts  that  show  a 
ouriosity  for  change.  Some  localities  seek  for  the  cheapest  teachers  they 
can  find  and  in  the  end  generally  have  tho  dearest  school.  They  really 
throw  away  their  money,  and  worse  than  throw  it  away,  for  they  permit 
their  children  to  be  taught  vicious  habits  of  study  (or  rather  of  idleness) 
and  too  often  of  manners.  But  these  are  .the  exceptions.  The  oitiaens,  gen- 
erally, of  this  county  are  in  favor  of  good  schools  and  are  willing  to  gi~e 
them  the  necessary  pecuniary  support. 

Teachers  have  received  higher  wages  than  for  the  previous  year,  and  the 
wages  for  that  year  was  an  advance  on  previous  years  ;  the  average  wages 
of  male  teachers  this  year,  being  an  advance  of  10  per  centum,  and  for  fe- 
male teachers,,  5  per  centum.  This  shows  the  advance  in  wages  of  female 
teachers  to  be  but  half  that  made  in  wages  of  male  teachers;  but  in  indi- 
vidual cases  the  advance  has  been  far  larger  than  in  male  teachers'  wages, 
the  average  being  reduced  by  the  very  small  wages  in  some  other  districts. 
The  best  wages,  paid  female  teachers,  werein  the  towns  of  Mueooda,  Lan- 
caster and  Tafton — in  the  first  $42,  and  in  the  last  two  $40  per  month. 
The  best  wages,  paid  in  the  county  to  a  male  teacher,  was  to  the.  principal 
of  the  Boscobel  school,  $75  per  month.  In  a  number  of  districts  female 
teachers  have  received  from  $35  to  $37.50,  and  males  from  $40  to  $60 
per  month.  It  is  but  right  that  labor  should  be  rowarded  according  to  the 
difficulty  and  importance  of  the  labor  itself,  the  responsibility  imposed, the 
preparation  required,  and  the  faithfulness  with  which  it  is  done.  Too 
many  have  heretofore  acted  upon  the  idea  that  a  woman,  simply  because 
she  is  a  woman,  should  receive  for  the  same  labor,  as  well  dqne,  less  pay 
than  a  man,  simply  because  he  is  a  man,  should  receive.  Fortunately  the 
times  and  opinion's  are  changing.  Next  year's  report  will  show  a  still  bet-  • 
ter  state  of  things. 

The  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  has  during  the  year  located  one 
of  the  five  state  normal  schools  at  Platteville,  in  this  county.  I  look  upon 
this  as  one  of  the  grand  results  of  the  year,  and  take  it  as  an  earnest  of 
better  things  to  come,  to  our  common  schools.  A  better  class  of  teachers 
of  necessity  creates  a  better  class  of  schools ;  and  if  public  opinion  does  not 
go  ahead  in  elevating  the  schools,  the  schools  thus  improved  will  beget  a 
better  state  of  publio  opinion  in  regard  to  them.  .  Hitherto  there  has  not 
been,  and  there  is  not  now  a  sufficiency  of  first  class  teaohers  to  fill  the 
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schools  ;  and  hence  many  schools  are  necessarily  taught  by, to  some  extent, 
incompetent  teachers.  We  look  to  the  state  normal  school  to  supply  this 
long  felt  want.  I  expect  it  to  withdraw  many  teachers  from  their  work 
next  winter  ;  and  thus,  for  the  time,  make  the  supply  of  teachers  gmaller, 
but  in  time  it  will  make  payments  with  interest. 

In  the  matter  of  grading  there  has  been  great  progress  made  in  district 
No.  5,  (south  school)'of  Platteville,  and  in  the  school  at  Boscobel.  These 
two  schools,  during  the  year,  were  quite  thoroughly  graded,  and  the  labor 
in  them  systematized.  The  other  schools  have  not  changed  in  this  partic- 
ular. T{e  two  schools  at  Platteville  and  that  at  Boscobel  are  the  only 
ones  in  the  county  well  graded.  I  trust  that  toon  the  schools  at  Hazel 
Greeq,  'Lancaster,  Cassville,  Muscoda  and  Potosi  will  emulate  the  exam- 
ple of  the  former  ones.  •  There  are  still  other  points,  Wingville,  Wood- 
man, Patch  Grove,  Tafton,  British  Hollow  and  Beetown,  that  might  sus- 
tain graded  schools. 

The  new  school  house  at  Boscobel  has  been  well  seated  this  year,  with 
"  Ranking  improved  school  desk," — this  district  have  now  two  good 
school  houses  upon  their  lot  and  are  beginning  to  discuss  the  necessity  of 
yet  another  to  meet  the  increased  and  yet  increasing  demand  for  room. 
There  have  been  several  school  houses  builded  during  the  year,  most  of 
them  of  improved  plan.  I  may  mention  those  of  districts  No.  1 
of  Fen ni more  and  No.  16  of  Lancaster.  Tet  some  districts  build 
without  a  plan,  and  thus  waste  their  money  in  a  house  entirely  un- 
suited  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  built.  The  seating  of  the  house  at 
Hazel  Green  was  completed  during  the  present  ^fear.  At  Boscobel  and 
Cassville  complete  sets  of  outline  maps  have  been  procured  ;  and  at  the 
former,  a  supply  of  primary  charts,  and  considerable  other  apparatus,  as 
well  as  blackboards  all  around  &e  several  rooms, — at  the  latter,  as  also  in 
district  No.  5  of  Platteville,  a  bell  sufficiently  large,  perhaps,  to  be  heard 
all  over  the  district  has  been  furnished.  At  Lancaster  steps  have  been 
taken  to  build  a  fine  school  ho%6e,  to  cost  about  $12,000,  of  which  $6,500 
are  already  se  ured  with  which  to  commence  operations.  And  so  through- 
out the  county  there  are  many  improvements  and  signs  of  better  times. 

One  town,  Platteville,  has  moved  in  fayor  of  the  township  district  sys- 
tem. The  member  of  assembly  from  that  district  is  instructed  to  ask  for 
a  law  allowing  towns  to  organize  their  schools  upon  this  system  <  and  this 
town  has  decided  unanimously  to  so  organize, when  so  permitted  to  do.  This, 
I  think  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  well  taken.  Some  towns,  per- 
haps Borne  entire  counties,  may  not  be  prepared  for  so  radical  a  change, — 
Platteville  is  ready,  and  will  gradually  educate  her  bordering  towns  up  to 
the  same  preparation.  I  hope  soon  to  see  the  system  adopted  throughout 
the  county  and  the  stata  By  it  every  man  may  have  the  advantages  of  a 
graded  school  which  every  town  can  thus  and  ought  to,  support,  and  which 
advantages  are  now  enjoyed  by  those  only  who  live  in  a  few  of  the  village 
districts.  The  tendency  now  is  to  small  districts — the  villages  of  Beetown 
and  British  Hollow  are  now  divided  each  into  two  districts,  supporting  four 
second  rate  schools  at  a  greater  expense  than  would  be  the  expense  to  each 
district  to  support  a  good  school  of  two  departments,  and  still  the  children 
receive  but  little  advantage — crowded  eighty  together  in  a  room,  perhaps* 
sufficiently  huge  to  accomodate  forty  pupils.    So  in  many  country  districts 
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there  is  the  Same  tendency  to  divide — every  man  seeming  to  want  a  school 
house,  at  least  at  the  corner  of  his  farm.  There  are  two  other  evils  that 
possibly  the  township  district  system  might  reach  and  remedy  by  changing 
the  levying  of  taxes  from  the  sab-district  to  tbe  t0wnship,  and  removing 
the  expenditure  of  it  from  the  sub-officers  to  the  town  officers.  1  refer  to 
the  neglect  to  enclose  school  grounds,  and  to  furnish  them  with  outjboutes; 
By  the  town  clefts'  reports  for  this  year,  only  twenty  sites  out  of  two 
hundred  (or  one-tenth  of  all  in  the  county,)  are  well  inclosed,  and  only 
thirty-nine  of  the  same  number  are  furnished  with  outhouses  in  good  con- 
dition. 'Tasteful  schoolrooms  and  surroundings  are  appreciated  by  all  live 
teachers  and  intelligent  people  generally.  Common  decency,  not  to  men- 
tion a  regard  for  the  innate  sentiment  of  purity  and  refinement  in  children, 
should,  it  would  seem,  prompt  school  boards  to  furnish  these  necessary 
buildings.  That  so  many  of  our  school  houses,  standing  as  they  do  upon 
tbe  open  prairie,  ana*  often  disputing  the  right  of  way  with  passing  wagons 
and  carriages,  shoujd  be  uninclosed  and  unfurnished  with  outhouses,'  is  far 
from  creditable  to  our  county. 

During  the  present  year  1  have  begun  to  require  monthly  reports  from 
-  the  teachers.  I  have  received  such  reports  from  one  hundred  and  forty- 
five  teachers,  I  had  no  means  of  putting  blanks  into  the  hands  of  all  the 
teachers  daring  the  first  term  of  using  them.  I  find  them  a  great  means 
of  inducing  teachers  to  put  forth  their  best  efforts  ;  and,  I  take  it,  they 
have  an  effect  upon  pupils;  too,  I  have  endeavored  to  make  the  reports 
suggestive  of  improvements  such  as  enterprising  teachers  can  easily  make. 
They  are  a  help  in  securing  co-operation,  between  teachers  and  superin- 
tendent. 

I  have  held  daring  the  year  two  institutes :  one  at  Boeeobel,  from  Sep- 
tember 1st  to  the  8th,  attended  by  seventy  six  teachers ;  the  other  at  Lan- 
caster, from  April  2d  to  the  6th,  attended  by  one  hundred  and  twelve 
teacbef  s.  I  had  no  help  this  year  in  conducting  institutes,  but  that  of 
teachers  of  the  county  in  conducting  drills,  discussions,  <&?.,  with  the  ex- 
ceptions below.  I  would  especially  mention  Rev.  Julius  Schum,  formerly 
of  Lancaster,  whose  zeal  for  the  cause  of  popular  education,  as  well  as  his 
liberal  culture  in  the  schools  of  Prussia,  fits  him  so  well  to  instruct  teach* 
ers  both  by  class  drills  and  lecture's.  I  trust  that  tbe -citizens  of  Cham- 
paign county,  Illinois,  whither  ho  has  moved,  may  receive  from-  him  such 
benefit  as  have  we  of  Grant,  I  would  mention,  also,  A.  R.  BuslmelJl  of 
Lancaster,  who,  leaving  the  dry  forms;  of  the  law.fpr  a  few  days,  very  nat- 
urally found  himself  a  niche  among  those  of  his  former  calling,  rendering 
valuable  aid  in  drilling  olasses,  in  discussions,  and  in  lecturing.  Whilst 
i  in  most  things  we  have,  been  gainers  during  the  year,  in  one  thing  we 

hare  greatly  lost.     Jno.  J.  Copp,  who  as  a  lecturer  and  co-laborer  in  gen- 
(  erf al institute  work  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  sJkoad  to  none,  having 

I  returned  to  his  home,  at  Oroton,  Oonn«,  having  laid  down  the  ferule  to 

i  .        adjust  the  wig  to  his  cranium. ' 

There  were  present  at  my  examinations,  during  the  year,  414  candidates, 
i  'of  these  *258  received  certificates— 3  of  the  first,  6  of  the  second,  and  249 

|  of  the  third  grade.'  '  Some  of  these  are  twice  counted,  having  been- exam; 

i  ined  spring  arid  fall.     In  addition  to  these  I  granted  25  local  certificates 

i  to  persons  who,  although  failing  to  come  up  to  the  standard,  gave  evidence 
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of  aptness  to  teach.    This  gi  

county  during  the  year.  And  here  is  an  evidence  of  improvement — 25 
local  certificates  this  year,  last  year  43.  I  have  refused  many  applications 
of  school  boards  that  I  would  license  particular  ones  for  their  schools,  but 
such  applications  are  becoming  rarer,  and  I  hope  they  may  cease  altogether. 
He  or  she  who  aspires  to  instruct  the  youth  of  the  land,  should  he  quali- 
fied to  pass  an  examination  for  a  third  grade  certificate  Yet  there  are 
those  who  would  be  willing  to  teach  on  a  local  license  all  their  days,  if 
such  license  could  be  secured  year  after  year.  I  have  preferred  to  grant  a 
local  license  to  those  who  apply  for  the  first  time  rather  than  to  those  who 
have  taught  term  after  term,  and  seem  quite  content  with  their  qualifica- 
tions. I  am  glad  that  United  States  history  was  nut  into  tho  branches 
required  for  a  third  grade  certificate.  Teachers  should  know  something  of 
the  origin  of  our  government  and  the  history  of  our  country.  I  trust  the 
day  will  soon  come  when  an  examination  will  require  some  knowledge  of  a 
constitutional  text  book,  or  science  of  government;  and  these  things 
should  be  taught  in  all  our  district  schools,  if  not  from  text  books,  at 
least  orally  and  as  general  exercises.

KENOSHA  COUNtfY. 

In  connection  with  my  regular  report,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the 
following  special  report : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  to  the  majority  of  the  schools 
of  this  county.  Very  much  of  this  prosperity  can  be  directly  traced  to 
the  efforts  of  my  predecessors  in  office—  B.  L.  Dodge  and  R.  Graham. 
Both  these  gentlemen  did  all  in  their  power  to  induce  teachers  and  pupils 
to  be  earnest  and  thorough  in  their  work ;  and  we  see  something  of  the 
effect  of  this  in  the  steady  improvement  of  our  teachers  as  a  class. 

Patrons  are  negligent  about  visiting  schools,  although  they  show  their 
appreciation  of  successful  teachers,  by  paying  such  a  fair  price  and  contin- 
uing them  in  the  eame  school  two  or  more  terms.  Wherever  a  new  school 
house  has  been  built  during  the  year,  the  pebplo  have  shown  their  liberali- 
ty by  voting  such  taxes  as  would  insure  a  good  house,  every  way  fitted  for 
school  purposes. '  For  such  school  buildings,  two  districts  in  the  town  of 
Pleasant  Prairie  deserve  especial  notice. 

District  No.  2/has  nearly  completed  a  school  house,  of  which  the  esti* 
mated  cost  is  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000).  Site  for  house  is  twelve 
(12)  rods  square,  iuulosed  by  a  substantial  board  fence,  Building,  22x36 
feet,  with  basement  4>elow  and  school  room  above.  Basement  built  of 
stone  and  brick,  seven  (7)  feet  in  height,  divided  into  two  rooms,  one  for 
fuel,  the  other  for  the  use  of  pupils.  The  school  room  is  to  be  furnished 
with  desks  and  seats  having  iron  standards.  The  ceiling  is  twelve  (12) 
feet  in  height.  Ventilators  are  so  arranged  that,  with  a  thoughtful  teach- 
er, pure  air  may  always  fill  the  room.  The  building  it  to  be  complete*, 
ready  for  the  winter  term. 
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District  No.  11,  Pleasant  Prairie,  has  completed  a  jrohool  house  second 
to  none  in  the  county  for  convenience.  School  room  25x35  feet ;  height 
of 'ceiling  twelve  (12)  feet ;  estimated  cost,  one  thousand  dollars  ($1000). 
A  good  bell  on  the  house  aids  the  teacher  in  Securing  punctuality.  The 
site  for  house  contains  a  half  acre,  enclosed  by  a  good  board  fence.  The 
play  grounds  are  separated  by  a  high,  tight  fence,  running  from  the  rear  of 
the  house  to  the  rear  of  the  yard  , 

In  connection  with  this,  I  would  respectfully  urge  on  those  who  have 
charge  of  the  erection  of  school  houses,  that  more  attention  be  paid  to  the 
seating  of  the  same,  the  position  of  the  stove  and  ventilation.     The  seats  * 
should  be  chairs,  fastened   to  iron  standards,  with  a  single  desk  for  each 
pupil,  and  each  of  these  at  the  proper  height. 

The  following  schools  have  secured  the  highest  per  cent,  of  attendance 
during  the  summer  term  : 

District  No.  2,  Somers,  96  per  cent. — Mr.  L.  0.  Lee,  teacher. 
District  No.  2,  Pleasant  Prairie,  94  per  cent. — Miss  L.  F:  Bourne,  teacher. 
District  No.  7,  Somers,  93  per  cent  — Miss  B.  M.  Spence,  teacher. 
District  No.  8,  Somers,  92  per  cent. — Hiss  Ella  Patterson,  teacher. 

The  summer  terms  of  our  common  schools,  usually  commence  in  the 
month  of  May,  and  continue  until  the  last  of  August,  thereby  including 
the  two  months  of  the  year  most  unfavorable  to  study.  If  this  were 
changed,  so  as  to  have  no  school  during  July  and  August,  a  great  ad- 
vancement would  be  made  toward  securing  a  more  regular  attendance. 

A  few  districts  have  made  the  change  thus  indicated — making  three 
school  terms  in  the  year,  commencing  the  fall  term  in  September,  and 
closing  the  summer  term  the  last  of  June.  It  is  partly  owing  to  this  fact, 
that  districts  No.  2,  both  of  Somers  and  Pleasant  Prairie,  stand  highest 
in  the  county  for  attendance.

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*  KEWAUNEE  COUNTY. 

There  has  been  very  little  improvement  in  building  or  repairing  school 
houses  during  the  past  year ;  we  have  six  frame  and  about  thirty  log  school 
houses,  the  former  are  very  well  arranged,  but  the  latter  are  very  poor  and 
unsuitable  for  the  purposes  designed. 

W«  have  two  graded  schools  with  two  departments  each,  one  at  Kewau- 
nea*  and  one  at  Ahnepee,  which  have  been  conducted  by  experienced  and 
successful  teachers.

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LA  CROSSE  COUNTY. 

We  have,  in  this  county,  exclusive  of  the  city  schools,  sixty-three  school 
districts,  in  which  are  employed  sixty-six   teachers,  three   of  the  schools 
having  each  two  departments.     To  supply  these  schools  with  teachers  I 
have  held,  during  the  past  year,  eight   public  examinations  and  have  ex- 
amined one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  applicants  for  certificates  of  the  third 
grade,  one  hundred  and  four  of  whom  received  such  certificates  and  four- 
teen were  licensed  to  teach  particular  schools,  while  the  remaining  thirty- 
^  nine  have  been  rejected.     There  were  six  applicants  for  certificates  of  the 
second  grade,  two  of  whom  received  them,  three  received  third  grade  and 
one  rejected,  and  two  applicants  for  certificates  of  the  first  grade,  to  one  of 
whom  such  certificate  was  issued,  the  other  receiving  a  certificate  of  the 
third  grade,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  certificates  is- 
sued— one  of  the  first,  two  of  the   second,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  of  the  third  grade,  including  those  to  whom  limited  certificates  were 
given.     Of  these,  I  would  say  that  while  I  do  not  approve  of  the  system 
of  permitting  any  person  to  teach  who  does  not  possess  the  necessary  at- 
tainments to  entitle  him  to  a  third  grade  certificate,  the  scarcity  of  teach- 
ers to  supply  our  winter  schools  has  compelled  me  to  ad  opt  #  this  expedient. 
Of  the  fourteen  licenses  issued,  twelve  nave  been  frr  the  present  term  of 
schools.     It  may  be  urged  with  some  degree  of  plausibility  that  it  would 
be  much  better  to  have  no  school.     I,  for  a  long  time,  entertained  the 
same  idea,  but  am  now  satisfied  that  with  schools  as  we  have  them  in  this 
county,  there  are  many  who  cannot  pass  the  required  examination — the 
superintendent  exercising  his  judgment  in  the  selection — who,  to  say  the 
least,  would  do  much  better  in  the  schools  than  to  have  the  school  houses 
closed  all  the  year.     Such  is  especially  the  case  in  many  of  our  newly  or- 
ganized school  districts,  which  are  settled  entirely  by  those  who  speak 
some  foreign  language,  and  to  whose  children — well  grown  toward  man  and 
womanhood — the  only  opportunity  that  will  ever  be  presented  for  them  to 
learn  to  read  and  write  the  English  language  will  be  within  the  next  two 
or  three  years. 

Of  the  sixty-three  districts  in  the  county,  one  is  still  without  a  public 
school  building ;  the  inhabitants  maintained  a  school,  however,  eight 
months  during  the  last  year  in  a  private  house.  The  greater  part  of  the 
houses  are  framed  structures  and,  of  themselves,  present  a  very  comforta- 
ble and  cheerful  external  appearance.  They  are,  however,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, devoid  of  almost  everything  that  would  render  them  attractive  in 
their  surroundings.  No  enclosures,  no  shade  trees,  no  play  grounds, 
nothing  but  the  naked  school  house  placed  in  a  slight  expansion  of  the  pub- 
lic highway.  There  are  two  buildings  of  brick  and  three  of  logs.  Very 
few  of  the  buildings  are  supplied  with  outline  maps  and  none  with  geo- 
graphical, philosophical  or  astronomical  apparatus.  Blackboards  are  in 
most  cases  rather  small,  though  most,  or  at  least  many  of  the  school 
houses  are  being  improved  in  this  particular  The  outhouses — be  it  said 
to  the  credit  of  the  county — are  generally  in  a  very  good  condi- 
tion. There  have  been  three  new  school  buildihgs  completed  during  the 
last  year,  and  several  others  are  in  process  of  erection.  At  the  present 
rate  of  improvement,  in  a  few  years  our  county  will  be  very  creditably 
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supplied  with  public  school  buildings,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  there  will 
be  a  commendable  interest  in  making  them  attractive  and  inviting  to  the 
pupils  as  well  as  furnishing  them  with  the  most  approved  means  of  impart- 
ing instruction. 

I  have  required  each  teaoher  in  the  county  to  make  a  report  of  the 
school  at  the  end  of  each  month,  the  blanks  for  which  I  have  furnished 
them  in  order  to  make  them  uniform.  Among  the  things  to  bo  reported 
is  a  statement  of  all  the  time  lost  during  the  montn  by  absence  or  tardi- 
ness, and  it  is  a  matter  of  surprise  to  see  the  amount  of  time  lost,  by  m 
those  who  pretend  to  attend  school  during  the  term,  and  I  venture  the  as- 
sertion that  the  per  centage  of  attendance  is  quite  as  large  as  in  a  majori- 
ty of  the  counties  in  the  state.  I  think  the  practices  has  had  a  salutary 
effect  upon  our  teachers  and  a  good  influence  upon  our  schools.  One  fea- 
ture which  has  been  a  source  of  much  good,  I  think,  is  in  having  the 
names  of  all  those  who  have  lost  no  time  by  being  absent  or  tardy  and 
those  who  are  perfect  in  recitations  and  deportment,  embodied  in  the  re- 
port which  I  copy  into  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  publish  in  the 
county  papers  in  my  general  term  report  to  the  people  of  the  county. 

I  have  visited  each  school  in  the  county  twice  during  the  year  and  many 
of  them  oftener.  This  is  invariably  done  without  notice  to  the  teachers. 
These  visits  have  satisfied  me  of  two  things — first,  that  our  teachers  are 
all,  or  nearly  all,  working  hard  for  the  interest  of  our  schools,  and  second, 
that  the'patrons  are  very  little  interested  in  their  schools  after  they  haye 
employed  their  teachers  and  got  them  "  running ;"  or  if  they  are  interested 
they  do  not  prove  it  by  the  "  best  evidence,"  viz  :  visiting  the  schools. 
I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  three-fourths  of  all  the  schools  in  the  county 
are  never  visited  during  the  entire  year  by  a  single  patron.  Such  is  the 
deplorable  state  of  things,  but  what  shall  be  the  remedy  I  will  not  attempt 
to  say. 

We  held  one  institute  the  last  yeax  iu  the  city  of  La  Crosse  for  the 
teachers  of  the  city  and  county.  It  was  well  attended,  continued  four 
days  and  a  half,  and  was  upon  the  whole  a  success  and  resulted  in  good  to 
our  teachers. 

Generally,  we  have  every  reason  to  be  encouraged  and  engage  in  the 
work  with  renewed  vigor  for  the  ensuing  year,  for  there  is  every  prospect 
of  making  the  school^  in  this  county  second  to  none  in  the  state.  We 
lave  talent,  industry,  wealth,,  and  last,  but.  not  least,  a  high  moral  senti- 
ment pervading  the  entire  county*  communicated  from  the  parent  to  the* 
child  and  cultivated  and  fostered  until  it  presents  an  admirable  spectacle. 
Under  these  favorable  circumstances,  having  our  admirable  school  system, 
it  would  be  a  miracle  indeed  if  the  education  of  our  youth  were  neglected. 
But  I  have  so  much  faith  in  the  intelligence  and  virtue  of  our  citizens 
that  I  cannot  but  believe  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  county 
will  stand  first  among  the  counties  in  the  state,  in  view  of  her  many  educa- 
tional facilities  and  the.  intelligence  and  moral  worth  of  her  sons  and 

daughters.

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LA  FAYETTE  COUNTY. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  general  statement  touching  the 
condition  of  the  public  schools  of  this  county. '  In  addition  to  this,  I  shall 
present  a  few  observations,  which, .  however  peculiar  in  manner  and  form, 
will  not,  I  feel,  bo  deemed  irrelevant  to  the  general  subject  matter."  The 
accompanying  annual  report,  as  you  will  perceive,  is  characterized  by  er- 
rors, both  of  omissiom  and  commission.  These  features  are  to  be  ascribed 
either  to  neglect,  or  to  the  want  of  a  proper  understanding  on  the  part  of 
certain  of  the  town  clerks,  of  those  duties,  upon  tho  proper  discharge  of 
which  must  depend  the  accuracy  of  the  report  of  the  superintendent.  This 
is  ap  evil  which  seems  inseparable  from  our  present  elective  system,  by 
reason  of  the  changes  which  are  constantly  taking  place  in  the  officers  who 
administer  our  school  affairs.  Every  recurring  election  is  liable  to  result 
in  the  choice  of  new  officers,  who,  in  the  nature  of  things,  cannot  in  all 
cases,  acquire  that  familiarity  with  the  duties  of  their  respective  positions 
necessary  to  assure  accuracy  in  their  reports. 

As  regards  the  general  working  of  our  school  system  in  this  county,  I 
believe  it  to  be  in  the  main  successful,  and  as  well  adapted  to  the  condi- 
tion of  society  existing  here,  as  any  that  could  be  desired.  Perfection  is 
not  found  in  this  world,  yet  some  individuals  and  some  systems  approach 
perfection  more  nearly  than  others  To  those  of  us  engaged  in  education- 
al matters,  the  study  should  be  to  render  our  school  system  as  nearly  per- 
fect as  possible.  To  do  this  requires  time,  thought,  labor,  and  money. 
Effort  is  needed  on  the  part  of  the  various  parties  concerned. 

:  Nothing,  as  I  conceive,  is  more  essential  to  the  success  of  our  system, 
than  the  election  of  the  right  kind  of  men  as  school  officers.  By  this  I 
mean,  inen  who  possess  a  fair  share  of  education,  and  with  this  correct 
principles,  and  who  are  willing  to  give  the  time  requisite  for  the  proper 
discharge  of  their  duties,  prompted  by  the  consciousness  that  they  are 
thereby  promoting  the  public  good  and  the  individual  welfare  of  those  to 
whose  seeping  must  soon  be  committed  all  that  pertains  to  the  interests  of 
society. 

The  sohools  under  our  system  are  the  people's  schools,  and  it  behooves 
the  people  to  know  who  are  the  men  entrusted  with  their  control  and  gov- 
ernment. Do  they  act  as  wen  maintaining  the  authority  and  power  with 
which  their  office  invests  them,  and  see  that  a  teacber  is  upheld  in  her  au- 
thority over  her  pupils?  Are  they  men  of  liberal  and  generous  views  and 
feelings  ?  Are  they  men  capable  of  appreciating  worth  and  talent  in  a 
teacher  ?  Are  they  men  that  are  really  interested  in  the  teacher's  welfare 
and  the  pupil's  progress  ? 

Though  there  is  no  pecuniary  compensation  allowed  our  district  school 
officers,  is  not  the  consciousness  of  doing  good  to  hundreds  of  children  a 
reward  in  itself?  Is  npt  the  fact  that  the  members  of  a  single  school 
board,  have  it  in  their  power,  to  a  great  extent,  to  form  the  character  and 
mould  the  destinies  of  perhaps  one  hundred  children,  reward  enough  ? 
Twenty  years  hence  the  timid  girls  and  stirring  boys,  who  now  greet  the 
visiting  school  officers  with  a^mile,  will  be  able  to  appreciate  the  time  and 
effort  bestowed  by  the  board  for  their  good,  and  will  rise  up  to  do  them 
reverenoe  as  benefactors  of  their  race.     Or  are  the  members  of  the  school 
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board  men  that  would  sacrifice  the  good  of  the  school  and  the  interests  of 
the  teachers  rather  than  yield  the  exercise  of  one  iota  of  their  power  and 
their  authority,  rather  than  overoome  a  prejudice  or  abandon  a  whim?

T1ACHER8. 

It  is  difficult  to  place  any  one  in  the  exact  position  that  talent*  and  at- 
tainments deserve.  Extrinsio  circumstances  have  much  to  do  with  it. 
Nevertheless  those  who  devote  themselves  conscientiously  to  attaining  ex- 
cellence in  their  profession  will  study  its  improvement  and  'its  progress. 
And  this  leads  to  the  inquiry,  are  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools  proud 
of  their  profession  ?  And  do  they  unite  with  each  other  in  sustaining  its 
dignity  and  honor  ?  Or  do  they  teach  merely  for  the  money,  regardless  of 
the  solemn  responsibility  resting  upon  them  to  prepare  their  pupils  to  bat- 
tle bravely  ana  courageously  in  the  conflict  of  life?  Do  they  implant  in 
them  principles  of  honor  and  justice  to  all  men  ?  Are  they  men  ana  women 
of  pure  sentiment,  of  noble  aims  and  high  purposes  ?  Are  they  willing  to 
do  what  seems  best  for  their  pupils  in  all  things  ? 

If  it  is  difficult  to  make  an  idea  take  root  in  a  child's  brain,  does  that 
excuse  the  process  of  some  teachers  in  the  publio  schools  of  grinding  chil- 
dren into  machines  as  nearly  alike  mentally,  as  possible  ?  Or  should  orig- 
inality and  individuality  be  brought  out  more  in  children  ?  Can  our  , 
teachers  boast  of  sufficient  intellect  and  variety  of  culture  to  be  capable  of 
such  development  ?  Do  teachers  give  sufficient  vent  to  the  animal  spirits 
of  the  naturally  active  and  buoyant  children  ?  Do  they  render  the  exer- 
cises sufficiently  varied?  and  do  they  employ*  sufficient  judgment  and  com- 
mon sense  in  the  administration  of  corporal  punishment  ? 

PARBNT8. 

Another  and  most  essential  condition  to  the  successful  and  harmonious 
working  of  our  school  system,  is  the  relation  which  parents  should  sustain 
to  it.  In  many  instances  the  regulation  prohibiting  the  admission  of  chil- 
dren under  the  age  of  four  years  into  the  publio  schools  is  disregarded, and 
We  find  parents  sending  babes  of  three  years  of  age  to  school,  "  to  have 
them  out  of  the  way ;"  thus  rendering  the  primary  room  a  nursery  of  puny, 
peevish,  sickly  little  creatures,  to  be  kept  in  a  strained  and  tiresome  po- 
sition six  hours  a  day.  Do  the  parents  invite  the  teachers  of  their  chil- 
dren to  visit  them  and  learn  what  progress  their  children  are  making, 
whether  the  teachers  are  such  as  to  improve,  elevate,  instruct  and  refine 
their  children  ?  Do  they  oo-oporate  with  the  teachers?  Do  they  instil  a 
feeling  of  respect,  reverence  and  affection  for  the  teacher  into  the  hearts 
of  their  children  ?

I  regret  that  the  time  of  making  my  annual  report  has  occurred  as  I 
am  making  semi-annual  examinations,   which  will  preclude  any  lengthy  « 
special  report  from  me. 

The  cause  of  education  in  Manitowoc  county  is  prospering  finely.  New 
frame  school  houses  are  the  order  of  the  day,  and  &  number  have  been 
erected  within  the  past  season.  The  people  are  getting  more  liberal  in 
financial' matters  forlbhe  support  of  schools,  and  a  general  feeling  of  interest 
for  the  cause  of  children  seems  to  pervade  them. 

The  amendments  to  the  school  code  passed  by  the  last  legislature,  are 
just  and  sound,  particularly  that  portion  which  compels  five  months  school, 
instead  of  three,  and  that  relating  to  officers  employiag  teachers  without 
certificates.

MARATHON  COUNTY. 

Marathon  is  divided  into  a  German  and  an  American  district,  for  some 
parts  of  the  county  aro  exclusively  settled  by  Germans,  while  others  are 
inhabited  by  Americans  .only.  The  towns  of  Jenny,  Texas,  Weston,  Mo- 
sinee,  Knowlton  and  part  of  the  town  of  Wausau  may  be  said  to  consti- 
tute the  American — those  of  Berlin,  §tettin  and  Marathon  and  part  of 
Wausau  making  the  German  district.  In  the  districts  where  the  inhabit- 
ants are  .mostly  American,  schools  have  gone  jon  as  they  generally  do  in 
newly  settled  parts  of  the  country.  At  present  there  are  six  respectable 
school  houses  in  them — frame  buildings  well  furnished,  though  outline 
maps  have  found  their  way  into  one  of  them  only. .  We  have  here  7  good 
teachers  and  some  of  the  rest  make  promising  progress.  Of  a  few  I  must 
say  that  they  have,  or  at  hast  had,  the  opinion  that  being  Americans  qual- 
ified ihem  to  teach  eo  ipse,  at  least  in  a  small  school  or  in  German  dis- 
tricts ;  and  it  seemed  hard  to  such  to  be  compelled  to  begin  to  study  for 
themselves.  The  teachers  all  seem  to  make  effort  to  advance  and  qualify 
themselves  better  for  their  office,  and  such  as  do  not,  we  hope  will  soon  be 
released.  I  have  granted  29  certificates  up  to  the  17th  of  October,  in- 
cluding thoso  granted  at  the  fall  examinations  ;  of  these  24  were  given  to 
American  applicants  and  15  to  Germans.  Only  one  of  our  teachers  holds 
a  first  grade  certificate — and  I  think  these  should  be  sparingly  given  and 
to  such  only  as  really  deserve  this  honor.     Two   teachers  hold  a  second 

frade,  which  leaves  86  third  grade  certificates,  and  of  tjiese  quite  a  num- 
er  were  limited  to  six  months. 

^  In  the  districts  where  the  inhabitants  are  exclusively  Germans,  there  are 
eight  good  log  school  houses  well  furnished,  and  one  frame  building — out- 
line maps  havo  found  their  way  into  2  of  them,  several'are  furnished  with 
other  maps  and  about  5  districts  are  to  be  supplied  with  maps  this  year. 
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One  good  log  school  house  is  now  building  in  which  the  children  of  two 
formerly  .very  small  districts  will  be  instructed.  Though  the  Germans  in 
our  county  have  shown  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  education  of  their 
children,  our  public  schools  among  them  have  proved  a  failuro  on  account 
of  the  management  of  them  for  several  years.  The  first  districts  were  or- 
ganized about  seven  years  ago  ;  American  teachers  were  hired  in  most  of 
them  and  nothing  but  English  was  taught,  and  the  children  hobbled  through 
their  primer  year  after  year,  and — knew  entirely  nothing  of  what  they 
were  reading.  So  it  was  with  most  of  these  districts.  In  others  German 
teachers  were  employed  that  hardly  knew  anything  of  the  English  language 
beyond  reading  "Saunders'  secorid,"  but  even  these  did  not  teach  the  German 
language  in  their  schools.  In  the  best  schools  among  the  Germans1  of  our 
county,  the  children  at  last  attained  to  the  high  standing  of  being  able 
mechanically  to  read  "Saunders'  Third  Reader,"  but  still  they  were  not 
able  to  speak  English  enough  to  sell  a  few  pounds  of  butter,  nor  could  they 
give  even  the  most  simple  sentence  correctly  in  German.  That  has  been 
the  80-ealled  education  of  the  children  of  the  Germans  in  our  county — 
speaking  of  them  as  a  whole.  It  is  a  sad  picture  but  very  true  and  correct. 

I  have  made  it  my  study  to  watch  these  schools  and  find  out  where  the 
fault  lay  ;  and  I  must  say  the  principal  cause  of  such  decided  failuro  is 
that  those  children  were  not  taught  to  read  in  their  own  language  first. 
Allow  me  to  state  how  I  would  manage  these  Schools  to  insure  sucoess. 
The  children  should  first  learn  to  express  their  thoughts  in  their  mother 
tongue ;  they  should  first  learn  to  read  that  and  afterward  they  would 
learn  more  of  the  Englilh  language  in  three  months  than  they  would  learn, 
in  the  old  way,  in  three  years.  A  good  teacher,  conducting  a  school  in 
that  way,  might  challenge  the  world  to  compete  with  him.  This  is  my 
firm  opinion — the  result  of  years  of  careful  observation.  I  will  further 
state  what  has  led  me  to  believe  that  our  public  schools  can  be  made  ben- 
eficial to  foreigners  only  if  conducted  on  this  principle.  The  Germans  are 
divided  up  into  hundreds  of  dialects,  so  different  from  each  other  that  men 
of  different  dialects  can  hardly  understand  each  other.  Out  of  twenty 
German  families  not  one  uses  the  regular  German  in  family  intercourse. 
Their  children,  therefore,  taken  as  a  whole,  are  not  able  to  understand  this 
book*German — if  I  am  allowed  to  so  express  myself.  Men  of  all  dialects, 
however,  are  able  to  make  themselves  understood  in  this  so-called  "  high- 
dutch."  Now  these  children  that  do  not  even  understand  their  mother 
tongue  are  bothered  with  learning  a.  foreign  language  of  which  they  do 
not  hear  a  word  at  home.  How  can  the  schools,  managed  in  such  a  way, 
provo  otherwise  than  a  failuro.  But  let  the  child's  mind  have  a  chance  to 
enlarge  by  theuse  of  its  own  language  and  it  will  in  time  learn  another 
language  ten  times  faster  and  understandingly.  How  would  it  be  with 
American  children  were  they  sent  to  a  French  or  Spanish  school  from  tho 
first,  their  parents  not  being  able  to  speak  either  of  those  ,  languages  ? 
What  wonderful  progress  they  would  make.  Therefore,  to  make  our  pub- 
lic schools  profitable  among  the  German  part  of  our  population  their  chil- 
dren should  first  learn  their  own  language. 

It  may  be  objected  that  then  the  English  language  would  be  neglected. 
I  firmly  answer — no  !  but  the  children  will  learn  more  of  English  and  learn 
it  more  understandingly  in  this  way  than  they  would  otherwise,     To  the 
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objection  that  the  public  schools  are  built  for  English  instruction,  I  an- 
swer: it  is  80, but  the  question  is  how  a  thorough  English  or  American  ed- 
ucation may  be  soonest  acquired  by -a  child  of  a  foreigner  ;  and  here  I  am 
firmly  convinced  that,  if  we  would  conduct  our  schools  in  the  way  indicat- 
ed, our  children  would  reach  that  end  at  least  three  times  as  soon  as  they 
possibly  could  in  any  other  way  under  the  circumstances. 

In  the  German  districts  spoken  of,  there  are  now  employed  German  teach- 
ers that  are  well  qualified  in  their  mother  tongue,  and  hard  trying  to  go 
ahead  in  the  English,  and  such  as  would  not,  we  hope  soon  to  dispose  of. 
Schools  in  these  districts  are  doing  very  well,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
considering  the  very  unfavorable  circumstances,  as  these  are  nearly  the 
same  as  when  a  student  learns  a  strange  language.  It  must  always  be 
kept  in  mind  that  these  ohildren  are  doing  a  student's  work  in  our  public 
schools  and  then  one  cannot  do  otherwise  than  be  satisfied  with  their  pro- 
gress. In1  such  of  tliese  districts  where  the  English  language  is  used  at 
home  it  does  tolerably  well  to  teach  that  language  only — though  it  would 
be  both  an  honpr  to  the  state  and  also  greatly  beneficial  to  the  common- 
wealth if  as  many  of  its  children  as  could  learn  both  languages  were  given 
a  chance  to  do  so — but  in  those  districts,  where  parents  are  unable  to  use 
the  language  of  our  country,  the  children  are  sadly  behind  those  that  have 
learned  both  German  and  English  in  the  schools. 

1  know  that  most  teachers  employed  as  such  in  our  German  districts 
would  not  be  well  qualified  to  teach  in  most  of  our  American  districts,  but 
still  we  have  no  others,  and  since  they  are  ahead  of  the  children  and  are 
trying  to  acquire  more  and  more  knowledge  of  the  English  language,  we 
cannot  at  present  do  better  than  to  let  them  be  employed,  with  the  under- 
standing that  they  must  go  ahead  or  give  up  their  claim  to  keeping  school. 
If  they  had  been  thus  morally  compelled  to  study  by  every  one  of  my  pre- 
decessors, thoy  might  now  be  excellent  teachers. 

Finally  I  would  say  :  let  us  concede  to  foreigners  their  own  language, 
as  all  civilized  nations  do  to  Englishmen  living  among  them  in  any  consid- 
erable number,  and  they  will  be  sooner  and  better  Americanized  than  other 
wise.  Let  us  remember  that  the  people  of  Schleswig  and  Hoistein  have 
not  been  made  Danes  by  tyrannically  compelling  them  to  forsake  their  dear 
mother  tongue  in  their  schools  and  churches.  Then  will  these  German 
Americans  be  able,  too,  to  be  the  teachers  of  their  countrymen  that  will 
be  constantly  coming  over  for  centuries  to  come.  If  the  law  could  allow 
it,  I  would  still  go  a  step  further  and  say,  let  us  even  tolerate  their  teach* 
ing  bible  trath  in  the  schools  if  they  are  all  of  the  same  religious  convic- 
tions, for  Christianity  must  make  up  the  foundation  of  real  morality  and 
the  happiness  of  our  nation,  and  of  the  stability  of  its  republican  form  of 
government. 

Some  of  our  smaller  districts  have  been  consolidated.  We  are  trying  to 
better  our  schools  and  to  press  forward,  and  looking  back  and  viewing  what 
has  been  done,  I  dare  say  that  our  schools  have  made  a  move  in  a  good  di- 
rection, and  in  that  direction,  God  helping,  we  will  try  to  go  forward.

We  need  a  connecting  link  between  the  county  su- 
perintendent and  the  schools,  which  should  be  supplied  by  reviving  the 
office  of  town  superintendent,  with  the  same  powers  and  duties  as  former- 
ly,  except  the  examination  and  licensing  of  teachers.

MILWAUKEE  COUNTY. 

fIBST    DISTRICT. 

In  addition  to  the  abstract'  of  the  reports  of  town  clerks  already  for- 
warded, I  deem  it  my  duty  to  make  the  following  statement  regarding  the 
condition  of  schools  in  this  district  t 

There  have  been  no  new  school  houses  built  during  the  year  )  however, 
district  boards  are  most  active  in  making  any  repairs  that  are  found  neces- 
sary to  the  convenience  or  comfort  of  the  scholars. 

This  superintendent  district  comprises  five  towns,  which  are  divided  into 
three  inspection  districts.  During  the  past  year,  I  have  held  seven  meet- 
ings for  the  examination  of  teachers*  three  in  the  spring  and  four  in  the 
fall.  These  meetings  were  attended  by  87  applicants  for  examination.  Of 
this  number  66  have  received  third  grade  certificates  \  2  received  second 
grade J  1  received  a  first  grade,  and  22  were  rejected.  I  have  also  grant- 
ed 6  limited  certificates,  making  a  total  of  65  certificates  granted  within 
the  year. .  The  fall  examinations  I  have  conducted  somewhat  differently 
from  those  in  the  spring,  having,  at  each  of  the  meetings  devoted  a  part 
of  each  day  to  the  regular  mode  of  oral  and  written  examinations,  and  the 
remainder -to  the  discussion  of  topics  relating  to  school  government. 

I  have  made,  during  the  past  ten  months,  109  visits  to  48  schools. 
There  has  been  considerable  effort  made  during  the  past  year,  both  by 
teachers  and  school  boards,  in  securing  a  uniformity  of  school  books  in  the 
schools  of  the  county.  I  also  observe  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of 
school  district  officers,  to  retain  in  the  same  school,  for  more  than  one 
term,  the  teacher,  when  found  competent. 

During  the  summer,  I  established  a  system  of  u  teachers'  monthly  re- 
ports," and  from  mv  knowledge  of  its  working,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  superintendent  has  no  surer  means  of  ascertaining  the  capabilities  of 
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the  teachers,  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  several  schools  under  his 
charge,  than  through  these  reports,  provided  they  are  made  with  accuracy 
and  truthfulness. 

At  the  fall  examinations,  I  read  to  to  those  in  attendance  the  circular  of 
the  state  superintendent  on  the  opening  of  the  normal  school  at  Platteville, 
and  the  conditions  necessary  for  the  admission  of  members.  On  various 
occasions  since  then  1  have  endeavored  to  induce  some,  (whose  character 
and  attainments  were  such  as  to  entitle  them  to  admission),  to  enter  the 
normal  school  the  present  term,  but  I  haze  been  invariably  met  by  some 
such  remark  as  tho  following  :  "  Would  you  advise  me  to  enter  on  a  pro- 
fession that,  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  does  not  afford  a  decent  means  of 
subsistence  ?" 

I  know  that  the  best  educators  of  the  country  are  looking  anxiously 
around  and  inquiring,  one  of  another,  how  they  may  help  to  render  these 
normal  schools  successful.  In  my  opinion,  if  they  would  have  them  suc- 
ceed, they  must  endeavor  to  procure  constant  and  remunerative  employ- 
ment for  those  who  are  about  to  graduate  in  these  institutions.  Our 
country  schools,  as  constituted  at  present,  do* not  afford  such  employment, 
and,  judging  from  the  times,  are  not  likely  to  do  so  for  some  indefinite  pe- 
riod, as  our  people  and  our  legislative  bodies,  seem  to  regard  the  business 
of  education  as  of  merely  secondary  importance. 

That  portion  of  the  school  code  as  amended  during  the  last  sesion  of 
the  legislature,  and  which  is  deemed  the  most  favorable  to  the  interests  of 
education,  as  far  as  granting  increased  facilities  for  holding  longer  terms 
of  school  is  concerned,  consists  of  subsection  6  and  12,  of  section  19,  act 
of  1863.  Said  law  as  amended  empowering  school  districts  to  raise  by 
tax  each  year  five  hundred  do  liars  for the  payment  of  "  teachers'  wages," 
is,  except  in  the  case  of  villages,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a  dead  letter, 
as  I  don't  know  any  district  in  this  county  (and  I  believe  it  is  nearly  the 
same  in  most  of  the  counties  of  the  .state)  which  has  even  reached  the 
sum  permitted  to  bo  raised  by  the  law  befopo  being  amended.  The  clause 
obliging  each  district  to  maintain  in  cacb  year  at  hast  five  months'  school, 
is,  I  am  prepared  to  admit,  of  some  advantage  to.  the  inhabitants  of  the 
newly  and  sparsely  settled  portions  of  tho  state,  but  the  law  is  inoperative 
in  the  older  and  densely  populated  sections,  as  five  months'  school  and 
over,  in  each  year,  has  generally  been  the  rule  for  a  number  of  years  past 
in  Milwaukee  county,  and  J  am  led  to  believe  in  all  the  older  settled  por- 
tions of  the  state  also.  I  am  well  aware  that  even  in  some  thickly  settled 
parts  of  the  state  there  aro  to  be  found  some  districts  with  little  popula- 
tion and  still  less  territory,  that  have  not  kept  school  for  five  months  in 
each  year.  If  this  latter  cjass  of  districts,,  all  over  the  atate,. should  be 
disorganized,  and  incorporated  with  adjoining  districts,  it  would  Very  much 
benent  the  cause  of  education* 

If  compulsory  education  is  i,o  be  resorted  to  at  all*  let  the  law  be  so 
amended  that  it  will  reach  all  classes  and  communities  alike.  Is  it  just  to 
compel  sparsely  and  newly  settled  districts  to  maintain  school  for  five 
month?,  and  allow  densely  populated  and  comparatively  wealthy  districts, 
in  the  older  settled  portions  of  the  ?tate,  to  go  09  keeping  school* for  five 
and  six  months  as  heretofore.     The  Jaw  in. this  respect;  is  rcnjudt.  •.     . 

No  person  of  the  least  foresight  .will  for  a  moment  insist,  tkifc  ejogdoy* 
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ment  for  five  or  seven  months  in  the  year,  will  induce  those  who  will  have 
graduated  in  our  normal  schools  to  follow  teaching  as  a  profession,  while 
other  and  more  lucrative  employments  will  be  open  to  jthem«  In  vain  then 
will  we  have  established  normal  schools  in  our  midst,  if  we  axe  not  pre 
pared  to  give  permanent  employment,  and  increased  pay  to  the  superior 
class  of  teachers  these  schools  will  send  forth.  The  experience  of  those 
states,  take  New  York  and  Massachusetts  far  instance,  which  have  had 
normal  schools  for  years  past,  is  conclusivp  on  that  point,  as  it  appears 
that  only  a  very  small  per  cent  age  of  those  graduating  in  the  normal 
schools  of  these  states  ever  followed  teaching  as  a  profession.  The  rea- 
son is  obvious,  teaching  as  a  business  did  not  pay.  We  cannot  hope  for 
better  success  under  our  five  months'  system.-  It  is  conceded  by  all  that 
education  is  the  great  "  bulwark  of  our  liberties.'*  Is  it  not  then  a  mat* 
ter  of  surprise  and  regret  that  our  legislative,  bodies  pay  60  little  atten- 
tion to  its  proper  development.  It  is  hardly  *nacessary  to  inquire  here, 
why  it  is  that  at  present  in  the  cities  and  villages  of  our  state,  the  teach- 
ers are  so  mueh  superior  to  those  employed  in  the  country  districts? 
Why  to  be  sure,  because  they  are  permanently  emplpyed,  and,  as  a  conse- 
quence, better  paid,  and  until  this  result  is  secured  in  the  country,  in  vain 
may  we  look  for  a  better  class  of  teachers,  or.  a  moro  thoroughly  educated 
community. 

I  have  had  within  the  last  few  months  several  applications  from  school 
district  boards  for  well  qualified  teachers,  with  offers  of  greatly  increased 
pay,  accompanied,  however,  by  the  usual  condition  that  works  so  ruinous- 
ly to  our  school  system,  "  only  for  four  or  five  months."  It  is  easy  to 
conceive  what  was  the  result.  I  could  not  induce  the  better  class  of 
teachers  to  return  to  a  business  in  which  they  could  not  hope  to  obtain 
permanent  employment. 

I  regret  to  have  to  say  that  as  a  consequence  of  our  short  terms  of 
school,  some  of  our  best  teachers  quit  the  employment  at  the  close  of  each 
term,  to  engage  in  other  pursuits  t"hat  pay  better.  Yet  I  am  convinced 
that  the  teachers  of  this  county  are  in  point  of  qualifications  tar  in  ad- 
vance of  what  they  were  a  few  years  since.  If  the  duties  antjl  responsi- 
bilities of  teachers  are  considered,  it  must  be  admitted,  that  taken  as  a 
class,  they  are  the  worst  paid  of  any   in  the  state.

PEPIN  COUNTY. 

The  schools  of  this  county  are  gradually  assuming  a  mor.e  systematic 
shape.  Tbe.oJd  hovels,  heretofore  used  for  school  purposes,  are  fyeing.  re- 
moved a  pel  respectable  houses  erectei  in  tWr  stead.         x 

The  schools  are  of  a  higher  character,  than  ever  hefyre-rthe  Reason  is, 
teachers  are  better  qualified  and  becoming  more  eaxqes^y  enlisted  in  their 
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great  work.     The  fall  examinations  produced  the*  best  lot  of  papers  for 
three  years,  and  showed  a  decided  progress  on  the  part  of  the  teachers. 

Our  school  system  is  good,  but  my  opinion  is,  by  judioious'legislation, 
it  can  be  bettered. 

The  great  drawbaoks  to  all  our  public  schools  are  irregularity  .and  va- 
grancy, tolerated  in  almost  every  district  by  ignorant  parents  or  guardi- 
ans, who  do  not  appreciate  the  importance  of  educating  the  rising  genera- 
tion. The  cupidity  of  guardians  often  robs  the  child  of  the  time  he 
should  spend  in  school  and  directs  his  efforts  to  manual  labor.  It  is  a  sin 
against  civilised  society  to  allow  ohildren  to  grow  up  in  brutish  ignorance. 
Statistics  show  that  the  laws  of  society  are  most  frequently  violated  by 
such  ignorant  persons;  hence  we  have  learned  that/ ignorance  is  the 
basis  of  crime. 

To  guard  against  this  evil,  society  must  have  some  compulsory  system 
of  education.  Mo  American  eitisen  should  be  allowed  to  bring  up  a  fami- 
ly, destitute  of  the  rudimentary  principles  of  knowledge.  Yet  I  know  of 
families  in  this  county,  the  heads  of  which  can  neither  read  nor  write,  who 
are  roaring  their  children  in  the  same  manner.  The  samo  is  true  to  some 
extent  all  over  the  state,  and  so  long  as  it  is  not  considered  a  crime  and 
so  treated  by  society,  so  long  will  it  continue  to  be  so.  When  ajl  the  ne- 
cessary expenses  for  maintaining  and  carrying  on  a  school,  have  been  in- 
curred bv  society,  then  the  same  authority  should  say  that  all  must  par- 
take of  its  benefits* 

This  irregularity  and  vagrancy,  in  connection  with  onr  common  school 
system  can  be  the  most  effectually  reached,  it  seems  to  me,  by  some  system 
of  taxation  ;  a  ttx  of  twenty,  five  cents  per  day  to  go  the  school  fund,  for 
every  day  a  ohild  is  kept  out,  would  bring  many  to  time,  and  a  correspond- 
ing tax  for  tardiness  would  strike  at  the  root  of  two  of  the  greatest  evils 
With  which  the  school  is  afflicted. 

Again,  our  reports  and  statistics  would  be  much  more  correct  and  relia- 
ble. I  have  found  some  schools  without  registers  and  districts  unable  to 
make  a  reliable  report. 

Again,  experience  has  taught  many  educators  that  Jive  days  school  per 
week  is  better  than  six.  I  nave  noticed,  in  traveling  over  the  state,  that 
generally  in  the  most  enlightened  and  flourishing  districts,  especially  where 
the  district  board  are  men  of  liberal  education,  they  require  only  twenty 
days  teaching  to  the  month.  Enlightened  public  opinion  fs  fast  leaning 
this  way.  At  our  annual  school  meeting  this  question  was  freely  discuss- 
ed, and  the  entire  district,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  voted  for  twenty 
days  per  month,  because  it  wps  better,  not  only  for  teacher*  and  children, 
but  also  for  parents.  Many  back  districts,  and  some  districts  from  long 
established  custom,  still  hold  for  twenty-two  days ;  the  law  as  it  now 
stands  is  a  stumbling  block  and  it  ought  to  be  changed  so  as  to  kem  paee 
with  the  people.  A  law  requiring  twenty  days  to  the  month  would  glad- 
den the  heart  of  every  teaoher  and  every  ohild  in  the  state. 

These  little  changes,  united  with  the  "  township  district  system,"  would 
place  our  school  system  on  a  Arm  basis.  Great  results  can  be  accomplish- 
ed only  by  the  concentration  of  aggregated  effort.  One  man  cannot  build 
a  city  or  a  railroad,  but  by  the  united  efforts  of  thousands  the  great  work 
b  accomplished.    A  district  may  sustain  a  mixed  school,  bat  some  will 
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stand  in  the  way  of  others  ;  whereas  enlarge  the  boundaries  and  get  the 
capital  and  influence  of  the  whole  town,  and  the  wants  of  all  will  be  better 
provided  for  and  the  results  more  grand  and  satisfactory.

POLK  COUNTY. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  I  find  a  marked  improvement  in  the  schools  of 
our  county  generally  for  the  past  year.  The  theory  and  practice  of  teach 
ing  is  beginning  to  interest  our  teachers ;  +he  old  system  is  passing  away 
before  the  improvements  of  the  day.  And,  as  one  of  its  consequences,  a 
more  regular  attendance  is  secured,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  statistical  re- 
ports. The  people  generally  seem  to  manifest  a  growing  interest  in  their 
schools,  as  is  indicated  by  the  annual  school  meetings.  So  far  as  I  have 
heard  from  those  meetings,  appropriations  have  been  made  for  improve- 
ments, by  way  of  painting,  enclosing  school  grounds,  purchasing  appa- 
ratus, &c. 

We  have  one  district  in  which  a  graded  school  could  be  successfully  es- 
tablished, and  resolutions  were  passed  at  the  annual  meeting  for  that  pur 
pose.  4 

There  has  been  one  good  frame  and  two  or  three  good  log  school  houses 
built  the  past  year,  and  preparations  are  being  made  for  the  erection  of 
others. 

One  district  has  suffered  the  loss  of  a  good  new  school  house,  with  dic- 
tionary and  other  books,  by  fire,  and  a  number  of  districts  have  never  yet 
built,  although  they  have  maintained  schools  for  several  terms. 

It  is  necessary  that  seme  new  schools  be  organ i ted  in  the  settlements, 
-which  doubtless  will  soon  be  effected.  Upon  the  whole  the  present  pros- 
pect is  rather  encouraging,  We  have  still  to  regret  that  the  stattf  super 
intendent  has  never  yet  found  his  way  into  Polk  county,  to  make  an  official 
visit.  Shall  we  have  to  saj^this  in  our  next  report  ?  I  am  satisfied  that 
such  a  visit  would  give  a  new  impetus  to  the  cause,  and  I  really  hoped  and 
even  promised  that  such  would  be  the  case  before  this  time. 

I  have  spent  considerable  time  and  labor  in  endeavoring  to  furnish  a 
oorreet  statistical  report,  but  there  is  such  a  great  deficiency  in  the  town 
clerk's  reports  that  accuracy  is  impossible,  and  as  my  file  of  reports  show — 
they  were  so  late  gating  in  that  there  was  no  time  to  send  them  back  for 
correction.  An  idea  seems  to  exist  that  if  they  are  received  before  the 
10th  of  October  it  is  sufficient,  notwithstanding  I  have  caused  a  circular 
to  town  clerks  to  be  published  reminding  them  of  their  duty.

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PIERCE  COUNTY. 

Since  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  my  office,  last  January,  I  have  en- 
deavored to  awaken  an  increase  of  interest  in  our  schools,  especially  among 
our  teachers.  As  our  county  is  new,  and  most  of  it  sparsely  settled,  we  are 
obliged  to  use  the  material  we  have  for  the  advancement  of  education.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  winter  schools  would  compare  unfavorably  with  summer 
schools.  Last  winter  many  of  our  teachers  exhibited  a  want  of  energy  to 
an  alarming  extent — yet  much  improvement  has  been  made  the  past  sum- 
mer. We  need  teachers  of  moral  Weight  of  character,  passing  an  energy 
commensurate  with  the  object  to  be  obtained.  I  have  witnessed  but  a  few 
absolute  failures  among  our  teachers,  and  X  trust  this  will  not  occur  again 
with  the  same  persons.  We  have  two  fine  and  very  prosperous  graded 
schools,  one  with  six  departments  the  other  with  three.  Mr.  Reed  has 
had  charge  of  the  larger  one  for  some  six  years,  and  is  a  specimen  of  ex- 
cellence as  a  teacher. 

The  greater  part  of  our  teachers  are  energetic  and  faithful,  which  makes 
our  schools,  intellectually,  very  healthy  and  prosperous. 

We  have  some  very  fine  school  houses  in  different  parts  of  the  county, 
yet  the  greater  part  are  rather  poor.  'I  here  is  a  commendable  spirit  mani- 
fested for  their  improvement.  Several  new  ones  have  been  erected  this 
season,  not  very  costly,  except  one. 

I  have  visited  every  school,  except  two,  within  homestead  limits,  sup- 
ported by  private  subscription,  and  the  new  portions  of  the  county  not 
visited  before,  and  encouraged  the  formation  of  new  districts  with  consid 
erable  success.  I  feel  th3  want  of  competent  and  energetic  district  school 
boards  to  co-operate  with  me  in  the  management  of  our  schools.  If  they 
would  discharge  their  duty  as  required,  it  would  give  new  life  and  vigor  to 
our  schools  and  teachers. 

We  need  a  uniformity  of  books.  It  is  no  unoommon  occurrence  to  nod 
as  many  classes  as  scholars  in  some  rural  districts.  Is  it  not  time  that 
aome  positive  steps  should  be  taken  to  remedy  this  great  evil  ?

PORTAGE  COUNTY. 

F!  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  submit  a  brief  ^statement  in  relation 
to  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  this  county.  Progress  in  the  cause  of 
education,  like  the  changes  in  the  world  around  us,  is  necessarily  slow. 
Among  causes  which  impede  our  progress  here  is  the  want  of  means  ade 
quate  to  build  oomfortabe  school  houses,  and  a  fund  sufficient  to  pay  teach- 
ers wages.  In  a  county  like  this,  comparatively  newly  settled,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  people  is,  necessarily,  mainly  direoted  to  procuring  food,  rai- 
ment, and  shelter  for  themselves  and  families.  In  a  sparsely  settled 
county,  with  a  public  school  fund  amounting  to  less  than  fifty  oenta  per 
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scholar,  it  is  a  heavy  burden  on  a  people,  in  some  instances  struggling  for 
the  necessaries  of  life,  to  raise  an  additional  fund  to  'support  a  school  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  throughout  the  year.  This  operates  adversely  to 
the  interests  of  our  schools  in  two  ways.  It  doe*  not  afford  employment 
a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  induce  well  qualified  teachers  to  come  among 
us,  and  therefore  necessitates  the  employment  of  such  persons  as  are  will- 
ing to  take  up  with  occasional  employment,  and  who  are  not  regularly 
educated  as  teachers.  In  this  way  they  make  about  enough  to  buy  their 
calico,  leaving  nothing  to  expend  in  procuring  books  and  other  means  of 
improvement. 

Briefly  t  hen,  our  needs  are  money  and  teachers.  Much  is  said  about  amend- 
ing our  laws,  changing  this  feature  and  that.  But  that  which  Wisconsin  needs 
most,  in  order  to  educate  her  children,  is  to  foster  her  general  school  fund 
and  increase  it  in  every  possible  way.  She  should  profit  by  past  errors, 
by  which  it  has  been  squandered.  Let  me  here  suggest  that  a  law  author- 
izing the  levying  of  a  tax  throughout  the  state,  to  be  distribute^  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  existing  fund,  would  be  a  great  help  to  the  newer  and 
poorer  counties.  2d.  The  normal  school  fund  should  be  augmented  with 
all  possible  dispatch.  It  is  upon  the  normal  sohool  that  we  must  depend 
to  supply  our  schools  with  the  kind  of  teachers  needed  to  make  them  what 
they  should  be  and  must  be  in  order  to  accomplish  the  object  of  their  insti- 
tution. In  proportion  as  our  schools  improve  in  excellence,  in  that  pro- 
portion will  the  people  exert  themselves  to  maintain  them.  We  want  a 
normal  school  in  every  congressional  district.  As  a  rule  the  poorer  classes, 
or  at  least  those  in  ordinary  circumstances,  engage  in  teaching,  and  unless 
aided  by  the  state  largely  and  liberally,  we  cannot*be  provided  with  teach- 
ers. We  may  talk  and  grumble  as  we  will,  the  thing  is  impossible.  Let 
our legi stature  then  turn  its  attention  to  augmenting  the  normal  school 
fund  and  the  general  school  fund  of  our  state,  and  earnestly  go  to  work  to 
bring  up  our  common  schoools  to  that  degree  of  excellence  that  none  but 
"codfish  aristocrats,"  who  wish  to  have  the  name  of  sending  their  sons 
and  daughters  "off  to  school,"  will  bo  undor  the  necessity  of  looking  any 
further  than  our  common  schools  to  procure  for  their  children  a  g&od  prac- 
tical English  education. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  of  saying  that  the  spirit  of  our  people  is  improv- 
ing with  regard  to  the  means  of  educating  their  children.  I  am  sometimes 
astonished  to  see  the  alacrity  with  which  they  tax  themselves  for  their 
support.  No  new  school  houses  of  any  note  have  been  erected  this  year,  but 
preparations  are  going  on  to  build  during  the  coming  year.  As  to  tile 
number  of  certificates  granted,  the  visitation  and  labors  of  county  super- 
intendent, &o.,  see  my  statistical  report.

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RACINE  COUNTY. 

Since  my  term  of  office  commenced,  I  have  visited  all  of  the  schools  in 
the  county  once,  and  nearly  all  of  them  twice.  And  I  think  there  can  he 
no  doubt  that  the  schools  as  a  whole,  are  making  gradual  improvement ; 
and  were  it  not  for  the  frequent  and  unnecessary  change,  of  teachers,  to- 
gether with  the  great  mixture  of  textbooks,  the  improvement  would  be  in- 
creased two  f(  Id  in  the  same  length  of  time.  But  these  evils  are  being 
realized,  and  means  put  into  operation  calculated  to  remove  them. 

Generally  speaking,  a  good  degree  of  discipline  has  been  maintained  in 
all  the  schools,  and  in  most  cases  without  resorting  frequently  to  the  more 
cruel  methods  formerly  practiced,  viz  :  corporal  punishment.  Only  a  few 
of  the  teachers  have  totally  failed,  while  a  large  number  have  manifested 
an  aptress  and  ability  to  teach  highly  commendable  to  themselves.  "Oral 
instruction"  is  receiving  attention  as  well  as  object  lessons,  and  in  many 
instances,  teachers  have  employed  these  agencies  with  marked  success.  It 
would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  teachers  were  the  schools  more  generally 
supplied  with  "outline  maps,"  "globes,"  geometrical  figures,  etc.,  etc.  It 
seems  to  me  that  seme  plan  might  be  adopted  whereby  every  district  with 
a  suitable  school  house  might  be  supplied  with  the  necessary  apparatus 
from  a  county  fund,  raised  for  that  special  purpose  annually.  The  use- 
fulness of  these  articles  in  a  school  as  a  means  to  impart  instruction, 
cannot  be  over  estimated,  and  must  be  apparent  to  all. 

TEACHER  8* 

There  seems  to  be  an  increasing  demand  in  this  county  for  well  qualified 
and  competent  teachers.  A  number  of  the  districts  refuse  to  employ  any 
but  those  holding  first  or  second  grade  certificates  ;  and  many  others  are. 
endeavoring  from  time  to  time  to  secure  this  class  of  teachers.  Still  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  a  majority  of  the  school  officers  are  satisfied  if  they 
can  get  a  teacher  of  any  kind,  provided  they  will  teach  for  small  pay. 
Hirirpa  "cheap"  teacher  is  yet  a  popular  practice  with  manv  districts, 
but  it  is  safe  to  say  they  prove  to  be  the  dearest  in  the  end.  fjntil  public 
sentiment  is  raised  to  a  standard  so  high  that  it  will  not  tolerate  cheap 
teachers,  we  may  expect  to  find  poor  teachers  and  poor  school*. 

When  the  whole  people  rise  and  with  one  voice  demand  better  teachers, 
they  will  have  them,  but  so  long  as  incompetent  ones  meet  the  public  de- 
jnand  it.  is  vairt  to  look  for  any  radical  change  for  the  better.  v 

During  the  summer  terms  I  adopted  a  system  of  teachers'  monthly  reports, 
which  I  am  convinced  has  proved  to  be  very  beneficial  to  the  schools. 
Teachers  who  have  been  successful,  have  invariably  taken  an  interest  in 
them  and  reported  promptly,  while  those  whose  success  has  been  doubtful 
have  taken  an  opposite  course,  thus  enabling  me  to  form  a  tolerably  correct 
idea  of  their  schools,  and  shaping  my  plan  of  action  before  seeing  them. 

I  attribute  the  general  good  standing  in  scholarship  and  deportment,  as 
well  as  the  better  discipline  and  classification  of  the  schools,  as  much  to 
this  as  to  any  other  single  cause,  and  believe  the  best  interests  of  schools 
in  general,  require  that  monthly  reports  to  the  county  superintendent  t» 
made  a  legal  obligation. 
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DISTRICT  BOARDS 

I  find  by  reference  to  the  monthly  reports  of  teaohers  during  the  sum- 
mer, that  in  fifty  school  districts,  embracing  many  of  the  best  schools  in  the 
county,  only  thirty  visits  from  district  officers  are  reported. 

There  are  various  reasons  for  this  general  neglect  of  duty,  which,  perhaps, 
should  shield  them  from  undue  censure.  They  often  plead  th$ir  ignorance 
of  the  late  methods  of  school  management,  and  also  their  not  being  familiar 
with  the  text  books  now  in  use,  forgetting  that  simply  their  presence 
would  make  their  visits  beneficial.  If  they  could  offor  a  few  words  of  ad- 
vice and  encouragement,  and  all  could  do  that,  it  would  stimulate  both 
teacher  and  pupils  to  double  their  diligence,  and  thus  while  benefiting 
their  schools,  they  would  create  an  interest  for  schools  in  their  own 
hearts  they  never  felt  before,  and  in  a  short  time  would  become  qualified 
to  judge  intelligently  as  to  the  merits  of  their  schools. 

Could  they,  and  the  patrons  of  the  several  schools,  be  induced  to  pay 
frequent  visits,  the  standard  of  teaching  would  be  raised  fifty  per  cent, 
within  the  next  five  years,  a  result  to  gain  which,  any  reasonable  sacrifice 
ought  to  be  cheerfully  made. 

Teachers  often  justly  complain  that  tbey  are  so  seldom  visited,  and  more 
than  one  has  been  heard  to  exclaim — "I  do  not  believe  the  people  care 
what  kind  of  a  school  I  teach." 
1  Teachers  are  like  most  other  people,  they  wish  to  be  appreciated,  and 

when  'successful,  approbated,  and  our  schools  would  not  suffer  were  this 
natural  desire  more  frequently  gratified. 

I  believe  I  shall  have  occasion  to  make  a  more  favorable  report  under  this 
head  next  year. 

ATTRNDANOR   OF    PUPILS. 

i  Not  much  improvement  over  last  year  can  be  reported.     Last  year  the 

absence  for  the  whole  county  was  thirty-seven  per  cent.,  this  year  it  is 
thirty-six.  This  is  the  most  discouraging  feature  connected  with  our 
schools.  Over  one-third  of  the  children  do  not  go  into  the  school?  during 
the  year,   of  the  other  two-thirds   not  more  than  three-fourths   attend 

l  school  to  exceed  two  months  in  a  year.     This  is  an  evil  of  the  first  mag- 

?  nitude,  and  must    be    surmounted  before  our  schools  can  become   truly 

prosperous  and  progressive       Educating  a  portion  of  the  children  of  the 

$  state,  at  the  expense  of  all  the  people  is  not  more  democratic,  than  to 

c  compel  the  universal  attendance  of  all  the  children  of  all  the  people.      If 

it  is  voluntary  whether  we  patronise  the  school  or  not,  it  should  also  be 

;  voluntary  with  each  one  whether  he  contribute  or  not  to  support  them; 

j  the  reasoning  is  the  same  in  both  oases,  and  the  law  in  one  case  will  be 

*  obeyed  as  readily  as  in  the  other. 

\  The  towns  of  Rochester  and  Yorkville  show  the  best  attendance  of  any 

towns  in  the  county.  The  former  showing  but  nineteen  per  cent,  of  ab- 
sence the  past  year,  the  latter  nearly  the  same. 
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SCHOOL   HOUSES. 

No  new  school  houses  have  been  built  during  tbe  year,  but  quite  a  num- 
ber have  been  so  repaired  as  to  make  them  comparatively  suitable  for 
school  purposes  A  large  number,  however,  are  totally  unfit  for  use  and 
a  few  of  them  defy  description. 

The  influence  of  a  good,  substantial  and  well  arranged  school  house  in  a 
community,  is  not  generally  understood  as  it  should  be ;  if  only  a  selfish, 
pecuniary  view  of  the  subject  is  taken  into  account,  it  would  be  sufficient 
to  cause  a  good  school  house  to  be  erected  in  every  district.  But  when 
the  principal  object  is  considered,  it  is  reprehensible  that  there  are  no 
more  attractive  and  pleasant  school  houses  to  be  seen.  During  the  com- 
ing year  there  will  be  a  large  number  built,  some  of  them"  costly  edifices, 
creditable  to  any  farming  community .  District  No.  3.  town  of  Rochester, 
will  build  a  good  sized  stone  school  house,  probably  when  completed  the 
best  in  the  county  outside  the  city  of  Ra.'ine.  Building  committees  from 
other  districts,  are  referred  to  this  for  a  mcdel,  both  for  its  cheapness  and 
convenience  of  arrangement. 

There  are  many  subjects  worthy  of  notice  which  for  lack  of  time  must 
be  omitted.  I  cannot  close  this  report  however  without  acknowledging  my 
obligations  to  those  district  boards  with  whom  I  have  had  dealings,  for 
their  uniform  courtesy,  and  readiness  to  co-operate  in  any  measures  looking 
to  the  improvement  and  welfare  of  the  schools.  I  trust  that  the  present 
friendly  relations  may  be  continued,  and  that  the  prospective  condition  of 
the  schools  in  this  county  may  be  fully  realized.

RICHLAND  COUNTY. 

Notwithstanding  heavy  state  and  local  taxes  there  has  been  a  laudable 
liberality  manifested  in  making  necessary  levies  for  the  support  of  district 
schools. 

During  the  yqar  five  school  houses  have  been  erected  at  a  cost  ranging 
from  $500  to  $800  each,  and  at  a  total  cost  of  $3,250.  There  have  been 
several  others  built  of  a  poorer  class  and  at  less  cost,  and  one  at  Lone 
Rock  costing  $2, 500. 00,  which  was  destroyed  by  lightning  before  com- 
pletion. 

A  great  majority  of  the  school  houses  of  this  county  are  very  poorly 
seated,  wholly  unprovided  with  libraries,  maps  or  apparatus;  and  standing 
on  sites  neither  inclosed  nor  provided  with  outhouses. 

There  is  a  growing  zeal  among  teachers  to  approach  more  nearly  the 
high  standard  of  qualifications  which  it  is  desirable  all%should  attain. 

The  supply  of  qualified  teachers,  however,  is  not  equal  to  the  demand.

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FIBST  DISTRICT. 

My  report  is  not  as  complete  as  I  could  wish,  as  my  term  of  office  did 
not  commence  until  Jan.  1,  1866,  and  no  teaohey'  reports  of  last  winter's 
term  were  required  by  my  predecessor. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

During  the  past  summer  two  school  houses  have  been  erected,  one  in  the 
town  of  Avon,  and  one  in  the  village  of  Orfordville  ;  the  latter  a  commo- 
dious, substantial,  tasteful  building,  well  seated  and  provided, with  all 
necessary  appurtenances  for  comfort  and  success.  Orfordville  has  long 
been  disgraced  by  a  school  house  fit  only  for  dumb  brutes,  but  at  length  by 
the  careful  management  of  tho  efficient  school  board  one  has  been  built 
which  does  honor  to  the  village.  Eight  other  districts  are  taking  stepe  to- 
ward building  better  school  houses  in  the  fall,  or  early  next  spring  . 

In  nearly  every  case  the  district  boards  seem  resolved  to  make  the  new 
houses  worthy  the  object  for  which  they  aro  to  be  built. 

Great  good  might  bo  accomplished  by  substituting  §  chair  and  small 
table  for  the  teachers  use  in  place  of  the  high  desks,  pulpits  and  platforms 
now  in  many  of  the  school  houses  built  years  ago,  rearranging  seats,  pro- 
viding larger  black  boards,  etc.  etc. 

The  district  boards  are,  in  respect  to  the  care  of  the  sohool  houses  in 
many  oases,  neglectful. 

TEAOHBBS. 

There  are  eighty-five  teachers  employed  in  this  superintendent  district. 
The  practice  of  employing  the  eame  teacher  several  terms  in  succession  in 
the  same  district  is  on  the  increase. 

The  teachers  have  manifested,  with  few  exceptions,  commendable  seal 
and  interest  in  their  work, 

VISITIKG  SOHOOLS. 

Sinoe  Jan.  1,  I  have  made  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  visits  to  schools, 
making,  at  nearly  every  visit,  suggestions  in  reference  to  methods  of  teach- 
ing, remarking  the  items  most  worthy  of  criticism,  commending  and  con- 
demning as  far  as  thought  advisable,  and  have,  I  believe,  withput  excep- 
tion, found  teachers  glad  to  hear  and  ready  to  heed  hints  helpful  to  their 
success. 

In  many  instances  I  found  the  school  rooms  neat  and  clean,  sometimes 
tastefully  adorned  with  flowers,  mottos,  wreaths  of  leaves,  curtains — in 
the  absence  of  better  ones — of  newspapers  neatly  notched,  caps  and  bon- 
nets hung  on  numbered  hooks  or  nails,  and  now  and  then  collections  of 
mineral  and  vegetable  ouriosities  arranged  by  careful  hands. 

Such  things  cannot  be  too  much  encouraged. 

The  teacher  who  directs  the  pupils  in  clearing  away  the  rubbish  and  mak- 
ing beautiful  the  dodr  yard,  and  in  making  the  school  room  pleasant  and  in- 
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viting,  can  hardly  fail  to  excite  that  interest  in  them  which  is  essential  to 
success. 

EXAMINATIONS.

Of  those  rejected,  twenty-four  received  —generally  on  written  request  of 
district  boards— district  certificates,  or  certificates  of  effect  until  the  next 
examination  only.  % 

I  do  not  like  the  plan  of  giving  such  certificates  and  shall  discourage  it 
in  the  future. 

The  amendments  of  the  school  law,  effected  by  last  winter's  legislation, 
are  already  producing  good  results  in  the  schools.  It  is  well  that  teach- 
ers are  required  to  be  examined  in  history  of  the  United  States  and  the 
theory  and  art  of  teaching,  and  that,  these  new  requirements  are  demand- 
ed of  those  to  whom  are  given  third  grade  certificates. 

*  TEXT  BOOKS. 

From  the  teachers'  monthly  reports  it  appears  that  our  school  books  are 
by  no  means  uniform.  The  efficiency  of  the  schools  is  greatly  impaired  by 
the  multiplicity  of  kinds  of  text  books.  Amendment  in  this  respect  is  de- 
sirable. 

There  is  great  neglect  on  the  part  of  parents  in  visiting  the  schools.  The 
good  teacher  always  welcomes,  gladly,  visitors  to  the  school,  and  all  are 
oheered  and  encouraged  by  their  presence. 

The  greatest  hindrance  to  the  schools i*  irregularity  of  attendance.  It  is 
a  more  serious  evil  than  any  other,  perhaps  than  all  others  Parents  fre- 
quently allow  their  children  to  remain  at  home  on  light  and  trivial  excuses 
and  the  absence  of  one  pupil  is  a  detriment  to  his  class  and  an  injury  to  alL 

Cannot  some  remedy  be  devised?  .  There  is,  I  think,  a  steady  improve- 
ment in  the  schools  in  methods  of  teaching.  Mental  arithmetic,  orthoe- 
py and  orthography  are  receiving  more  attention  than  heretofore.  Special 
.effort  has  been  made  during  the  last  term  to  secure  greater  thoroughness 
and  accuracy  in  the  efforts  of  the  pupils.  Distinct  articulation  has  been 
thought  worthy  special  care. 

If  the  people  will  as  faithfully  and  earnestly  carry  into  effect  the  system 
of  education  as  it  has  been  liberally  and  wisely  devised,  Wisconsin  cannot 
but  rank  among  the  highest  in  the  great  sisterhood  of  states  in  the  intelli- 
gence and  culture'of  her  citizens.

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ST.  CROIX  COUNTY. 

The  increase  of  children,  above  the  preceding  school  year,  of  an  age  to 
attend  school  in  this  county,  is  about  14  per  cent. 

The  amount  expended  for  school  purposes  is $15,780  00 

The  average  wages  of  male  teachers  per  month, ^ 42  28 

"  "  female  teachers,         "      80  19 

The  average  attendance  of  scholars  registered,  50  per  cent.  It  would 
have  been  higher  but  from  the  remarkable  snow  storms  which  blocked  the 
roads  and  rendered  them  in  many  districts  wholly  impassablo  for  a  consid- 
erable time.  Irregular  attendance  is  a  serious  hindrance  to  the  prosperity 
of  our  schools.  It  subjects  our  county  to  the  loss  of  at  least  one  half  of 
the  money  expended  for  the  support  of  schools ;  and  the  children  who  are 
thus  deprived  of  school  privileges,  to  a  loss  which  can  never  be  estimated 
or  repaired  Those  who  have  no  children  of  their  own  to  educate,  are 
nevertheless  taxed  for  the  support  of  schools,  under  the  plea  of  public  ben- 
efit derived  from  a  system  of  free  schools.  Would  it  not,  therefore,  be  ob- 
viously just  to  require,  by  law,  the  regular  attendance  upon  school  privi- 
leges of  every  child  of  suitable  age  and  condition  to  be  profited  by  them?  ' 

In  other  respects,  the  schools  of  our  county  during  the  past  year  have 
given  evidence  of  increased  vitality  and  progress.  The  teachers  who  at- 
tended the  normal  institute,  which  was  held  four  weeks  in  the  village  of 
New  Richmond,  carried  the  spirit  of  the  institute  into  their  schools,  and 
to  a  considerable  extent  into  the  communities  where  they  labored.  Sev- 
eral made  out  monthly  reports  of  the  deportment,  attendance  and  scholar- 
ship of  their  pupils  and  sent  them  home  for  the  signature  of  their  parents; 
and,  at  the  end  of  the  term,  to  the  superintendent  for  inspection.  The 
results  have  been  quite  satisfactory.  If  teachers  were  required  by  law  to 
adopt  the  system  of  monthly  reports,  its  advantages  would  soon  be  gener- 
ally apparent.  It  might  seem  at  first  to  tax  the  teacher  with  extra  labor, 
but  it  would  also  save  labor  in  the  management  and  discipline  of  the 
school. 

Four  school  houses  have  been  built,  and  some  have  been  repaired  and 
enlarged.  Three  new  districts  have  been  formed  and  organized.  The 
new  buildings  ercoted  are  of  wood,  substantially  built,  located,  planned  and 
finished  with  judicious  reference  to  the  wants  of  a  school. 

Our  people  seem  generally  inclined  to  have  good  tchool  houses  and  to 
keep  them  in  repair.  Tbey  are  nq|  all  as  well  furnished  as  they  ought  to 
be,  and  some  are  not  inclosed.  Only  a  few  can  be  met  with  which  have 
not  some  claim  to  fitness  and  decency. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  in  respect  to  reading  books,  spellers  and 
arithmetics,  there  are  now  in  the  county,  in  general  use,  only  two  series, 
viz :  Saunders1  and  the  National  readers  and  spellers,  and  Davies'  and 
Robinson's  arithmetics  In  respect  to  other  text  books  there  is  still  a 
lamentable  want  of  uniformity,  there  being  in  some  schools  not  less  than 
four  kinds  of  geographies,  and  nearly  as  many  kinds  of  grammars.  It 
would  seem  in  such  oases  to  be  the  duty  of  the  district  boards  to  retain  ^ne 
and  reject  the  rest.  Penmanship  is  too  much  neglected  in  our  schools.  Pa-* 
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rents  are  slow  in  procuring  stationery  for  their  children,  and  teachers  are 
not  earnest  in  their  efforts  to  teach  this  indispensable  art.        / 

There  is  much  complaint  of  the  neglect  of  district  boards  to  attend  to 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  law.  It  should  be  remembered  that  gratu- 
itous service  is  irresponsible,  and  not  often  faithfully  rendered.  As  sohool 
officers  receive  no  pay,  they  do  not  feel  obligated  to  work  ;  if  allowed  rea- 
sonable compensation,  they  would  serve  the  district  more  willingly.  Their 
duties  are  various ;  they  must  take  care  of  the  property  of  the  district, 
and  provide  for  the  wants  of  the  school ;  they  must  look  up  and  hire  teach- 
ers ;  they  must  keep  the  financial  accounts  of  the  district,  and  supervise 
and  inspect  the  school.  These  various  duties  are  generally  performed, 
when  done  at  all,  by  the  district  clerk.  Much  of  his  time  is  required  to 
do  what  ought  to  be  done,  and  his  time  is  as  valuable  to  Mm  as  to  the 
distriot.  Men  who  arc  oompetent  and  responsible  can  seldom  be  found  to 
fill  this  office  without  compensation,  and  without  sueh  men,  in  the  office  of 
district  clerk,  the  affairs  of  the  sohool  district  will  be  loosely  managed. 
Here  and  there  we  meet  with  a  model  district  clerk,  who  js  himself  a 
"  host"  in  his  distriot ;  who  makes  his  school  a  kind  of  hobby.  He  does 
all  work  seasonably  and  well.  He  is  careful  in  his  selection  of  a  teacher, 
but  when  once  employed  he  sustains  and  encourages  him  in  every  well  di- 
rected measure  ;  he  infuses  his  own  zeal  into  the  hearts  of  the  teacher,  pa- 
rents and  children,  and  to  crown  his  useful  labors  of  the  year,  he  makes 
out  his  annual  report  with  accuracy  and  neatness,  exhibiting  to  the  public 
tacts  of  interest  relating  to  the  condition  of  his  sohool  and  a  nicely  balanc- 
ed account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  public  funds. 

8uch  district  clerks  are  much  needed.  They  would  add  incalculably  to 
the  efficiency  of  our  distriot  schools,  and  greatly  relieve  the  burdens  of  the 
teacher.

SAUK  COUNTY. 

Tn  the  twenty-two  towns  in  this  county  there  are  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  schools.  Among  these,  since  the  first  of  January,  the  commencement 
of  my  term  of  office,  I  have  made  one  hundred  and  ten  visits.  During  the 
winter  term  I  called  upon  the  board  of  each  district,  and  usually  succeed- 
ed in  getting  one  or  more  of  the  members  to  enter  the  school  with  me. 

I  could  then  point  out  to  them  whatever  I  thought  worthy  of  commend* 
ation  in  the  general  management  of  the  sohool,  or  call  their  attention  to 
defects  in  the  same,  in  the  sohool  building  and  its  surroundings,  laok  of 
apparatus,  furniture,  etc.,  with  a  hope,  in  many  instances,  of  producing 
reform. 

I  spent  half  a  day  in  each  school,  with  a  very  few  exceptions,  not  at- 
tempting to  viait  more  than  two  sohooh  per  day.     Thus  I  had  time  and  op- 
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portunity  to  determine  the  character  of  the  sohool,  its  advancement,  and 
the  teacher's  method.  In  nearly  every  school,  I  oondnoted  one  recitation 
or  more,  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  thoroughness  of  the  instruction, 
and  of  correcting  faults  in  the  teacher.  My  own  method  was  never  pre- 
sented as  a  model,  but  as  ft  hint  to  something  better  than  had  been  prac- 
ticed hitherto. 

This  county  is  too  large  to  admit  of  a  thorough  supervision  by  one  man* 
One  hundred  and  fifty-four  schools,  scattered  over  an  extent  ot  territory, 
forty  miles  in  extreme  length  and  nearly  that  in  extreme  breadth,  certainly 
furnish  more  work  than  one  superintendent  is  capable  of  performing  with 
any  credit  to  himself,  or  lasting  benefit  to  the  schools.  There  are  two  as- 
sembly districts  in  the  county,  and  if  eaoh  constituted  a  superintendent 
district,  I  am  fully  persuaded  that  the  usefulness  of  the  present  system 
would  be  doubly  augmented. 

Documents  received  from  my  predecessor  show  that  in  last  fall's  exami- 
nation certificates  were  granted  as  follows  : 

1st  grade,  1 ;  3d  grade,  96 ;  total,  97. 

Of  these  19  were  limited.  These  papers  do  not  show  the  number  that 
applied  for  certificates,  nor  any  other  facts,  connected  with  the  examina- 
tion*, besides  those  already  cited. 

Last  spring,  I  appointed  and  held  examinations  at  six  different  places. 
Whole  number  of  applicants,  177      Certificates  were  granted  as  follows : 

1st  grade.  1 ;  2d  grade,  1 ;  3d  grade,  106;  limited,  25  ;  total,  188. 

During  the  last  of  these  examinations,  the  heavy  rains  set  in,  which  oar* 
ried  off  nearly  all  the  bridges,  and  on  that  account,  many  were  unable  to 
attend.  Consequently,  private  examinations  were  afterwards  granted  to 
those  who  furnished  this  as  a  reason  for  not  attending  one  of  the  public 
examinations.  Upon  these  examinations  18  certificates  were  granted ;  one 
limited  ;  remaining  in  force  until  next  spring,  126. 

For  three  years  prior  to  my  term  of  office  1  was  absent  from  the  county, 
and  .therefore,  unacquainted  with  the  standard  of  the  schools. 

Hence,  I  cannot,  so  far  as  my  own  observation  goes,  speak  with  any  cer- 
tainty as  to  their  progress  this  year  over  last.  Perhaps  we  may  gain  a 
partially  correct  idea  of  this,  however,  if  we  compare  a  few  items  in  the 
reports  of  the  last  two  years. 

We  find  then,  that  in  1865,  the  number  of  children  over  4  and  under  20 
years  of  age  who  attended  school  during  the  year,  was  about  79  per  cent*, 
af  the  wholo  number,  of  school  age  in  the  oounty.  During  the  past  year 
the  per  cent,  was  about  66  1-2,  showing  a  decrease  of  12  1-2  per  cent. 

The  number  of  days  taught  by  a  qualified  teacher  in  1866,  was  4,284 
1-2  days  le$$  than  the  number  taught  in  1865. 

In  1865,  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  (in  cays)  wm  about  29 :  in  1866, 
39 ;  increase,  10. 

The  average  wages  paid  teachers  in  1865,  per  month,  was  925.84  ;  in 
1866,  (28.24. 

In  1865,  the  aniDunt  raised  by  taxation,  for  sohool  purposes,  was  $18,- 
871.36;  in  1866J|gl,781.S9;  or  $7,910,50  more  in  the  latter  than  in 
the  former  year.  fc» 

Assuming  thaflHe  reports  are  correct,  these  facts,  so  far  as  they  go, 
prove  that  we  are  flpf  muoh,  it  any,  in  advance  of  last  year. 
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The  statistics  I  have  gathered  from  personal  Inquiry,  concerning  the 
schools  I  have  visited,  do  not  vary  greatly  from  those  above  given,  et- 
cept,  perhaps,  in  the  number  of  scholars  in  attendance,  which  does  noi 
amount  to  one -third  of  the  number  registered.  The  hop  interest  through- 
out the  county,  is  perhaps  the  cause  of  this  sparse  attendance.  Nearly  all 
the  children,  male  and  female,  who  are  old  enough,  are  kept  at  home  to 
work  in  the  hop  fields.  I  know  no  remedy  for  this  evil,  except  a  system  of 
compulsory  attendance,  which  I  earnestly  advocate. 

A  great  change  has  occurred  among  the  teachers.  Many  old  and  experi- 
enced ones  have  abandoned  the  profession,  and  engaged  in  other  pursuits, 
leaving  their  places  to  be  filled  by  inexperienced  teachers,  whom  district 
boards  have  usually  employed  in  preference  to  better  ones,  merely  because 
they  could  secure  their  services  for  less  wages.  But  many  are  beginning 
to  see  the  evils  arising  from  such  a  policy,  and  to  apply  to  the  superin- 
tendent for  well  qualified  teachers. 

No  now  buildings,  that  I  have  any  knowledge  of,  have  been  erected  du- 
ring the  past  year,  and  probably  no  improvements  have  been  made  beyond 
the  ordinary  repairs.  Yet,  in  several  districts,  steps  have  been  taken 
towards  building  new  houses. 

In  the  ninety- five  districts  I  have  Visited,  there  are  but  three  good  build- 
ings. Many  of  the  others  are  old  and  dilapidated.  Nearly  all,  illy  ar- 
ranged and  incommodious,  and  a  few  are  almost  worthless,  even  as  a  pro- 
tection against  the  weather.  It  is  strange,  but  nevertheless  true,  that  the 
building  which  should  be  the  best  in.  the  district  is,  in  many  instances,  the 
poorest  But  these  were  erected  in  primitive  days,  when  the  patrons  were 
unable  to  do  better.  Doubtless  they  will  soon  give  place  to  new,  improv- 
ed and  substantial  houses.

TREMPEALEAU  COUNTY. 

There  have  been  forty -four  schools  maintained  in  the  county  during  the 
past  year.  One  thousand,  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  pupils  between 
the  ages  ages  of  4  and  20  years  have  attended  these  schools  during  their 
several  terms.  The  time  of  holding  schools  in  the  various  districts  has 
varied  from  three  to  nine  months.  The  union  school  at  Trempealeau  has 
three  departments  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  40  pupils  in  each 
department.  The  school  at  Galesville  had  an  average  attendance  of  about 
60  during  the  summer  term.  This  school  will  commence  the  next  year 
with  two  departments.  Other  schools  in  the  county  vary  from  50  to  13 
pupils  daily  during  their  several  terms.  Most  of  theap  schools  are  in  a 
thriving  condition,  while  a  few,  from  various  causes,  Aa^Qgenerally  from  a 
disagreement  among  different  members  of  the  &strflHKgarding  locality, 
etc.,  are  not  what  they  might  be  under  more  favorable*circumstances.     As 
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a  whole  I  believe  the  schools  of  Trempealeau  county  are  not  behind  those 
of  the  neighboring  counties  of  the  state. 


THE   TBACHBR8. 

Eighty-five  applicants  for  certificates  have  been  licensed  to  teach  in  the 
various  districts  of  the  county  during  the  school  year.  Of  this  number, 
eighty-three  were  of  tho  third,  and  two  of  the  first  grade.  Seventy-one 
were  granted  to  females  and  fourteen  to  males.  Thirteen  were  granted  for 
six  months,  or  limited  to  particular  districts.  Twenty-three  applicants 
were  refused  certificates  from  January  1, 1866,  to  September  1,  1866,  and 
sixty-two  granted  during  the  same  time.  The  ages  of  teachers  vary  from 
50  to  15  years.  The  average  wages  paid  male  teachers  was  $36.04.  The 
average  wages  paid  female  teachers,  $25.42. 

While  a  few  of  the  teachers  in  our  county  have  failed  to  make  them- 
selves profitable  to  their  employers,  quite  a  large  majority  have  done  well, 
and  a  few  have  proved  excellent.  Could  they  have  the  advantages  of  at- 
tending teachers'  institutes  and  associations,  I  think  it  would  greatly  im- 
prove them  and  bring  about  a  more  uniform  system  of  instruction,  and  en- 
able our  county  to  keep  pace  with  the  educational  progress  of  older 
counties. 


THE   PXOPLB. 

At  heart,  the  people  of  our  county  feel  a  deep  interest  in  education;  but 
there  is  so  much  physical  labor  to  be  performed  in  a  new  country,  that  the 
educational  interest  is  quite  likely  to  be  neglected ;  and,  in  neglecting 
this,  they  appear  careless  of  that  which  is  of  vital  importance  to  their 
mental  and  moral  welfare.  What  they  can  do  with  their  hands  they  do 
with  a  will.  I  have  known  a  school  district  organised,  »  school  house 
erected,  and  a  teacher  employed  and  at  his  work,  all  in  a  week's  time. 

The  foreigners  of  our  county  are  not  behind  the  native  citizens  in  the  mat- 
ter of  education.  One  of  the  best  country  school  houses  in  the  county,  and 
one  of  the  three  sites  of  well  inclosed  grounds,  is  in  a  Norwegian  settle- 
ment. The  pupils  of  this  district  mako  up  by  dint  of  elose  application  for 
the  disadvantages  under  which  they  labor  in  learning  a  new  language  ; 
their  progress  being  fully  equal  to  that  of  the  children  of  native  citizens. 

SCHOOL  H0USB8. 

The  school  houses  of  our  county  vary  in  valuation  from  $8,500.00  to 
$50.00.  Several  new  school  houses  have  been  erected  during  the^past 
year,  and  there  is  a  prospect  that  others  will  be  built  duflug  the  coming 
year. 

DUMBS  01   THB    00TJNTT  SUPBKIHTENDBNT. 

The  practice  of  the  superintendent  is  to  visit  all  the  schools  once,  and 
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as  many  of  them  as  practicable  twice  during  each  term.  These  visits,  to- 
get  her  with  the  spring  and  fall  examinations  and  other  various  duties,  oc- 
cupy all  of  his  attention  and  the  largest  portion  of  his  time  during  the 
year.

WALWORTH  COUNTY. 

Since  the  .first  of  September,  18G5,  there  have  been  granted  in  this 
county  four  first  grale,  one  second  grade,  and  one  hundred  and  eight-four 
third  grade  certificates. 

I  can  only  give  particulars  regarding  the  spring  examinations  of  1866. 
Five  publie  examinations  were  held,  at  which  there  were  one  hundred  and 
eighty  applicants  for  certificates,  three  for  second  and  the  remainder  for 
third  grade.  The  standard  required  was  the  same  as  that  of  my  prede- 
cessor; for  {irst  grade  eighty,  second  grade  seventy,  and  third  grade  sixty 
per  cent,  in  each  branch.  A  rigid  adherence  to  this  standard  made  Unneces- 
sary to  issue  limited  licenses  for  certain  districts. 

The  whole  number  to  Vhom  certificates  were  granted,  was  one  hundred 
and  three.  Number  rejected,  seventy-seven.  Several  of  those  rejected 
were  considered  too  young  for  teachers.  The  number  who  obtained  certifi- 
cates were  fifty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  applicants.  One  received 
second  grade,  sixty-three  third  grade,  and  thirty-nine  limited  cirtificates. 
1  am  sorry  to  report  such  an  item  as  the  last.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the 
number  will  be  smaller  in  my  next.  There  are  too  many  who  are  satisfied 
with  any  kind  of  a  license  that  will  enable  them  legally,  to  pass  their  tine 
in  school  houses  as  teachers. 

During  the  past  summer  fifteen  have  been  engaged  as  teachers  without 
certificates.     The  new  law  was  passed  none  too  soon  for  this  county. 

The  great  lack  among  a  large  class  of  teachers  in  this  county  is  eame$t- 
nets  in  their  work,  which  would  induce  them,  not  only  to  obtain  a  better 
education,  but  a  knowledge  of  the  art  of  teaching.  The  carelessness  and 
indifference  of  many  teachers  is  startling,  when  we  consider  the  work  they 
have  undertaken. 

We  sadly  need  a  more  earnest  and  efficient  class  of  teachers,  and  I  am 
glad  to  say,  I  think  we  are  obtaining  such,  even  though  it  be  slowly. 

The  more  rigid  system  of  examination  inaugurated  by  my  predecessor, 
which  T  have  endeavored  to  maintain,  has  accomplished  at  least  two  good 
results,  First  in  discouraging  many  who  laok  the  necessary  energy  to  fit 
themselves  for  teaching.  Second.  In  raising  the  compensation  of  those 
who  are  really  interested  in  the  work. 

It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  to  report  so  great  an  improve- 
ment^ in  this  respect  as  regards  female  teachers.      I  really  think  in  most 
districts  a  good  female  teacher  is  preferred  to  a  poor  or  indifferent  male. 
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The  ridiculous  idea,  that  of  two  teachers  of  equal  capacity  to  teach,  one 
should  work  for  half  the  amount  of  compensation  the  other  receives,  only 
because  one  is  a  woman  and  the  other  a  man  is  fast  losing  currency.  At 
all  events  we  will  try  and  do  away  with  it  entirely.  I  think  competent 
lady  teachers  will  receive  from  twenty-five  to  thirty-five  dollars  per  month 
and  board  the  coming  winter.  There  is  a  growing  disposition  to  sedure 
capable  rather  than  low  priced  teachers,  they  being  the  only  cheap  ones. 

This  i^  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  services  of  those  whose  success  is 
well  known,  are  secured  many  weeks  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  schools. 
The  old  question  which  we  as  teachers  used  always  to  expect  first,  "What 
do  you  ask?"  is  not  so  frequently  heard. 

There  is  too  little  interest  manifested  by  patrons,  in  visiting  schools; 
still  many  teachers  report  a  fair  number  of  visits  every  month.      I  think 
,  there  is  some  improvement  in  this  respect. 

Not  many  districts  report  any  expenditure  for  apparatus  of  any  kind.  I 
think  this  in  a  great  measure  tho  fault  of  teachers.  There  are  more,  will- 
ing to  do  without  than  to  make  the  effort  to  obtain  these  great  auxiliaries 
of  a  successful  teacher.  With  many,  outline  maps,  globes  and  charts  are 
of  no  benefit.  They  do  not  seem  to  know,  nor  will  they  take  the  pains  to 
learn,  how  to  make  successful  use  of  them.  With  such  it  would  be  of  lit- 
tle use  to  furnish  school  rooms  with  apparatus.  The  only  result  wonldbe 
the  destruction  of  the  same  by  scholars.  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  have  seen 
such  cases.  When  teachers  feel  the  importance  of  school  rooms  being 
properly  furnished,  more  of  them  will  be.  The  people  must  be  educated, 
and  this  is  in  some  measure  the  work  of  the  teacher.  In  no  case  have  I 
known  a  thoroughly  earnest  teacher  to  make  the  effort  to  obtain  maps  or 
charts  and  fail. 

Since  tho  first  of  January  I  have  made  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
visits  among  the  schools  of  the  county,  and  in  most  cases  1  have  found 
teachers  trying  to  do  well,  and  the  majority  succeeding. 

I  cannot  forbear  mentioning  the  following  country  schools  of  the  past 
summer,  as  worthy' of  special  commendation,  on  account  of  the  earnest,  well 
direct  labors  of  the  teachers :

Wo  have  eight  graded  schools  in  the  oounty,  five  of  them  are  doing  finely. 
We  have  lost  the  services  of  several  of  t^e  most  efficient  teachers  we  have 
ever  had  in  the  oounty;  and  as  in  some  oases  the  loss  was  sustained  rather 
'     than  give  a  fair  compensation,  it  is  to  be  felt  the  more  keenly.      I  think 
the  majority  of  teachers  get  all  they  earn,  but  there  are  some  whose  servi- 
ces can  hardly  be  measured  by  dollars  and  cents— at  least  so  few  of  them 
M  are  usually  given. 

The  teachers  to  whom  1  referred  are  Mr.  Smith,  of  Geneva;  Mr.  Parker, 
of  Delavan,  and  Mr.  Cutler,  of  Elkhorn.      Mr.  Smith  has  had  the  good 
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sense  to  find  places  in  Janesville  for  five  or  six  of  our  best  female  teachers. 
We  can  hardly  thank  him  for  it,  (bough  we  admire  his  wisdom  and  good  taste. 

The  following  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  school  buildings  the  past  year. 

The  people  of  Delavan  have  mado  a  fine  new  building  by  additions  to 
the  old  one,  at  an  expense  of  between  nine  and  ten  thousand  dollars,  mak- 
ing it  worth  about  fourteen  thousand  dollars.  The  building  is  nearly 
ready  for  use,  and  I  think  there  is  no  finer  school  house  in  any  village  of 
the  same  site  in  the  state.  This  improvement  is  owing  in  a  great  measure 
to  the  earnest,  persistent  efforts  of  Mr.  Parker,  who  has  taught  in  Uela- 
van  the  past  four  years  with  very  marked  success. 

Geneva  has  laid  the  foundation,  and  will  early  next  season,  complete  a 
fine  edifice  at  an  expense  of  ten  to  twelve  thousand  dollars.  Mr.  Smith's 
strong  will  and  earnest,  thorough  labor  have  been  marked  by  this  result. 
I  thinbthis  is  not  saying  too  much.  -    . 

'  Elkhorn  has  raised  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  will  next  year  erect  a  fine 
building. 

Whitewater  sadly  needs  a  better  and  more  commodious  building,  but  as 
the  village  gave  twenty-throe  thousand  dollars  last  summer  for  the  normal 
school,  there  will  probably  be  nothing  done  at  present. 

Joint  district  No.  —  of  Geneva  has  built  a  very  nice  house,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  one  thousand  dollars.  It  will,  when  completed  be  the  best  coun- 
try school  house  in  the  county. 

I  shall  be  able  to  report  the  erection  of  several  new  buildings  among  the 
country  districts  next  year. 

I  think  the  people  of  this  county  are  ready  for  the  township  system,  and 
I  hope  the  next  legislature  will  at  least  allow  its  adoption. 

Tne  interest  in  educational  matters  is  steadily  on  the  increase,  and  we 
have  every  reasen  to  look  hopefully  to  the  future.

WASHINGTON  COUNTY. 

The  people  of  this  county  do  more  and  more  appreciate  the  free  school 
institutions  of  our  state,  which  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  they  build  new 
and  good  school-houses,  increase  the  teachers1  wages  and  vote,  even  in  dis- 
tricts that  never  did  it  before,  money  to  buy  outline  maps ;  have  black- 
boards and  other  utensils  for  the  use  of  their  sohools. 

Our  teachers  also  show  a  satisfactory  improvement  in  regard  to  knowl- 
edge, as  well  &s  to  practical  teaching.  The  majority  of  the  school  districts 
vote  for  male  teachers  for  the  winter  schools,  believing  that  they,  as  far 
as  the  conduct  of  a  school  is  oonoerned,  can  work  with  more  effect,  &o  , 
than  female  teachers. 

I  examined  during  the.  previous  year  140  teaohers.  The  average  stand- 
ing was  from  6  1-2  to  7  1-2  on  a  scale  of  ten. 

I  trust  the  next  legislature  will  not  enact  any  more  school  laws,  as  the 
present  ones  are  not  yet  fully  understood  and  carried  out  by  many  school 
boards*

CITY  OF  BEAVER  DAM. 

The  public  schools  of  this  city,  have  been  in  successful  operation  during 
the  past  year. 

Our  city  is  divided  into  four  wards.  The  school  year  consists  of  forty 
weeks,  and  is  divided  into  three  terms. 

The  first  term  commences  on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  and  con- 
tinues until  the  Friday  ne^t  preceding  christmas. 

The  second  term  commences  on  the  first  Monday  after  new  year's  day,  or 
on  the  first  Tuesday,  rf  new  years  should  occur  on  Monday,  and  continues 
until  the  fourth  Friday  in  March. 

The  third  term  commences  on  the  second  Monday  in  April,  and  contin- 
ues twelvo  weeks. 

A  public  examination  of  all  the  schools  takes  place  during  the  last  week 
of  each  term. 

An  examination  for  the  advancement  of  pupils  into  higher  grades,  wad 
departments,  takes  place  during  the  last  week  of  the  school  year. 

The  public  schools  of  this  city  are  divided  into  four  departments  as  fol- 
lows :  primary-,  intermediate,  grammar  and  high  school. 

-Each  department  consists  of  three  grades,  namely  :  .first,  second,  and 
third.  > 

There  is  a  primary  school  in  each  of  the  four  wards,  an  intermediate  in 
the  second  and  fourth,  and  a  grammar  and  high  school  in  the  second  ward. 

There  are  ten  teachers  employed  in  the  different  departments  ;  a  princi- 
pal who  has  charge  of  the  grammar  and  high  school,  with  two  female  as- 
sistants ;  all  the  other  departments  are  taught  by  female  teachers.

There  are  suitable  and  commodious  school  buildings,  owned  by  the  city, 
in  all  the  wards  but  one,  and  appropriations  have  been  made  to  build  in 
that  the  ensuing  year.

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The  number  of  children  residing  in  the  city,  according  to  last  census, 
ower  four  and  under  twenty  years  of  age  was  1158,  of  which  number  540 
were  males,  and  612  females. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  that  attended  the  public  schools,  during  all 
fir  part  of  tho  year,  was  687.  Average  number  547  ;  leaving  a  balance  of 
47J  children  outside  of  the  public  schools.  A  large  proportion  of  this 
numfrer,  however,  are  in  attendance  at  other  schools  in  the  city,  namely : 
.about  sixty  have  been  instructed  in  Way  land  University ;  one  hundred  and* 
pinety  (lj90)  German  and  Irish  children  have  attended  St.  Mary's,  and 
about  thirty  the  Lutheran  school,  making  280— added  to  687,  makes  967 
—leaving  only  191  out  of  the  whole  number  of  children,  as  reported  in 
(he  ojty,  as  not  haying  attended  school  during  some  part  of  the  year.

CITY  OF  LA  CROSSE. 

We  have  in  (his  city  two  graded  schools,  each  having  three*  departments 
—grammar,  intermediate  and  primary.  For  these  two  schools  ten  teachers 
ace  employed — two  male  and  eight  female — and  have  been  fortunate  in  se- 
curing the  services  of  a  good  and  effipiont  corps  of  teachers  at  the  lowest 
"market  prices  ;"  $800  and  $900  per  annum  for  the  male  teachers,  res- 
pectively, and  from  $300  to  $350  for  female  teachers.  They  all  exhibit  ft 
commendable  interest  in  the  improvement  of  their  several  departments  and 
are  bringing  the  schools  up  to  a  high  grade  considering  the  many  disad- 
vantages under  which  they  labor.  As  is  universally  the  oast*  throughout 
the  state,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  there  is  a  deplorable  lack  of  in- 
terest among  the  citizens  and  patrons  of  our  Bchools  which  are  seldom  vis- 
ited, and  apparently  as  seldom  thought  of. 

The  subjeot  of  erecting  a  suitable  building  for  the  purpose  of  a  high 
school,  has  been  considerably  agitated  for  the  last  few  months,  and  we  an 
in  hopes  of  having  such  a  school  established,  to  accommodate  the  students 
as  they  finish  the  course  in  the  grammar  departments  of  the  ward  schools, 
within  the  next  year.  The  need  of  such  a  school  is  very  generally  ac- 
knowledged and  severely  felt. 

There  are  in  this  city,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  report  sent  you  some 
time  since,  1584  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and  twenty  years,  of 
whom  680  attended  the  publio  schools  during  the  last  year,  or  something 
less  than  43  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number.  I  have  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  if  our  school  facilities  were  improved,  as  the  necessity  seems  to 
demand,  this  attendance  would  be  materially  increased.  There  are,  how- 
ever, two  denominational  anfl  two  private  schools,  which  will  of  necessity 
draw  largely  upon  our  publio  schools,  but  many  now  attend  solely  because 
there  is  no  room  for  them,  elsewhere, 

Jt  is  but  just  to  state  here,  however,  that  our  city  has  endured  a  great 
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amount  of  taxation,  for  the  last  four  or  five  years,  and  now  that  the  "cruel 
war  is  oyer,"  and  the  taxes  begin  to  assume  their  ordinary  proportions* 
and  the  attending  excitement  has  given  place  to  the  thoughts  of  local  im- 
provement, I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  people  in  this  beautiful 
and  thriving  city  will  make  steady  and  constant  efforts  to  improve  our  ed- 
ucational facilities,  and  establish  in  the  city  of  La  Crosse  a  system  of 
aohools  that  will  in  every  way  meet  the  demands  and  be  worthy  the  intelli- 
gence of  her  people.

There  are  enrolled  in  the  different  grades,  about  one  thousand  different 
pupils,  out  of  a  census  of  over  three  thousand  children  between  the  ages  of 
four  and  twenty  years.  No  children  are  admitted  to  the  schools 
under  five  years  of  age.  There  are  several  hundred,  no  doubt,  in  the  pri- 
vate and  parish  schools,  so  that  there  are  probably  about  fifteen  hundred 
children  attending  school  in  the  city.  Many  more  would  be  enrolled  in 
the  public  schools  were  the  school  room  accommodations  sufficient ;  more 
than  half  of  those  in  the  primary  grade  attend  school  but  half  a  day  be- 
cause of  a  want  of  room. 

The  board  have  in  their  employ  one  superintendent,  who  is  also  princi- 
pal of  the  high  school,  and  one  male  teacher  who  has  charge  of  the  fourth 
ward  school,  and  fifteen  ladies.  The  superintendent  receives  a  salary  of 
$1,500.  the  principal  of  the  fourth  ward  school  $1,000,  two  ladies  $440 
each,  eight  ladies  $400  each,  five  ladies  $320  each.  By  a  rule  of  the 
board,  these  latter  when  they  enter  upon  their  third  term,  receive  $400  each. 
The  above  salaries  entitle  the  board  to  the  services  of  the  teachers  for 
five  days  and  a  half  every  week. 

All  teachers  employed  by  the  board  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  the  superintendent  and  the  committee  on  teachers,  and  their 
election  is  limited  to  a  single  term,  at  the  end  of  which  they  will  be  re- 
elected if  they  have  discharged  their  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board. 
The  board  think  it  better  for  the  schools  to  limit  the  election  of  their 
teaohors  to  a  single  term.  All  teaehers,  too,  must  pass  a  written  examina- 
tion in  the  common  branches  once  a  year  at  least,  and  the  result 
of  the  examination  is  reported  to  the  board  with  a  recommendation  for 
some  action.  Such  examinatoin  shall  take  place  within  one  week  of  the 
close  of  a  term.  Every  Saturday  morning  a  meeting  of  the  teachers  is 
held,  and  this  meeting  is  regarded  as  a  school  session,  and  absence  there- 
from is  considered  the  same  as  a  half  day's  absence  from  school  At  those 
meetings  the  teachers  read  and  compare  the  weekly  reports  of  their  schools, 
discuss  subjects  pertaining  to  their  daily  labors,  consult  with  the  superin- 
tendent on  matters  upon  which  they  desire  advice,  engage  in  recitations  in 
the  branches  they  teach,  compare  views  upon  methods  of  teaching  and  dis- 
cipline, and  converse  with  each  other  socially.  Without  such  meetings  no 
uniformity  could  be  secured  in  a  graded  system.  Our  board  are  so  thor- 
oughly convinced  of  their  utility  that  no  argument  could  induce  them  to 
discontinue  them.  If  nothing  more  were  gained  on  the  part  of  teachers 
than  a  personal  acquaintance  with  one  another,  it  would  well  pay  to  hold 
them. 
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One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  in  th6  way  of  progress  in  our  schools  has 
been  a  want  of  room,  but  this  has  been  to  a  great  extent,  though  not  wholly, 
removed  by  the  building  of  the  fourth  ward  school  houso  on  the  shore  of 
third  lake,  a  structure  which  is  an  ornament  to  the  city,  and  which  does 
credit  to  all  who  had  a  part  in  planning,  or  a  hand  in  executing  so  fine  a 
piece  of  workmanship.^  The  house  will  accommodate  two  hundred  and 
fifty-six  pupils.  The  means  of  exit  from  it  are  ample,  the  ventilation  good, 
the  grounds  commodious,  and  its  exterior  jind  interior  in  most  excellent 
taste.  The  board  intend  to  build  a  similar  imilding  another  summer  in  the 
second  ward.  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  in  passing,  that  the  erection  of  the 
fourth  ward  school  house,  has  had  much  to  do  in  giving  an  impulse  to  the 
interest  felt  by  our  citizens  in  our  schools. 

Our  city  very  much  needs  a  high  school  building,* but  the  board  has 
ever  acted  on  the  principle  that  the  lower  grades  of  the  schools  claimed 
their  first  attention.  I  think  they  are  right.  They,  however,  propose  to 
make  arrangements  to  put  up  a  building  for  the  high  school  as  soon  as 
they  can  supply  the  wards  with  buildings  suited  to  their  necessities.  We 
have  a  board  of  education  alive  to  the  wants  of  the  city  in  the  matter  of 
popular  education.  They  are  among  our'  most  active  business  men,  who 
are  jealous  of  the  reputation  and  honor  of  the  city,  and  of  the  rank  it  holds 
among  our  sister  cities,  and  nothing  will  be  left  undone  on  their  part  to 
make  the  school  buildings  and  schools  of  Madison  compare  favorably  with 
other  graded  systems  in  the  country. 

My  connection  with  the  system  has  beim  so  short,  that  I  do  not  feel  like 
entering  upon  the  discussion  of  many  points  that  would  be  of  interest,  and 
wbich  might,  perhaps,  be  profitable.  The  way  to  make  progress  in  the 
educational  interests  of  Wisconsin,  is  for  the  central  points  to  contribute 
the  results  of  their  experience  and  observation,  for  the  information  of  all 
It  will  be  a  task  of  mine  to  discharge  this  duty  so  far  as  I  am  able,  and  to 
add  my  feeble  but  hearty  efforts  to  advance  the  educational  welfare  of  the 
great  and  growing  Northwest.

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing statement,  showing  the  condition  of  our  city  schools  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year  (Aug.  31,  1866),  as  compared  with  the  year  ending  Aug. 
81,  1865.

The  number  belonging  and  daily  attendance  is  the  average  for  the  year. 
The  average  number  belongiug  for   Sept.  and   Oct.  1866,    was  5,893. 
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Average  daily  attendance  4,483.  The  school  census  shows  an  increase  of 
only  302.  Teacher's  reports  show  an  increase  of  oven  1000  in  our  schools. 
This  increase  has  been  going  on  steadily  throughout  the  year;  each  month 
has  shown  a  larger  number  belonging  and  a  better  daily  attendance  than 
the  month  before,  while  the  oasos  of  absence  and  tardiness  have  decreased. 
The  amount  expended  during  the  year  was  $48,351  41.  The  cost  of  in- 
struction per  scholar,  estimated  on  the  number  enrolled,  was  $6  07,  on 
daily  attendance  $12  68.     In  1865  it  was  96  58  and  $13  96. 

There  are  nine  ward  schools  and  seven  branch  schools.  Thirteen  of  the 
school-houses  are  owned  by  the  city.  The  lotn  owned  by  the  city 
and  occupied  for  school  purposes,  are  valued  at  $41,700-  The  high- 
eat  valuation  of  any  one  lot  is  $4,000  ;  lowest  $100.  The  total  val- 
uation of  school-houses  is  $150,500.  Two  are  valued  at  $25,000 
each;  one  at$2J,000;  three  at  $16,000  each;  one  at  $10,000;  two 
at  $8,000  each.  The  remaining  buildings  at  from  1  to  $8,000.  The 
furniture  in  the  buildings  is  valued  at  $22,700,  making  the  total 
valuation  of  school  property  about  $216,000.  There  were  101  cases  , 
of  suspension  for  absence  ;  31  for  bad  conduct  and  8  for  being  absent  from 
a  regular  examination  ;  107  of  these  were  restored.  There  were  51  oases 
of  discipline  referred  to  superintendent  by  teachers.  These  were  arranged 
by  consultation  with  parents*  During  the  past  year  a  large  and  beautiful 
school-house  has  been  erected  in  the  third  ward.  This  building  is  estimat- 
ed at  $20,000  in  the  valuation  given  above.  Its  actual  cost  (furniture 
included)  is  about  $26,000.  Arrangements  are  now  being  made  to  erect 
branch  schools  in  the  5th  and  6th  wards,  which  will  cost  between  3  and 
$4,000.  Branch  schools  will  have  to  be  .  opened  also  in  the  2d  and  9th 
wards. 

You  will  see  from  the  above  that  our  schools  are  in  a  thriving  condition. 
It  affords  mo  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  both  teachers  and  pupils  are 
exhibiting  a  quiet  energy  in  their  legitimate  school  work  that  is  highly 
commendable.

CITY  OF  OSHKOSH. 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I  send  you  the  following  report  of  the 
schools  of  the  city. 

During  the  past  year  (I  think  I  can  safely  say)  there  has  been  a  mani- 
fest and  oontinued  improvement  in  the  schools  of  our  city  generally.  A 
mora  thorough  discipline  and  scholarship  has  been*  secured  and  a  commend- 
able seal  on  the  part  of  teachers  of  the  various  departments  to  make  thai* 
schools  as  successful  as  possible* 

In  reference  to  the  ward  schools,  they  are  the  same  as  last  year,  except 
that  one  new  building  has  been  ereoted  aodanew1  primary  school  com- 
menced in  the  third  ward.     The  other  wards  have  each  their  own  primary; 
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and  intermediate  departments.  They  are  all  under  the  direction  of  suc- 
cessful teachers  and  making  good  progress.  A  large  olass  was  sent  to  the 
grammar  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  past  term  who  were  all  subjected 
to  a  thorough  general  examination  for  admission.  The  grammar  school  is 
well  established  and  arranged  in  classes,  where  all  the  ordinary  English 
branches  are  completed. 

The  high  school  is  still  held  in  rooms  secured  for  that  purpose,  but  not 
well  adapted  for  such  a  use  ;  however,  this  is  merely  a  temporary  necessi- 
ty, as  the  city  is  now  erecting  a  very  fine  structure  with  all  the  modern 
improvements,  and  it  is  a  model  of  architectural  beauty,  which  will  place  Osh- 
kosh  in  the  very  front  rank  of  western  cities  so  far  as  school  accommoda- 
tions are  concerned.  The  high  school  is  designed,  as  its  course  is  now 
fixed,  to  give  a  thorough,  practical  and  disciplinary  training  for  business 
or  professional  men,  with  the  addition  of  the  languages  so  far  as  to  prepare 
students  for  a  college  course.  The  pupils  are  arranged  in  four  classes,  em- 
bracing the  usual  branohes  pursued  in  seminaries  and  the  best  high  schools. 
A  most  thorough  and  rigid  examination  (both  oral  and  written)  is  required 
at  the  close  of  eaoh  term  and  in  passing  from  glass  to  olass,  and  all  who  are 
not  qualified  are  allowed  the  privilege  of  marking  time  until  they  have 
made  the  suitable  proficiency.  Absence  and  tardiness,  except  for  sickness, 
have  been  almost  entirely  broken  up  by  the  strict  measures  adopted.  The 
following  is  the  report  of  the  term  just  closed  for  the  grammar  and  high 
school : 

Attendance, 98 

Deportment, 88  A 

Scholarship, 87.9 

General  average, .' 91.4 

During  the  past  term  some  apparatus  has  been  purchased  for  the  illustra- 
tion of  chemistry  and  natural  philosophy;  so  that  in  the  former  we  are  en- 
abled to  have  a  quite  complete  course  of  experiments.  There  are  now 
employed  in  the  schools,  in  all,  twenty  teachers,  all  ladies  except  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  high  school.  Visits  from  patrons  and  parents  are  still  some- 
what angelic  in  number,  but  I  think  there  is  a  gradual  improvement,  and 
on  the  whole  an  increasing  interest  in  our  schools  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
munity.

CITY  OF  RACINE. 

In  compliance  with  your  circular  letter  I  would  say,  that  the  brief  time 
which  has  elapsed,  since  I  entered  npon  my  duties  as  principal  of  the  Ra- 
cine high  school,  prevents  me  from  making  an  extended  report  of  the 
schools  in  this  city  for  the  past  year.  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
facts  and  statistics  which  I  have  gleaned  from  the  records  of  the  year  end- 
ing August  81,  1866. 
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According  to  tbe  school  census,  taken  in  August  last,  the  number  of 
male  children,  between  tbe  ages  of  4  and  20  years,  was  1404,  and  of  fe- 
male children  of  corresponding  ages  1408 ;  total  of  both  sexes  2902. 

Of  the  above  number,  there  were  enrolled  upon  the  school  register  2037, 
and  in  addition,  8  were  registered  who  were  above  20  years  of  age,  making 
the  total  number,  who  attended  school  during  the  year,  2040. 

The  whole  number  of  days,  during  which  the  schools  were  in  session, 
was  200.  The  total  number  of  days' attendance  of  different  pupils  for  the 
year  was  231,780,  giving  an  average  daily  attendance  of  1158,  while  the 
average  number  belonging  to  the  schools  was  1252. 

From  the  above  figures  the  following  per  cents,  will  be  readily  obtained, 
vis :  •  ' 

Per  cent,  of  attendance  on  average  number  belonging  to  schools, 9ft 

Per  cent,  of  school  enrollment  on  school  census, '. W 

Per  cent,  of  daily  attendance  on  school  cenans, 89 

,  These  statements  show  that  there  were  862  children  that  did  not  attend 
our  public  schools,  and  on  an  average  only  about  two-fifth*  of  the  children, 
recorded  in  the  census,  availed  themselves  of  the  advantages  provided  for 
them.  Many  of  these,  doubtless,  were  between  the  ages  of  4  and  6  years; 
and  far  be  it  from  me  to  advocate  the  substitution  of  the  school  room  for 
.  the  nursery. 

The  city  is  divided  into  five  school  wards,  and  one  mixed  school  located 
near  the  city  limits. 

Each  division  has  one  school  building  containing  one  grammar  school 
and  one  or  more  primary  schools. 

The  building  in  the  second  ward  contains  seven  departments  In  the 
basement  were  two  primary  schools  ;  on  the  first  floor  were  two  primary, 
one  intermediate,  and  one  grammar  school ;  while  the  second  floor  was  oc- 
cupied by  the  high  school.  The  number  of  teachers,  in  cbarge  of  sepa- 
rate department*,  was  18,  aided  by  7  assistants ;  but  by  exchanges,  the 
number  of  different  persons,  employed  in  teaching,  was  88. 

The  salary  of  male  teacher  (there  was  but  one)  was  (150  per  month. 

The  averaged  salaries  of  female  teachers  were  (80.28  per  month.  Tui- 
tion per  scholar  (5.92. 

In  the  high  school  building  is  a  public  library,  (the  principal  of  the  high 
school  aots  as  librarian),  containing  1500  volumes  of  carefully  selected 
works.  This  is  a  source  of  great  improvement  to  the  members  of  the 
school,  affording  ample  and  ready  reference  upon  almost  any  topic. 

The  six  school  buildings  are  arranged  to  accommodate  1260  pupils,  and 
contain  8760  square  feet  of  blackboard. 

During  the  year,  the  primary  school  teachers  carried  into  successful  op- 
eration the  "  course  of  study  which  had  previously  been  marked  out  for 
them,  thus  securing  a  systematic  gradation  from  the  lowest  primary  school 
to  the  graduating  clan  in  the  high  school.

In  addition  to  the  statistical  report,  which  will  be  forwarded  to  your 
office  by  the  county  superintendent  of  .Jefferson  county,  I  deem  it  my  duty 
to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  facts,  showing  the  general 
condition  of  school  matters  in  our  city  during  the  last  school  year.  This 
report  would  be  too  lepgthy,  should  I  include  all  the  facts  that  may  de- 
serve to  be  presented  to  ydu,  touching  our  'educational  interests.  Only 
such  as  seem  to  bo  the  most  important  can  be  noticed. 

During  the  last  year  no  hew  Bcbool  house  has  been  built,  but  more  or 
less  repairs  have  been  made  where  needed  and  our  buildings  are  at  present 
as  comfortable  for  school  purposes,  as  they  can  be,,  considering  our  means, 
still  they  prove  so  much  too  small  for  our  increasing  population  that  the 
necessary  steps  have  been  taken  to  commence  with  early  spring  the  erec- 
tion of  a  large  building,  which  wilk,  like  our  Union  school  house,  No.  1, 
be  furnished  with  all  the  essential  modern  improvements. 

During  the  year  there  were  employed,  without  much  change,  17  teachers, 
2  males* and  1 5  females,  most  of  whom  have  previously  taught  in  the  same 
schools,  and  are  professional  teachers. 

Our  schools  are  ail  thoroughly  graded,  all  pupils  of  the  same  grade  pur- 
sue the  same  studies  at  the  same  time  and  use  the  same  text  boo  its. 

Each  of  the  three  departments  (primary,  intermediate  and  grammar)  is 
subdivided  into  three  grades,  besides  we  have  a  high  school  department, 
consisting,  at  this  time  of  one  grade. 

The  primary  grades  are  taught  in  seven  different  school  buildings,  the 
intermediate  in  four,  the  grammar  and  high  school  grades  in  one. 

The  rate  per  cent,  of  attendance  in  the  upper  grades  is  90,  in  the  lover 
grades  it  varies  from  70  to  90* 

The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  in  all  the  schools  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  about  1100. 

Most  of  our  schools  are  well  attended,  the  teachers  earnest  and  zealous, 
our  practice  of  informing  the  parents  of  the  pupils'  standing,  deportment 
and  attendance  at  the  end  of  every  term  by  printed  reports,  proves  very 
efficient  in  disciplining  and  stimulating  the  soholars  and  interesting  the 
pareata. 

Union  sohool  No.  1  is  our  model  school,  and  therefore  it  may  not  he 
amiss  to  sketch  its  organism. 

The  building  }s  of  liberal  dimensions,  elegant  and  commodious,  the 
rooms  high,  well  aired  and  finely  adorned  with  maps  and  pictures  ;  the  sci- 
entific apparatus  numerous  and  well  selected ;  the  high  sohool  grade  en- 
joys the  use  of  a  library  and  of  many  philosophical  instruments ;  it  also 
popsesaes  an  excellent  melodeon  to  assist  in  teaching  singing.  The  build- 
ing contains  all  the  grades  above  enumerated,  except  two,  which  are  ac- 
commodated in  a  smaller  building  near  by.  The  number  of  soholars  at 
the  present  time  is  .695,  who  are  taught  by  10  teachers,  all  females,  with 
the  exception  of  the  principal,  Prof.  Theodore  Bernhardt,  to  whose  energy, 
patience  and  eminent  talent  in  conducting  such  an  establishment,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  sohool  is  chiefly  due. 

The  course  of  studies  pursued  in  this  school  is  based  on  the  principles 
developed  in  "  Well's  Graded  School."     Drawing  from  the  lowest  to  the

highest  grade  is  made  an  important  object  of  instruction  ;  though  less 
than  one  half  of  the  pupils  are  of  German  descent,  moro  than  three- 
fourths  of  all  the  scholars  study  the  German  language  ;  there  were  in  the 
last  term  about  40  Latin  scholars.  ^ 

School  matters  have  been  progressing  fairly  during  the  last  five  years  in 
this  city.  Many  improvements  have  been  successfully  made  before  I  was 
appointed  to  the  office  of  superintendent,  a  uniform  school  grade  had  been 
instituted,  the  terms  and  vacations  for  all  the  schools  reduced  to  a  uniform 
calendar,  uniform  text  books  adopted  throughout  the  city,  the  interest  of 
the  population  gained  in  no  slight  degree.  But  still  there  was  everywhere 
a  lack  of  system  and  hence  failures  that  might  have  been  easily  obviated. 
I  therefore  at  onoe  set  about  remedying  this  by  insuring  a  system  of  reports 
that  will  hereafter  allow  us  to  dispense  with  the  necessity  of  guess-work 
in  making  out  annual  school  reports.  The  attendance  in  some  of  our 
schools  being  still  very  irregular,  I  have  struggled  and  not  without  suc- 
cess against  this,  the  most  formidable  disease  by  which  schools  may  be, 
and  public  schools  are  so  often  afflicted.  I  have  tried  by  all  means  within 
my  reach  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  our  parents  that  no  trifling  excuse 
should  detain  a  child  from  attending  school,  both  on  his  own  acoount  and 
on  account  of  the  great  injustice  which  is  done  thereby  to  the  school  in 
general,  for  a  pupil  of  irregular  attendance  and  sinning  frequently 
against  punctuality  disturbs  the  working  of  the  school  class  of  which  he 
is  a  member,  but  still  there  are  some  parents  who  seem  not  to  be  aware  of 
the  mischief  they  are  guilty  of  by  indifference  on  their  part  to  the  regular 
attendance  of  their  ehildren. 

It  is  my  impression  that  something  might  be  done  by  our  legislature  to 
insure  a  more  regular  attendance  at  our  public  schools.  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  advocate  absolute  compulsion,  as  my  experience  as  a  school  officer 
for  the  last  six  years  has  given  me  ample  occasion  to  perceive  the  imprac- 
ticability of  such  a  measure  in  our  state,  where  help  is  still  so  scarce  that 
■  some  parents  are  compelled  to  keep  their  larger  children  from  school  some- 
times, to  assist  in  some  work,  that  they  could  not  accomplish  otherwise* 
Still  I  have  no  doubt  that  some  measures  might  be  adopted  by  which  ir« 
regularity  and  tardiness  could  be  reduced  to  the  smallest  possible  numbers. 
For  cities  and  larger  towns  and  villages  especially  a  law  could  be  enacted, 
authorizing  school  officers  to  decide  the  matter  of  excuses  for  staying 
from  school,  only  granting  such  cases  as  in  their  opinion  are  unavoidable, 
and  making  parents  pay  some  fine  for  keeping  their  children  from  school, 
without  tho  special  permission  of  the  proper  offioer,  appointed  for  such 
purpose 

In  many  states  in  Europe  similar  laws  exist  and  have  been  applied  with 
the  best  success  for  many  years. 

The  board  of  education  of  this  city  contemplates  at  present  the  speedy 
establishment  of  an  evening  school,  for  the  benefit  of  such  boys  and  young 
men,  that  are  by  some  regular  employment  unable  to  attend  the  public  day 
schools.  The  object  of  this  sohool  is  mainly  the  practical  teaching  of 
arithmetic,  penmanship,  orthography,  book-keeping  and  such  ot^er  branch- 
es in  which  young  men  are  very  often  sadly  deficient.  I  think  this  will 
prove  to  be  a  very  good  work  and  will  soon  be  in  operation. 

The  teachers'  meetings  which  are  held  every  second  Saturday  and  at 
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which  t  generally  preside,  have  been  of  much  assistance  in  the  discharge  of 
my  duties. 

The  law  of  this  city,  limiting  the  raising  of  school  taxes  to  twice  the 
amount  received  from  Ae  state  school  fund  income,  has  proved  quite  in- 
sufficient in  meeting  our  wants,  and  the  board  of  education  will  therefore 
make  some  exertions  to  have  it  changed  to  a  more  liberal  one  by  our  next 
legislature,

ANNUAL    REPORT 

Of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1866. 


To  His  Excellency,  Lucius  Fairohild, 

Governor  of  Wisconsin : 

Governor: — Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  114  of  the  General 
Laws  of  1866,  entitled  "An  aet  to  reorganise  and  enlarge  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  and  to  authorize  the  county  of  Dane  to  issue  bonds  in  aid 
thereof,"  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
"  Regents  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,"  appointed  under  that  act. 

The  county  of  Dane  having  made  provision  for  the  issue  of  $40,000  of 
bonds  authorized  by  said  act  in  aid  of  the  university,  the  regents  held 
their  first  meeting  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  June  last,  perfected  their 
organization,  received  said  bonds  and  succeeded  to  the  custody  of  the 
books,  records,  buildings,  acd  all  other  property  of  the  university  delivered 
to  them  by  the  former  board  of  regents.  Hence  this  report  can  only  prop- 
erly embrace  the  action  of  this  new  board  of  regents  since  their  organiza- 
tion from  June  27th  to  October  1st  of  the  present  year,  and  must  be  prin- 
cipally confined  to  the  efforts  made  by  them  in  the  reorganization  of  the 
institution,  and  its  present  condition. 

BXP2RIHBNTAL  VARM. 

By  section  15  of  the  organic  act  it  is  provided  that  "  immediately  upon 
the  organization  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  make  arrangements 
for  securing,  without  expense  to  the  state  or  to  the  funds  of  the  university, 
suitable  lands,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  university,  not  less  than 
two  hundred  acres,  including  the  university  grounds,  for  an  experimental 
farm,  and  as  early  as  possible  thereafter,  to  make  such  improvements  there- 
on as  will  render  it  available  for  experimental  and  instructional  purposes 
in  connection  with  the  agricultural  course  in  the  college  of  arts.9'  In  obe- 
dience to  this  provision,  the  board  of  regents,  after  a  full  and  thorough 
examination  of  such  lands  as  were  offered  to  them  for  that  purpose  and 
such  others  as  they  belioved  could  be  obtained,  have  purchased  for  this  ex- 
perimental farm  a  piece  of  land  embracing  that  part  of  section  14,  in 
township  seven  north,  of  range  nine  east,  wnioh  lies  west  of  the  universi- 
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ty  grounds,  and  that  part  of  section  23  in  the  same  township  and  range 
which  lies  between  the  Sauk  road  on  the  south  and  the  tract  in  section  14 
adjoining  on  the  north,  also  five  town  lots  adjoining  the  university  grounds 
on  the  south-west  corner,  comprising  in  all  about  195  acres,  and  including 
Professor  Read's  and  Mrs.  Hoobins  stone  and  brick  dwellings,  at  an  ag- 
gregate cost  $27,054.  Application  has  been  made  to  the  pioper  au- 
thorities for  the  vacation  of  the  streets  intersecting  the  town  lots  purchas- 
ed, which  will  undoubtedly  be  granted. 

The  university  grounds  proper,  heretofore  belonging  to  the  institution, 
contain  40  63-100  acres ;  they  are  contiguous  to  the  above  described  piece 
and  with  it  form  one  tract  with  an  area  of  over  235  acres.  The  utility 
•and  advantage  of  having  the  experimental  farm  so  closely  connected  with 
the  institution  of  which  it  is  to  form  an  important  part,  must  be  apparent 
to  every  one.  The  land  purchased  is,  according  to  the  opinion  and  judg- 
ment of  all  such  members  of  the"  fcoard  as  are  practically  familiar  with 
farming,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  could  be  consulted  by  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  board  and  as  had  given  thought  and  study  to  the  establishment 
of  experimental  farms,  peculiarly  well  adapted  for  this  purpose  on  account 
of  the  great  many  varieties  and  differences  in  its  soil  and  location.  It  is 
to  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  object  in  view  is  the  establishment  of  an  ex- 
perimental farm,  where  agriculture  is  to  be  practically  taught  by  experi- 
menting on  different  soils  and  location  of  the  land,  and  not  a  model  farm, 
where  the4>best  kind  and  largest  quantity  of  particular  products  are  sought 
to  be  obtained  from  a  particular  piece  of  land.  The  board  believe  that  by 
this  purchase  they  have  secured  to  the  university  for  a  reasonable  price  the 
best  possible  piece  of  land  for  that  purpose.  The  buildings  too,  which 
are  upon  the  land,  will  be  of  great  and  immediate  usefulness  to  the  insti- 
tution in  its  contemplated  development. 

The  lateness  of  the  season  and  other  difficulties  and  disappointments 
which  the  regents  met  with  in  their  endeavors  to  organise  the  institution, 
and  which  will  be  more  fully  referred  to  hereafter,  have  prevented  them  in 
this  year  from  making  any  improvements  upon  the  lands  purchased  by 
them ;  but  they  confidently  expect  that  next  year  will  see**fce  experimental 
farm  in  practical  operation. 

HYPOTHECATION   OF   BONDS. 

In  order  to  meet  the  payments  for  the  purchase  of  the  land,  the  regents 
ascertained  that  they  would  be  compelled  to  sell  the  bonds  of  Dane  county 
donated  to  them  for  that  purpose,  at  a  discount  of  at  least  twenty  per 
cent.  This  seemed  to  them  a  very  unnecessary  sacrifice,  since  a  portion 
of  the  other  funds  of  the  university  might  with  perfect  safety  and  proprie- 
ty ,be  invested  in  these  bonds,  whieh  bear  the  same  interest  that  the  uni- 
versity funds  bring  in  other  investments,  The  difficulty  was,  that  the  law 
now  forbids  such  investment.  The  regents  therefore  made  such  arrange- 
ments, as  will  make  it  possible  to  save  the  loss  of  discount,  if  the  legisla 
I  ture   should   sanction  the    proposed    investment.      They    hypothecated 

i  $36,000  of  these  bonds  with  several  persons  who  advanced  thereon  eighty 

I  per  cent,  so  conditioned  that  they  should  be  redeemed  by  the  1st  day  of 

jj  April,  lb67.    It  is  confidently  expected  by  the  regents  that  before  that 
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date  the  legislature  will  sanction  the  investment  of  $40,000  of  the  univer 
sit j  funds  in  these  bonds  and  will  thus  save  the  university  $8,000. 

JMBABBASSMBNTS  OP   BJ-0 ORGANIZATION. 

No  one  at  all  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  state  university  can  have 
failed  to  observe  that  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  its  apparent  want  of 
success  lay  in  the  fact  that  the  institution  was  attempted  to  be  managed 
for  many  years  without  a  chancellor,  a  neeessity  to  which  the  former  board 
of  regents  was  compelled  to  submit  to  on  account  of  the  crippled  financial 
condition  of  the  institution,  and  the  insufficiency  of  its  income.  It  is 
true  the  new  board  found  the  university,  so  far  as  its  available  means  of 
support  are  concerned,  in  scarcely  a  better  condition,  while  the  act  of  re- 
organization calls  for  a  much  more  extended  field  of  instruction  than  had 
heretofore  been  given  ;  but  considering  the  fact  that  the  agricultural  col- 
lege fund  had  been  given  to  the  institution,  whioh  in  a  few  years  must  con- 
siderably increase  its  income,  that  the  annual  expenses  heretofore  charged 
by  the  state  for  the  management  of  its  fund  were  in  future  not  to  be  with- 
drawn from  its  resources,  that  the  legislature  had  required  the  regents  to 
undertake  the  re-organization  upon  this  more  extended  plan,  and  that  the 
people  of  the  state  Degan  to  manifest  a  more  lively  interest  in  it,  the  re- 
gents at  their  very  first  meeting,  concluded  that,  to  the  extent  of  their 
ability,  they  would  attempt  the  re-organisation  in  the  manner  indicated  by 
the  organic  act,  trusting  that  the  people,  through  their  legislature,  would 
not  withhold  substantial  aid  from  the  university,  if  it  should  appear 
that  its  present  income  is  insufficient  for  its  support.  Hence  they  deter- 
mined to  commence  the  work  of  re-organisation  by  first  endeavoring  to  ob- 
tain the  services  of  a  fit  and  capable  person  as  '*  president  of  the  universi- 
ty," and  then,  by  and  with  his  advice  and  assistance,  to  elect  the  requi- 
site instructional  force  and  to  prescribe  the  courses  of  study  and  the 
rules  of  management  of  the  institution ;  and  this  course  seemed  to  them  not 
only  eminently  proper  in  itself,  but  actually  commanded  by  section  7  of 
the  organic  law.  %  Their  first  choice  fell  upon  Hon.  J.  L.  Packard,  formerly 
for  many  years  superintendent  of  public  instruction  in  this  state,  and  now 
superintendent  of  schools  at  Chicago ;  but-  owing  to  some  misunderstand- 
ing, or  other  circumstances,  the  regents  were  finally  disappointed  by  Mr. 
Pickard's  declining  to  accept  the  position  tendered  him.  They  next  ten- 
dered the  office  of  president  of  the  university  to  Professo*  P.  A.  Chad- 
bourne  of  William's  College,  Massachusetts,  a  gentleman  whom  they 
deemed  in  every  respect  well  qualified  and  particularly  fitted  for  the  posi- 
tion, and  of  whom  they  had  good  reason  not  to  expect  a  refusal.  Unfor- 
tunately, circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  board  of  regents,  finally 
induced  Mr.  Chadbourne,  after  be  had  twice  visited  the  state  at  the  so- 
licitation of  the  board,  and  the  last  time  with  the  expectation  of  accepting 
the  place  tendered  him,  to  decline. 

This  threw  the  board  of  regents  into  great  perplexity  concerning  the  re- 
organisation of  the  institution ;  the  usual  time  for  commencing  instruction 
was  near  at  hand ;  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  president  and  with  his  advice 
to  re-model  and  start  the  institution  in  time  for  the  usual  fall  opening  of 
instruction,  had  to  be  altogether  abandoned,  and  practically,  the  regents

were  compelled  to  decide  upon  the  question  whether  they  would,  for  the 
present  continue  the  instruction  in  the,  university  and  its  management 
substantially  as  it  had  been  heretofore,  or  whether,  in  order  to  be  able  to 
commence  anew,  under  the  guidance  of  a  proper  executive  head,  they 
would  suffer  it  to  be  closed.  The  latter  course  would  have  involved  a  loss 
of  all  those  students  who,  having  commenced  their  studies  at 'the  universi- 
ty, were  intending  there  to  finish  them.  It  was  known  that  a  largo  num- 
ber of  young  men  throughout  the  state  were  anxiously  waiting  for  the  com- 
mencement of  instruction  here,  it  was  supposed  that  the  act  of  re-organi- 
.  tion  did  not  contemplate  a  cessation  of  instruction  at  the  university  for  any 
unusual  length  of  time,  and  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  the  re- 

Sints  conoluded  to  open  the  usual  course  of  instruction  on  the  16th  of 
otober,  to  retain  the  faculty  heretofore  employed,  and  for  the  present  to 
continue  substantially  the  course  of  instruction  heretofore  given,  with  the 
addition  of  providing  for  a  .professorship  of  Agriculture  and  filling  its 
chair. 

FEMALE   BTUDKNT8. 

Section  4  of  the  organic  law  provides  that  '*  the  university,  in  all  its 
partments  and  colleges,  shall  be  open  alike  to  male  and  female  students.1' 
The  regents  have  encountered  serious  objections  to  this  provision  on  the 
part  of  educational  men  and  others,  and  they  have  become  satisfied  that 
an  attempt  to  carry  it  out  in  its  full  scope  would  be  injurious  to  the  future 
prospects  of  the  university.  It  is  not  deemed  proper  here  to  enter  into  ft 
diseussion  of  the  question  to  what  extent  young  men  and  women  can  safe- 
ly and  advantageously  be  educated  in  the  same  institution,  nor  is  it  here 
disputed  that  young  women  have  an  equal  claim  with  young  men  to  the 
facilities  of  education  afforded  by  a  state  ;  but  the  regents  arc  convinced 
that  it  would  be  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  secure  the  servi- 
ces of  a  thoroughly  competent  and  experienced  educational  man  at  the  head 
of  the  institution,  if  the  law  is  not  so  amended  as  to  give  the  board  of 
regents  the  power  to  admit  female  students  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions only  as  experience,  prudence  and  the  greatest  good  of  the  institution 
may  diotate.  It  is  not  their  desire  to  ask  the  legislature  to  exclude  fe- 
males from  the  university,  but  they  wish  to  have  the  necessary  authority 
for  the  creation  of  a  separate  female  department  and  for  making 
the  necessary  regulations  concerning  the  participation  of  females  in  the 
different  branches  of  university  studies.  Such-  an  amendment  of  the  law 
thoy  deem  essential  to  the  future  prosperity  of  the  university. 

PB0VK860R  OF  MILITARY  SCIBNCl. 

Under  the  provisions  of  a  recent  act  of  Congress  the  Regents  made  as 
early  application  for  the  detail  of  a  certain  officer  of  the  army,  highly  re- 
commended  to  them  for  that  purpose,  as  professor  of  military  science  &&, 
but  they  have  since  been  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  no  officer 
could  be  so  detailed  unless  he  was  disabled  or  on  the  retired  list.  Further 
steps  have  since  been  taken  by  the  Regents  to  procure  the  detail  of  a  com- 
petent officer  for  this  position. 
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FINANCIAL  CONDITION  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

Hereto  annexed,  marked  "Appendix  A,"  is  the  annual  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  as  Secretary  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  September  80th,  1866.  From  it  it  will  appear  that  the 
balance  then  on  nana  was  only  the  sum  of  $ 6,501.47-100,  and  this  "bal- 
ance arises  from  interest  drawn  in  advance,  so  that  under  a  sound  system, 
its  amount  should  really  be  large  enough  to  cover  all  the  current  expenses 
of  the  fiscal  vear  ending  September  30th,  1867.  It  further  appears  from, 
the  report,  that  on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1866,  the  total  productive 
fund  of  the  University  proper  was  $1 60, 280. 70-100,  and  of  the  agricultu- 
ral college  fund  58,061.85-100,  giving  a  total  of  all  the  productive  funds 
of  the  University  of  $168,202.55-100  which  will  yield  an  annual  income 
o/$ll,780.47-100/or  the  support  of  the  University. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  University  for  the 
current  year  after  the  appointment  of  a  president,  which  should  not  be 
long  delayed :

To  meet  this,  there  is  an  income  of  interest  of  911,780.47-100,  which 
may  possibly  be  increased  to  $12,000  or,  at  the  utmost,  to  $18,000,  from 
'expected  sales  of  lands,  and  further  an  estimated  income  of  $3,000  tuition 
fees  and  room  rent,  making  at  most  an  income  of  $16,000  and  leaving 
the  expenses  to  exceed  the  income  at  least  $5,000.  The  tuition  fees  and 
room  rent  may  fall  muoh  short  of  the  amount  above  estimated,  inasmuch 
as  under  the  aot  of  reorganisation,  one  student  from  each  Assembly  dis- 
trict is  entitled  to  free  tuition  at  the  University. 

It  is  perfectly  certain  that  at  present  and  for  the  next  few  years  to  come, 
until  the  income  from  the  sale,  of  lands  shall  be  increased,  the  receipts 
from  present  sources  will  not  be  sufficient  to  defray  the  most  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  university,  if  it  is  to  be  properly  reorganised  with  a  compe- 
tent president  and  faculty,  upon  the  most  limited  plan  of  instruction,  and 
without  regard  to  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment. If  then,  the  state  is  to  have  such  an  institution  of  learning,  the 
least  it  can  do  is  to  supply  the  deficiency,  which  will  probably  require  an 
annual  appropriation  of  from  $5,000  to  $7,000  for  the  next  five  years.  In 
order  to  support  the  justice  of  this  demand  and  to  show  that  much  more 
«ven  is  justly  due  from  the  state  to  the  university,  I  beg  leave  here  to  re- 
fer to  sec.  6  of  article  10  of  the  constitution,  which  says  that  "provision 
shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  establishment  of  a  state  university.  *  * 
The  proceed  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  by 
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the  United  States  to  the  state  for  the  support  of  a  university,  shall  he 
and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  to  be  called  the  "  university  fund/'  the  in- 
terest of  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  state  universi- 
ty." It  is  well  known  that  out  of  this  fund  at  a  cost  of  over  $100,000, 
land  has  been  purchased  and  buildings  erected  by  the  state,  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  university,  thus  withdrawing  from  the  support  of  the  uni- 
versity an  annual  sum  of  over  $7,000  interest.  I  maintain  that  the  evi- 
dent intention  of  the  above  section  of  the  constitution  was  that  the  state 
should  furnish  the  buildings  and  grounds  and  not  the  university  fund  or 
its  interest,  and  that  therefore  the  state  has  improperly  caused  or  suffered 
the  fund  to  be  diverted.  If  I  am  correct  ■  in  this  construction,  then  the 
state  owes  the  university  over  $100,000,  or  at  least  the  actual  interest  on 
that  sum. 

But  again  ;  for  many  years,  until  the  law  was  changed  last  winter,  the 
state  took  from  the  university  fund  income,  annually,  about  $1,000  for 
the  management  of  its  funds,  and  altogether  it  has  thus  appropriated  out 
of  the  annual  interest  of  this  fund  the  sum  of  $5,500.  So  far  as  the  fu- 
ture is  concerned,  this  unjust  charge  against  this  institution  of  learning, 
which  should  be  established,  fostered  and  cared  for  by  the  state,  has  been 
withdrawn,  but  the  state  should,  in  justice,  refund  the  Bum  heretofore 
taken. 

And  finally  :  By  the  act  of  Congress  granting  the  agricultural  college 
lands  accepted  by  this  state,  it  was  bound  to  provide  the  necessary  build- 
ings for  the  establishment  of  the  agricultural  college,  and  to  put  it  in  op- 
eration. By  uniting  this  grant  with  the  university,  it  becomes  unneces- 
sary to  provide  buildings ;  but  inasmuch  as  the  income  from  this  fund 
would,  for  the  present,  be  utterly  insufficient  to  maintain  a  separate  college, 
it  is  certainly  not  asking  too  muoh  that  the  institution  with  which  it  is 
united  should  be  put  upon  a  basis  where  it  can  live. 

Two  great  institutions  of  learning  are  united  in  this  university,  which, 
until  this  year,  have  never  cost  the  state  one  cent  to  support*  It  is  time 
that  Wisconsin  should  cease  standing  behind  so  many  of  her  sister  states 
in  regard  to  this,  its  highest  institution  of  learning,  which  should  be  the 
pride  of  its  citizens.  In  other  states,  where  state  universities  flourish  and 
stand  high  as  institutions  of  learning,  it  will  be  found  that  they  are  liber- 
ally supported  by  state  donations. 

At  their  first  meeting  the  regents  appointed  a  committee  to  make  an  in- 
ventory of  the  property  of  the  university.  This  committee  afterwards 
made  a  detailed  report,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed  marked  "Ap- 
pendix B,"  which  snows  an  aggregate  value  of  property  of  $706,773. 53-100 
belonging  to  the  university.  The  productive  part  of  this  fund  is  at  pros- 
ent  small,  but  it  will  increase  constantly  until  the  wild  lapds  shall  all  have 
been  sold.  With  a  little  aid  from  the  state  now  and  for  the  next  few  yean, 
the  institution  can  be  put  upon  a  proper:  basis,  otherwise  it  is  doomed  to 
linger  along,  a  discredit  to  oux  State,    .

tal  and  moral  science,  political  economy  and  history,  by  Prof.  Read  ;  in 
chemistry  and  natural  history,  by  Prof.  Carr,  and  in  modern  languages  by 
Prof.  Fuohs. 

The  south  dormitory  building  has  been  set  apart  for  a  boarding  house, 
dormitories  and  other  rooms  necessary  for  the  department,  and  is  under  the 
special  charge  of  the  professor  of  the  department,  aided  by  he  preceptress. 

Ladies  desiring  board  are  received  into  the  family  of  the  professor. 

Rooms  are  rented  in  the  building  to  ladies  desiring  to  board  themselves ; 
such  tenants  are,  hownver,  under  the  same  regulations  as  members  of  the 
family.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

Of  the  Regents  of  Normal  Schools,  for  the  year  ending  August  81; 

1866. 
Hon.  Johjt  Q.«  MoMyk n, 

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  : 

Sib  : — I  have  the  honor  to  tubmit  the  following  report,  as  required  by 
section  10,  of  chapter  216  of  the  general  laws  of  1866,  which  provides 
that  theepresident  of  the  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  shall  "  make 
to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  an  annual  report  bearing  date 
the  31st  day  of  August,  which  -shall  contain  a  full  and  detailed  account  of 
the  doings  of  said  board,  and  of  all  their  expenditures,  and  of  all  moneys 
received,  and  the  prospect,  progress  and  condition  of  said  normal  schools." 

The  present  report  will  cove*  the  time  from  October  1,  1865,  the  date  of 
the  last  report,  to  the  81st  of  August,  1866.  <  ' 

At  a  meeting  of  theboard  held  at  Madison,  February  1,  1866,*  propdsals 
for  locating  state  normal  schools  were  received  and  considered.  Committee* 
from  Prairie  du  Chien,  Whitewater,  Sheboygan,  'Milwaukee,  Racine  and 
Geneva,  addressed  the  board  in  behalf  of  their  respective  localities.  A 
committee  of  the  board  was  appointed,  with  instructions  to  report  in  gen- 
eral terms  as  to  the  character  and  expense  of  buildings  suitable  for  state 
normal  schools.  This  committee  reported,  that  in  tkeir  opinion;' a  normal 
school  building  should  afford  accommodations  for  at  least  160  students  in 
the  normal  department,  and  that  the  model  school  department  should  pro- 
vide for  at  least  1 00  pupils.  ,  That  provision  should  be  made  for  lecture, 
library  and  society  room*,  an  office  for  the  principal,  a  room*  for  apparatus, 
and  closets  and  wardrobe*  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  teachers  and*  stu- 
dents in  the  various  departments.  The  committee,  after  consulting  with 
an  architect,  estimated  the  cost  of  a  suitable  building  at  from  f  85,000  to 
940.000,  and  that  the  aurrent  expenses  of  supporting  a  normal  Softool 
would  not  be  less  than  $8,000  per  annum.  The  report  of  the  committee 
was  adapted  by  the  board. 

At  this  meeting,  a  report  of  the  committee  fmvfouely  appointed  to  visit 
places  from  which  proposals  bad  been  received,  was  presented.  The  report 
contained  a  tabulated  statement,  showing  the  comparative  merits  of  the 
places  visited,  as  regards  accessibility,  bealthfttncsi,  facilities  fof  obtain- 
ing board,  cheapness  of  board,  cheapness  of  fuel;  •cheapness  of  liateritfk 
for  building,  cheapness  of  labor,  and  literary  and  scientific  advantage*. 
The  places  embraced  in  the  report  were  Bamboo,  Geneva,  Milwaukee, 
Pktteville,  Racine,  Sheboygan  and  Whitewater.  •    > 

The  board  took  no  definite  action  at  this  mooting  in  regard  to  locating 
normal  schools,  but  appointed  a  committee,  who  were*  instructed  "to  visit 
normal  schools  in  neighboring  states,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  their  cost  and  management;  lor  the  nse  of  the  board," 
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And  then  adjourned  to  February  28th,  at  which  time  the  committee  pre- 
sented an  extended  report.  The  conclusion  s  at  which  the  committee  ar- 
rived, as  given  in  their  report  were  : 

First.  That  the  policy  of  founding  normal  schools  in  different  parts  of 
the  state  is  wise  and  practicable. 

Second.  That  it  would  not  be  safe  for  the  board  to  estimate  the  cur- 
rent annual  expenses  of  a  state  normal  school  at  less  than  $  10,000,  in- 
cluding an  annual  allowance  for  repairs,  apparatus,  library  and  other  minor 
incidental  expenses. 

Third.  *  That  in  locating  these  schools,  the  fact  that  the  greater  num- 
ber of  those  in  attendance  will  come  from  the  vicinity  of  the  schools, 
should  not  be  overlooked,  *nd  that  therefore  they  should  be  so  distributed 
as.  to  afford  facilities  for  attendance  from  all  parts  of  the  state. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  proposals  were  received  from  Neenab  and 
Menasha,  and  Fond  du  Lao,  and  the  board,  by  ballot,  selected  Wfeitewater 
in  the  first  congressional  district  and  Platteville  in  the  third  congressional 
district,  as  suitable  places  for  normal  schools. 

A  building  committee  was  appointed,  with  Instructions  to  confer  with  an 
architect,  and  proourerplans  and  specifications  for  a  normal  school  build- 
ing to  be  erected  at  Whitewater,  at  an  estimated  cost  not  exceeding  $85,- 
000.  The  governor  and  superintendent  of  public  instruction  were  Appoint- 
ed a  committee  to  attend  to  the  transfer  of  the  property  proposed  to  he 
donated  by  the  citizens  of  Whitewater  and  Platteville.  The  proposals 
from  these  places  were  as  follows  : 

Whitewater  offered  a  site  containing  ten  acres  of  land,  and  a  donation 
of  $ 26,000.  Platteville  offered  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  Platteville 
Academy",  $1100  to  repair  the  same,  and  a  donation  of  $5,000  in  cash. 

A  oommittee  was  appointed  at  this  meeting,  to  secure  an  act  of  incorpo- 
ration, who  presented  a  bill,  which  became  a  law  by  legislative  action,  s 
copy  of  which  will  be  found  in  connection  with  this  report.  On  the  2d  of 
May.  the  board  met  at  Milwaukee,  and  the  town  of  Whitewater  having  com- 
plied with  all  requirements  of  the  board  in  regard  to  transfer  of  site,  etc., 
a  school  was  located  there,  and  the  building  committee  was  instructed  to 
proceed  to  the  erection  of  a  normal  school  building.  The  village  of  Platte- 
ville having  transferred  to  the  state  the  title  to  the  grounds  and  building 
of  Platteville  Academy,  a  school  was  also  loeated  there. 

Committees  from  the  5th  congressional  district,  representing  Berlin, 
Omro,  Oshkosh,  and  Doty*s  Island,  addressed  the  board  in  regard  to  propo- 
sals received  from  their  respective  localities,  and,  after  balloting,  Oshkosh 
was  conditionally  selected  as  the  most  suitable  place- for  a  state  normal 
school  in  the  6th  congressional  district. 

The  board  located  schools  at  Stoughton,  fa  the  2d  congressional  district 
«n4  Sheboygan  in  the  4th  congressional  district,  on  condition  "  that  no  ex- 
pense shall  be  incurred  by  the  state  on  account  of  mtoh  schools*  nor  shall 
snob,  schools  be  put  into  operation  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  until  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board,  in  view  of  the  educational  wants  of  the  state,  the 
fttpet  Haw  has  arrived." 

The  building  oommittee  hare  advertised  lor  proposals  to  build  a  normal 
school  house  at  Whitewater,  and  the  board  wiH  meet  to  consider  the  same 
on  the  5th  day  of  September  next.     It  is  their  intention  to  open  the 
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school  at  Platteville  immediately,.  Prof.  Ohas.  H.  Allen  baring  been  engag- 
ed as  principal,  and  they  hope  to  be  able  to  open  the  school  at  Whitewater 
during  the  neat  year. 

A  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  4h*<  'board,  since  the  date  of  the 
last  report  is  published  herewith.  The  condition  of  the  normal  school 
fund  and  its  income  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
which  is  not  published  until  the  lBt  of  October. 

No  state  normal  sohool  being  in  operation  at  the  date  of  this  report, 
nothing,  of  course,  can  be  presented  under  the  head  of  "  progress  and 
condition  "  With  reference  (bo  ' '  the  prospqpt,"  it  may  briefly  be  said,  that 
a  wise  and  judicious  use  of  the  munificent  fund  placed  in  the  control  of  the 
board,  for  normal  sohools,  will  secure  the  estabnghmont  of  a  system  which 
cannot  but  meet  the  highest  wants  of  the  state,  in  this  leading  department 
of  its  educational  interests.  Not  to  fail  in  the  wise  and  judicious  aetion 
demanded  at  its  hands,  will  be  the  especial  care  of  the  board  ;  and  in  the 
continued  exercise  of  its  best  judgment,  the  hope  is  entertained  that  emi- 
nently satisfactory  results  will  in  proper  time  be  developed,  and  the  trust 
committed  to  its  charge  be  found  to  hare  been  faithfully  and  successfully 
managed.

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CHAPTER  116— Gihbbal  Laws  1866; 

Atf  ACT  to  incorporate  the   "  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools,"  and  to  define 

the  duties  thereof! 

The  people  of  the  stale  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  at 

Section  1.  The  "  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools, "  created  by  chapter  22  of 
the  revised  statutes,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  their  successors 
in  office,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  with  the  name  and  style  of  the 
board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin;  and  under  that  name 
and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  the  right  to  purchase,  have,  hold, 
control,  possess  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  in  office,  in  trust  for  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,  for  educational  purposes  solely,  any  lands,  tenements,  heredit* 
amen t s,  goods,  chattels  and  effects,  of  whatsoever  nature  or  description  the  same 
may  be,  which  may  be  necessary  and  required  for  the  legitimate  purposes,  objects 
and  uses  of  the  state  normal  schools  authorised  by  this  act,  aud  none  other,  with 
full  power  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such  personal  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  when  in 
their  judgment  it  shall  be  for  the  interest  of  the  state:  to  make  all  such  contracts 
and  agreements  as  shall  be  be  necessity  to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act; 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  this  state;  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change,  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure,  to  make  such 
by- law*  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  well-ordering  and  govern-1 
ment  of  said  corporation,  and  the  transaction  of  its  business :  provided,  that  said 
board  of  regents  shall  not  have  power  to  sell,  mortgage  or  die  pose  of  in  any  way,  the 
real  estate  so  held  by  them  as  aforesaid,  without  the  express  authority  of  the  legis* 
lature  of  this  state,  nor  have  power  to  borrow  money;  nor  shall  any  indebtedness 
contracted  or  liabilities  incurred  by  said  board  of  regents,  ever  at  any  one  time  ex* 
ceed  in  the  aggregate  the  amount  of  money  which  under  the  provisions  of  law  shall 
then  be  at  their  disposal,  in  the  hands  of  the  state  treasurer;  nor  shall  the  said  board 
of  regents  ever  reduce  the  amount  at  their  disposal,  in  the  hands  of  the  state  treas* 
urer,  below  the  aggregate  amount  of  their  indebtedness  or  liability,  except  in  pay 
ment  of  such  indebtedness  or  liability;  and  provided,,  further,  that  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  any  real  or  personal  estate  by  said  board  of  regents,  shall  be 
paid  by  them  into  the  treasury,  and  shall  become  a  portion  of  the  income  of  the 
normal  school  fund. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  th*  provisions  of  chapter  twenty* 
two  of  the  revised  statutes,  of  1858,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  637  of  the  general  laws  of  1866,  so  far  as  the  same  can  apply 
and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act* 

Section  8.  The  sad  "board  of  regents  of  normal  schools"  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  demand  and  receive  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  donated  and  subscribed 
by  any  person,  or  any  town,  incorporated  village,  city  or  county  of  this  state,  to  aid 
in  the  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings  for  normal  schools  in  such  manner  as  said 
board  may  prescribe,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  erection  and  completion  of  the  re* 
quired  buildings,  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  books,  apparatus,  furniture  aud  fix" 
tures,  and  for  various  other  incidental  expenses  to  be  incurred  by  said  board,  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  ff  any  surplus  shall  remain,  to  apply  the 
same  to  the  expenses  of  conducting  said  normal  schools;  and  any  deficit  which  may 
arise  in  the  ereetion  and  completion  of  said  buildings  and  purchases  aforesaid,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  income  of  the  normal  school  fund,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  ten" 
thousand  dollars  for  the  completion  of  the  buildings  of  any  one  normal  Bchool,  and 
for  the  furniture  and  fixtures  pertaining  to  the  same.  Such  sum  shall  be  paid  by 
the  state  treasurer,  from  time  to  time,  on  the  warrant  of  the  secretary  of  state,  to  be 
drawn  in  pursuance  of  the  certificate  of  the  secretary,  of  the  board,  and  counter'* 
signed  by  the  president,  and  such  other  evidence  as  the  secretary  of  state  shall  re* 
quire;  and  no  such  certificate  shall  be  issued  until  the  sum  or  sums  donated  and  sub- 
scribed by  any  person  or  town,  incorporated  village,  city  or  county,  to  aid  in  the 
erection  of  a  normal  school  building,  shall  have  been  paid  in  full  into  the  state 
treasury,  nor  until  work  shall  be  done  or  services  rendered,  or  buildings  erected,  or 
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fixtures  or  furniture  purphaseg,  for  a  normal  school,  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  regents  of  normal  schools,  entitling  the  applicant  to  such  certificate,  according  to 
a  contract  or  agreement  with  said  board  for  that  purpose.  No  member  of  the  board 
of  normal  regents  shall  receive  any  pay  for  traveling  to  or  attendance  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  board,  nor  for  any  service  rendered ;  but  all  moneys  actually  and  necessa- 
rily expended  by  any  member  in  traveling,  attending  meetings,  or  performing  any 
other  duty  or  service  directed  to  be  performed,  shall  be  refunded  to  him>  on  duly 
authenticated  accounts  presented  to  and  audited  by  the  board,  and  the  amount  thus 
audited  shall  be  drawn  from  the  state  treasury  only  oh  the  warrant  of  the  secretary 
of  state,  in  pursuance  of  the  certificate  of  the  board,  eigned  by  the  president  and 
secretary  thereof. 

Sectio*  4.  The  atate  normal  schools  shall  be  established  and  continued  at  such 
places  aa  the  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  may  designate,  upon  rites  selected 
by  said  board;  the  exclusive  purpose  of  each  shall  be  instruction  and  training  of 
'persons,  both  male  and  female,  in  the  theory  and  art  of  teaching,  and  in  all  the  va- 
rious branches  that  pertain  to  a  good  common  school  education ;  also,  to  give  in- 
struction in  agriculture,  chemistry,  in  the  arts  of  husbandry,  the  mechanic  arts,  the 
fundamental  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state,  and  in  what  regards  the 
rights  and  duties  of  citizens.     .  '< 

Section  6\  The  said  normal  schools  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
44  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools, "  and  shall  be  governed  and  supported  at  here- 
in provided.  Said  board  shall  proceed  to  erect  suitable  buildings  upon  the  sites  se- 
lected by  them,  as  soon  as  the  title  thereto  is  vested  in  them  in  fee,  in  trust  ai 
aforesaid,  and  the  sums  of  money  or  United  States  bonds,  or  Wisconsin  state  bonds, 
as  security  donated  and  subscribed  for  the  erection  of  the  buildings,  are  paid  into 
the  state  treasury,  subject  to  be  drawn  only  on  the  warrant  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
as  provided  in  section  three  of  this  act ;  and  they  may  procure  suitable  plans  and 
specifications  for  buildings,  and  they  may  employ  persons  to  superintend  the  erection 
of  said  buildings. 

Section  6.  *aid  "  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  "  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  principal  and  assistant,  and  such  other  teachers  and  officers  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  each  of  said  state  normal  schools,  and  to  fix  the  salary  of  each  person  so 
employed,  and  to  prescribe  their  several  duties.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  re- 
move either  the  principal,  assistant  or.  teachers,  or  any  person  employed  by  them, 
and  to  appoint  others  in  their  stead.  They  shall  prescribe  the  various  books  to  be  used  in 
the  said  state  normal  schools-;  and  shall  make  all  the  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws, 
necessary  for  the  good  government  and  management  of  the  same  ;  and  no  member 
of  the  said  "board  of  regents  of  normal  schools"  shall,  during  hiB  continuance  in 
office  as  a  member  of  said  board,  act  as  the  agent  of  any  publisher  or  publishers  of 
school  books,  or  school  library  books,  or  be  or  become  interested  in  the  publication 
or  sale  of  any^such  books,  as  ageut  or  otherwise,  on  pain  of  expulsion  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  board. 

Section  7.  Said  board  shall  also  establish  a  model  school  or  schools  for  practice, 
in  connection  with  each  state  normal  school,  and  shall  make  all  the  regulations  neces- 
Bary  to  govern  and  support  the  same  ;  and  they  may  in  their  discretion  admit  pupils 
free  of  charge  of  tuition. 

Section  8.  As  soon  as  any  state  normal  school  is  prepared  to  receive  pupils,  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  give  notice  of  the  fact  to  each  clerk  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  for  each  county  of  the  state,  and  the  said  board  of  regents 
of  normal  schools  shall  cause  notice  to  be  published  iu  at  least  one  newspaper  in 
each  congressional  district. 

Section  9.  The  "  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools"  shall  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  admission  of  students  to  each  atate  normal  school,  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper.  Every  applicant  for  admission  shall  undergo  an  exami- 
nation in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board ;  and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  the  applicant  is  not  a  person  of  good  moral  character,  or  that  he  will  not  make 
an  apt  and  good  teacher,  such  applicant  shall  be  rejeoted.  The  said  board  may,  in 
their  discretion,  require  any  applicant  for  admission  to  any  state  normal  school,  oth- 
er than  such  as  shall,  prior  to  admission,  sign  and  file  with  said  board  a  declaration 
of  intention  to  follow  the  business  of  teaching  common  schools  in  this  state,  to  pay 
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ot  secure  to  be  paid  such  fees  for  tuition  as  to  said  board  may/seem  proper  and  rea- 
sonable. 

Suction  10.  After  any  state  normal  school  shall  have  commenced  its  first  term, 
and  at  feast  once  in  each  year  thereafter,  it  shall  be  visited  by  three  suitable  per- 
sona, not  members  of  the  board,  but  to  be  appointed  by  the  superintendent  of  pub- 
lic instruction,  who  shall  examine  thoroughly  into  the  condition,  organization  and 
management  of  the  school,  and  shall  report  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion their  views  in  regard  to  its  success  and  usefulness,  and  any  other  matters  they 
may  judge  expedient.  Such  visitors  shall  be  appointed  annually,  and  their  report 
shall  bear  date  of  the  81st  day  of  August,  and  cover  the  year  preceding  such  date. 
The  president  of  the  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  shall  also  make'  to  the  su- 
perintendent of  public  instruction  an  annual  report,  bearing  date  of  the  31st  day  of 
August,  which  shall  contain  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  £he  doings  of  the  said 
board,  and  of  all  their  expenditures,  and  of  all  moneys  received,  and  the  prospects, 
progress  and  conditiou  of  said  state  normal  schools;  and  such  report,  together  with 
the  reports  of  the  different  boards  of  visitors,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  legisla- 
ture by  the  superintendent  of  public  Instruction,  as  a  part  of  his  annual  report,  and 
in  addition  to  what  is  now  required  by  law. 

Skction  11.  The  state  treasurer  shall,  by  virtue  of  hiB  office,  be  .{he  treasurer  of 
tho.board  of  regents  of  normal  schools,  but  the  said  board  .shall  have  power  to  ap* 
point  suitable  persons  to  receive  and  pay  to  the  state,  treasurer  any  tuition  foea  or 
other  moneys  that  maybe  due  from  any  student  or  other  person. 

vSkction  12.  Lectures  on  chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology,  astronomy,  the  mechanic 
arts,  agriculture,  and  on  any  other  science  or  branch  of  literature  that  the  said  board 
may.direct,  may  be  delivered  to  those  attending  said  school,  in  such  manner  and  on 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  board  may  prsscribe. 

Section  13.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  grant  diplomas  in  testimony  of 
scholarship  and  ability  to  teach,  but  no  such  diploma  shall  be  granted  to  any  person 
who  has  not  passed  a  thorough  and  satisfactory  examination  in  the  course  of  study 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools.  Certificates  of  attendance 
upon  the  normal  school  may  be  given  on  conditions  to  be  fixed  by  .the  said  board. 
After  any  person  has  graduated  at  any  state  normal  school,  and  has  taught  a  publio 
school  in  this  state  one  year,  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  have  au- 
'  thority  to  countersign  the  diploma  of  such  teacher,  after  such  examination  aa  to  mo- 
ral character,  learning  and  ability  to  teach,  as  to  the  said  superintendent  may  seem 
proper  and  reasonable. 

Section  14.  Any  person  holding  a  diploma  granted  by  the  said  board  of  regents 
of  normal  schools,  certifying  that  the  person  holding  the  same  is  a  graduate  of  a 
state  normal  school,  and  that  he  is  qualified  to  teach  a  common  school,  shall,  after 
the  same  has  been  countersigned  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  as 
i  provided  in  section  thirteen  of  this  act,  be  deemed  qualified,  and  such  diploma  shall 
be  a  certificate  of  qualification  to  teach  in  any  common  school  of  this  state,  and  as 
tuch,  shall  have  the  full  force  and  effect  of  a  first  grade  certificate,  until  annulled  by 
she  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Section  15.  Chapter  twenty-two  of  the  revised  statutes  of  1858,  and  the  acta 
amendatory  thereof,  and  chapter  587  of  the  geueral  laws  of  1865,  shall  be  so  con- 
strued and  understood  as  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  all  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed* 

Skction  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage 
and  publication.

Dear  Sib  : — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  to  yon  the  report  of 
the  first  term  of  the  State  Normal  School,  at  Platteville  : 

1.  Platteville  is  siuated  in  the  beautiful  valley  between  the  Platte  and 
Sinsiniway  Mounds,  near  the  junction  of  the  Big  and  Little  Platte  riven. 
There  being  no  marshes  or  "  low  lands  "  in  the  vicinity,  it  has  a  climate 
unparalleled  for  its  salubrity.  It  is  in  the  center  of  a  rich  and  extensive 
mineral  region,  affording  opportunities  for  the  study  of  practical  geology 
and  mineralogy,  seldom  found. 

Platteville  is  reached  from  the  north  and  east  by  a  daily  line  of  stages 
from  Boscobel,  on  the  Milwaukee  and  Prairie  4u  Chien  railroad,  via  Lan- 
caster, and  by  a  tri-weekly  line,  leaving  Arena  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays,  and  passing  through  Dodgeville  and  Mineral  Point.  From  the 
South  it  has  two  lines  of  daily  stages,  one  from  Galena  and  one  from  Du- 
buque. 

2.  By  the  regulations  of  the  board  of  normal  school  regents  the  fol- 
lowing terms  of  admission  have  been  fixed  upon  : 

1.  Each  assembly  district  in  the  state  shall  be  entitled  to  six  representatives  is 
the  normal  schools,  and  in  case  vacancies  exist  in  the  representation  to  which  any 
assembly  district  is  entitled,  such  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  president  and  sec* 
retary  of  the  board  of  regents. 

2.  Candidates  for  admission  shall  be  nominated  by  the  county  superintendent  of 
the  county,  (or  if  the  county  superintendent  has  not  jurisdiction,  then  the  nomina- 
tion shall  be  made  by  the  city  superintendent  of  the  city),  in  which  such  candidates 
may  reside,  and  they  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  sound  bodily  health 
and  good  moral  character.  Each  person,  so  nominated,  shall  receive  a  certificate 
setting  forth  his  name,  age,  health  and  character,  and  a  duplicate  of  such  certifi- 
cate shall  be  immediately  sent  by  mail,  by  the  superintendent,  to  the  secretary  of  the 
board. 

8.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  certificate  to  the  principal  of  a  state  normal 
school,  the  candidate  shall  be  examined  under  the  direction  of  the  principal  of  said 
school,  in  the  branches  required  by  law  for  a  third  grade  certificate,  except  history, 
.and  theory  and  practice  of  teaching,  and  if  found  qualified  to  enter  the  normal 
school  in  respect  to  learning,  he  may  be  admitted,  after  furnishing  such  evidence  as 
the  said  principal  may  require,  of  good  health  and  good  moral  character,  and  after 
subscribing  the  following  declaration : 

"I, v >.*»....>.,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  purpose  in 

entering  the  state  normal  school  is  to  fit  myself  for  the  profession  of  teaching,  and 
that  it  is  my  intention  to  engage  in  teaching  in  the  schools  of  this  state. " 

4.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  diploma,  who  has  not  been  a  member  of  the 
school,  in  which  such  diploma  is  granted^  at  least  one  year,  nor  who  is  less  than 
nineteen  years  of  age ;  and  a  certificate  of  attendance  may  be  granted  by  the  prin- 
cipal of  a  normal  school  to  any  person  who  shall  have  been  a  member  of  such  school 
Cor  ope  term,  provided)  that  in  his  judgment  such  certificate  is  deserved. 
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Upon  presenting  the  nomination  at  the  school  the  candidate  is  examined 
and  if  found  qualified,-  admitted.  If  his  present  qualifications  are  not 
found  sufficient  and  if  the  faculty  of  the  school  believe  that  one  teirrCz  in- 
struction will  fit  him  to  enter,  he  is  placed  in  the  preparatory  depart- 
ment. 

3.  The  full  course  of  study  and  training Tias  not  yet  been  determined 
upon.  It  will  be  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  state,  and  designed  to  make 
good  teachers  by  developing  those  faculties  necessary  to  produce  good  wen 
and  women,  as  well  as  by  special  training  and  culture. 

4.  A  model  or  experimental  school  is  organized  in  connection  with  the 
normal  school,  under  tho  obarge  of  teach erB  of  ability  and  experience.  In 
this,  all  students  of  tbe  normal  school  will  be  required,  before  graduation, 
to  teach  and  train,  putting  into  practice  and  thoroughly  testing  tbe  theo- 

'  ries  learned,  and  subjecting  themselves  to  the  criticisms  of  teachers  and 
fellow  pupils. 

A  limited  number  of  •«  academic  students "  (those  not  designing  to 
teach)  are  now  admitted,  reciting  either  in  the  normal  or  model  classes,  as 
best  may  suit  their  advancement  in  study. 

5.  During  the  first  term,  there  were  in  attendance  upon  the  model 
school  38  pupils ;  and  in  the  model  and  normal  schools  19,  who  are  more 
properly  classified  as  "  academic  " 

6.  The  faculty  is  at  present  constituted  as  follows :

George  M.  Ocernset,  Professor  of  Mathematics. 

Fanny  S.  Joslyn,  Teacher  of  Geography,  History  and  Physiology.

7.  Annexed  is  a  catalogue  of  students  and  preparatory  students  for 
the  first  term. 

8.  Pupils  in  the  model  school  are  charged  a  tuition  of  from  $3  to  (5 
per  term,  and  those  in  the  academic  department  $6  per  term. 

&  The  estimated  expenses  of  a  year's  attendance  at  the  normal  school 
are  as  follows.'

10,  When  the  Platteville  academy  passed  to  the  state  for  tbe  purpose 
of  a  state  normal  school,  the  "  Eastman  library,'1  tbe  "  Pbilozotean  li- 
brary," with  tbe  apparatus  and  cabinet,  became  the  property  of  tbe  school. 
A  thriving  literary  society  is  now  in  operation,  and  through  its  influence 
a  course  of  lectures  is  being  delivered  before  the  school  and  citizens.

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SPECIAL  REPORT. 

Beloit  College,  October  30,  1866. 

Hon.  Johk  G.  MoMtnh, 

Dxab  Sir  :— -In  accordance  with  your  kind  suggestion,  that  I  famish  a 
few  thoughts  to  be  published  in  your  forthcoming  report,  in  connection 
with  the  statistics  of  our  college  required  by  law,  I  respectfully  offer  the 
following: 

Beloit  college  was  founded  for  the  specific  object  of  providing  facilities 
for  a  thorough,  liberal,  christian  education.  In  common  with  our  best 
American  colleges,  it  aims  to  take  young  men  who  have  passed  through 
the  stages  of  common  education  in  our  public  schools,  and  by  special  dis- 
cipline of  mind,  and  extended  culture,  prepare  them,  as  intelligent,  well 
developed  men,  to  occupy  positions  of  influence  in  society.  The  course- 
of  study  is  adapted,  as  much  as  possible,  to  give  the  student  full  posses- 
sion and  command  of  his  own  faculties  for  any  work  to  which  he  may  be 
called.  By  being  drilled  in  the  forms  and  processes  of  pure  mathematics, 
and  the  elementary  principles  of  language,  as  illustrated  in  both  ancient 
ard  modern  tongues,  the  mind  is  trained  to  correct  habits  of  thinking, 
and  to  accurate,  elegant  and  forceful  modes  of  expressing  thought.  It  is 
also  introduced  (the  time  and  distribution  of  the  course  admits  of  little 
more  than  a  bare  introduction)  to  the  wide  range  pf  truth  embraced  in 
the  departments  of  history,  science  and  philosophy  as  the  great  mines 
which  are  to  be  explored  and  worked  as  the  peculiar  capacities,  tastes  and 
calling  of  each  individual  may  determine.  And  all  along,  the  actual  con* 
dition  and  wants  of  men  in  their  civil  and  social  state  are  pointed  out  as 
giving  occasion  for  the  practical  application  of  all  truth  to  the  progress  of 
society  and  the  elevation  of  man  in  harmony  with  his  high  destiny  as  a 
rational,  immortal  creature  of  God  The  legitimate  work  of  the  college 
is  to  lay  broad  and  deep  this  common  foundation,  on  which  each  man  may 
build  up,  in  after  life,  his  own  structure  of  attainment  and  influence  in  his 
particular  sphere. 

Though  far  from  having  obtained  a  complete  endowment,  Beloit  college 
is,  nevertheless,  well  furnished  in  respect  of  both  living  instructors  and 
the  apparatus  and  material  of  instruction,  for  doing  this  work.  The  num- 
bers seeking  the  advantages  of  this  provision  attest  a  growing  apprecia- 
tion in  the  community  of  the  work,  and  a  demand  for  its  enlargement. 
'  During  the  late  war,  the  spirit  of  patriotism  drew  numbers  away  from  the 
regular  classes  into  the  service  of  tbe  country.  Since  the  close  of  the 
war,  many  of  those  have  returned,  and  others  are  coming  in  larger  numbers 
than  ever  before,  to  swell  these  classes. 

The  first  and  main  object  of  the  institution  is,  as  already  indicated,  to 
provide  for  the  proper  collegiate  course  of  study.  But  in  the  lack  of  fa- 
cilities, elsewhere  in  the  region,  for  the  preparation  of  young  men  to  enter 
on  that  course,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  establish  and  maintain,  in 
connection  with  the  oollege,  a  preparatory  department.     Into  this  depart* 
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ment  are  received  not  only  those  who  contemplate  going  through  college, 
but  any  who  desire  to  advance  themselves  in  the  branches  of  study  com- 
monly taught*  in  our  public  schools.  This  department  thus  becomes,  as 
its  name  indicates,  a  preparatory  and  normal  department.  Students  de- 
siring to  pursue  a  partial  course  are  also  permitted  to  take  up  such 
branches  of  study  with  the  college  classes  as  they  may  choose  and  can 
prosecute  with  advantage.  To  srich,  when  desired,  certificates  are  given, 
attesting  their  actual  attainment.  The  diploma  conferring  the  full  honors 
of  the  institution,  is  bestowed  Qnly  on  such  as  complete  the  regular  four 
years'  course. 

The  maintenance  of  a  preparatory  department  seems  at  present  indispen- 
sable, though  no  doubt  it  would  be  better  for  all  the  interests  involved,  if 
facilities  for  that  part  of  tbe  work  were  multiplied  and  scattered  over  all 
parts  of  the  state  Studying  from  our  point  of  observation  the  education- 
al wants  of  our  commonwealth,  it  seems  clear  that  the  intelligence  and  ele- 
vation of  our  large  and  rapidly  increasing  population  will  be  promoted  by 
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direction  to  the  thoughts  and  aims  of  bright  lads  who  come  under  their 
charge,  and  that  in  the  high  schools  the  courses  of  study  should  be  so  ad- 
justed as  to  give  opportunities  to  such  as  desire  it,  to  prepare  themselves 
specifically  for  college.  This  will  not  require  any  material  change  in  the 
general  arrangement,  but  only  that  a  class  of  candidates  for  college  be  or- 
ganized, and  have  their  studies  adapted  to  the  requisites  for  admission  pre- 
scribed by  the  best  colleges  of  the  land.  Some  increased  attention  to  the 
Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  to  classical  literature  thus  introduced,  it 
is  believed  will  tend  to  elevate  and  liberalize  the  range  of  general  instruc- 
tion in  our  schools,  at  the  same  time  that  it  serves  a  specific  object  of  no 
little  importance. 

Desiring  heartily  to  co-operate  in  all  efforts  to  eleVate  the  standard  and 
increase  the  efficiency  of  our  public  school  system,  and  to  promote  in  every 
way  possible  the  interests  of  education  in  our  state,  I  am

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  MILTON  ACADEMY. 

In  the  year  1844,  Hon.  Joseph  Goodrich,  the  first  settler  in  the  village 
of  Milton,  Rook  county,  first  formed  the  plan  of  starting  the  academy. 
He  saw  that  the  educational  wants  of  the  young  people  of  this  section, 
and  espfcnally  of  the  society  which  he  had  been  greatly  instrumental  in 
gathering  together,  could  not  be  satisfactorily  met  by  the  public  schools, 
as  they  were  then  organized.  Accordingly  he  ereoted  a  suitable  building 
fn  the  Tillage  and  engaged  Rev.  Bethuel  0.  Church,  of  Michigan,  a  teacher 
of  considerable  experience  in  private  schools,  to  take  charge  of  the  insti- 
tution, which  was  called  "The  Milton  Academy.' '  The  school  was  opened 
on  the  first  of  December,  1844,  and  was  taught  by  Mr.  Church  for  one 
year ;  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  was  fifty. 

In  the  year  following,  Rev.  S  S.  Bicknell,  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth 
College,  N.  H.,  and  pastor  of  a  small  Congregational  church  in  the  vicini- 
ty, was  hired  as  principal  of  the  academy.  He  continued  in  this  position 
for  two  years,  and  was  an  accomplished  teacher.  He  drew  students  from 
other  localities  in  this  section  of  the  state,  and  laid  the  foundation  for  the 
real  academic  course  of  studies.  Under  his  labors,  the  attendance  per  year 
was  raised  to  seventy  students. 

The  institution  was  incorporated,  February  28,  1848,  by  the  legislature 
of  the  territory,  under  the  title  of  "  The  DuLao  Academy,"  This  did  not 
become  a  popular  name,  and  the  school  was  known  everywhere  by  the 
original  one. 

In  the  winter  following,  Rev.  Jonathan  Allen,  now  president  of  Alfred 
University,  N.  Y.,  and  Key.  Amos  W.  Coon,  had  charge  of  the  academy. 
The  former  soon  retired  and  left  Mr.  Coon  in  charge  The  latter  had  re- 
ceived a  good  academic  education,  and  was  an  energetic  and  successful 
manager  of  the  school.  He  taught  three  years,  and  raised  the  attendance 
yearly  to  a  hundred  and  ten  students. 

In  the  fall  of  1851,  Prof.  A.  C.  Spicer,  a  graduate  of  Alfred  Academy, 
N.  Y.,  became  the  head  of  the  school.  He  held  the  place,  with  a  years 
intermission,  until  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  1858,  when  he  resigned. 
He  was  assisted,  most  of  the  time,  for  four  years',  by  Prof.  Albert  Whit- 
ford,  a  graduate  of  Union  College,  now  principal  of  the  DeRuyter  Insti- 
tute, N.  Y.  During  the  last  two  years,  the  attendance  reached  two  hun- 
dred each  year. 

The  present  principal,  Rev.  W.  C.  Whitford,  entered  upon  bis  office  in 
1858.  Eight  years  Wore  he  had  taught  in  the  institution,  and  deolined 
then  the  appointment  to  the  same  position.  He  has  been  assisted,  most 
of  the  time,  during  tho  paBt  eight  years',  by  Prof,  Albert  Wbitford,  and 
portions  of  the  time  by  Prof.  G.  ai.  Guernsey,  late  principal  of  the  Platte- 
ville  Academy  ;  by  Prof.  0.  M.  Conover,  of  Madison  ;  and  by  Profs.  E. 
Searing  and  N.  C.  Twining,  present  teachers  in  the  academy,  Under  the 
management  of  Mr.  Whitford,  the  attendance  has  steadily  gained  from  two 
hundred  students  a  year  to  four  hundred  and  twenty-one. 
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The  existing  charter  was  obtained  in  1854,  and  the  school  was  then 
legally  styled  "  The  Milton  Academy.'*  In  tho  following  year  a  beautiful 
brick  building  was  erected  by  the  citizens  of  Milton,  on  a  bluff  in  the 
south-western  part  of  the  village,  and  the  school  took  possession  of  it.  The 
need  of  another  building  for  dormitory  purposes  being  greatly  felt,  two  en- 
terprising citizens  of  the  place,  Hon.  Joseph  Goodrich  and  Jeremiah  Davis, 
f  onerously  erected  in  1857,  by  their  own  means  principally,  a  commodious 
all  on  the  grounds  of  the  academy ;  this  is  now  occupied  by  ladies.  In 
the  spring  of  1863,  .another  hall  was  provided  for  gentlemen.  The  main 
edifice,  used  for  recitation  rooms  and  the  boarding  hall,  has  proved  too 
small ;  and  an  addition  to  it  is  now  in  process  of  ercotion.  This  will  near- 
ly double  the  accommodations  of  the  building. 

The  instruction  of  the  school  is  divided  into  four  courses — the  normal 
and  English,  the  classical,  the  scientific,  and  the  commercial.  Under  the 
first,  teachers'  classes  are  organized,  and  the  students  are  taught  the  prin- 
ciples and  the  methods  of  teaching.  Under  the  former  arrangements  of  the 
normal  resents  of  the  state,  this  department  of  the  school  was  placed  in 
their  hands.  The  academy  has  always  directed  much  of  its  efforts  to  quali- 
fying public  school  teachers.  During  the  past  year,  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine  students  have  been  instructed  in  tho  normal  classes,  and  of  this  num- 
ber eighty-one  have  taught  during  the  past  season,  or  will  teach  during  the 
coming  winter.  In  the  other  courses,  the  students  are  prepared  to  enter  the 
last  year  of  our  colleges ;  and  they  obtain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
modern  languages  in  connection  with  the  physical  and  mental  sciences,  and 
learn  the  forms  and  rules  of  transacting  business. 

The  catalogue  of  1866  contains  the  "Army  List"  of  the  school,  which 
gives  the  names  of  the  graduates  and  students  who  entered  the  army,  the 
number  of  the  regiment,  the  residence  and  position  of  each  on  being  must- 
ered out  of  the  service.  By  this  list  it  seems  that  three  hundred  and  ten 
enlisted,  and  forty-three  died  or  were  killed.  A  large  majority  of  these 
left  their  classes  to  join  the  army.  The  school  raised,  officered,  and  sent 
into  the  service  two  companies,  for  the  13th  and  40th  regiments  Wiscon- 
oo n sin  infantry,  and  parts  of  two  companies  for  the  2d  and  49th  infantry. 
The  academy  was  represented  in  forty-four  Wisconsin  regiments  or  bat- 
teries, beginning  with  the  1st  infantry,  the  1st  oavalry,  and  the  1st  bat- 
tery, and  ending  with  the  last,  the  53d  infantry.  In  addition  to  these  it 
was  represented  in  four  regiments  from  Minnesota,  in  four  regiments  from 
Iowa,  in  six  regiments  from  Illinois,  in  two  regiments  from  Michigan,  in 
three  regiment b  from  Indiana,  in  seven  regiments  from  New  York,  in  five 
regiments  of  colored  infantry,  in  the  regular  army,  in  the  U.  S.  marines, 
and  in  seven  general  positions  in  connection  with  tho  army — making  in  all 
84  different  organizations.  Of  these  students,  69  received  commissions  to 
fill  positions  from  2d  lieutenant  up  to  brigadier  general.

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COMMERCIAL  OR  BUSINESS  COLLEGES. 

Hon.  Jno  G.  MoMynk, 

State  Supti  of  Public  Instruction, 

Sib  : — I'have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  re- 
ceipt of  your  note  of  December  19th,  Baying  that  you  believe  "  the  com 
meroial  schools  of  our  State  are  an  important  part  of  our  educational  sys- 
tem," and  requesting  for  publication  in  your  annual  report,  a  statement 
showing: 

1.  The  scope  and  objects  of  the  commercial  or  business  colleges. 

2.  The  causes  that  ljave  led  during  the  past  few  years  to  the  establish- 
ment of %  these  colleges, 

8.     The  practical  difficulties  encountered  in  conducting  them. 

4.  The  present  condition  (including  organization,  faculty,  students, 
etc.,)  of  the  college  under  your  (my)  charge. 

5.  Such  remarks  or  suggestions  as  you  (I)  may  be  pleased  to  make 
with  regard  to  commercial  or  business  education. 

The  commercial  or  business  college  is  of  recent  origin,  having  come  into 
existence  soarcely  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  It  has  struggled 
through  the  various  stages  of  crude  existence,  and  now  necessarily  occupies 
a  considerable  place  in  our  educational  system.  Unprovided  for  by  other 
means,  it  continues  as  it  began,  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  private 
enterprise. 

Its  scope  and  objects,  though  gradually  enlarged  by  necessity  and  expe- 
rience, are  still  limited  by  causes  which  may  be  obviated.  As  implied  oy 
their  name,  the  design  of  these  institutions  is,  in  general  terms,  to  afford 
such  special  advantages  for  preparatory  education  and  training  as  are  best 
for  those  who  wish  to  engage  in  commercial  business.  It  is  a  professional 
school,  and  should  not  in  any  way  attempt  to  supersede  the  general  school, 
which  it  supplements,  and  upon  whioh  it  is  founded. 

It  should  include  in  its  curriculum  such  branches  of  study  and  training 
s&b  are  necessary  in  common  business,  which  cannot  be  better  provided  for 
elsewhere.  That  it  does  not  now  confine  itself  strictly  to  its  legitimate 
province  is  because  the  general  school  does  not  yet  properly  perform  its 
functions,  and  because  the  commercial  or  business  college,  in  its  too  great 
eagerness  for  patronage,  oversteps  the  bounds  of  educational  propriety, 
and  violates  the  principles  of  educational  economy.  These  circumstances 
operate  to  narrow  the  scope  and  degrade  the  objects  whioh  properly  belong 
to  these  institutions. 

The  true  scope  and  objects  «of  the  commercial  or  business  college  include 
that  wide  range  of  knowledge  and  art  whioh  belong  strictly  to  commercial 
business  as  a  profession,  and  are  necessary  to  maka  accomplished  business 
men.  Since  it  may  be  a  matter  of  doubt  whether  the  time  has  arrived  for 
the  broadest  and  most  advanced  views  on  this  subject  to  be  received  and 
acted  upon  by  the  educational  and  business  community,  it  is  probably  bet- 
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ter  not  to  occupy  space  here  in  making  a  statement  in  detail  of  what 
should,  and,  in  time,  probably  will  form  the  curriculum  of  commercial  or 
business  colleges.  That  there  is  a  large  and  important  field  not  yet  cov- 
ered by  these  institutions,  is  certain.  Before  the  exact  ground  is  marked 
out,  it  is  necessary  to  give  the  right  general  direction  to  the  public  mind 
on  the  subject,  and  then  it  can  be  done  with  practical  effect. 

"  The  causes  that  have  led,  during  the  past  few  years,  to  the  establish- 
ment of  these  schools,"  are  the  rapid  development  of  commercial  spirit  and 
enterprise,  the  growing  appreciation  of  the  value  and  economy  of  educa- 
tional aids  in  all  branches  of  employment,  and  a  spirit  of  rivalry  and  com- 
petition among  the  managers  of  these  schools.   , 

"  The  practical  difficulties  encountered  in* conducting  them"  arc,  want 
of  preparatory  education  with  students,  incompetent  and  mercenary  man- 
agement, want  of  trained  teachers  who  combine  with  thorough  scholarship, 
proper  business  talents  and  tastes,  and  an  abundant  stock  of  general  infor- 
mation— defective  organization,  insufficient  time,  a  too  limited  course  of 
studies,  want  of  unity  and  liberal  association,  and  the  establishment  of 
schools  of  this  kind  without  due  regard  to  location,  quality  and  support. 

The  institution  under  my  charge,  now  known  as  the  National  Spenoerian 
Business  College,  located  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  was  established  Sep- 
tember, 1863,  as  a  private  enterprise,  which  it  still  remains,  Jt  is  sus- 
tained entirely  by  tuitions  and  has  no  property  but  its  furniture  and  fix- 
tures. In  June  last,  the  interest  of  non-resident  partners  (who  rendered 
no  service)  in  its  revenues  was  terminated.  Relieved  from  this  unneces- 
sary tax  it  is  confidently  beUevod  that  its  usefulness  will  be  more  certainly 
and  rapidly  increased. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraoes  practical  penmanship,  commercial 
arithmetic,  commercial  correspondence,  book-keeping,  government  and 
laws,  commercial  law,  theory  of  trade  and  oommerce,  trade  and  commerce 
practically  illustrated  by  dealings  between  teachers  and  students,  and  be- 
tween students,  also  between  the  students  and  teachers  of  this  college  and 
colleges  in  other  cities.  The  basis  of  instruction  in  these  operations  is 
Carey's  Principles  of  Social  Science. 

In  some  branches  thorough  classification  is  maintained,  in  others  a  gen- 
eral gradation  only  can  be  preserved — much  instruction  is  necessarily  in- 
dividual, while  that  of  a  general  nature  and  incidental  is  imparted  by  lec- 
tures. 

Five  teachers  are  regularly  employed,  and  three  others  give  instruction 
in  special  branches.

On  the  13th  of  July,  1866,  at  a  meeting  for  the  purpose,  convened  in 
Cleveland,  this  institution,  with  others  of  the  same  class,  formed  a  per-' 
manent  organization,  "For  the  purpose  of  developing,  diffusing  and  per- 
petuating a  sound  and  comprehensive  system  of  business  education 
throughout  the  United  States,  commensurate  with  the  growing  wants  of 
business  life,  and  for  the  further  purpose  of  placing  this  department  of 
education  in  co-operative  relations  with  the  American  system  of  general 
education." 
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This  organization,  under  the  name  of  the  National  Union  of  Business 
Colleges,  gives  promise  of  mnoh  usefulness  in  obviating  the  practical  diffi- 
culties which  hinder  the  substantial  progress  of  this  department  of  educa- 
tion. 

Such  are  its  spirit,  purposes  and  plans  that  it  should  ultimately  embrace 
the  entire  body  of  co-operative  institutions  and  agencies  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

The  nature  of  the  ties,  interests  and  operations  of  commercial  life  are 
such  that  its  educational  demands  cannot  be  fully  met  without  the  aid  of 
commercial  association  aB  an  element  in  its  system  of  education,  in  har- 
mony with  the  scope  and  governing  principles  of  commerce  itself.  This  it  is 
hoped  ultimately  to  secure  through  this  organisation,  which  is  so  formed  as 
to  adjust  itself  to  the  growth  and  progress  of  commercial  and  general  edu- 
cation. 

Under  date  of  August  22d,  1866,  I  took  occasion  to  address  a  commu- 
nication to  Hon.  Edward  Salomon,  president  of  the  regents  of  the  univer- 
sity, on  the  subject  of  commercial  education  and  provisions  therefor.  That 
letter  contained  some  points  which  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  present 
here.  1  there  suggested  that  those  who  are  to  be  educated  may  be  divided 
into  two  classes,  vis. :  commercial  and  non-commercial ;  that  all  should  re- 
ceive so  much  commercial  education  as  is  necessary  to  the  correct  manage- 
ment of  ordinary  business  and  financial  affairs,  and  that  in  addition  to  this 
the  commercial  class  should  receive  a  liberal  commercial  education  ;  that 
our  system  of  common  and  academic  schools  should  provide  for  the  general 
want  of  commercial  education,  and  that  a  commercial  department  of  the 
state  university  should  provide  for  the  liberal  branches  of  commer- 
cial education  adapted  to  the  higher  wants  of  the  more  purely  commercial 
class,  and  all  others  who  might  desire  to  become  versed  in  this  branch 
of  learning.  I  suggested  that  the  merchants  and  business  men  in 
particular,  both  individually  and  through  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  Merchant's  Association,  would  doubtless  favor  and  assist  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  such  a  department  in  Milwaukee.  I  also  suggested  reasons 
why  the  efficiency  and  strength  of  such  a  department  would  be  enhanced 
by  locating  it  at  the  centre  of  the  commercial  interests  of  the  state. 

General  prosperity  and  good  order  hinge  to  such  an  extent  upon  the 
operations,  relations  and  results  of  commerce,  that  public  provision  for 
its  educational  wants  on  a  permanent  and  liberal  basis  is  an  imperative 
duty  which  cannot  long  be  neglected  without  injury. 

In  a  country  like  ours  no  great  educational  interest  such  as  this  should 
long  be  entrusted  solely  to  the  uncertain  care  of  private  enterprise,  or  sub- 
ject to  the  vicissitudes  of  private  fortune.  It  is  contrary  to  the  genius  of 
our  institutions,  and  derogatory  to  the  interests  of  the  people. 

Wisconsin  is  laying  the  permanent  foundations  of  her  educational  sys- 
tem, and  the  position  she  will  hold  depends  much  upon  its  entire  complete- 
ness, and  for  this  reason,  the  condition  and  claims  of  commercial  education 
cannot  be  too  carefully  considered.

No  money  has  been  loaned  to  individuals  daring  the  year,  but  the  prin- 
cipal of  each  fund  as  it  has  accumulated  has  been  invested  in  bonds  of  this 
state  as  required  by  law — a  system  so  much  preferable  to  the  old  loan  sys- 
tem that  we  sincerely  hope  that  at  an  early  day  every  dollar  due  any  of 
the  trust  funds  will  be  invested  in  like  manner  or  in  bonds  of  the  United 
States. 

The  tables  marked  "  Exhibit  F  and  G-,"  show  the  number  of  acres  of 
land  belonging  to  the  state,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  class  to 
whioh  they  belong,  and  the  counties  in  which  they  are  situated.

In  addition  to  the  swamp  lands  above  mentioned  wo  have,  during  the  fis- 
cal year,  under  authority  from  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office, 
selec^d  751,431  39-100  acres  of  land  enuring  to  the  state  under  the 
swamp  land  grant  approved  Sopt.  28,  1850.  A  list  of  these  selections  baa 
been  forwarded  to  the  commissioner  for  approval. 

Table  marked  "  Exhibit  H,"  shows  the  amounts  apportioned  to  the  sev- 
eral counties,  June  1,  1866,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  537,  laws  of 
1865. 

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  sum  of  $45,774.58  has  beenap- 

¥>rtioned  and  under  the  law  is  to  be  applied  to  reclaiming  swamp  lands, 
his  amount  of  money  if  properly  expended  will  go  far  toward  rendering 
these  lands  among  the  most  valuable  in  the  state,  but  in  order  to  ensure  a 
proper  application  of  the  money  hereafter  to  be  apportioned,  we  would  re- 
commend that  said  chapter  537,  law*  of  1865,  be  so  amended  as  to  pro- 
vide for  a  penalty  for  any  diversion  of  this  money  from  the  purposes  speci- 
fied  in  the  law. 

That  some  legislation  is  needed  on  this  subject  is  evident  from  the  fact 
that  we  have  received %  numerous  letters  from  different  parts  of  the  state 
complaining  that  the  drainage  fund  is  being  used  for  other  purposes 
than  those  expressed  hi  the  law. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  this  law  when  so  amended  be  al 
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lowed  to  remain  intact,  and  that  no  further  appropriation  of  lands  be  made 
for  any  purpose  except  those  specified  in  the  law,  as  under  said  law  the  ori- 
ginal intention  of  the  arrant  of  congress  can  be  fulfilled  and  the  swamp 
lands  reclaimed  and  made  valuable.

The  sum  of  (5,860.00  has  been  expended  during  the  last  year  in  pro- 
tecting the  state  lands  from  trespass. 

Under  the  operation  of  the  laws  now  in  force  for  the  protection  of  state 
lands,  a  larger  proportion  of  these  land*  are  paid  for  in  full  at  the  time  of 
entry  than  formerly,  and  the  present  laws  are  believed  to  be  effective,  but 
.we  would  recommend  that  inasmuch  as  the  expense  of  protecting  these 
lands  is  now  paid  from  the  general  fund,  that  the  present  law  be  so  amend- 
ed as  to  provide  that  all  moneys  paid  as  trespass  penalties  be  paid  into  the 
general  fund. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  chapter  261,  laws  of  1864.     Under  the 

Erovisions  of  this  law,  a  Jlarge  amount  of  forfeited  mortgaged  lands  have 
een  appraised  and  are  now  subject  to  sale.  $ 

This  law  provides  that  these  lands  shall  be  sold  at  their  appraised  value, 
but  at  the  time  of  their  forfeiture  there  were  taxes  due 'thereon,  which 
had  been  returned  to  the  state  treasurer  for  collection,  and  still  remain 
unpaid. 

Under  the  law  we  have  no  authority  to  collect  these  unpaid  taxes,  as  it 
was  clearly  the  intention  of  the  law  to  sell  these  lands  at  their  actual  ap- 
praised value.  The  question  arises,  how  are  .the  counties  to  collect  these 
unpaid  taxes  t 

Have  they  a  claim  upon  the  money  actually  realised  upon  the  sale  of 
these  lands,  or  are  the  taxes  wiped  out  by  the  operations  of  said  chapter 
261,  laws  of  1864? 

We  would  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  by  tho  legislature  de? 
fining  the  intent  of  said  law. 
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The  question  of  title  to  the  islands  in  the  Wisconsin  and  Mississippi 
rivers  remains  unsettled. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  these  islands  belong  to  the  state  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  swamp  grant  of  Sept.  28,  1850,  but  an  application  made  by 
us  to  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office,  for  the  approval  of  these 
islands  to  the  state  has  been  met  by  a  decided  refusal  to  examine  the  ques- 
tion on  its  merits:  the  commissioner  basing  his  refusal  upon  an  act  of 
congress,  approved  March  12,  1860,  which  provides  "  that  the  selection  of 
lands  under  the  grant  of  Sept.  28,  1850,  shall  be  made  within  two  years 
from  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature  of  each  state  at  its  next  session 
after  the  passage  of  this  act." 

The  commissioner  decided  "  that  as  this  period  has  elapsed,  these  is- 
lands were  no  longer  subject  to  such  selection  or  any  other  action  under 
the  swamp  grant. 

From  this  decision  an  appeal  has  been  taken  to  the  secretary  of  the  in- 
terior, which  has  not  yet  been  decided.  We  hold  that  inasmuch  as  the 
act  of  congress,  approved  Sept.  28,  1850,  made  it  the  duty  of  the  secreta- 
ry of  the  interior  to  furnish  this  state  with  a  list  of  the  lands  to  which 
she  was  entitled  under  said  act,  and  as  repeated  requests  were  made  by  the 
state  for  said  lists  prior  to  the  act  of  March  12,  I860,  that  the  rights  of 
the  state  cannot  be  prejudiced  by  the  neglect  of  the  secretary  of  the  inte- 
rior to  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  act. 

It  may  be  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  some  action  by  congress  to 
secure  our  rights  in  tho  matter.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Governor  : 

On  the  30th  of  April,  1866,  General  Aug.  Gaylord  retired,  by  resig- 
nation, from  the  office  of  Adjutant  General,  which  he  had  filled  with 
marked  ability  and  fidelity  to  the  interests  of  the  state  and  nation,  through 
all  the  long,  dark  and  bloody  years  of  our  struggle  with  rebellion,  from 
January  1,  1862. 

By  your  excellence's  appointment,  I  succeeded  to  the  office  May  1, 1866. 

The  operations  of  the  office  during  the  past  year  have  been  confined 
principally  to  completing  and  arranging  the  records  and  military  histories 
of  Wisconsin  organisations,  commenced  by  my  predecessor,  together  with 
extensive  correspondence  with  parties,  agents  and  (he  Departments  of 
War,  the  Treasury  and  the  Interior,  at  Washington,  in  regard  to  claims 
of  soldiers  or  their  heirs  for  back  pay,  pensions,  bounties,  £o. 

A  very  great  portion  of  this  correspondence  from  Washington  is  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  deficiencies  in  the  records  there,  and  in  a  large  ma- 
jority of  oases  we  are  able  to  furnish  the  information  desired,  which  goes 
to  show  that  our  record  of  Wisconsin  soldiers  is  much  more  ample  and 
correct  than  that  at  Washington. 

The  system  of  military  histories  by  companies,  giving  complete  records 
of  each  man,  in  a  book  appropriately  arranged,  whioh  was  commenced  by 
my  predecessor,  has  been  continued,  but  not  yet  oompleted.  These  histo- 
ries of  488  companies  are  complete,  or  nearly  so,  while  214  remain  to  be 
made  up. 

The  importance  of  this  kind  of  record  can  scarcely  be  overrated.  It  is 
oompaot  and  convenient,  and  saves  looking  through  a  multiplicity  of  files 
and  papers  to  find  what  is  here  presented  to  the  eye  at  a  glance.  It  also 
saves  the  muster  rolls,  returns,  and  other  original  and  valuable  papers, 
from  much  wear  and  tear  in  the  frequent  handling  whioh  would  otherwise 
be  required.  There  is  also  a  very  great  saving  of  time.  In  its  incomplete 
state  it  has  saved,  during  the  past  year,  the  services  of  one  clerk,  at  least. 
It  is  contemplated,  when  oompleted,  to  bind  these  books  in  volumes  bj 
regiments,  whioh  will  render  them  ttill  more  convenient  and  durable.  The 
present  clerical  force  of  the  office  will  be  required  for  some  months  to  com- 
plete this  work  and  attend  to  the  other  necessary  business  of  the  office. 
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The  following  are  the  present  employees :

At  the  commencement  of  the  current  year  there  remained  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States  the  following  organisations  from  this  state. 

These  havo  all  been  honorably  mastered  out,  at  dates  indicated : 

4th  Cavalry,  May  28,  1866. 

Yet.  Battalion,  4  Co's,  9th  Infantry,  January  30,  1866. 

35th  Infantry,  March  15,  1866. 

6  Co's  48th  Infantry,  19th  February  and  24th  March,  1866. 

50th  Infantry,  June  12,  1866. 

A  large  number  of  men  have  been  mustered  out  and  discharged  by  de- 
tachments. Thesa  were  men  who,  for  various  reasons,  were  absent  at  the 
muster  out  of  the  organizations  to  which  they  belonged.  Of  these  we 
have  in  most  instances  a  correct  record ;  but  many  men  were  reported 
missing  from  their  commands,  during  battles  and  marches,  and  even  now 
a  large  number  are  upon  the  records  whose  fate  is  unknown.  This  works 
much  hardship  to  many  families  of  men  who  are  undoubtedly  dead,  but 
whose  back  pay,  bounties  and  pensions  are  in  suspense  for  want  of  proof. 
This  office  has  much  correspondence  in  regard  to  such  cases,  and  in  the 
investigation  of  them  furoisnes  all  assistance  possible,  although  it  is  gen- 
erally impracticable  to  furnish  such  proof  as  is  required  by  the  government. 

BOUNTIES. 

The  influence  of  the  state  government  should  be  exerted  to  effect  the 
passage  by  Congress,  if  possible,  of  a  law  equalizing  the  bounties  of  those 
who  early  entered  the  service  with  those  who  enlisted  later  and  received 
large  bounties.  The  legislation  of  Congress  so  far  upon  this  subject  does 
not  accomplish  the  object. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  publication  of  the  report  of  1865  was  greatly 
delayed,  the  regimental  histories,  mortality  lists,  &o ,  were  published 
complete  in  that  volume,  as  set  forth  in  the  following  note  which  was 
printed  therewith : 

Genbbal  Hjudquabtirs,  Stat*  or  Wisconsin, 

Adjutant  G-bnibal's  Oiviob, 
Madison,  September  1,  1866. 
In  consequence  of  delay,  arising  from  various  causes,  in  the  publication 
of  this  volume,  all  organizations  of  Wisconsin  troops  have  been  mustered 
out  of  service,  in  time  so  that  their  completed  histories  could  be  inserted 
in  this  report,  and  this  has  been  'done,  in  order  to  make  a  complete  and 
compact  official  history  -of  the  part  taken  by  Wisconsin  in  the  great  strug- 
gle for  the  maintenance  of  the  general  government  against  rebellion.  This 
will  serve  to  explain  the  fact  that  while  this  is  the  report  of  this  office  for 
the  year  ending  September  80,  1865,  it  contains  histories,  rosters,  mortal- 
ity fists,  &c,  complete  to  different  dates  in  1866,  when  the  organizations 
have  been  disbanded,  which  were  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  on 
the  60th  of  September,  1865.    This  course  was  deemed  to  be  exceedingly

desirable  in  connection  with  the  reprint  of  regimental  narratives  from  the 
reports  of  previous  years.  These  additions  to  the  report  have  been  made 
from  data  coming  into  possession  of  the  office  partly  previous  to  the  resig- 
nation of  General  Gaylord,  on  the  1st  of  May  last,  and  partly  since.

The  printing  of  the  work  was  completed  about  Sept,  1,  and  the  bound 
oopies  delivered  in  November.  These  contain  a  full  continuous  narrative 
of  each  organization  from  muster  in  to  muster  out,  together  with  rosters, 
lists  of  officers,  mortality  lists,  and  much  other  important  and  interesting 
official  matter,  and  were  ordered  by  the  Legislature  to  the  number  of 
2,000.  After  deducting  the  number  required  to  supply  the  Legislature* 
state  officers  and  exchanges,  but  a  limited  number  is  left  to  furnish  to  cit- 
izens of  the  state  who  desire  oopies  of  this  official  and  carefully  compiled 
history  of  the  part  taken  by  Wisconsin  in  the  late  war.  I  suggest 
that  itVought  to  be  revised  in  some  particulars,  especially  in  regard  to 
mortality  Justs,  by  correction  and  addition  of  names,  matters  which  have 
come  id  the  knowledge  of  the  office  since  publication,  and  that  it  ought  to 
be  republished  in  such  numbers  as  the  Legislature  may  deem  proper  for  the 
interest  of  the  people  of  the  state.  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  a  larger 
number  than  that  already  printed  would  be  a  great  benefit  and  satisfaction 
to  the  people,  and  that  the  necessary  expense  would  be  cheerfully  acqui- 
esced in. 

A  catalogue  of  Wisoonsin  soldiers,  alphabetically  arranged,  giving  name 
and  muster  in,  together  with  death,  discharge  or  muster  out,  if  prepared 
and  published,  would  be  of  great  interest  and  usefulness.  Lists  of  officers 
only  have  been  heretofore  published  in  this  state,  but  in  nearly  all  the 
other  states  the  roll  of  honor  is  extended  to  include  all  the  heroes,  great 
find  small,  who  contributed  to  the  common  defence.  The  enlisted  men  of 
Wisconsin  bore  their  banners  proudly  and  bravely  in  the  face  of  the  foe  on 
almost  every  battlefield  of  the  war,  and  wherever  or  whenever  they  were 
at  the  front  they  honored,  by  their  valor,  the  state  and  nation.  It  is  bat 
just  that  their  names  and  services  should  be  published  to  the  world. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  state  my  belief  that  the  system  of 
brevet  commissions  to  enlisted  men,  which  your  excellency  has  lately  de- 
cided to  inaugurate,  is  a  most  proper  manner  of  recognizing  distinguished 
services,  if  confined  to  special  acts  of  well  proven  valor  in  battle.  These 
will  be  proud  reminders  to  them,  their  friends  and  posterity,  of  their  gal- 
lantry and  sacrifices  for  their  flag,  their  country  and  republican  liberty. 

STATU  MILITIA. 

As  has  been  reported  by  my  predecessor  several  times,  the  militia  sys- 
tem and  laws  of  the  state  are  a  failure,  so  far  as  efficiency  is  concerned. 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  only  proper  and  fair  manner  of  supporting  and 
maintaining  any  number  of  efficient  militia  troops  would  be  by  providing 
by  general  taxation  for  funds  to  aid  in  supporting  first  class  independent 
volunteer  companies,  with  power  in  the  hands  of  the  Governor  to  withhold 
the  aid  or  disband  the  companies  for  neglect  of  duty.  Under  a  plan  of 
compulsory  service,  or  a  commutation  instead,  an  enrollment  must  te  had 
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every  year.  This  is  cumbersome  and  expensive,  and  as  many  would  es- 
cape both  duty  and  commutation,  it  is  doubtful  if  any  fund  would  be  left 
with  which  to  provide  for  the  troops.  It  might  also  occur  that  a  large 
portion  of  the  people  would  choose  to  serve  as  militia,  which,  while  it 
would  materially  decrease  the  revenue,  would'  only  provide  us  with  an 
army  of  cornstalk,  broomhandle' and  ramrod  soldiers,  such  as  in  the  olden 
time  used  to  grace,  or  rather  disgrace,  the  militia  musters  of  some  of  the 
older  states.  A  commutation  of  this  kind  is  also  substantially  in  the  na* 
ture  of  a  capitation  tax,  and  is  distasteful,  if  not  not  absolutely  uncon- 
stitutional. 

The  sections  of  the  law  of  1863,  which  provided  for  an  annual  enrollment 
of  the  militia  were  repealed  by  chapter  15  general  laws  1866,  because  the  ' 
expense  of  enrollment  was  not  warranted  by  any  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
it.      No  enrollment  was  made  in  1865  for  these  reasons,  under  orders  of 
the  executive,  he  deeming  it  a  matter  in  his  discretion. 

The  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  year  given  by  the  state  to  each  man  serving 
in  an  independent  company,  under  safe  restrictions,  to  aid  him  in  uniform 
and  other  expenses,  together  with  what  could  be  raised  by  enterprising 
companies  from  other  sources,  would  probably  be  sufficient  to  keep  on  foot 
an  efficient  body  of  troops  The  numoer  to  be  thus  aided  ought  to  be  lim- 
ited in  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature  to  such  a  force  as  might  be  deemed 
proper  and  desirable.  Probably  20  companies,  or  about  2,000  troops 
would  not  be  too  many.  The  maximum  expense  under  this  proposition 
would  be  $20,000  per  year. 

MILITARY     PBOPEftTY. 

The  duties  of  Quartermaster  General  were  devolved  upon  me  by  order  of 
your  excellency  from  and  after  July  1st,  1£66,  Gen.  8.  Nye  Gibbs,  for- 
mer Quartermaster  General,  having  resigned  June  30th,  1866. 

The  state  having. on  hand  a  large  quantity  of  useless  arms  and  accoutre- 
ments, early  in  the  year,  Gen.  Gibbs  made  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  for  a  corresponding  amount  of  new  ordance  stores.  The  ground  of 
this  application  was  that  the  old  arms  had  all  been  issued  during  the  war 
in  good  condition,  to  different  camps  of  instruction  in  the  state,  and  there 
damaged  or  destroyed  by  recruits  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 
This  property  consisted  of  600  stand  of  small  arms  and  1  6-pounder  bronze 
sun  with  carriage,  limber  and  implements,  the  latter  having  been  destroyed 
by  the  burning  of  a  building  in  which  it  was  stored  at  Camp  Washburn, 
near  Milwaukee.  Mr.  Kellar,  chief  clerk  of  the  U.  S.  ordnance  oitce,  be- 
ing in  the  west,  called  upon  General  Gibbs  early  in  June,  and  made  an  in* 
spection  of  the  arms,  and  made  a  report  upon  the  subject,  which  resulted 
in  the  claim  being  allowed  by  the  War  Department,  and  in  the  month  of 
August  I  received  on  this  account  600  Enfield  rifled  muskets  and  accoutre- 
ments and  1  6-pounder  smooth  bore  bronze  field  gun,  with  carriage  limber 
and  implements  complete. 

The  old  arms,  in  lieu  of  which  these  were  received,  are  on  hand,  but  are 
useless  to  the  state.  There  is  also  a  conAderable  quantity  of  other  mili- 
tary property  which  is  of  no  use  to  the  state,  and  ought  to  be  disposed  of. 
I  am  of  opinion  that  a  law  ought  to  be  enacted  providing  for  a  board  of  in- 
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spectors  to  examine  such  property  and  recommend  disposal  of  it,  to  be  exe- 
cuted under  the  approval  of  the  Governor. 

I  In  the  month  of  June,  General  Gibbs  received  from  the  War  Department 
on  account  of  the  quota  of  arms  due  the  state  from  the  United  States, 
800  Springfield  rifled  muskets  and  100  artillery  carbines,  all  with  accout- 
rements complete. ' 

The  armament  of  the  state  consists  of  10  pieces  field  artillery,  with  car- 
riages and  implements  complete,  and  6  caisons,  together  with  6,lb6  mus- 
kets, rifles  and  rifled  muskets  and  accoutrements.  Five  pieces  of  artillery 
are  on  hand,  and  five  are  in  hands  of  militia  and  citizens.  Of  the  small 
arms  3,940  are  on  hand  and  2,246  stand  are  in  the  hands  of  militia  and 
citizens. 

The  military  property  on  hand  is  stored  in  various  places  from  the 
basement  to  the  attio  of  thecapitol  and  the  ammunition  is  in  a  small  build- 
ing, at  old  Camp  Randall,  which  was  purchased  by  me  for  the  state  under 
your  direction,  for  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  at  the  auction  sale  of  govern- 
ment buildings  last  summer.  The  state  ought  at  one  to  provide  itself 
with  a  proper  arsenal  and  armory.  This  recommendation  has  been  annual- 
ly made  by  my  predecessors  in  this  department,  for  many  years,  and  the 
reasons  in  its  favor  become  more  and  more  apparent  from  time  to  time. 
The  military  property  of  the  state  is  not  safe  as  it  is  now  stored,  nor  can 
the  arms  be  properly  oared  for  and  kept  clean  and  in  good  order. 

In  August  last  I  received  a  letter  from  Perkins,  Livingston  &  Post,  of 
New  York,  agents  for  Col.  Berdan,  in  relation  to  his  plan  of  altering  or- 
dinary small  arms  into  breech-loaders.  They  forwarded  testimonials  and 
reports  in  regard  to  trials,  both  in  this  country  and  Europe,  which  would 
sfeem  to  show  that  this  is  a  very  superior  method  of  altering  arms,  and  in 
accordance  with  their  request,  and  your  direction,  I  forwarded  to  them  a 
Springfield  rifle  to  be  altered  and  returned  in  order  that  it  might  be  ex- 
amined and  tested.  The  weapon  has  not  yet  been  returned  and  I  am  una- 
ble to  give  any  opinion  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  merits  of  the  plan, 
but  have  no  doubt  that  it  would  be  wise  to  convert  our  serviceable  small 
arms  into  breech-loaders  upon  some  plan  that  would  stand  proper  tests, 
provided  the  expense  be  not  too  great. 

The  agents  of  this  plan  were  unable  when  I  last  heard  from  them  to  in- 
dicate the  probable  expense  as  the  machinery  for  doing  the  work  on  a 
large  scale  was  not  prepared. 

1  have,  a  sample  of  Wilmot's  patent  tompion  which  would  be  of  great 
use  in  preserving  arms  of  all  kinds  in  good  condition.  It  is  a  simple  con- 
trivance which  renders  the  muzzle  of  the  weapon  perfectly  air  tight,  which 
cannot  be  done  with  any  of  the  different  styles  of  wooden  tompions  here- 
tofore in  use.  It  is  readily  inserted  or  taken  out,  will  not  work  out  of  it- 
self, and  is  applicable  to  heavy  ordnance  as  well  as  small  arms.  It  con- 
sists of  elastic  packing,  which  being  inserted  is  expanded  by  a  screw  thus 
filling  the  creases  of  rifled  arms,  and  besides  its  usefulness  it  is  very  orna- 
mental and  giving  a  handsome  finish  to  the  weapon. 

During  the  year  ten  companies,  of  the  militia  have  returned  their  arms 
to  the  state,  amounting  in  all  to  788  stands. 
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Arms  have  been  issued  to  two  new  companies,  as  follows  :

'■  The  languishing  condition  of  the  state  militia  as  indicated  by  the  above 
'transactions  is  owrng  to  the  inefficiency  of  the  militia  laws  of  the  state  aS* 
alluded  to  in  another  part  of  this  report.

Armorer,  assisted  by  Wm.  M.  Leonard, ^Gunsmith. 

'  The'total  number  of  small  arms  of  ail  classes  which  have  been  cleaned, 
repaired  and  put  in  good  condition  during  the  year,  is  783. 

The  War  Eagles,  Abe  and  Tim/  thy,  have  been  properly  cared  for  during 
the  year,  and  are  believed  to  Jdg  in  good  condition.
